Greetings: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby  re¬ 
quired  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  qualified 
to  vote  in  elections,  to  meet  in  the  various  voting  precincts  designated  for  their 
Districts  in  Norwood  on  Monday,  the  twentieth  day  of  January,  1969,  at  7:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers:  The  following  are  to 
be  chosen  by  ballot,  namely:  Two  Selectmen  for  three  years;  one  Selectman 
for  two  years  (to  fill  vacancy) ;  one  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  for 
one  year;  one  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  Member  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  three  years;  one  Member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  two  years  (to  fill 
vacancy;)  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years;  one  Finance 
Commissioner  for  three  years;  two  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library 
for  three  years;  one  Trustee  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  two  years 
(to  fill  vacancy) ;  one  Trustee  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  one  year  (to 
fill  vacancy);  one  Member  of  the  Town  Planning  Board  for  five  years;  one 
Member  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  for  five  years;  four  Town  Meeting 
Members  for  District  One  for  three  years;  seven  Town  Meeting  Members  for 
District  Two  for  three  years;  one  Town  Meeting  Member  for  District  Two  for 
two  years  (to  fill  vacancy) ;  seven  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Three 
for  three  years;  one  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Three  for  one  year  (to 
fill  vacancy) ;  nine  Town  Meeting  Member  for  District  Four  for  three  years ; 
eight  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Five  for  three  years;  six  Town 
Meeting  Members  for  District  Six  for  three  years;  one  Town  Meeting  Member 
for  District  Six  for  two  years  (to  fill  vacancy) ;  one  Town  Meeting  Member 
for  District  Six  for  one  year  (to  fill  vacancy) ;  seven  Town  Meeting  Members 
for  District  Seven  for  three  years;  one  Town  Meeting  Member  for  District 
Seven  for  one  year  (to  fill  vacancy) ;  seven  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District 
Eight  for  three  years;  five  Town  Meeting  Members  for  District  Nine  for  three 
years. 

And  to  vote  on  the  following  questions: 

Question  No.  1.  “Shall  the  Town,  in  addition  to  the  payment  of  fifty 
percent  of  a  premium  for  contributory  group  life  and  health  insurance  for 
employees  retired  from  the  service  of  the  Town,  and  their  dependents,  pay 
a  subsidiary  or  additional  rate?” 
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Summary  —  The  above  question  is  to  see  if  the  Town  shall  pay  more  than 
the  present  fifty  percent  of  the  premium  for  group  insurance  for  retired 
employees,  the  additional  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Selectmen. 

Question  No.  2.  “Shall  the  Town,  in  addition  to  the  payment  of  fifty 
percent  of  a  premium  for  contributory  group  life  and  health  insurance  for 
employees  in  the  service  of  the  Town,  and  their  dependents,  pay  a  subsidiary 
or  additional  rate?” 

Summary  —  The  above  question  is  to  see  if  the  Town  shall  pay  more  than 
the  fifty  per  cent  of  the  premium  for  group  insurance  for  active  employees,  the 
additional  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Selectmen." 

(This  question  is  inserted  on  petition  of  George  Thomas  and  others.) 

For  these  purposes,  the  Polls  will  be  open  at  7:00  o’clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  shall  be  kept  open  until  8:00  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  when  they  may  be 
closed. 

You  are  also  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  said  inhabitants  to  meet 
in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Junior  High  School  on  Washington  Street  in  said 
Town  on  Thursday,  the  twenty-seventh  of  March,  1969,  at  7:30  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  at  which  time  and  place  the  following  articles  are  to  be  acted  upon 
and  determined  exclusively  by  the  Town  Meeting  Members.

44,  Section  4,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of 
less  than  one  year,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter 
44,  Section  17.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were 
fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment 
was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  different 
parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
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delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Official  Ballots 
January  20,  1969”  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters 
of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election. 
They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package  received 
from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and 
exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to 
voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  Ballot 
Boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the 
Wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then 
set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  o’clock  P.M.  At  the  close  of 
the  polls,  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  seven  thousand,  three 
hundred  and  three  (7303)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  entrances 
of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree  and  the  total  number 
of  names  so  checked  was  seven  thousand,  three  hundred  and  three  (7303).

The  Norwood  Airport  Commission  hereby  submits  its  report  for  the 
year  1969. 

A  brief  review  of  matters  discussed  during  the  year  were  as  follows:

2.  Participated  with  Boston  Metropolitan  Airport,  Inc-  in  signing  leases 
with  Wiggins  Airways,  Inc-,  Norwood  Aviation,  Inc-  and  Air  Tech¬ 
nology  operators  at  the  Airport. 

3.  Preparing  rules  and  regulations  governing  general  use  of  the  Airport- 

4.  Application  and  discussion  with  State  and  Federal  agencies  relative 
to  further  work. 

5.  Discussion  with  Town  Counsel  relative  to  legal  requirements  per- 
pertaining  to  the  Airport. 

Federal  Aviation  Agency  (50%),  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commis¬ 
sion  (40%),  and  Town  of  Norwood  (10%)  participated  in  the  construction 
of  a  parallel  Taxiway  to  the  Bast-West  Runway  at  a  total  cost  of  $339,162  00.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1969. 

In  the  past  year  the  Cemetery  Department  prepared  and  conducted 
240  interments.  We  also  conducted  four  (4)  inter-cemetery  and  two  (2) 
out  of  town  transfers. 

The  Cemetery  Crew  dug  out  and  poured  93  new  foundations  for  mon¬ 
uments  throughout  the  cemetery.  We  also  installed  21  flush  markers  at 
various  graves. 

In  the  Garden  Section  (G.  Lots)  more  four  (4)  and  six  (6)  gravie  lots 
have  been  laid  out  as  the  GI  section  is  almost  filled.  This  new  G  section 
will  be  known  as  the  G2  section. 

In  the  Companion  Section  (2  grave  lots)  more  graves  have  been  laid 
out  as  it  too  is  nearing  its  capacity. 

All  perpetual  care  requests  and  paid  grave  repairs  were  taken  care 
of  as  quickly  as  possible.  Also  the  cemetery  crew,  with  the  owners  per¬ 
mission,  removed  a  number  of  unsightly  trees  and  overgrown  bushes  from 
various  lots. 

All  cemetery  owned  shrubbery  and  evergreens  were  pruned  and  cared 
for  during  the  growing  season. 

There  has  been  approximately  15  tons  of  fertilizer  and  20  tons  of 
lime  used  through  out  both  Highland  and  Old  Parish  Cemeteries.  We  have 
also  used  900  pounds  of  seed  in  referbushing  both  cemeteries. 

The  lawn  in  Highland  was  mowed  and  trimmed  throughout  the  grow¬ 
ing  season. 

There  were  no  burials  in  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery  in  the  past  year. 
The  cemetery  was  limed  in  the  early  spring  and  cared  for  whenever 
possible. 

Again  this  year  we  have  continued  with  our  asphalt  work  on  walks 
and  streets.  A  majority  of  this  work  was  done  by  the  cemetery  crew  them¬ 
selves. 

The  cemetery  crew  prepared  and  hot  topped  a  parking  area  next  to 
the  new  garage.  They  also  excavated  the  mound  between  Washington  Ave. 
and  Putnam  Ave.  and  paved  this  area;  also  various  walks  were  hot 
topped.  A  total  of  81  tons  of  asphalt  was  used. 

The  men  of  this  department  set  most  of  the  stones  back  on  their 
foundations  that,  had  been  damaged  by  vandalism. 
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Tool  storage  racks  were  built  in  the  tool  room  above  the  office 
between  burials  and  when  the  weather  was  bad. 

The  cemetery  crew  is  in  the  process  of  clearing  the  trees  and  brush 
in  Section  52.  This  area  will  eventually  be  filled  and  used  for  future 
single  grave  expansion. 

We  have  continued  with  the  process  of  spraying  the  gravel  walks  with 
a  non  selective  weed  killer  and  have  had  a  great  amount  of  success  keep¬ 
ing  these  walks  free  of  any  unsightly  overgrowth  of  weeds.  Some  of 
these  walks  have  been  brought  up  to  grade  and  are  ready  for  future 
asphalt  work. 

The  cemetery  crew  planted  40  new  azaleas  in  the  C  and  G  Sections. 
They  also  replaced  some  of  the  flowering  trees  that  had  been  damaged 
or  diseased. 

The  cemetery  crew  installed  25  bronze  and  2  granite  veterans  markers 
at  various  veterans’  graves  throughout  the  cemetery.  Also  any  grave  that 
was  depressed  was  brought  up  to  grade  and  reseeded  or  resodded.  There 
were  also  veterans  organization  markers  placed  on  all  new  veterans 
graves. 

We  have  had  22  veterans  burials  in  the  past  year.  Of  these  one  (1) 
was  in  both  WW I  and  WW II,  thirteen  were  in  WW  I,  and  eight  were 
in  WW  II. 

In  the  past  year,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works,  a  stockade  fence  was  installed  along  Cemetery  Street. 
This  fence  not  only  beautifies  this  section  of  the  cemetery  but  it  also 
shields  most  of  the  Town  Dump  from  any  funerals  we  may  have  in  this 
area.  The  fence  has  also  helped  to  eliminate  the  problem  of  papers 
blowing  in  from  the  dump. 

The  year  1969  has  been  another  busy  year  for  the  Cemetery  Depart¬ 
ment  and  a  few  changes  have  taken  place.  We  have  added  a  permanent 
man  to  fill  a  vacancy  left  by  a  retirement  and  we  have  lost  an  excellent 
Superintendent  in  Patsy  Santoro.  He  has  worked  very  hard  to  make  this 
cemetery  one  of  the  best  kept  Municipal  Cemeteries  in  this  area.  I  would 
like  to  thank  him  for  all  the  information  he  has  given  me,  and  for  making 
my  takeover  a  lot  easier.  Mr.  Santoro  now  heads  a  private  cemetery  in 
Connecticut.  I  know  that  he  will  be  missed  by  the  Cemetery  Crew  and 
also  a  number  of  Town  Employees  and  friends.  We  wish  him  every  sucess 
in  his  new  position. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Blasenak  and  all  the  Department  Heads 
for  their  help  and  understanding.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of 
the  Cemetery  Department  for  their  efforts  in  the  past  year.  These  men 
have  been  called  on  to  work  in  all  types  of  weather  to  fulfill  the  needs  of 
the  public  in  some  of  its  most  trying  times-

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Law  Department  for  the  year  1969. 

Frequent  changes  in  the  laws  applicable  to  municipal  government 
bring  requests  for  interpretation  of  the  law  which  require  constant  study 
of  the  new  legislation  in  its  relation  to  our  activities  in  order  to  com¬ 
petently  advise  those  charged  with  the  conduct  of  our  own  government. 
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Much  of  the  service  rendered  was  advisory  in  nature  and  was  furnished 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  Town  through  written  and  verbal  opinions 
upon  request  therefor. 

Additional  service  was  rendered  by  attendance  at  hearings  and  con¬ 
ferences,  court  appearances,  drafting  of  articles  for  town  meeting  warrants 
and  motions  to  be  offered  thereunder,  drafting  of  deeds,  agreements  and 
various  other  instruments. 

The  service  rendered  dealt  with  practically  every  phase  of  municipal 
activity. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  connection  with  the  above  activity, 
many  questions  arose  which  required  much  research  to  find  the  proper 
answers,  and  many  hours  were  applied  to  this  end. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

Various  claims  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage  were  made 
against  the  Town  arising  out  of  alleged  defective  conditions  in  public  ways 
concerning  which  opinions  as  to  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Town  were 
given  and  recommendations  were  made  as  to  disposition  of  claims. 

Selectmen 

Because  the  Town  does  not  carry  public  liability  insurance,  all  such 
claims  are  referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  investigation  and  settlement  with 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and,  if  settlement  cannot  be  made, 
then  the  case  is  tried  in  court  by  Town  Counsel. 

Without  listing  all  the  cases  handled,  suffice  it  to  say  that  cases  by 
and  against  the  Town  have  been  brought  to  a  current  status  with  little 
or  no  “backlog,”  so  called. 


Conclusion 

I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  served  the  Town  as  legal 
counsel.  During  my  period  of  service,  I  have  been  constantly  aware  of  the 
great  responsibilities  attendant  upon  this  position  in  a  growing  community 
such  as  ours.  The  uniform  spirit  of  co-operation  and  friendliness  extended 
to  me  by  Town  boards,  committees,  officials  and  friends  throughout  this 
past  year  has  greatly  aided  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  and  I 
shall  be  ever  mindfull  of  their  loyalty  and  friendship.

Herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Town  Engineer  for  the  year  1969. 

During  1969  the  Engineering  Department  did  the  preliminary  engineer¬ 
ing  and  design  work  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  five  contracts  for 
construction  work. 

Bids  were  received  and  low  bidder  did  the  work  on  four  of  the  projects. 
The  fifth  project  bids  (Neponset  Street  area  sewer)  came  in  higher  than 
fivailable  funds,  and  the  work  was  temporarily  tabled.

The  Department  also  engineered  two  small  water  main  jobs  and  the 
Little  League  access  road  and  culvert  work.  These  projects  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 

Two  other  utility  contracts  were  prepared  for  bid  via  consultant  engi¬ 
neer,  with  Engineering  Department  services  rendered. 

As  usual  the  Engineering  Department  supplied  engineering  services  and 
advice  for  all  town  departments  as  needed.  Also  other  governmental  groups 
and  private  entities  received  similar  help. 

It  is  estimated  that  25%  of  the  work  week  of  the  Assistant  Town  Engi¬ 
neer  and  a  Grade  II  man  were  spent  in  providing  engineering  assistance 
to  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  Department  personnel  was  further  depleted  by  the  resignation  of 
a  Grade  II  engineer,  who  left  in  order  to  take  a  more  lucrative  position  in 
another  department. 

The  present  pay  scale  and  advancement  possibilities  are  not  conducive 
to  having  capable  engineering  personnel  remain  in  the  Department  once 
they  reach  maximum. 

All  members  of  the  Department  have  had  a  minimum  of  two  to  three 
years  of  college  education  and  some  are  continuing  their  education  via 
evening  courses  at  this  time.  Such  qualified  personnel  do  not  remain  in 
a  work  environment  where  the  salaries  and  opportunities  to  advance  do 
not  exist. 

Meanwhile  the  Department  renders  engineering  services  and  aid  within 
the  scope  of  its  available  personnel.  Other  work,  in  order  to  be  completed 
within  allotted  time  limits,  must  be  let  out  to  outside  engineering  com¬ 
panies.

1.  Engineering  Department  completed  survey  work  and  plan  work  re¬ 
quested  by  consultants  on  University  Avenue  extension  design,  involving 
a  field  survey  party  for  approximately  3  weeks,  and  office  work  using 
a  draftsman  for  one  week. 

2.  Flood  water  levels  observations  made  during  flood  emergency  periods. 

3.  Street  line  given  as  requested. 

4.  Sewer  orders  for  construction  prepared  and  forwarded  to  Town  Clerk 
for  filing;  sewer  assessments  computed  and  given  to  Selectmen  for 
committment  -  $8,824.90. 

5.  Engineering  Department  prepared  4  construction  contracts  for  adver¬ 
tising,  and  observed  the  work  done  by  the  contractors  on  sewer  con¬ 
struction,  concrete  sidewalk  and  curbing  construction,  blacktop  sidewalk 
construction  and  traffic  island  and  paving  construction.  Cost  estimates 
were  figured  for  contractor’s  payments. 

6.  Engineering  Department  also  worked  with  Public  Works  Department 
on  installation  of  two  water  main  extensions  and  culvert  at  Endean  Park. 

7.  Engineering  Department  spent  much  time  in  marking  out  existing  util¬ 
ities  for  proposed  construction  work  in  the  town  e.g.  the  proposed 
underground  power  line  from  Dean  Street  to  Washington  Street;  the 
underground  power  line  from  Central  Street  station  to  Polaroid;  the 
water  main  on  Nahatan  Street;  the  proposed  Pleasant  Street  bridge; 
the  proposed  Irving  Street  water  main;  the  proposed  Clark  Street  sewer 
■line,  etc. 

8.  Department  personnel  updated  town  map  and  town  utility  and  zoning 
maps  and  procured  prints  for  distribution  and  sale. 

9.  Building  address  numbers  were  issued  as  required;  numbering  change 
studies  made. 

10.  Photos  and  sketches  of  accident  locations  made  as  requested. 

11.  Stop  sign  location  surveys  made  and  plans  drawn  for  forwarding  to 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works. 

12.  Preliminary  design  plans  and  cost  estimates  prepared  for  proposed  con¬ 
struction  projects  e.g.  Neponset  Street  sewer  study;  Shaw  Street  cul- 
de-sac;  Willett  School  drain  extension;  Junior  High  driveway  widen¬ 
ing,  etc. 

13.  Measurements  taken  and  guarantee  deposit  cost  estimates  prepared  for 
45  water  service  connections,  35  sewer  service  connections,  6  drain  con¬ 
nections  and  6  sprinkler  connections. 

14.  Seven  trees  surveyed  as  to  location  and  five  posted  for  removal. 

15.  During  the  average  year,  many  questions,  complaints  and  problems 
concerning  engineering  are  referred  to  the  Town  Engineer.  Information, 
advice  and  references  were  given  persons  seeking  aid;  e.g.  Hatch  Act 
problems,  sewer  assessments,  easements  for  utility  purposes,  damage 
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awards,  zoning,  planning  board  procedures,  rules  and  regulations,  plan 
requirements  etc.,  construction  work  complaints,  information  on  guar¬ 
antee  deposit  procedure  for  service  connections,  etc.  Town  Engineer 
visited  25  locations  involving  drainage  problems  and  reported  to  General 
Manager. 

Town  Engineer  did  research  work  in  Norfolk  Deeds  on  six  projects, 
kept  regular  readings  on  Buckmaster  Pond  water  elevation,  worked  out 
cost  adjustments  on  long  sewer  connections,  investigated  and  estimated 
costs  for  10  drive  openings  and  submitted  28  reports  on  various  subjects 
as  requested  by  the  General  Manager. 

On  various  occasions,  Town  Engineer  represented  Town  at  MDC  hear¬ 
ings,  meetings  on  State  Aid,  meetings  with  MDC  and  Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  officials  on  various  projects. 

The  Engineering  Department  provided  engineering  services  and  advice 
for  the  following  town  agencies  and  departments: 

Appeal  Board  -  Zoning 

Six  Appeal  Board  cases  were  referred  to  the  Town  Engineer  for  review 
and  report.  Town  Engineer  visited  case  loci  and  submitted  requested  data. 

Also  problems  on  two  past  decisions  were  reviewed  and  discussed  with 
Appeal  Board  Chairman  on  five  occasions. 

Assessors 

130  new  buildings  and  additions  measured  and  volumes  calculated.  Data 
plotted  on  building  cards.  A  total  of  412  building  permits  were  reviewed  on 
site  by  the  Engineering  Department.  Assessors’  maps  were  up  dated. 

Building  Inspector 

Engineering  Department  worked  out  numbering  plans  for  all  new  build¬ 
ing  addresses.  Town  Engineer  worked  with  Inspector  regarding  zoning 
interpretations  and  zoning  lines. 

Cemetery  Department 

In  conjunction  with  cemetery  personnel,  engineering  department  staked 
out  15  3-grave  lots  and  226  companion  lots  for  future  burials  and  did  re¬ 
quired  drafting,  printing  and  record  work  for  170  burials  during  1969  and 
prepared  new  record  tracings  of  new  companion  and  single  grave  areas. 

Town  Engineer  worked  with  Superintendent  on  future  planning  and 
construction  budget  requests. 

Civil  Defense 

Town  Engineer  worked  with  Director  on  flood  data  and  flood  planning. 

Clerk,  Town 

Voting  precinct  maps  and  zoning  change  maps  prepared  for  Clerk; 
Town  Engineer  worked  with  Clerk  on  utility  taking  plans  and  documents, 
sewer  and  water  betterment  plans  and  documents  and  Clerk  was  provided 
with  plans  and  prints  of  cemetery  lot  sales.

Town  Engineer  and  Counsel  worked  together  on  many  town  projects 
including  Clark  sewer  takings,  agreements,  planning  and  betterments; 
questions  on  individual  sewer  assessment  problems,  University  Avenue 
water  main  planning,  costs,  and  betterments;  Hatch  Act  proceedings,  Nas¬ 
sau  Gardens  FHA  agreement,  water  main  easement — Access  Road;  proposed 
walkway  from  Marlboro  Street  to  Westover  Parkway;  general  sewer  assess¬ 
ment  policy  and  MDC  yearly  entrance  fee  policy;  and  other  miscellaneous 
legal  questions  involving  engineering  data. 

Electric  Light  Department 

Engineering  Department  worked  with  Light  Department  on  Chapel  and 
Walpole  Street  intersection  signalization,  soccer  field  layout  for  lighting, 
Route  One  pole  line,  University  Avenue  proposed  pole  line,  proposed  pole 
line  for  Marlboro  Street  and  planning  for  new  high  voltage  line  from  Sharon. 

Fire  Department 

Town  Engineer  and  Fire  Chief  planned  for  fire  protection  in  various 
building  projects  that  were  presented  to  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board; 
Fire  Department  received  updated  maps  of  water  system. 

Health  Board 

Town  Engineer  and  Director  of  Health  Board  met  and  discussed  prob¬ 
lems  of  common  interest  including  Health  Board  requests  for  sewer  and 
drain  construction;  two  drainage  problems;  water  and  sewer  services  for 
Lost  Brook  Country  Club,  National  Lead  Company,  and  Nassau  Gardens; 
and  cleaning  of  Hawes  Brook  at  Ellis  Pond. 

Housing  Authority 

Authority  Director  and  Town  Engineer  conferred  on  site  drainage  prob¬ 
lems,  work  to  be  done  to  complete  Nahatan  Street  project,  and  possible  site 
plans  and  maps  for  future  expansion. 

Library 

Data  supplied  Director  regarding  cost  estimates  for  repair  of  parking 
lot  curbing. 

Permanent  Building  Committee 

Town  Engineer  supplied  maps,  plans  and  data  for  future  expansion  of 
Senior  High  School,  discussed  drainage  problems  at  Junior  High  North;  and 
worked  on  layout  and  estimated  cost  of  drain  construction  at  Willett  School. 

Planning  Board 

Town  Engineer  is  the  engineer  for  the  Planning  Board.  In  this  advisory 
capacity,  the  Town  Engineer  attended  twenty-one  Planning  Board  meetings 
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and  provided  much  engineering  advice,  service,  and  data  personally  and 
via  department  personnel. 

During  an  average  work  year,  it  is  estimated  that  the  Assistant  Town 
Engineer  and  a  Grade  II  Engineer  spend  at  least  10%  of  their  time  on 
field  work  for  the  Planning  Board. 

The  work  consists  of  inspection  during  and  after  construction,  with 
the  accompanying  reports,  on  which  are  based  releases  of  conditional  ap¬ 
proval,  and  the  amounts  of  bonds  needed  to  protect  the  town’s  interests. 
Also  final  inspections  and  reports  on  developments  are  made  to  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  for  their  use  in  bond  release  procedures  when  the  development 
is  complete. 

In  1968,  a  total  of  17  different  subdivisions  required  work  from  the 
Town  Engineer  and  his  department.  The  work  done  ranged  all  the  way 
from  reports  on  preliminary  plans  for  proposed  subdivisions  up  to  final 
reports  of  supposedly  completed  subdivisions  which  had  requested  bond 
releases. 

In  addition  to  subdivision  work,  study  plans  and  then  later  formal 
plans  and  descriptions  for  proposed  zoning  changes  were  provided  the 
Board.  When  outside  Engineers  prepared  zoning  change  plans  and  descrip¬ 
tions,  the  Engineering  Department  checked  them  for  accuracy  and  sub¬ 
mitted  reports  on  the  plans  to  the  Board. 

Preparatory  to  Town  Meetings,  film  transparencies  showing  proposed 
zoning  changes  were  prepared  by  the  Engineering  Department  for  the 
Board  to  present  at  Town  Meeting. 

After  Town  Meeting,  the  voted  zoning  changes  were  plotted  on  zoning 
maps  for  forwarding  by  Town  Clerk  to  the  Attorney-  General’s  office  for 
approval. 

In  addition,  reports  and  plans  were  prepared  for  the  Planning  Board 
by  the  Engineering  Department  for  other  projects  such  as  the  proposed 
University  Avenue  extension;  land  use  study  plans  of  the  Sumner-Union 
Street  area;  industrial  road  specifications;  and  possible  suggested  changes 
and  additions  to  the  zoning  by-law  and  the  Planning  Board  regulations. 

In  as  much  as  the  Planning  Board  has  no  full  time  members  or 
personnel  available  at  all  times  during  the  day,  a  great  many  persons 
having  questions  pertaining  to  Planning  Board  matters  are  referred  to 
the  Town  Engineer.  It  is  estimated  that  the  time  involved  in  explanations 
and  discussions  with  persons  talking  with  the  engineer,  along  with  the 
previously  mentioned  Planning  Board  work  amounts  to  about  fifteen  per¬ 
cent  of  the  Engineer’s  time  during  the  regular  work  week. 

As  the  subdivision  work  continues  in  the  town,  the  Engineering  De¬ 
partment  endeavors  to  keep  as  close  a  watch  as  possible  on  it,  in  order 
to  ensure  compliance  with  town  regulations.  From  time  to  time,  inspec¬ 
tion  work  and  reports  were  needed  on  at  least  nine  subdivisions  last  year. 

It  should  be  well  noted  here  that  a  trouble-free  and  maintenance-free 
subdivision  is  a  financial  asset  to  the  town.  The  Engineering  Department 
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tries  with  its  limited  personnel  to  see  that  all  legal  requirements  of  the 
development  are  met  so  that  when  the  streets  are  accepted  by  the  town, 
they  are  not  financial  liabilities. 

Police  Department 

Provided  certifications  of  public  ways  as  requested,  worked  with  safety 
officer  on  Chapter  519  projects,  and  on  the  problems  concerning  the  signal- 
ization  of  the  Chapel  and  Walpole  Streets  intersection. 

Public  Works  Department 

As  in  the  past,  the  diminished  Public  Works  Department  personnel 
has  meant  additional  work  for  Engineering  Department  personnel. 

Again  the  Assistant  Town  Engineer  and  a  Grade  II  Engineer  spend 
a  great  amount  of  time  aiding  Public  Works  Department  personnel.  The 
work  in  part  consists  of  locations  of  existing  utility  mains  and  connec¬ 
tions;  survey  data  for  drainage  problems,  walks,  drives,  service  connections, 
ledge  quantities,  utility  main  construction  etc.;  locations  and  ties  for  water 
gate  boxes,  manholes,  curb  boxes  etc.;  reports  on  status  of  culverts  and 
ditches  (during  flood  time). 

During  the  March  3-4,  1969  snow  storms,  additional  Engineering  De 
partment  people  aided  in  the  plowing  and  snow  removal  work. 

In  spring  time,  the  Department  gives  field  control  data  for  playing 
field  maintenance  work  and  for  traffic  line  and  stall  painting. 

In  the  fall,  soccer  and  football  field  control  data  is  given  for  the 
maintenance  crews. 

The  Town  Engineer  worked  with  the  Public  Works  Department  on 
the  water  pressure  problem  at  Polaroid,  Nassau  Gardens  Utilities,  Senior 
High  drainage  problems,  MDC  sewer  connections  for  National  Lead  Com¬ 
pany  and  Factory  Mutual. 

In  addition,  utility  tie-data  is  given  to  the  department  in  addition  to 
updated  utility  master  plans. 

A  number  of  miscellaneous  engineering  services  are  also  provided  as 
the  Public  Works  Department  requests. 

Recreation  Department 

Town  Engineer  and  Recreation  Superintendent  discussed  and  worked 
on  Recreation  construction  budget  estimates;  planning  of  undeveloped 
land  use;  and  drainage  problems  in  various  areas.  An  aerial  photo  of  the 
town  was  made  available  to  the  Superintendent  to  aid  in  his  planning. 

School  Department 

Town  Engineer  met  with  school  personnel  on  proposed  construction 
budget  estimates;  use  of  school  land  off  Shaw  Street;  walkway  to  Cal¬ 
lahan  School,  and  layout  of  new  football  field  at  Fr.  McAleer’s  playground. 

Skating  Rink  Committee 

Worked  with  Committee  people  on  possible  sites  for  skating  rink,  and 
supplied  plans  and  engineering  information  for  planning.

1970  is  continuing  the  same  pace  in  construction  as  the  past  year. 
Some  projects  which  will  be  in  the  various  stages  of  planning  and  con¬ 
struction  are  as  follows: 

University  Avenue  extension,  Pleasant  Street  bridge  over  the  Neponset 
River,  Irving  Street  water  main,  proposed  Chapter  90  construction  on 
Everett  Street,  completion  of  the  Clark  sewer,  the  proposed  step  down 
transformer  station  with  the  long  lines  of  conduits  from  Dean  Street  to 
Central  Street  station,  ten  sub-divisions  under  the  Planning  Board,  the 
various  industrial  and  commercial  buildings  in  different  locations  through¬ 
out  the  town  and  so  on. 

All  of  these  undertakings  require  Engineering  Department  work,  along 
with  the  town  departmental  and  construction  projects.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norwood, 

Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  to  you  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  the  Annual 
Report  of  your  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1969. 

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  1,181  alarms  of  fire  which  are 
broken  down  on  the  accompanying  graph.  In  addition,  the  Fire  Department 
made  934  ambulance  calls. 

Officers  and  men  were  given  specialized  training  courses  through  the 
year  in  addition  to  review  training.  Quarterly  inspections  were  made  at 
the  Norwood  Hospital,  Nursing  Homes  and  Day  Care  Centers.  Fire  drills 
and  periodic  inspections  were  made  in  all  public  and  parochial  schools 
under  the  supervision  of  Deputy  Chief  John  L,  Coughlin.  In  addition,  inspec* 
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tions  and  training  sessions  were  held  in  industries  with  their  fire  brigades. 
Occupancy  inspections  were  made  in  all  new  buildings. 

Many  meetings  were  held  with  industry  and  builders  to  insure  con¬ 
formance  with  state  and  local  regulations  and  to  continue  to  make  our 
Town  as  fire  safe  as  possible.  It  is  only  thru  inspections  and  rigidly  en¬ 
forced  safe  building  practices  that  we  will  be  able  to  reduce  the  fire  loss. 

During  Fire  Prevention  week  classes  were  conducted  for  680  children 
in  the  fifth  grades  on  life  safety  and  evacuation  of  the  home  in  case  of 
fire  by  the  officers  of  the  Department.  A  trophy  was  awarded  to  the  Balch 
School  for  having  97%  returns  on  their  homework  and  grading  of  their 
school’s  fire  drills. 

In  September  we  received  delivery  of  a  new  squad  fire  truck  for  brush 
fires  which  was  desperately  needed,  and  I  request  that  our  old  1948  truck 
be  replace  in  1970. 

I  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  at  this  time  to  purchase  land  for  the 
development  of  a  sub  fire  station  which  the  Town  will  definitely  need  in 
five  to  ten  years.  With  the  increasing  population  and  the  resulting  traffic 
in  Town,  it  will  no  longer  be  possible  to  reach  all  parts  of  Town  quickly 
and  efficiently. 

Increasing  problems  in  the  fire  service  caused  by  the  great  use  of 
plastics  and  other  chemicals  require  the  constant  up-dating  of  fire  fighting 
methods.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  officers  receive  up-to-date 
knowledge  by  attending  national  and  state  seminars. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  Fire  Department  for  their  devotion  to  duty  which  in  turn 
gives  the  Town  better  protection.  To  the  Chiefs  and  Fire  Fighters  of  our 
surrounding  Towns,  I  wish  to  extend  the  appreciation  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood  for  their  assistance  in  our  times  of  need. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  General  Manager  Walter  A. 
Blasenak  and  other  Town  Department  Heads,  I  would  like  to  thank  them 
for  their  continued  excellent  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  detailed  reports  for  the  year  1969  of  all  departments 
under  the  administrative  control  of  the  General  Manager. 

The  year  1969  was  a  historic  year  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  inasmuch 
as  considerable  progress  was  made  in  some  of  the  most  important  depart¬ 
ments,  namely  Municipal  Electric  Light  Department  and  in  the  Recreation 
Department. 

I  would  respectfully  request  that  you  read  the  various  departmental 
reports  as  I  will  not  report  in  detail  on  all  the  activities  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Manager.  However,  I  will  call 
to  your  attention  some  of  the  programs  and  progress  made  in  these  de¬ 
partments  during  the  year  1969. 

1.  Municipal  Light  Department 

With  the  appropriation  for  115  K.V.  lines  made  in  1968,  the  Municipal 
Light  Department  has  gone  forward  with  the  acquisition  of  the  land  and 
rights  of  way  for  the  construction  of  this  line.  All  the  prime  contracts  have 
been  let  and  work  is  going  forward  with  the  exception  of  the  underground 
lines  from  the  step-down  station  on  Dean  Street  to  the  main  station  on 
Central  Street.  While  several  problems  have  been  encountered  on  this 
project,  they  are  being  resolved  and  partial  service  of  the  line  is  expected 
in  early  summer  of  1970. 

2.  Recreation  Department 

The  Town  of  Norwood  was  most  fortunate  in  securing  Kevin  T.  Dixon 
as  Superintendent  of  Recreation.  His  educational  background  and  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  recreation  field  brings  to  Norwood  a  wealth  of  information 
enabling  him  to  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  directing  and  implement¬ 
ing  a  full  recreation  program  for  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Mr.  Dixon  assumed  his  duties  in  late  August  and  has  been  dedicated 
to  providing  a  total  ongoing  program  of  recreation  for  all  the  Norwood 
residents  as  well  as  laying  plans  to  meet  future  needs  in  recreation  and 
conservation  for  our  community.  His  future  plans  for  Norwood  show  much 
thought  and  foresight  in  providing  more  recreation  facilities  and  more 
concentration  on  keeping  up  the  “green  areas”  of  the  town. 

The  new  Superintendent  is  a  very  ambitious  person,  anxious  to  im¬ 
prove  and  enlarge  the  Recreation  Department  and  would  like  to  see  under¬ 
taken,  a  master  study  of  the  Norwood  Recreation  and  Conservation  facilities. 

The  Superintendent  feels  that  the  Recreation  Program  has  outgrown 
the  new  World  War  II  Memorial  Community  Center  and  additional  areas 
should  be  developed  as  soon  as  possible.  The  General  Manager  concurs 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Recreation  and  would  advise  that  serious  con¬ 
sideration  be  given  by  the  Town  in  this  area 
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The  Manager’s  report  on  Recreation  would  not  be  complete  without 
a  word  on  the  Fourth  of  July  Celebration.  This  program  has  become  a 
yearly  occasion  looked  forward  to  by  many  of  our  citizens,  and  we  can 
only  continue  to  expand  and  improve  the  program  with  your  support.  The 
rising  costs  in  connection  with  this  celebration  calls  for  your  most  generous 
financial  support  and  we  would  respectively  request  your  support  come 
as  early  as  possible  so  that  the  program  can  be  developed  for  the  best 
interest  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  of  Norwood. 

3.  Highland  Cemetery 

During  the  year  1969  the  Highland  Cemetery  received  a  new  Superin¬ 
tendent,  namely,  Joseph  M.  Welch.  Mr.  Welch,  former  employee  in  the 
Town  of  Norwood  Engineering  Department,  brings  to  the  Cemetery  his 
engineering  experience  which  will  be  very  helpful  in  the  management  and 
operation  of  the  Cemetery  Department. 

With  the  present  rate  of  sale  of  lots  and  graves  the  Town  should  en¬ 
deavor  to  secure  additional  lands  for  cemetery  purposes. 

3.  Police  Department 

The  Town  of  Norwood  was  fortunate  to  secure  approval  of  a  contribu¬ 
tion  of  approximately  50%  from  the  Federal  Government  for  the  purpose 
of  a  new  police  ambulance.  It  is  expected  the  funds  will  be  received  in 
1970  from  the  Federal  Government  and  the  Town  will  proceed  to  purchase 
said  ambulance. 

Installation  of  automatic  traffic  control  signals  was  completed  on  Wal¬ 
pole  Street-Route  1-A  and  Chapel  Street  with  a  contribution  from  the 
Commonwealth.  This  improvement  has  resulted  in  better  traffic  control 
and  traffic  flow  at  this  intersection  and  much  favorable  comment  has  been 
received. 

4.  School  Department 

The  Selectmen  through  the  General  Manager  has  cooperated  with  the 
School  Department  in  the  maintenance  of  school  buildings.  The  repairs 
and  improvements  were  made  within  the  appropriation  and  while  much 
remains  to  be  done  in  this  area,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  General  Manager 
that  progress  is  being  made  and  with  continued  yearly  appropriations,  we 
will  be  able  to  complete  all  project  improvements  and  repairs. 

5.  Public  Works  Department 

The  Public  Works  Department  which  is  essentially  a  service  department 
has  rendered  the  usual  services  which  are  given  in  detail  in  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works.  However,  I  would  like  to  call  to  your 
attention  that  we  were  fortunate  to  do  considerably  more  bituminous  con¬ 
crete  resurfacing  under  town  funds  and  Chapter  90  maintenance  funds. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  sizeable  appropriations  in  1970  to  continue  this 
type  of  work  as  it  has  proven  to  save  considerable  monies  on  old  roads. 

Large  construction  projects,  namely  sewer  and  water,  have  been  done 
I'mder  contract  and  have  progressed  satisfactorily,  namely: 
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a.  Water  Extension — University  Ave. — To  be  completed  in  early  1970. 

b.  Water  Extension  to  Clark  Development— To  be  completed  in  early 
1970. 

c.  Sewer  to  Clark  property — To  be  completed  in  early  1970. 

The  Town  is  continuing  its  granolithic  sidewalk  program,  a  small 
portion  being  constructed  in  South  Norwood  in  1969  and  funds  will  be 
requested  to  continue  this  project  in  1970. 

Each  year  the  Town  has  participated  in  Clean  Up-Fix  Up-Paint  Up 
Month  during  the  month  of  May.  The  Town  is  very  fortunate  to  have  the 
advice  and  cooperation  of  the  Women’s  Community  Committee  on  this 
project.  At  this  time  I  wish  to  extend  my  deepest  appreciation  to  this  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  continued  interest  and  support  in  this  program 

While  the  General  Manager  has  only  attempted  to  point  out  some  of 
the  highlights  of  the  administration  during  1969,  there  has  been  many  other 
objectives  accomplished. 

We  look  forward  to  the  year  1970  with  keen  interest  in  furthur  im¬ 
proving,  developing,  and  maintaining  the  services  which  the  Town  renders. 
We  will  appreciate  your  cooperation  and  assistance  when  called  upon  and 
please  be  reassured  that  the  official  family  will  continue  to  perform  to 
the  best  of  their  ability. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation  received  from 
the  department  heads  and  employees  of  the  various  departments,  and  ex¬ 
press  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  continued  support, 
for  without  their  support,  many  of  our  objectives  would  not  have  been 
attained. 

To  all  private  and  civic  organizations  and  to  individuals  who  have 
contributed  to  the  success  of  the  administration  of  the  General  Manager, 
I  extend  my  deepest  personal  appreciation.

Mr.  Robert  C.  Holman  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Health  on  January 
20,  1969,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  late  James  F.  Foley.  Mr.  Holman 
resigned  from  the  Board  on  October  28,  1969  to  enlist  in  the  Army  Medical 
Corps.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  agreed  with  the  Board  of  Health  to  leave 
the  position  open  until  the  January  1970  election. 

John  P.  Dixon  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  on  January  31,  1969. 

In  January  of  1969  the  Board  of  Health  discussed  the  need  for  Air 
Pollution  abatement  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
The  Selectmen  agreed  to  insert  an  article  in  the  next  special  Town  meeting 
warrant  to  join  the  Metropolitan  Air  Pollution  Control  District.  The  article 
was  submitted  to  a  special  Town  meeting  on  June  25,  1969  which  read, 
“to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  for  admission  to  the  Metropolitan  Air  Pollution 
Control  District  as  provided  under  Chapter  III,  Section  142B  or  take  any 
other  action  in  the  matter”. 

The  article  was  defeated  by  the  Town  meeting  who  voted  “INDEFINITE 
POSTPONEMENT”;  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Commission. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  will  become  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Air 
Pollution  Control  District  on  July  1,  1970,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
a  bill  that  was  passed  in  the  closing  days  of  the  1969  State  Legislator  and 
signed  into  Law  by  Governor  Sargent. 

Mr.  Winfelt  Eckhardt  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Slaughtering  on 
March  26,  1969.  Mr.  Eckhardt  died  on  September  16,  1969. 

Mrs.  Claire  Morrison  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Dental  Clinic 
Assistant  on  November  3,  1969. 

The  Board  voted  to  change  the  title  of  milk  Inspector  to  milk  Inspector 
and  environmental  Sanitarian.  The  position  is  now  held  by  Leonard  C. 


Curran. 
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The  Norwood  Visiting  Nursing  Association,  Inc.  voted  “to  begin  negotia¬ 
tions  to  turn  over  our  agency  to  someone  else,  preferably,  the  Town  of 
Norwood”.  Since  Medicare  came  into  effect,  the  business  has  grown  to  such 
an  extent  that  it  is  no  longer  feasible  to  have  it  run  by  a  volunteer  Agency”. 

The  Board  of  Health  voted  on  June  25,  1969  “to  start  legal  arrange¬ 
ments  to  take  over  the  full  operation  of  the  Visiting  Nurses”.  The  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Visiting  Nursing  Association  have  had  a  mutual  partner¬ 
ship  in  the  management  of  the  Visiting  Nurses  in  Norwood  for  many  years. 

The  Board  met  with  representatives  of  the  Visiting  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  on  several  occasions  to  discuss  the  arrangements  that  would  be  neces¬ 
sary,  providing  the  Town  meeting  would  agree  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Health  to  take  over,  the  duties  and  functions  of  the  Norwood  Visiting 
Nursing  Association. 

The  Board  of  Health  then  met  with  the  Finance  Commission  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Visiting  Nursing  Association  to  discuss  the  proposed  take  over 
of  the  Visiting  Nursing  Association  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

An  article  was  submitted  for  the  special  Town  meeting  which  was 
held  on  November  20,  1969  which  would  have  permitted  the  Board  of  Health 
to  take  over  the  functions  of  the  Norwood  Visiting  Nursing  Association. 
However,  the  Town  meeting  voted  indefinite  postponement  of  the  article 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Commission. 


The  Board  immunized  Seven  Hundred  and  Fourteen  Children  in  the 
Seventh,  Eighth  and  Ninth  grades  of  the  Norwood  School  system  against 
Mumps  in  1969. 

Children  from  kindergarten  through  Junior  High  school  will  be  im¬ 
munized  against  Mumps  in  the  early  part  of  1970. 

The  Board  tuberculin  tested  all  children  in  grade  one  and  grade  nine 
in  the  Tuberculosis  case  finding  program. 

The  Board  plans  to  immunize  children  from  kindergarten  through 
grade  three  against  German  Measles  during  the  spring  of  1970. 

The  Board  of  Health  examined  the  preliminary  and  definitive  plans 
of  Four  Subdivisions  in  1969  and  made  recommendations  to  the  Planning 
Board  with  respect  to  providing  for  a  sanitary  water  supply,  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  and  drainage  within  the  Subdivisions. 

The  Board  of  Health  certified  Nursing  homes  in  the  Town  of  Norwood 
prior  to  their  being  licensed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
Board  also  licensed  Day  Care  centers  and  issued  licenses  to  all  local 
Funeral  homes  and  other  establishments  requiring  certification  or  licensing. 


The  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  Commission  reported  the  follow¬ 
ing  work  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  during  1969.

SCHOOL  NURSE 

Routine  visits  and  examinations  were  done  by  the  school  Physician. 
Parents  were  notified  of  any  physical  defects  found  at  this  time  and  advised 
to  consult  their  family  Physicians. 

Vision  and  Audio  Testing 

1395  children  were  given  the  Massachusetts  vision  test  to  screen  them 
for  visual  defects.  62  children  were  found  to  have  a  visual  defect  and  re¬ 
ferred  for  further  treatment  by  an  ophthalmologist. 

The  Maico  Puretone  Audiometer  was  administered  to  1353  children 
for  the  screening  of  any  hearing  loss.  28  children  were  referred  for  further 
treatment. 

Tuberculin  Testing 

A  tuberculin  testing  program  was  conducted  in  November  1968  for 
children  in  grade  I.  134  children  participated  in  this  program.  The  tine 
test  was  administered  with  negative  results  for  all. 

Diphtheria-Tetanus 

A  booster  dose  of  Diphtheria-Tetanus  Toxoid  was  offered  to  children 
in  grades  I  and  grades  VII.  236  children  in  these  grades  received  the  booster 
dose. 

Mumps  Immunization  Clinic 

In  January  1969,  1959  children  received  the  Mumps  vaccine  with  parental 
consent. 

The  dental  health  program  sponsored  by  the  Health  Department  and 
the  Forsyth  dental  center  of  Boston  is  being  continued.  The  mouthwash 
is  being  used  daily  for  all  participants. 

The  Dental  clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Junior  High  School.  The  children 
have  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  Dental  Clinic  or  having  the  necessary 
work  done  by  their  own  dentist. 

Our  speech  Teacher,  Mrs.  Marie  Kane  continues  her  work  with  the 
children  that  have  any  speech  problems. 


SCHOOL  EYE  CLINIC  PHYSICIAN 

All  school  children  were  screened,  using  the  Massachusetts  approved 
vision  testing  equipment.  Parents  were  notified  when  defects  were  noted. 
Fifteen  clinics  were  held  with  a  total  of  120  patients  examined. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSES 

During  the  past  year,  the  staff  of  three  registered  nurses  carried  out 
various  services  under  the  direction  of  Norwood  Physicians.  We  also  had 
referrals  from  Boston  Physicians,  clinics  and  Hospitals. 
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This  home  service  of  the  Visiting  Nurses  includes  rendering  general 
nursing  care  to  the  acutely  and  chronically  ill  patients,  promoting  com¬ 
munity  health  by  teaching  basic  hygiene,  administering  medications  by  in¬ 
jections  and  teaching  patients  self  care  as  in  the  use  of  Insulin  injections. 

The  Board  of  Health  in  conjunction  with  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital, 
maintains  a  chest  clinic  for  Norwood  and  surrounding  towns  the  third 
Wednesday  of  each  month  from  1:30  P.M.  to  3:30  P.M. 

Office  hours  for  ambulatory  patients  are  from  1:00  P.M.  to  3:00  P.M. 
in  the  Municipal  Building,  Monday  through  Friday. 

SCHOOL  DENTIST 

At  the  close  of  the  School  year,  June  24th  1969,  records  in  the  dental 
office  showed  that  a  total  of  3510  pupils,  grades  one  through  sixth  were 
examined.  In  addition  reports  of  oral  findings  were  so  noted  on  individual 
dental  charts.  Also  instruction  and  training  in  proper  oral  care  were  given 
and  the  importance  of  dental  health  was  stressed. 

Many  of  the  pupils  examined  were  treated.  The  treatment  did  consist 
of  cleanings,  filings,  extractions,  radiographs,  consultations  and  referrals. 

For  the  school  year  of  1969-1970,  a  total  of  3740  children  at  9  schools 
were  examined.  These  children  were  supplied  with  a  dental  statement  of 
their  oral  condition  and  in  cases  where  dental  treatment  was  necessary, 
the  parents  were  so  advised  in  writing,  and  on  the  parents  request  the 
dental  work  will  be  done  by  this  office. 

The  research  in  prevention  of  dental  decay,  conducted  at  the  Norwood 
schools  by  the  Forsyth  research  group,  was  concluded. 

MILK  INSPECTOR 

Licenses  for  the  manufacture  of  frozen  desserts  and  ice  cream  mix 
were  issued.  Licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream  were  issued  to  milk 
dealers,  stores  and  eating  establishments.  Dealers  in  oleomargarine  were 
registered. 

Samples  of  milk  and  cream  collected  at  random 
of  Health  laboratory.

The  Mass,  legal  standard  for  milk  is  3.35%  butterfat  and  12.00%  total 
solid.  The  legal  standard  for  light  cream  is  16.00%  butterfat  and  the  legal 
standard  for  heavy  cream  is  34.0%  butterfat. 

The  butterfat  and  total  solids  content  of  representative  samples  of 
milk  taken  from  six  (high  volume)  supermarkets  and  stores  in  Norwood  in 
1969  are  shown  in  the  table  below.

uniformity  in  butterfat  and 

total  solids  in  milk  offered  for  sale  in  this  group  of  stores  samples.  The 
basic  reason  for  the  butterfat  being  above  the  minimum  requirement  of 
3.35%  is  that  milk  containing  the  minimum  amount  of  butterfat  would 
usually  fail  to  meet  the  minimum  requirement  of  12.00%  total  solids. 

The  average  plate  counts  on  milk  and  cream  tested  in  1969  were  1100 
per  cc,  and  1108  per  cc  respectively.  These  counts  can  be  considered  ex¬ 
cellent. 

No  complaints  relative  to  the  quality  and  condition  of  milk  and  cream 
were  received  in  1969.

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  composed  of  4  elected  officials  and 
one  State  appointed  member.  One  member  is  appointed  or  elected  each  year 
for  a  term  of  5  years.  Its  primary  function  is  to  administer  State-aided  Public 
Housing  Developments  in  the  Town  of  Norwood,  and  to  recommend  and 
make  application  for  financial  assistance  to  state  and  federal  agencies’  new 
development  programs,  when  and  if  needed. 

The  Authority  currently  administers  a  75  unit  State-aided  Veterans 
Project  completed  in  1950;  a  50  unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed 
in  1961;  a  36  unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed  in  1965;  and  a  72 
unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed  in  1968.  On  May  7,  1969,  the  Author¬ 
ity  made  application  for  Financial  Assistance  to  the  State  Dept,  of  Com¬ 
munity  Affairs  for  the  construction  of  80  additional  units  for  the  Elderly 
under  Ch.  667  of  the  State  Housing  Laws  to  be  located  adjacent  to  the 
Nahatan  Street  Development.  This  Application  was  approved  by  the  State 
on  November  6,  1969  and  was  given  Town  Meeting  approval  on  November 
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21,  1969.  The  reason  for  the  Authority’s  applying  —  the  160  applications 
from  Elderly  retired  persons  of  low-income  are  presently  on  file.  The  site 
was  chosen  because  it  would  result  in  about  $50,000.00  savings  in  development 
costs  by  eliminating  the  construction  of  a  Community  Building.  On  Novem¬ 
ber  10,  1969,  the  Authority  made  Application  for  Financial  Assistance  to  the 
State  Dept,  of  Community  Affairs  for  the  construction  of  20  units  (large 
families  of  low  and  moderate  income)  under  Ch.  705  of  the  State  Housing 
Laws.  The  proposed  site  is  the  Town-owned  Crusher  Property  at  the  corner 
of  Myrtle  and  Prospect  Streets.  The  Authority  plans  on  building  10  two  story 
4  bedroom  houses,  and  the  Authority  received  State  approval  on  December 
21,  1969. 

Ch.  705 — The  reasons  for  the  Authority’s  applying  for  this  type  of  housing 
are  as  follows: 

1.  20  families  presently  residing  in  the  Veteran’s  Project  with  3  to  8  chil¬ 
dren  with  inadequate  living  space;  35  applications  on  file  from  families 
with  3  or  more  children  seeking  admission  to  the  Veterans  Project;  92 
total  applications  for  admission  to  the  Veterans  Project — many  from  Viet 
Nam  veterans  and  more  expected. 

2.  This  type  of  housing  provides  for  all  large  families  of  low  and  moderate 
income — not  just  veterans. 

3.  The  Town  will  receive  approximately  $2400.00  per  year  from  the  Author¬ 
ity  as  a  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  and  possibly  $20,000.00  or  more  from 
the  sale  of  the  property  to  the  Authority. 

4.  Evidence  of  interest  from  groups  such  as  the  Human  Rights  Committee, 
Social  Action  Committee,  Board  of  Welfare,  Churches,  etc. 

5.  The  Authority  would  be  totally  responsible  for  the  Management  and 
Maintenance  of  the  Project  and  for  the  selection  of  tenants.  (The  Author¬ 
ity,  as  always,  will  give  first  preference  to  residents  of  the  Town). 

6.  Private  developers  and  profit-motivated  corporations  seem  unwilling  or 
unable  to  provide  housing  for  large  families  of  moderate  income  at  rents 
they  can  afford.  The  site  was  chosen  for  the  following  reasons; 

1.  Considered  a  ‘Blighted  Open  Area’  —  too  costly  for  private  develop¬ 
ment  because  of  excessive  ledge. 

2.  Adjacent  to  elementary  school  —  would  eliminate  bussing  —  estimated 
30  children  of  elementary  school  age  should  not  cause  over-crowding  — 
adequate  land  area  for  school  expansion. 

3.  General  Residence  area  —  buildings  will  be  designed  and  constructed 
in  conformity  with  existing  dwellings. 

All  of  these  projects  are  financed  by  public  bond  issues.  The  Common¬ 
wealth  guarantees  payment  of  these  bonds  over  a  40  year  period  and  pays 
an  annual  subsidy  to  the  projects  ranging  from  2%%  to  5%  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  cost.  If  income  from  the  projects  results  in  a  surplus,  the  subsidy  is 
reduced  accordingly.  Since  the  Commonwealth  guarantees  payment  on  the 
bonds  and  pays  the  subsidies,  all  major  decisions  and  expenditures  must 
receive  prior  approval  of  the  State’s  Division  of  Housing,  Dept,  of  Com¬ 
munity  Affairs.  The  duties  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  and  the

primary  purpose  of  Public  Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent  and 
adequate  housing  for  families  and  elderly  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income  at  rents  they  can  afford  to  pay. 

Washington  Heights,  the  State-aided  Veterans  Project  200-1,  is  located 
at  Roosevelt  Avenue- Jefferson  Drive.  It  is  composed  of  33  five  room  single 
homes  and  42  four  room  apartments.  The  average  monthly  rental  is  $61.00. 
Tenants  pay  for  their  own  utilities.  Applicants  for  admittance  must  meet  the 
following  requirements:  1.  They  must  be  veterans  of  the  armed  services  of 
the  U.S.  2.  They  must  meet  the  income-admission  limits.  3.  They  must  be 
in  need  of  housing.  4.  They  must  have  dependents  (minor  children,  parents, 
or  disabled  relatives).  Rents  are  based  on  a  percentage  of  annual  income 
received.  Total  development  cost  was  $800,000.00.  In  19  years  of  operation, 
this  project  has  taken  in  about  $800,000.00  from  rentals.  $80,000.00  in  reserve 
funds  is  on  deposit  at  Norwood  Banks.  This  project  from  the  start  has 
been  100%  occupied.  92  applications  are  on  file. 

Willow-wood  Terrace,  comprising  Sections  1  &  2  of  the  State-aided 
Elderly  Projects  667,  is  located  at  Railroad  Avenue,  Adams  St.  &  Mill  St. 
There  are  86  three  room  apartments  housed  in  10  two-story,  brick  veneer 
buildings  with  a  recreation  building  and  office.  Currently,  there  are  72 
single  persons  and  14  couples  occupying  these  apartments.  Average  monthly 
rent  is  $60.00,  which  includes  all  utilities.  12  new  tenants  moved  in  this 
year.  Applicants  must  meet  the  following  requirements:  1.  They  must  be 
65  or  over.  2.  They  must  be  in  need  of  housing.  3.  They  must  be  of  low- 
income.  4.  They  must  be  citizens  and  residents  of  Mass,  for  at  least  3  years. 
5.  They  must  be  able  to  maintain  the  apartment.  Total  Development  cost 
was  $1,016,000.00.  In  8  years  of  operation,  this  project  has  taken  in  about 
$400,000.00.  $65,000.00  in  reserve  funds  is  on  deposit  in  Norwood  Banks.  It 
is  100%  occupied. 

Nahatan  Village,  the  3rd  Housing  for  the  Elderly  Development  667,  is 
located  at  86  Nahatan  Street  beyond  the  Star  Market  Shopping  Center. 
There  are  72  three  room  apartments  in  4  two-story,  brick  veneer  buildings 
with  recreation  hall  and  office.  There  are  60  single  persons  and  12  couples 
occupying  these  apartments.  Average  monthly  rent  is  $65.00,  which  includes 
all  utilities.  There  were  no  vacancies  in  1969.  Requirements  for  applicants 
are  the  same  as  in  Willow-wood  Terrace.  Planting  and  landscaping  was 
completed  this  year.  A  storm  drain  was  constructed  at  the  lowest  point  of 
the  Authority’s  land  this  year  because  of  complaints  from  abutters  about  water 
draining  off  Authority  land.  Cost  for  this  was  $2,600.00  Drains  were  also  con¬ 
structed  by  the  Authority’s  maintenance  department  on  the  site  to  alleviate 
ponding  of  water.  Aluminum  combination  screen  and  storm  doors  were  in¬ 
stalled  on  porch  and  patio  entrances  at  a  cost  of  $3,900.00.  In  one  year  of 
operation,  this  project  has  taken  in  about  $56,000.00.  It  is  100%  occupied. 

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  responsible  for  the  Management  & 
Maintenance  of  these  projects  and  for  the  selection  and  screening  of  prospec¬ 
tive  tenants.  The  Authority  employs  a  full-time  Executive  Director  and 
maintenance  staff;  and  also  a  part-time  clerical  worker,  accountant,  and 
maintenance  workers  as  needed.  In  selection  of  tenants  the  Authority  has 
a  policy  of  giving  first  preference  to  long-time  residents  of  the  Town  of 
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Norwood,  providing  they  meet  the  necessary  eligibility  requirements.  As 
of  Dec.  31,  1969,  there  were  160  applications  for  admittance  to  the  Elderly 
Projects. 

Other  than  the  programs  mentioned  in  this  report,  the  Authority  has  no 
plans  for  future  housing  in  1970. 

At  this  time,  we  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  Town 
Boards  and  Department  heads  for  their  continued  cooperation  and  assistance.

Outstanding  in  1969  were  the  retirements  of  two  long-time  members 
of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  staff:  N.  Dorothy  Shumaker,  Children’s 
Librarian,  and  Carl  B.  Pearson,  Senior  Custodian,  who  served  this  com¬ 
munity  long  and  well.  (Please  see  photographs  and  tributes  on  pages 
preceding  this  report). 

New  Staff  Members 

Miss  Hope  Anderson,  a  graduate  of  Russell  Sage  College  and  Simmons 
College  School  of  Library  Science,  joined  the  staff  in  January  1969  to  as¬ 
sume  the  duties  of  Cataloger-Classifier  until  she  succeeded  Miss  Shumaker 
as  Children’s  Librarian  in  July.  She  had  been  a  Branch  Children’s  Librarian 
at  Worcester  for  six  years. 

Previous  to  Miss  Anderson’s  oppointment  as  Interim  Cataloger,  we 
secured  Miss  S.  Emily  Serex,  a  retired  Cataloger-Classifier,  who  returned 
in  July  on  a  part-time  basis,  enabling  us  to  keep  our  backlog  of  books 
at  a  minimum. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  Mrs.  Althea  Jackson,  appointed  full-time  Head 
of  Cataloging  and  Classification,  will  start  her  duties  January  2,  1970.

IN-SERYICE  TRAINING 

Library  Meetings 

A  system  of  rotating  staff  attendance  is  now  in  effect,  for  staff  mem¬ 
bers  to  benefit  from  Old  Colony  Library  Club,  Mass.  Library  Association, 
New  England  Library  Association  and  Eastern  Regional  Library  System 
meetings  and  workshops.  Within  a  period  of  slightly  more  than  a  year, 
each  person  will  have  attended  one  or  more  meetings,  according  to  the 
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topic  of  the  programs.  The  Children’s  Librarian  attends  regularly  a  Round 
Table  of  neighboring  Children’s  Librarians  and  the  Director  attends  the 
monthly  meetings  of  the  Greater  Boston  Public  Library  Administrators. 
Mrs.  Blood  keeps  in  touch  with  film  programs.  When  we  again  have  a 
projector,  we  hope  to  present  Film  Evenings. 

MONTHLY  STAFF  MEETINGS  are  held  throughout  the  winter  months 
for  inter-Staff  conferring  on  library  matters. 

Staff  Displays 

Members  of  the  staff  also  rotate  responsibility  for  book  displays,  cre¬ 
atively  promoting  interest  in  timely  books  and  topics  in  the  news.  It  is 
hoped  that  we  may  in  the  near  future  have  attractive  museum-type  display 
cases  without  which  modern  libraries  are  incomplete.  We  hope  that  organi¬ 
zations  such  as  perhaps  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  will  volunteer  as 
benefactors  or  “Angels”  to  provide  a  few  free-standing  exhibit  cases,  for 
displaying  objects  and  fine  books  appealingly. 

WHAT’S  NEW? 


Framed  Art  Loan  Service 

Our  latest  and  most  dramatic  news  of  the  years  is  the  acquisition  of 
a  basic  collection  of  framed  full-color  art  reproductions,  made  possible 
by  a  federal  grant  of  $2,400,  under  Title  I,  L.  S.  C.  A.,  and  awarded  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library  through  the  Mass.  Bureau  of  Library  Extension. 

The  framed  prints  were  placed  on  exhibit  at  the  library  before  the  loan 
service  went  into  effect,  in  December.  Adults  beyond  high  school  age,  whose 
library  cards  are  in  good  standing,  are  eligible  to  borrow  one  framed 
painting  at  a  time,  upon  signing  an  agreement  card.  The  loan  period  is  a 
generous  two  months,  longer  than  that  of  many  libraries,  in  order  to  assure 
the  return  of  the  print  in  clear  weather  only,  as  a  protection  against  rain 
and  snow. 

The  collection  represents  a  broad  spectrum  of  painters,  periods  and 
styles  and  has  been  enthusiastically  received  by  library  patrons. 

It  is  hoped  that  clubs,  groups  and  individuals  will  wish  to  augment 
the  collection  from  time  to  time  by  making  gifts  for  this  purpose  or  con¬ 
tributing  memorial  funds  for  the  Art  Loan  Service.  Those  who  have  not 
yet  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  of  having  a  fine  print  to  hang  in 
their  homes,  offices  or  apartments  are  invited  to  ask  at  the  Main  Desk  for 
the  illustrated  catalogs  from  which  they  may  select  one. 

Micro-Header 

Our  new  Micro-Reader  was  installed  in  September,  for  the  use  of  the 
only  microfilm  we  now  own,  the  Norwood  Messenger.  It  is  hoped  that  Town 
Meeting  1970  will  authorize  our  budget-request  for  microfilm,  to  enable  us 
to  purchase  most-needed  magazines  for  reference  and  research  use.  Such 
expensive  equipment  has  no  operating  value  unless  we  have  the  microfilm 
to  use  on  it.  Microfilm  is  the  answer  to  the  storage  problem  all  research 
facilities  must  face  —  years  of  newspapers  and  reference  magazines,  which

In  Retirement 


CARL  B.  PEARSON 
Library  Custodian 

“Ben”  Pearson  succeeded  his  father,  Alfred  Pearson,  as  Senior  Custodian  at  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library  in  November  1937.  Educated  at  Wentworth  Institute  and 
Franklin  Union,  as  a  plumber,  his  technical  training  benefited  the  library  through  the 
years,  and  coupled  with  his  cheerful  devotion  to  the  building  and  the  staff,  made  him 
invaluable.  During  World  War  II  his  skill  was  called  into  war  service  in  shipbuilding,  and 
he  returned  to  the  library  to  serve  it  dependably  until  his  retirement  August  31,  1969. 
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deteriorate,  clutter  and  occupy  large  and  unwieldly  storage  areas  in  their 
original  newsprint  form,  can  be  stored  compactly  and  dust-free  in  a  single 
drawer  of  a  microfilm  cabinet,  in  the  form  of  microfilm. 

New  Charging  Machine 

We  were  happy  to  christen  a  new  electric  charging  machine  in  May. 
Regiscope  Model  B,  essentially  a  camera  for  circulation  control  of  library 
books  and  phono-records,  replaced  the  old  Regiscope  Rapidex.  The  camera 
photographs  uniformly  on  film,  as  a  record  of  circulation,  and  for  the 
preparation  of  overdue  notices,  three  essentials:  The  Book  Pocket,  the  Date 
Due  slip  and  the  borrower’s  name  and  address.  Because  it  lacks  the  com¬ 
plicated  numbering  and  printing  apparatus  and  the  paper  rolls  which  dia¬ 
bolically  jammed  and  clogged  at  peak  use,  the  new  machine,  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  public  in  efficiently  presenting  their  borrower’s  cards,  has 
speeded  up  service  at  the  desk  noticeably. 

Topier  Machine 

A  tremendous  increase  in  the  use  of  the  self-service  copier  machine  has 
reduced  noticeably  the  number  of  books  circulated  for  home  use,  but  saved 
readers  and  students  hours  of  time  formerly  spent  in  making  notes  (not 
always  legible!)  for  school  assignments.  The  new  Olivetti  machine  makes 
copies  at  only  10c  per  page. 

New  Reference  Sets: 

Reference  Librarian  Marie  McBride  surveyed  the  needs  of  the  Reference 
Department,  replacing  out-moded  sets  with  new  editions. 

Use: 

The  Great  Books  Discussion  Group;  Norwood’s  Woman’s  Club  Board; 
Women’s  Community  Committee;  Norwood  Friends  of  the  Library,  and  other 
groups  have  met  in  the  library’s  Historical  Room  periodically. 

Two  excellent  Art  Exhibits  were  held  in  the  Spring,  under  the  sponsor¬ 
ship  of  the  Fine  Arts  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Women’s 
Clubs,  and  the  Norwood  Friends  of  the  Library.  Both  were  high-caliber 
exhibits,  to  which  townspeople  from  Norwood  and  neighboring  communities 
flocked. 

A  display  of  the  creative  wood-carvings  of  Mr.  Thomas  J.  DelSignore, 
art  teacher  at  the  Edmund  W.  Thurston  Junior  High  School  in  Westwood, 
was  held  in  the  library’s  Reference  Room  in  July  and  attracted  many  en¬ 
thusiastic  viewers. 

Programs: 

Our  observance  of  National  Library  Week,  April  20-26,  attracted  adults, 
teenagers,  and  children  to  programs  related  to  their  special  interests. 

At  the  South  Norwood  Branch  Library,  Branch  Chief  Mrs.  Fraser  offered 
a  Saturday  Story  Hour  and  Richard  Fraser  prepared  an  appealing  bulletin 
board.  The  Floral  Design  Shop  provided  window  decorations. 
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STORY  HOURS  AND  PICTURE  BOOK  HOURS  for  pre-school  children, 
held  in  the  Spring  by  Miss  Shumaker,  Children’s  Librarian,  and  in  the  fall 
by  Miss  Anderson,  attracted  640  children. 

Miss  Anderson  conducted  a  Summer  Program  for  Children  from  grades 
3  through  7,  whose  theme  was  “The  Busy  Bee  Reading  Club”,  to  stimulate 
library  use  and  enjoyment  of  reading.  163  children  actively  participated. 

We  were  happy  to  have  125  pupils  from  classes  in  the  Willett,  Oldham, 
and  St.  Catherine’s  schools  come  here  for  group  orientation  in  the  use  of 
the  library,  and  shall  always  welcome  teacher-accompanied  classes  of  stu¬ 
dents  for  this  purpose.  In  addition,  students  from  Balch  School  received 
library  instruction  at  the  South  Norwood  Branch,  as  in  the  past. 

Several  nursery  schools  brought  classes  to  the  library  for  a  “get- 
acquainted”  tour  and  story-telling,  by  arrangement  with  Miss  Anderson. 

Circulation : 

In  spite  of  additional  programs,  booklists  and  displays  to  promote 
circulation,  several  factors  contributed  to  a  drop  in  circulation  in  1969: 

1.  The  library  was  closed  several  days  more  in  1969  than  in  1968,  due 
to  blizzards,  etc. 

2.  Wider  use  of  Reference  volumes  within  the  building. 

3.  We  are  pleased  to  see  that  Norwood  Schools  are  extending  their 
school  library  facilities.  While  our  Junior  circulation  of  books  dropped 
because  book  deposits  to  the  schools  are  no  longer  requested  and  fewer 
curriculum-related  books  are  needed  from  public  libraries  where  school 
libraries  are  active,  statistics  show  that  good  school  libraries  stimulate 
children’s  reading,  and  eventually  the  motivated  student  turns  to  the  public 
library  for  personal  reading  enjoyment  as  well  as  added  references  for 
school  assignments. 

4.  The  increased  use  of  the  copier  machine  here  in  the  building,  making 
necessary  fewer  loans  for  tedious  hand-written  note-taking  at  home. 

In  summary,  while  circulation  has  dropped,  the  use  of  books  remains 
steady  and  in  fact,  reference  use  is  on  the  increase,  as  evidenced  by  the 
crowded  use  at  peak  periods  directly  after  school  and  evenings. 

Participation: 

Members  of  the  staff  served  on  boards  or  committees  and  participated 
as  members  of  local  organizations  and  library  organizations. 

Several  members  of  our  page  staff  were  on  Senior  High  School  Honor 
Roll.  We  feel  we  have  an  exceptionally  fine  group  of  young  people  serving 
as  pages,  and  when  graduation  from  college  took  our  two  highly-valued 
college  pages  Sandra  Norton  and  Sharon  Sullivan,  from  us,  we  were  grate¬ 
ful  to  locate  Marijane  Schneeweis,  for  the  summer  months  and  Christmas 
holidays,  a  student  at  Millersville  State  College,  in  Pennsylvania  who  had 
worked  in  school  and  college  libraries  before  moving  here. 

Dispays  and  booklists  entitled  “Retirement:  Maturity;  Leisure;  Chal¬ 
lenge;  a  Selected  List  of  Readings”  relating  to  our  Senior  Citizens  and  the 
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American  Association  of  Retired  Persons,  were  arranged  and  printed.  A 
booklist,  “The  Career  Secretary”,  was  printed  with  the  National  Secretaries 
Association  Study  Course  in  mind.  Displays  were  arranged  to  tie  up  with 
the  Family  Life  Education  Series  offered  at  the  First  Congregational  Church. 
Miss  McBride  and  Mrs.  Blood  compiled  an  attractive  reading  list  “Booked 
for  Travel”  for  use  in  National  Library  Week. 

Mrs.  Linda  Conrad  continues  to  issue  monthly  attractive  lists  of  books 
and  records  which  were  cataloged  in  the  previous  month,  with  artistic  cover 
motifs,  and  submits  a  copy  regularly  to  our  regional  center  in  Wellesley 
for  its  Union  Catalog  started  in  the  Spring  of  1969. 

Tying  interest  in  current  movies  and  television  programs,  with  the 
books  on  which  they  were  based,  Miss  McBride  maintains  a  drawer  in  the 
adult  catalog  now  devoted  to  “Books  Into  Movies”.  Contrary  to  the  belief 
that  television  deters  people  from  reading,  we  found  that  a  recent  revival 
in  reader-interest  in  the  novels  “The  Forsyte  Saga”  by  John  Galsworthy, 
was  stimulated  by  the  excellent  theater  series  by  that  title  on  National  Edu¬ 
cational  Television,  and  added  copies  were  purchased  to  satisfy  the  demand. 

A  Procedure  Manual  of  policy  and  practice  adopted  on  all  recurring 
duties  is  essential  to  smooth-running  operations.  Lacking  such  a  manual 
here,  we  have  made  a  start  towards  providing  one,  as  a  guide  to  incoming 
staff  and  a  point  of  reference  for  regular  staff. 

Updating:  Book  Stock 

Regular  weeding  out  of  worn  or  outmoded  materials  keeps  pace  with 
selection  of  new  books  within  the  scope  of  our  budget,  in  maintaining  a 
rounded  collection. 

Updating:  Building  and  Grounds 

One  of  the  several  major  defects  of  the  1966  extension  to  the  building 
was  corrected:  an  interior  vestibule  was  constructed  at  the  most-used  en¬ 
trance  to  the  Reference  Room. 

A  Safety  Panel  was  added  under  the  stairway  leading  to  the  third  level 
of  bookstacks. 

Colorful  carpeting  for  the  stairs  and  podium  of  the  Historical  Room 
was  generously  financed  by  the  Women’s  Community  Committee. 

The  heavy  blizzards  of  February  and  March  1969  took  their  toll  in 
severe  damage  to  the  roof  tiles  and  the  curbing  in  the  rear  Parking  Lot. 
The  roof  has  been  repaired  and  the  curbing  will  be  reinforced  in  1970,  after 
the  Spring  thaw. 

Mr.  O’Brien’s  green  thumb  expertise  maintained  the  flower  gardens 
beautifully.  His  petunias,  dahlias  and  marigolds  attracted  more  than  usual 
favorable  comment. 

The  Outdoor  Flag  which  we  now  proudly  fly  replaced  a  banner  which 
was  found  not  to  have  caught  up  with  the  times  —  it  bore  fewer  stars  than 
the  now-50  states  of  the  United  States! 
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In  June,  Mr.  Andrew  Mazzola  completed  the  inscription  of  names  of 
authors  on  the  new  granite  building  extension,  in  conformity  with  those  on 
the  original  building. 

What’s  Ahead? 

I  reiterate  my  recommendation  made  on  my  return  to  Norwood  in  1968, 
that  a  Bookmobile  be  secured  to  cover  the  several  areas  not  easily  accessible 
to  Main  Library  (South  Norwood,  Prescott  area,  Westover,  Windsor  Gardens). 
State  Funds  the  town  receives  for  the  library  should  be  channeled  towards 
this  need  specifically.  Or,  a  new  and  attractive  branch  building  with  pro¬ 
vision  for  years  of  growth  in  services  and  book  stock,  and  an  adequate 
Parking  Area,  should  be  planned  for  immediately. 

We  hope  that  cooperation  from  local  service  agencies  may  enable  us 
to  offer  book  delivery  service  — at  first  perhaps  on  a  limited  scale  — to 
nursing  home  patients.  Meantime  new  titles  of  Large-Print  editions  are 
greatly  appreciated  by  readers  who  must  spare  their  eyes. 

Communication  and  Relevancy  are  two  of  the  top-priority  ingredients 
necessary  to  reduce  the  ‘Generation  Gap”.  As  the  library  resumes  more- 
nearly-normal  operations,  with  the  attainment  of  full  staff  in  1970,  and  as 
our  backlog  of  work  becomes  gradually  reduced,  we  hope  to  offer  programs 
for  adults  and  teenagers,  relevant  to  today’s  needs.  To  this  end,  Miss  Jordan 
and  Miss  McBride  will  be  taking  a  course  at  M.  I.  T.  on  “Drug  Education 
Through  Community  Action”  from  February  through  April  1970. 

The  inferior  carpeting  which  was  installed  in  the  new  building,  in 
patchy  pieces  at  the  points  of  greatest  traffic,  is  already  seriously  frayed, 
seams  are  split,  and  provision  should  be  made  for  a  more  serviceable  material 
and  improved  installation,  in  the  near  future. 

Facing  Unpleasant  Facts:  Please  Return  Our  Rooks! 

The  1970  census  is  expected  to  record  an  increase  in  Norwood’s  popu¬ 
lation  since  1960.  We’d  like  to  think  of  a  population-increase  as  a  sign  of 
growth  and  progress. 

BUT  32  of  the  40  upholstered  chairs  installed  in  the  new  building 
within  5  years  have  been  vandalized  with  indelible  ball-point  markings  and 
have  had  to  be  withdrawn  from  public  use.  The  estimated  cost  of  re-covering 
in  other  materials,  at  a  minimum  of  $70  per  chair,  will  total  over  $2200. 

AND  Adults  and  Students  alike  irresponsibly  fail  to  return  promptly 
thousands  of  books  each  month,  depriving  others  of  their  use,  and  costing 
staff  time  and  money  in  searching  shelves  and  in  preparation  of  repeated 
overdue  notices. 

AND  the  problem  of  discipline  is  so  great  that  library  staff  and  custodian 
must  spend  more  time  than  can  be  justified,  trying  to  maintain  sufficient 
order  for  the  serious  students  who  would  appreciate  being  able  to  concen¬ 
trate  on  getting  an  education  with  the  help  of  our  resources. 

The  oft-repeated  question  asked  of  parents  on  radio  and  television  is 
pertinent  here:  “DO  YOU  KNOW  WHAT  YOUR  CHILDREN  ARE  DOING?” 
To  which  we  add:  “ARE  YOU  SETTING  A  GOOD  EXAMPLE  BY  RETURN-

Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Norwood 

The  Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  herewith  submits  its 
fourth  annual  report  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  in  accordance  with  Article  40 
of  the  Adjourned  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January  3,  1966. 

The  following  personnel  changes  took  place  during  the  year. 

On  November  18,  1968  Mr.  James  E.  Kerr  resigned  from  the  Committee. 
On  January  13,  1969  Mr.  Joseph  R.  Olshan  was  appointed  to  the  Committee 
as  a  replacement  for  Mr.  Kerr.  His  term  will  expire  on  May  1,  1970. 

On  April  6,  1969  Mr.  Edward  H.  Thompson  retired  from  the  Committee. 
On  June  9,  1969  Mr.  Mario  C.  Scampini  was  appointed  to  the  Committee  as 
a  replacement  for  Mr.  Thompson.  His  term  will  expire  on  May  1,  1972. 

An  April  3,  1969  Mr  John  J.  Egan  was  re-elected  Chairman,  and  Mr. 
Justin  C.  Barton  was  re-elected  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

On  January  23,  1969  Mr.  Richard  W.  Kief  was  appointed  Sub-Chairman 
of  the  Junior  High  School  project.  During  January  the  roofing  work  at  the 
Junior  High  School  experienced  delays,  with  the  entire  project  then  being 
estimated  to  be  three  months  behind  schedule.  The  Wiring  Inspector  required 
the  installation  of  additional  protection  in  the  transformer  vault  at  the 
Junior  High  School  before  allowing  the  permanent  service  to  be  energized. 

The  Plumbing  Inspector  required  the  installation  of  additional  relief 
valves  on  the  heating  boiler  at  the  World  War  II  Memorial  Center. 

During  January  the  Committee  received  plans  for  the  Senior  High 
School  project. 

On  Sunday,  January  26,  1969,  the  dedication  of  the  George  F.  Willett 
School  took  place.  The  principal  speaker  was  Mr.  Francis  W.  Willett. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  open  drainage  ditches  leading  into 
Germany  Brook  at  the  Willett  School  property. 
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In  February  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  Health  Agent  and  Plumbing 
Inspector  to  discuss  obtaining  plans  for  Committee  projects.  They  requested 
installation  of  a  disposal  and  modification  to  the  plumbing  system  at  the 
Willett  School. 

On  February  6,  1969  Mr.  Joseph  R.  Olshan  was  appointed  Sub-Chairman 
of  the  Shattuck  and  Winslow  School  Additions. 

The  sum  of  $2,000.00  was  withheld  from  the  general  contractor  on  the 
Willett  School,  and  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  was  withheld  from  the  general 
contractor  on  the  World  War  II  Memorial  Center  pending  resolution  of 
uncompleted  items. 

On  February  20,  1969  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  Skating  Rink  Com¬ 
mittee;  but  they  were  informed  that  no  action  could  be  taken  by  the 
Committee  until  the  project  was  approved  by  Town  Meeting. 

Discussion  ensued  on  the  preliminary  contract  with  Korslund,  LeNor- 
mand  &  Quann,  Inc.  for  the  Senior  High  School  project.  The  architect 
explained  that  the  Senior  High  School  project  would  have  to  comply  with 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Safety  regulations  concerning  facilities  for 
handicapped  people.  Those  regulations,  retroactive  to  July  1968,  also  applied 
to  buildings  inspected  after  January  1,  1970. 

By  letter  of  March  29,  1969,  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau 
approved  the  preliminary  plans  for  the  Senior  High  School  project. 

During  March,  with  roofing  delays  still  being  encountered  at  the  Junior 
High  School,  the  Committee  discussed  the  possibility  of  a  partial  occupancy 
in  September.  A  representative  of  the  general  contractor  at  the  Junior  High 
School  informed  the  Committee  that  completion  of  Units  B  and  C  by 
September  1,  1969  was  possible. 

On  April  17,  1969  a  contract  was  signed  with  Korslund,  LeNormand  & 
Quann,  Inc.  for  preliminary  plans  for  the  Senior  High  School  project  in 
the  amount  of  $15,000.00.  Proctor  and  Whipple  of  Braintree  was  engaged 
as  the  equipment  consultant.  It  was  decided  to  request  funds  from  Town 
Meeting  members  for  final  plans  and  specifications.  In  May  1969,  Form  F 
for  the  Senior  High  School  Project  was  completed  and  returned  to  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau.  On  May  15,  1969  the  architect  gave 
an  estimate  of  $255,027.00  for  final  plans  and  specifications. 

In  a  letter  dated  April  30,  1969,  the  general  contractor  at  the  Junior 
High  School,  C.  R.  Burns  &  Sons,  Inc.,  informed  the  Committee  that  the 
building  would  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September  with  the  exception  of 
the  auditorium  and  gymnasium.  Accoustical  tile  installers  remained  off  the 
job  for  a  period  of  time  until  a  new  labor  contract  was  signed. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Plumbing  Inspector  containing  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  installation  of  relief  valves  he  felt  should  be  installed  on  the 
heating  boiler  at  the  World  War  II  Memorial  Center. 

The  School  Committee  was  advised  that  the  Junior  High  School  would 
not  be  ready  for  occupancy  before  November  15,  1969  and  that  the  date 
would  be  reviewed  as  work  progressed. 
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On  Sunday,  May  25,  1969,  the  dedication  of  the  World  War  II  Memorial 
Center  took  place,  with  Mr.  Clement  A.  Riley  as  the  principal  speaker. 

On  June  12,  1969  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  Finance  Commission  to 
discuss  the  request  for  funds  for  final  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
Senior  High  School  project.  Brochures  and  information  on  the  Senior  High 
School  project  were  mailed  to  Town  Meeting  Members. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  on  June  25,  1969,  the  indefinite  postponement 
was  voted  on  Article  14  which  requested  funds  for  final  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  for  the  Senior  High  School  project  and  also  on  Articles  15,  16,  17,  18 
and  19  which  involves  associated  land  transfers  and  acquisitions.  The 
vote  was  recommended  by  the  Finance  Commission  and  acquiesced  to  by 
the  Committee  because  the  free  cash  was  below  the  amount  needed  due 
to  action  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  the  tax  rate  had  been  set  by  the 
Assessors  a  few  days  prior  to  the  vote. 

Delays  were  experienced  in  the  delivery  of  equipment  to  the  World  War 
II  Memorial  Center  due  to  a  strike  at  the  supplier’s  plant. 

During  July  the  installation  of  relief  valves  on  the  heating  boiler  at 
the  World  War  II  Memorial  Center  and  modifications  to  the  plumbing  at 
the  Willett  School,  as  requested  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  were  com¬ 
pleted. 

On  July  17,  1969  three  architectural  firms  were  interviewed  for  the 
additions  to  the  Shattuck  and  Winslow  Schools.  The  firm  of  Lester  N. 
Lechter  and  Associates  of  Dedham  was  selected  for  both  projects.  The 
Superintendent  of  Schools  was  given  authority  to  inform  the  School  Building 
Assistance  Bureau  of  the  Shattuck  and  Winslow  School  projects. 

Excessive  humidity  caused  a  delay  in  painting  and  in  the  accoustical 
tile  installation  at  the  Junior  High  School.  On  August  14,  1969  a  Change 
Order,  authorizing  installation  of  additional  telephone  conduits  at  the 
Junior  High  School  in  the  amount  of  $925.10,  was  approved.  On  August  19, 
1969  the  State  Building  Inspector  stated  he  could  not  consider  a  temporary 
occupancy  permit  for  the  Junior  High  School  in  its  present  condition.  On 
August  20,  1969  members  of  the  Committee  attended  the  School  Committee 
meeting  to  inform  them  of  the  status  of  the  Junior  High  School  project. 

It  was  decided  to  ask  for  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  the  Fall  and  to 
request  funds  for  the  construction  and  furnishing  of  an  addition  to  the 
Senior  High  School.  The  School  Committee  again  reviewed  the  educational 
specifications  for  this  project  but  did  not  make  any  changes. 

On  September  18,  1969  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  School  Building 
Assistance  Bureau  to  discuss  the  Shattuck  and  Winslow  School  projects. 
No  definite  commitment  could  be  obtained  relative  to  reimbursement  on 
these  projects,  with  concern  being  expressed  over  the  age  of  the  buildings. 
It  was  stated  the  buildings  would  be  inspected  in  the  near  future. 

On  September  25,  1969  the  Superintendent  of  the  Light  Department  met 
with  the  Committee  to  discuss  a  proposed  13.8  KV  overhead  line  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  athletic  fields  at  the  Senior  High  School.  General  agreement 
was  reached  on  the  routing  of  this  line. 
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The  Town  Manager  gave  a  cost  estimate  of  $15,200.00  for  enclosing  the 
drainage  ditches  at  the  Willett  School,  from  the  termination  of  the  present 
piping  to  the  inetrsection  of  Germany  Brook. 

On  October  9,  1969  a  contract  was  signed  with  Lester  N.  Lechter  and 
Associates  for  preliminary  plans  for  the  Shattuck  and  Winslow  School 
projects  in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00  per  school. 

On  October  23,  1969  the  School  Committee  was  requested  to  formally 
accept  the  Willett  School.  They  were  also  informed  that  a  review  of  the 
Junior  High  School  would  be  made  and  the  opening  date  would  be  determined 
by  December  1,  1969. 

On  November  6,  1969  the  Committee  authorized  forwarding  a  progress 
report  on  the  Shattuck  and  Winslow  School  projects  to  the  President  of 
the  Shattuck  School  Parent-Teachers  Association. 

After  a  further  breakdown  of  costs  for  the  Senior  High  School  project, 
a  cost  figure  of  $6,089,500.00  was  obtained  from  the  architect. 

On  November  20,  1969  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held.  On  Article  1, 
requesting  funds  for  the  construction  and  furnishing  of  the  Senior  High 
School  Addition,  it  was  voted  on  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Commission 
to  authorize  the  sum  of  $42,000.00  for  a  study  of  the  housing  needs  of  the 
entire  school  system.  Articles  2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  7,  involving  associated  land 
transfers  and  acquisitions  were  postponed  indefinitely. 

On  November  24,  1969  the  Committee  members  attended  a  hearing  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Safety  on  a  request  for 
a  waiver  on  requirements  for  facilities  for  handicapped  persons  for  the 
Shattuck  and  Winslow  School  projects.  The  Committee  was  informed  that 
only  a  request  for  a  waiver  on  elevator  requirements  would  be  considered, 
and  it  was  advised  to  resubmit  its  application  on  that  basis. 

On  December  1,  1969  the  Committee  inspected  the  Junior  High  School 
and  voted  to  inform  the  School  Committee  of  a  January  5,  1970  opening 
date.  On  December  4,  1969  a  Change  Order  was  approved  in  the  amount  of 
$609.40  for  additional  plumbing  facilities  at  the  Junior  High  School,  as 
requested  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector.  The  carpeting  contract  for  the  audi¬ 
torium  was  awarded  to  J.  F.  McDonald  Co.,  Inc.  of  Norwood  in  the 
amount  of  $5,526.00. 

On  December  4,  1969  the  final  requisition  from  A.  T.  Scanzillo  Co.,  Inc., 
the  general  contractor  on  the  World  War  II  Memorial  Center,  was  approved 
for  payment. 

Korslund,  LeNormand  &  Quann,  Inc.  was  authorized  to  obtain  bids  for 
enclosing  the  drainage  ditches  at  the  Willett  School  from  the  termination 
of  the  present  piping  to  the  intersection  of  Germany  Brook. 

On  December  7,  1969  members  of  the  Committee,  along  with  members 
of  the  School  Committee,  inspected  the  Junior  High  School. 

On  December  18,  1969  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  requested  to  officially 
accept  the  World  War  II  Memorial  Center.  The  Board  subsequently  re¬ 
quested  a  financial  statement  before  accepting  the  project. 
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As  the  punch  list  items  at  the  Willett  School  were  now  complete,  the 
School  Committee  was  requested  to  officially  accept  the  building.  The  final 
requisition  from  Rocheford  Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  the  general  contractor 
on  the  Willett  School,  was  approved  for  payment. 

On  December  30,  1969  a  Certificate  of  Substantial  Completion,  to  be¬ 
come  effective  January  2,  1970,  at  8:00  a.m.,  was  signed  for  the  Junior 
High  School,  excepting  the  auditorium  and  gymnasium  areas  which  were 
still  not  complete. 

A  letter  from  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau,  dated  December 
12,  1969,  indicated  a  decision  on  State  reimbursement  for  the  Shattuck  and 
Winslow  School  projects  would  be  withheld  pending  completion  of  the 
school  housing  study. 

A  financial  statement  on  all  projects  is  included  with  this  report. 

The  Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  would  like  to  thank 
all  Town  Boards  and  Departments  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation. 
In  particular,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  General  Manager’s  Office,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Committee  and  School  Department,  Town 
Clerk  and  Accountant  Bartley  W.  Connolly  and  his  department,  Town 
Treasurer  Raymond  T.  Halloran  and  his  department,  Town  Counsel  Walter 
J.  Gotovich,  Town  Engineer  Robert  R.  Hamilton  and  his  department,  and 
the  Finance  Commission.  The  Committee  would  also  like  to  thank  Dr.  Philip 
O.  Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Mr.  Kevin  T.  Dixon,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Recreation,  who  have  served  on  this  Committee  and  who  have 
given  their  time  and  assistance  for  their  respective  projects.

Gentlemen: 

The  Norwood  Planning  Board  submits  the  following  report  on  its 
activities  for  the  year  1969: 

The  Planning  Board  organized  on  January  27,  1969  by  electing  Mr. 
James  T.  O’Sullivan,  Chairman;  Mr.  E.  William  Bamber,  Vice-Chairman;  and 
Mr.  Richard  H.  Mahoney,  Clerk.  The  other  members  of  the  Board  are  Mr. 
Thomas  A.  Riolo  and  Mr.  Francis  Wisgirda. 

During  the  year,  the  Planning  Board  held  twenty-nine  meetings,  at 
which  time  the  Board  reviewed  several  proposed  subdivision  plans  of  land; 
acted  upon  requests  for  determination  of  divisions  of  land  not  requiring 
approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law;  held  Public  Hearings  on 
rezoning  of  land  or  amendments  to  the  Zoning  By-Law,  on  petition  of  land 
owners  of  other  Boards,  or  on  the  Planning  Board’s  own  initiative;  released 
bonds  on  subdivisions  of  land  or  portions  thereof,  considered  complete;  and 
investigated  complaints  on  alleged  violations  of  the  Zoning  By-Law. 

The  Planning  Board,  at  Town  Meeting,  again  requested  and  received 
the  sum  of  $8,000.00  for  a  study  of  the  area  surrounding  the  intersection 
of  Everett  Street  and  Route  1;  Fay,  Spofford  &  Thorndike  to  be  the  Consult¬ 
ing  Engineers.  This  study  is  now  in  progress,  and  is  being  developed  in 
conjunction  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works,  District  6  and 
the  Norfolk  County  Engineering  Department. 

Plan  for  a  new  sewer  line  from  Winter  Street  through  Town  land  and 
Irving  Street  extension,  to  the  rear  of  the  Clark  property,  was  approved. 

Approval  of  the  modification  of  the  George  Clark  plan  of  land  on  Nahatan 
Street,  to  provide  tie-in  to  new  sewer  line  from  Winter  Street,  was  granted. 
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The  following  plans  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board,  were  voted  as 
not  requiring  approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law:

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1969: 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 
Street  Maintenance 

A  program  of  maintenance  for  town  ways,  signs,  guard  rails,  culverts, 
bridges,  brooks,  curbing  and  sidewalks  was  carried  out  through  the  year. 

Liquid  road  asphalt  in  the  amount  of  forty  thousand  gallons  was  applied 
to  streets  that  needed  resurfacing.  Gravel  stone  was  spread  on  the  hot 
asphalt  and  rolled  in  by  a  ten  ton  roller. 

Repaving 

Chapter  90  Maintenance  Program  —  Neponset  Street  from  North  Plain 
Street  to  Hemlock  Street. 

Washington  Street  from  Short  Street  to  East  Walpole  Town  Line. 

Highway  Maintenance  Program  —  Intersections  of  Pleasant  Street  and 
Monroe  Street  with  Nahatan  Street. 

Nahatan  Street  from  Monroe  Street  to  Star  Market  Nahatan  Street 
entrance. 

Union  Street  from  Sumner  Street  to  Route  1-95. 

The  frost  penetrated  four  and  one  half  feet  this  winter.  A  record  was 
established  January  1970  for  the  number  of  consecutive  days  that  the  tem¬ 
perature  did  not  get  above  the  freezing  mark.  Frost  heaves  are  numerous 
and  conservatively  $100,000  should  be  appropriated  for  repaving  this  year. 

Signs 

Many  new  street  signs  made  by  the  Public  Works  Department  were 
put  out  to  replace  either  missing  or  obliterated  signs. 
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Thirty-five  hundred  dollars  is  needed  to  replace  1,000  feet  of  Brook 
Street  guard  rail  at  Willett  Pond.  The  replacement  of  Neponset  Street 
guard  rail  at  the  MacMoran  Agency  is  estimated  at  $1,500.  The  broken 
Morse  Street  guard  rail  at  the  Neponset  River  will  be  restored. 

Other  guard  rails  require  repairs  and  painting.  The  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  requires  additional  employees  in  order  to  keep  up  with  such  work. 

Bridges 

The  Bailey  Bridge  over  the  Neponset  River  at  Pleasant  Street  has  been 
maintained  with  a  minimum  of  maintenance. 

Plans  are  to  start  the  construction  of  a  new  bridge  this  spring  and  it 
is  planned  that  it  will  be  open  to  traffic  late  in  1970. 

A  foot  bridge  over  the  drain  from  Arcadia  Road  to  Walpole  Street  was 
demolished  by  vandals.  It  was  replaced  by  a  36  inch  aluminum  pipe. 

Sidewalk  Maintenance 

Granolithic  sidewalks  were  replaced  at  226  and  262  Vernon  Street  also 
the  granolithic  driveway  apron  at  45  Maple  Street. 

Bituminous  concrete  sidewalks  were  recapped  at  34  Azalea  Drive,  120-124 
Pleasant  Street,  Nahatan  Street  from  the  corner  of  Silver  Street  to  377 
Nahatan  Street,  and  at  488  Nahatan  Street.  Driveway  aprons  were  resurfaced 
at  9  Juniper  Drive  and  19  Longwood  Terrace. 

Warren  Bros.  Roads  Company  placed  a  white  bituminous  concrete  over¬ 
lay  on  the  sidewalks  at  the  following  locations. 

Nahatan  Street  from  Saint  Catherine’s  Chapel  door  entrance  to  the 

Convent. 

Nahatan  Street  100  feet  westerly  from  the  S.W.  corner  of  Lenox 

Street. 

N.E.  and  S.E.  corners  of  Central  and  Cottage  Streets.  Washington 

Street  from  ftl  Walpole  Street  to  Day  Street. 

A  town  wide  survey  of  defenctive  sidewalks  was  made  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  in  1961.  The  study  brought  out  that  a  large  annual 
appropriation  for  repairs  was  required  as  well  as  sufficient  personnel  to  do 
the  work.  To  date  neither  monies  nor  help  has  been  made  available  to  put 
any  considerable  amount  of  these  sidewalks  back  in  good  condition. 


Maintenance  and  Control  of  Traffic 


New  regulatory  signs  made  by  the  Public  Works  Department  such  as 
“Stop”  signs  and  various  types  of  “No  Parking”  signs  were  placed  where 
ordered.  Many  existing  signs  were  either  repaired  or  replaced.  A  high  rate 
of  deliberate  sign  destruction  exists. 


A  large  amount  of  traffic  line  and  crosswalk  painting  was  done.  However, 
sign  work  as  well  as  painting  is  limited  because  of  an  annual  deficiency  in 
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both  appropriation  and  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  Public 
Works  Department. 

Parking  Lots 

The  five  town  parking  lots  were  maintained.  Curbing  was  placed  in  the 
Central  Street  lot  along  side  of  the  Norwood  Printing  Company. 

Parking  Meters 

Meters  were  checked  daily,  collections  made  weekly  and  meters  repaired 
as  needed.  Considerable  vandalism  increased  maintenance  cost  this  year. 

Drains  Maintenance 

Open  and  closed  drains,  catch  basins  and  manholes  were  constantly 
inspected  and  cleaned.  Broken  and  worn  covers  of  structures  were  replaced. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  with  closed  drains  in  Berwick  Place,  Country¬ 
side  Lane,  Hawthorne  Street,  Juniper  Drive,  Mylod  Street,  Neponset  Street, 
Walpole  Street  and  Prospect  Street.  An  accumulation  of  debris  caused 
blockages  in  these  lines. 

The  above  pipes  that  are  12  inch  in  diameter  were  cleaned  by  a  rented 
hydraulic  water  pressure  machine.  Pipes  larger  than  12  inch  diameter  were 
cleaned  by  bucket  type  drain  cleaning  machines  borrowed  from  the  Town 
of  Walpole. 

This  year  we  are  asking  our  town  to  purchase  similar  machines  and 
hire  four  men  to  run  them.  There  is  no  end  to  the  number  of  closed  drains 
that  require  cleaning. 

Both  the  open  drain  from  Arcadia  Drive  to  Walpole  Street  and  Meadow- 
brook  which  is  open  brook  from  Pleasant  Street  to  Dean  Street  should  be 
enlarged  and  cleaned  out  with  a  hired  dredge.  Such  maintenance  will  not 
be  of  a  lasting  nature  however,  it  will  yield  some  relief  to  the  region  that

Pumps  at  the  Town  Well  Supply  at  Ellis  Station  in  Norwood  and  the 
deep  well  in  Westwood  were  regularly  operated  to  be  sure  all  equipment 
functioned  properly. 

The  Westwood  Well  was  used  during  June,  July,  August  and  September 
in  order  to  keep  the  standpipes  filled  during  hot  weather.  The  M.D.C.  was 
not  pumping  sufficient  water  to  us  for  our  needs  due  to  the  fact  one  of 
their  pumps  was  out  of  service. 

The  road  surfaces  in  Route  1,  Ellis  Avenue,  Bird  Road,  Neponset  Street, 
Washington  Street  and  Route  1A  where  water  mains  were  extended  during 
the  previous  year  were  satisfactorily  repaved. 

The  PWD  extended  the  8  inch  Buckingham  Road  wfater  main  245  feet 
to  tie  it  to  the  Victoria  Circle  Main.  We  laid  439  feet  of  4  inch  main  from 
the  6  inch  Mylod  Street  main  to  the  new  Little  League  Field.  Also  extended 
the  6  inch  line  at  the  dump  two  hundred  feet  and  set  a  new  hydrant. 

The  extension  of  the  16  inch  University  Avenue  main  to  within  450 
feet  of  Canton  Street  is  presently  under  construction. 

The  contractor  completed  the  Nahatan  Street  16  inch  water  main 
extension  from  Rock  Street  to  Washington  Street.  The  trench  will  be  satis¬ 
factorily  repaved  this  spring.

MARTIN  BARRETT 

Martin  Barrett  started  work  as  a  skilled  laborer  with  the  Public  Works  Department 
October  15,  1956  and  retired  August  30,  1969.  Martin  was  a  very  conscientious 
employee  who  was  well  liked  by  all  that  knew  him. 
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The  Department  carried  out  the  following  assignments: 

1.  New  water  mains  laid  by  contractors  were  tied  into  existing  mains  in 
town  ways. 

2.  All  new  mains  and  services  laid  by  developers  were  supervised  and 
inspected.  Pressure  tests  were  put  on  the  lines.  Samples  of  water  from 
these  mains  were  submitted  to  a  laboratory  to  ascertain  that  the 
supply  was  potable  for  human  consumption. 

3.  Assisted  engineers  from  the  Town,  State,  Consultants  and  Insurance 
Groups  in  determining  the  location  and  depth  of  pipes  below  ground. 

4.  Conducted  flow  tests  upon  the  request  of  Insurance  Groups. 

5.  Attended  meetings  and  reviewed  plans  that  had  to  do  with  proposed 
expansion  of  the  water  distribution  system. 

6.  Located  water  curb  boxes  and  main  gates,  and  replaced  many  broken 
castings. 

7.  Received  pipe  and  fittings  for  work  to  be  let  out  to  contract  by  the 
Town,  and  supervised  issuance  of  these  inventories. 

8.  Adjusted  to  grade  those  curb  boxes  and  main  gates  found  to  be  above 
or  below  grade. 

9.  Service  calls  were  promptly  made  whenever  a  water  customer  reported 
either  leaks,  low  pressure,  lack  of  volume,  noise,  color  or  taste  from  the 
lines. 

10.  Hydrants  were  blown  off  where  necessary.  A  minimum  of  colored  water 
was  experienced  throughout  the  year. 

11.  Hydrants  were  inspected  Spring  and  Fall.  Constant  hydrant  inspections 
were  carried  on  during  the  Winter  months. 

12.  Hydrants  damaged  by  vehicles  were  promptly  repaired  or  replaced. 
Hydrants  found  inoperative  due  to  age  were  replaced. 

13.  Domestic  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  factory  meters  were  read 
monthly. 

14.  Stopped  meters  were  either  repaired  or  replaced. 

15.  Check  valves  where  private  supplies  are  cross  connected  to  the  Municipal 
Supply  were  inspected  quarterly. 

16.  Meters  were  set  on  new  services. 

17.  The  water  properties  were  regularly  patroled  and  maintained. 

18.  Responded  to  all  fire  alarms  in  industrial  and  mercantiled  areas. 

19.  Continued  program  of  repainting  hydrants. 

20.  Replaced  playground  bubblers  broken  by  vandals. 

FORESTRY 

Moth  Suppression  —  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Control 

1.  Elm  trees  when  in  leaf  were  sprayed  by  a  contractor  for  the  control  of 
the  Elm  Leaf  Beetles. 

2.  A  contractor  removed  many  diseased  trees  and  trimmed  trees  on  various 
streets  of  the  Town.  Ivy  and  roadside  weeds  were  sprayed  in  July. 

3.  Roadside  brush  was  cut  in  outlying  sections  of  the  Town. 
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4.  Twenty  five  Maple  trees  were  planted  in  front  of  property  owner’s 
houses. 


RUBBISH  COLLECTIONS 

The  monthly  collections  have  been  adhered  to.  Christmas  trees  were 
collected  in  January.  A  pick  up  was  provided  during  the  month  of  May 
Clean-Up  Campaign  for  household  items  not  normally  collected. 

Collection  was  made  at  Municipal  Buildings  and  at  street  rubbish  cans 
each  week. 


MUNICIPAL  DUMP 

The  contract  was  again  awarded  to  A.  Shagoury  and  Company,  Norwood, 
Massachusetts  for  continuing  the  Sanitary  Land  Fill  operation  at  the  Municipal. 
Dump.  Mr.  Shagoury  continues  to  operate  the  dump  in  a  most  excellent 
manner. 


NEW  EQUIPMENT 

The  Public  Works  Department  wrote  the  specifications  for  the  following 
new  equipment  purchased  for  the  department. 

1.  Four  cubic  yard  Elgin  Street  Sweeper  with  Air  Conditioned  Cab. 

2.  Truck  No.  51  Class  1200  International  Utility  Body  %  ton 
pick  up  truck. 

3.  Truck  No.  52  Class  1200  International  Open  Body  %  ton  pick-up 
truck. 

The  General  Manager  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  should  give  more 
serious  consideration  to  our  program  for  replacement  and  added  new' 
equipment. 

1969  SNOW  AND  RAIN  STATISTICS

Paralyzing  northeasters  struck  in  February  ending  what  had  been  an 
open  w'inter.  The  water  content  of  these  storms  was  high,  although  flooding 
during  the  Spring  was  at  a  minimum. 
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A  sudden  hail  storm  on  April  19,  deposited  2  inches  on  Norwood  and 
caused  very  slippery  conditions  temporarily. 

Glaze  condition  occured  on  January  26th. 

Flooding  occured  in  a  storm  on  December  26-27. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

All  the  parks,  playgrounds,  tennis  courts  and  baseball  diamonds  were 
cleaned  of  debris  and  rolled  in  the  Spring.  Grass  was  treated  with  lime 
and  fertilizer  and  mowed  during  the  grass  growing  season. 

Brush  was  cut  from  wooded  park  and  playground  areas.  Skating  rinks 
were  maintained  during  the  ice  season.  Assistance  was  given  to  promote 
events  connected  with  the  Town  Fourth  of  July  activities. 

All  of  the  portable  playground  equipment  was  inspected,  repaired, 
painted  and  erected  at  the  different  playgrounds.  Bleachers,  backstops  and 
fences  were  repaired.  Two  aluminum  portable  bleachers  were  purchased 
and  erected  at  Endean  Field  for  the  Pop  Warner  League. 

Mr.  Frank  Clem  once  again  did  a  most  excellent  job  of  conditioning  and 
maintaining  the  Recreation  Center  Tennis  Courts.  A  set  of  aluminum 
bleachers  donated  by  the  Women’s  Community  Committee  was  erected  at 
the  tennis  courts. 

Various  baseball  diamonds  including  five  Little  League  Fields  were 
graded  and  maintained. 

The  recommended  seasonal  maintenance  on  the  rebuilt  baseball  fields 
consisting  of  aerations,  liming,  fertilizing,  watering  and  grass  cutting  will 
require  a  considerable  increase  in  the  size  of  the  Playground  Maintenance 
Appropriation  for  1970. 

Prior  to  1968  the  policy  of  the  Town  was  no  further  maintenance  during 
the  season  to  baseball  diamonds  once  the  Spring  work  on  each  field  was 
completed. 

Now  maintenance  of  all  diamonds  is  demanded  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  from  April  to  October  just  prior  to  any  baseball  game  and 
many  games  are  played  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  Three  additional  em¬ 
ployees  are  needed  to  meet  this  requirement  alone.  Presently  we  have  forty 
full  time  employees  while  during  1957  the  Department  had  seventy-one. 

Contractor  Dan  Sullivan,  Norwood,  Massachusetts  completed  a  most 
excellent  job  of  rebuilding  Pleasant  Street  Little  League  Field.  No  play  was 
allowed  on  the  field  during  1969  in  order  that  the  grassed  area  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  form  turf. 

Goal  posts  and  baskets  were  erected  at  the  Pleasant  Street  outdoor 
basketball  court. 

Cleveland  and  Oldham  Fields  were  rebuilt  by  Transit  Seeding  Inc.  of 
Mansfield  following  the  conclusion  of  the  Little  League  season. 
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Landscape  architects  Shurcliff,  Merrill  and  Footit  supervised  the  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  Pleasant,  Cleveland  and  Oldham  Fields. 

Forty  feet  of  36  inch  aluminum  metal  drain  pipe  laid  at  Endean  Field 
where  the  road  to  the  new  Little  League  Field  crosses  a  narrow  ravine. 
Gravel  was  brought  in  to  bring  the  road  to  grade.  Then  it  was  given  a 
treatment  of  oil. 

Hawes  Brook  Pool  and  buildings  and  Father  McAleer’s  Pool  and  build¬ 
ings  were  maintained  from  the  opening  day  in  June  until  Labor  Day. 

Out  of  season  inspections  were  made  twice  each  week  of  the  properties 
at  Hawes  and  Fr.  McAleer’s.

REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

Walter  A.  Blasenak

Dear  Sir: 

Herewith  follows  the  1969  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Recreation 
Department: 

I.  SUMMER  PROGRAM 

Playground  activities  were  conducted  at  fourteen  areas  through  the 
town  from  June  28  to  August  28.  Playgrounds  were  open  Monday  through 
Friday  from  9  a.m.  to  noon  and  from  1  to  4  p.m.,  with  both  male  and  female 
leaders  in  attendance  at  each  area.  Before  the  start  of  the  season  there 
was  a  one  day  Leader  Orientation  Conference  held  at  the  Community 
Center  to  acquaint  the  personnel  with  Department  policies  and  procedures. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Sports,  baseball  and  softball 
leaenes  were  formed  for  both  boys  and  girls.  Tn  addition  there  were  special 
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townwide  activities  that  included  a  horseshoe  tourney,  basketball  tourney, 
touch  football,  home  run  hitting  contest  and  the  annual  Nantasket  outing. 

The  arts  and  crafts  supervisor  visited  each  area  weekly  with  a  free 
project  for  the  younger  children. 

IT.  WINTER  PROGRAM 

The  new  Superintendent  of  Recreation  undertook  his  duties  in  late 
August  and  began  development  of  the  winter  program  incorporating  the 
facilities  of  the  new  World  War  II  Memorial  Community  Center.  Foremost, 
it  was  necessary  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  funds  to  supply 
the  new  building  with  many  basic  items  (basketballs,  volleyballs,  weight¬ 
lifting  and  boxing  equipment.)  Then,  to  staff  the  Center  and  provide 
leadership  for  the  winter  activities,  several  people  were  hired  under  Civil 
Service  regulations.  The  Recreation  Department  employed  three  permanent 
professional  people,  one  permanent  receptionist,  two  permanent  custodians, 
twenty  part-time  special  interest  employees  as  well  as  fifteen  volunteer 
staff  members.  Activities  were  scheduled  in  the  Center  six  days  weekly 
from  9  a.m.  until  10  p.m. 

Established  activities  from  previous  year  including  Baton  Twirling 
classes,  Drama  classes,  Rec-Tops,  Recreation  Basketball  League,  Camera 
Club,  Rifle  Club,  and  the  Senior  Citizens,  scheduled  their  regular  meetings. 
Additional  activities  were  added  to  round-out  the  regular  weekly  schedule; 
volleyball,  Judo,  Modern  Dance,  Teen  Drama  Workshop,  Square  Dance, 
Tennis  Lessons,  Slimnastics.  Handball,  Hockey,  Civic-Tops,  girl’s  and  boy’s 
basketball  program,  gymnastics,  and  arts  and  crafts. 

Further,  the  World  War  II  Memorial  Community  Center  was  also  used 
as  a  meeting  place  by  the  Cootiettes,  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Con¬ 
servation  Commission,  Advisory  Board,  of  the  Recreation,  Daughters  of 
Isabella,  League  of  Women  Voters,  Norwood  Joggers,  Little  League,  Pop 
Warner,  Umpires  Clinic,  Moonstone  Inc.,  Bache  &  Co.  Stock  Brokers, 
Colonial  Boys,  Student  Council,  South  Norfolk  Retarded  Asso.,  Norwood 
Hadassah,  Norwood  Women’s  Community  Committee,  Alcoholics  Anonymous, 
and  many  more. 

Thus,  the  first  winter  program  under  the  new  Recreation  Super¬ 
intendent  offered  a  variety  of  planned  activities  for  the  total  community. 
Special  organized  programs  for  the  elementary  school  age  children  included 
dramatics,  arts  and  crafts  instruction,  gymnastics  and  basic  tumbling 
lessons,  baton  twirling  and  marching,  swimming  instruction  and  competitive 
swimming.  For  teenage  youth,  special  programs  included  the  Saturday 
afternoon  jam  sessions,  tennis  classes,  baton  twirling,  swimming  instruction 
and  competitive  swimming,  basketball,  Rifle  Club,  Judo,  Teen  Drama 
Workshop  and  the  Ski  Club.  Special  interest  activities  for  adults  included 
tennis,  swimming,  modern  dance,  volleyball,  basketball,  slimnastics,  square 
dancing,  Tops,  Ski  Club,  Camera  Club  and  the  Senior  Citizen  program. 
The  Senior  Citizen  group  conducted  bi-weeky  social  programs  and  between 
planned  get-togethers,  membprs  dropped-in  at  the  Center  for  recreation 
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A  game  room,  enjoyed  by  all  ages,  was  established.  The  Women’s 
Community  Committee  donated  a  championship  pool  table.  There  is  also 
a  television  set,  two  ping  pong  tables,  a  billiard  table,  (a  gift  to  the  Town, 
taken  from  storage  in  the  Fire  Station  where  it  had  been  placed  a  few 
years  ago),  a  juke  box  and  several  quiet  table  games. 

It  was  estimated  that  on  a  typical  day  there  were  over  1,000  visitations 
to  the  Community  Center.  During  the  time  that  the  seventh,  eight,  and 
ninth  grades  were  on  double  sessions  (from  September  until  January),  the 
facilities  of  the  Community  Center  were  made  available  to  the  School 
Department.  The  Junior  High  football  team  practiced  on  the  athletic  fields. 
The  intramural  basketball  program  and  the  basketball  team  practice 
sessions  utilized  the  main  gymnasium.  Physical  education  classes  were 
conducted  in  the  outside  areas;  meeting  rooms  were  used  by  teachers  and 
school  nurses  on  varied  occasions.  The  swimming  pool  was  also  open. 

Special  education  classes  from  the  Junior  High  Schools  made  use  of 
the  Recreation  Department  facilities  throughout  the  school  term. 

With  the  efforts  of  the  General  Manager  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Recreation  Department  was  able  to  create  and  to  maintain  outside  ice 
skating  areas  at  Hartshorne’s  Swale  (Froggies),  Ellis  Gardens  playground, 
the  Community  Center  and  the  fish  pond  at  Hawes  Brook  Pool. 

In  cooperation  with  The  Norwood  Messenger  and  The  Norwood  Tribune, 
weekly  news  column,  What’s  Happening,  was  established  in  both  periodicals. 
The  purpose  of  the  column  has  been  to  keep  the  Community  posted  on 
the  Recreation  Department  activities  which  are  open  to  the  general  public. 

III.  SWIM  PROGRAM 

Indoor  Program:  Continued  growth  marked  all  phases  of  the  program 
at  the  Recreation  Center’s  Indoor  Pool.  The  program  encompasses  virtually 
all  facets  of  swimming  while  catering  to  every  age  group.  Instruction  is 
offered  for  boys  and  girls  from  Advanced  Beginners  skill  through  Junior 
and  Senior  Lifesaving  and  Water  Safety  Instructor.  Instruction  is  also 
offered  for  adult  men  and  women  and  to  physically  handicapped  boys 
and  girls,  the  latter  program  aided  greatly  by  the  volunteer  services  of 
many  fine  young  teenagers  every  Saturday  morning.  We’re  very  proud 
of  this  contribution  being  made  by  this  fine  group  of  young  Norwood 
citizens  and  commend  them  for  their  help. 

Competitive  swimming  has  continued  to  grow  at  an  unbelievable  rate 
throughout  New  England  and  in  Norwood  particularly.  With  a  membership 
of  excess  of  250  the  Sting-Rays  are  the  largest  municipally  sponsored  club 
in  the  entire  New  England  area.  The  swimmers  improved  in  quality  as 
well  as  numerically  in  1969,  with  Norwood  Swimmers  capturing  their  first 
New  England  association  of  the  A.A.U.  Junior  Championship  medals  and 
trophies,  indeed  proving  their  constant  improvement. 

The  Synchronized  Swimming  Program  has  proven  to  be  one  of  the 
most  popular  activities  sponsored  by  the  Department.  The  membership  of 
125  girls  under  the  direction  of  their  supervisor  has  competed  throughout 
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the  state  registering  consistent  performances  on  each  occasion.  The  young 
ladies  held  another  successful  open  house  in  the  spring  at  which  time  their 
relatives  and  friends  thoroughly  enjoyed  a  wonderful  water  ballet  show. 
The  girls  also  appeared  at  several  outside  pools,  throughout  the  year 
giving  exhibitions. 

Outdoor  Program:  Hawes  Brook  Pool  and  Fr.  McAleer  Pool  were  in 
operation  for  73  straight  days  during  the  past  summer.  The  efficiency  and 
devotion  of  duty  of  the  staff  of  lifeguards  enabled  the  Department  to  post 
another  excellent  safety  record  with  no  serious  incidents  or  accidents-  Their 
loyalty  and  enthusiasm  in  carrying  out  their  duties  enabled  countless  swim¬ 
mers  to  enjoy  Norwood’s  outdoor  swimming  facilities  throughout  the 
summer.  All  personnel  are  to  be  commended  for  their  services  throughout 
the  season. 

Again  in  1969  a  complete  program  of  instruction  in  swimming  was 
offered  at  both  outdoor  pools  with  the  indoor  Recreation  Center  Pool 
also  used  in  the  instructional  program.  Registration  for  classes  was  con¬ 
ducted  through  the  local  schools  in  the  spring  with  approximately  2,500  boys 
and  girls  registering  and  subsequently  being  assigned  to  classes. 

The  competitive  program  continued  its  rapid  growth  with  some 
200  boys  and  girls  competing  in  the  Sting-Ray  Program.  The  club  finished 
second  in  the  Suburban  Swim  League,  a  league  composed  of  ten  teams 
from  the  area’s  surrounding  towns.  The  Sting-Rays  also  finished  second 
in  the  Annual  Regional  Meet  of  the  League  with  Norwood’s  swimmers 
carrying  off  a  multitude  of  medals-  The  Sting-Rays  “B”  Team  had  an  equally 
successful  season  with  the  less  experienced  swimmers  competing  against 
their  peers  from  teams  within  the  league. 

The  Annual  Red  Cross  Life  Saving  Meet  was  held  again  at  Fr.  McAleer 
with  Norwood’s  teams  taking  three  of  the  four  championship  awards.  The 
Competition  involved  lifesaver’s  from  surrounding  towns  and  the  state 
beaches.  The  Norwood  competitor’s  achievements  are  recognized  as  the 
finest  in  New  England  by  the  American  Red  Cross. 

IV.  RECREATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The  Recreation  Advisory  Committee  is  to  be  commended  for  its  aid 
to  the  new  Superintendent  of  Recreation  and  to  the  development  of  the 
recreation  program  for  the  Town. 

The  Committee  has  been  very  instrumental  in  stimulating  interest 
in  the  recreation  program  through  its  special  meetings  with  the  High 
School  Student  Council  Executive  Board,  the  Conservation  Commission, 
the  School  Committee  and  the  Town  Meeting  members.  Also,  an  open  meet¬ 
ing  for  all  Norwood  residents  was  conducted.  Information  gained  from 
these  sessions  has  been  most  useful  in  developing  the  total  program.  Not 
only  have  the  meetings  provided  a  sounding  board  for  the  invited  guests 
to  express  their  ideas  and  needs  in  recreation,  but  they  have  also  given 
the  Superintendent  of  Recreation  the  opportunity  to  present  his  program 
and  his  philosophy  of  recreation. 
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The  total  program  of  the  Recreation  Department  is  much  more  than 
a  one-man  or  a  one-group  operation;  rather  it  is  the  work  of  a  team  of 
components,  each  contributing  its  special  talents.  Indeed,  the  talents  and 
resources  of  the  Recreation  Advisory  Committee  have  shown  themselves 
to  be  vital  forces  in  the  total  operation.  The  Superintendent  of  Recreation 
congratulates  the  Committee  members  for  their  sincere  interest  and 
contributions. 

V.  PROJECTED  ACTIVITIES: 

Not  only  has  the  Recreation  Department  been  concerned  with  executing 
the  winter  program  and  operating  its  facilities  on  a  daily  basis,  it  has 
also  been  concerned  with  the  development  of  over-all  objectives  for  the 
Department’s  advancement: 

A.  Norwood  needs  Master  Guidelines  for  its  recreation  and  conservation 
program.  Not  only  would  these  guidelines  provide  a  plan  for  the  use  of 
existing  facilities  and  lands  and  for  the  concerns  of  the  Town’s  budget 
allotments,  they  would  open  many  avenues  to  Federal  funds  for  Town 
projects-  Federal  monies  do  exist  for  local  spending,  but  it  is  difficult  to 
secure  these  funds  without  very  specific  and  concrete  proposals  regarding 
their  use;  a  master  programs  simplifies  explanation. 

B.  No  longer  is  is  financially  possible  or  practical  for  Norwood  residents 
to  utilize  their  facilities  for  only  a  few  hours  each  day  or  for  only  one 
purpose;  therefore,  the  Recreation  Deparment  hopes  to  be  able  to  make 
use  of  all  public  facilities  for  a  total  recreation  and  leisure  time  program. 
The  Superintendent  of  Recreation  has  met  with  the  School  Department 
and  requested: 

1.  the  Recreation  Depatrment  be  given  blanket  approval  for  the  use  of 
the  school  facilities  when  the  School  Department  is  not  using  them. 

2.  the  Saturday  morning  boys  intra-mural  program  be  conducted 
throughout  the  year;  that  every  school  gym  be  opened  for  this  program 
and  that  Norwood  young  people,  who  are  students  in  private  and  parochial 
schools,  be  included  in  this  program.  (The  Community  Center  would 
continue  to  provide  activities  for  the  girls.) 

3.  the  use  of  the  elementary  schools  to  establish  an  adult  neighborhood 
recreation  program.  (For  example,  this  fall,  over  200  women  participated 
in  the  Slimnastics  program,  one  evening  per  week,  at  the  Community 
Center.  The  group  would  have  made  eight  groups  of  a  comfortable  number 
of  students  and  it  would  have  been  very  convenient  for  these  smaller 
groups  to  have  met  outside  the  Center.) 

4.  in  the  summer,  on  rainy  days,  permit  the  Recreation  Department 
to  use  the  gymnasium  and  one  class  room  in  those  schools  which  are 
located  adjacent  to  playgrounds. 

5.  the  establishment  of  an  auxiliary  recreation  center  at  Junior  High 
North.  This  school  is  equipped  with  playground  fields,  outdoor  swim  pool, 
gymnasium  and  three  lighted  tennis  courts. 
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C.  The  Recreation  Department  must  be  expanded  to  include  a  parks 
and  recreation  maintenance  division.  Currently  all  recreation  facilities  are 
maintained  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and,  therefore,  are  not 
given  priority  over  Town  projects. 

D.  Many  additional  activities  are  needed  for  the  teenagers  and  young 
people  of  Norwood. 

In  the  Department’s  1970  budget,  requests  were  made  for  funds  to: 

1.  develop  nature  trails  on  playgrounds  and  Town-owned  lands. 

2.  develop  “tiny  tot”  lots  on  certain  playgrounds. 

3.  build  two  additional  lighted  tennis  courts  at  the  Community  Center. 
These  courts  would  be  clay  which  would  be  covered  with  plastic  in  winter 
and  be  used  as  lighted  ice  skating  area. 

4.  develop  additional  programs  in  the  Community  Center:  specifically, 
to  provide  additional  equipment  for  the  weight  lifting,  boxing  and  wrestling 
programs. 

5.  renovate  Elliot  Park.  The  plan  calls  for  one  baseball  field  and  two 
softball  fields,  which  could  be  used  as  Little  League  fields,  with  over-lapping 
outfields  for  football  and  soccer. 

6.  purchase  land  at  Summer  and  Union  Streets  for  the  purposes  of 
recreation. 

VI.  PHILOSOPHY  OF  THE  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Superintendent  of  Recreation  establishes  the  following  as  the  prime 
responsibilities  of  the  Recreation  Department,  and,  with  the  personnel  of 
the  Department,  seeks  to  develop  programs  to  fulfill  these  aims: 

1.  to  construct  a  master  program  of  the  recreation  and  conservation 
activities  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

2.  to  coordinate  the  Town’s  recreation  services. 

3.  to  utilize  all  available  public  facilities  for  recreation  and  leisure 
time  programs. 

4.  to  provide  a  clearinghouse  for  the  Town  of  Norwood’s  recreation 
program. 

5.  to  stimulate  interest  in  leisure  time  and  recreation  activities. 

In  conclusion,  in  the  short  time  that  I  have  served  as  Superintendent  of 
Recreation,  I  have  found  Norwood  to  be  an  untapped  warehouse  of  recreation 
and  interests  and  I  look  forward  to  opening  the  doors  of  this  warehouse.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  1969. 

The  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  wish  to  report  that 
we  have  had  a  busy  but  most  successful  school  year  educationally.  Of 
singular  importance  was  the  fact  that  dedication  exercises  for  the  new 
George  F.  Willett  Elementary  School  were  held  on  Sunday,  January  26, 
1969  at  2:00  P.M.  The  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  at  that  time 
accepted  the  keys  to  the  building  from  the  Permanent  Building  Construction 
Committee. 

Of  significance  to  the  total  operation  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools 
was  the  evaluation  report  which  was  made  by  the  visiting  committee 
representing  the  New  England  College  and  Secondary  Schools  Standards 
Commission  concerning  all  aspects  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  The 
report,  overall,  indicated  that  we  are  attempting  to  perform  at  a  high  level 
educationally  but  that  the  restrictions  of  school  plant  imposed  by  the  present 
facilities,  made  efficient  and  up-to-date  curriculum  presentation  most 
difficult.  Recommendations  and  acknowledgments  have  been  made  in  the 
light  of  the  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  as  approved  by  School 
Building  Assistance  Bureau. 

In  addition  to  a  concern  for  the  necessity  of  increased  facilities  at  the 
secondary  level,  at  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee  educational 
specifications  were  drawn  for  additions  to  the  Winslow  and  the  Shattuck 
Schools.  These  have  been  presented  to  the  Permanent  Building  Construction 
Committee  for  their  further  action  and  implementation. 

In  anticipation  of  the  opening  of  the  new  Junior  High  School  North, 
re-districting  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  Public  School  children  of  grade 
level  7,  8  and  9  was  of  major  concern.  Public  meetings  were  held  to  inform 
parents  of  all  children  involved  as  to  the  action  of  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  with  regard  to  re-districting.  The  School  Committee  voted  to 
have  children  of  the  Balch  School,  Cleveland  School  and  Winslow  School 
districts  attend  the  present  Junior  High  School  and  students  of  the  Callahan, 
Oldham,  Prescott,  Shattuck  and  Willett  School  districts  would  attend  the 
Junior  High  School  North. 

The  controversial  rule  18  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Secondary 
School  Principals  was  of  major  concern  to  the  Norwood  School  Committee. 
This  concerns  itself  with  the  eligibility  of  athletes  who  are  prevented  from 
participating  in  more  than  one  organized  team  during  a  given  season.  The 
Norwood  School  Committee  went  on  record  as  being  in  opposition  to  Rule 
18  and  at  the  annual  joint  meeting  of  the  School  Committees  and  Super¬ 
intendents  Association  in  October  at  Harwich,  made  a  formal  presentation 
to  the  Rules  Committee.  We  must  report  here  that  this  was  defeated  at  the 
legislative  meetings, 
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Following  Town  Meeting  action  of  1969  wherein  an  insufficiency  of 
funds  were  voted  in  the  Administration’s  salaries  budget,  the  School 
Committee  was  faced  with  a  problem.  At  two  subsequent  times  during 
special  Town  Meetings  the  School  Committee  gave  the  Town  Meeting  an 
opportunity  to  rectify  this  situation.  Town  Meeting  remained  adament  in 
their  stand  and  thus  the  Special  Assistant  to  the  Attorney  General’s  Staff 
met  with  the  Norwood  School  Committee  concerning  administrators’  salaries 
and  the  preparation  of  a  suit  in  a  court  of  law  which  would  direct  the  Town 
of  Norwood  to  fulfill  the  salaries  as  contracted  by  the  Norwood  School 
Committee.  Thereafter,  Judge  Felix  Forte  directed  that  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood  would  borrow  the  sum  of  $21,800  and  make  this  money  available  in 
the  Administrators’  Salaries  Account  so  that  the  School  Committee  could 
fulfill  its  contractual  obligations  to  the  school  administrators. 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  concerned  itself  with  the  acquisition 
of  land  adjacent  to  the  present  Senior  High  School  land  and  to  the 
cemetery  land  insofar  as  it  was  necessary  to  attain  approximately  eight 
additional  acres  consistent  with  the  project  of  addition  to  the  Norwood 
Senior  High  School.  On  November  19th,  following  a  special  meeting  with 
the  Finance  Commission  and  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  the  Norwood 
School  Committee  moved  to  go  on  record  in  favor  of  a  proposal  by  the  Finance 
Commission  that  a  study  of  school  needs  be  done  and  that  the  addition  to 
the  Senior  High  School  be  temporarily  postponed. 

The  Norwood  School  Committee  continued  collective  bargaining  and 
negotiations  with  the  Norwood  Teachers  Association  (who  represent  the 
school  administrators  as  well  as  the  teachers  and  school  nurses)  and,  also 
with  cafeterial  personnel,  secretarial  personnel,  custodial  personnel,  and 
maintenance-craftsmen  personnel.  In  this  regard,  since  representation  from 
the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association  in  the  capacity  of  negotiator  was  a 
new  introduction,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  engaged  their  former 
consultant  on  collective  bargaining  as  negotiator. 

Due  to  the  extremely  heavy  snow  of  the  past  year,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  at  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee  requested  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  a  waiver  on  the  requirement  of  180  school  days. 
A  two-day  waiver  was  granted  by  the  Department  of  Education  for  Norwood 
and  as  a  result  it  was  necessary  to  add  three  days  onto  the  end  of  the  school 
year. 

Other  highlights  of  the  school  year  involved  the  School  Committee 
approval  of  participation  in  the  data  processing  program  at  the  Blue  Hills 
Regional  High  School.  Also,  the  Norwood  Firefighters  Association  offered 
a  scholarship  in  the  amount  of  $200.00  to  be  used  as  a  technological 
scholarship  for  students  desiring  to  further  their  education  in  the  field 
of  scientific  study.  In  this  report  the  Norwood  School  Committee  wishes 
to  thank  the  League  of  Women  Voters  for  the  most  excellent  brochure 
entitled  “Norwood  Our  Town.”  Two  thousand  copies  were  given  to  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Public  Schools  for  distribution  not  only  for  purposes  of  study  in  the 
Social  Studies  curriculum,  but  also  as  one  of  several  instruments  used 
in  the  recruiting  of  teacher  personnel. 
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Significant  appointments  by  the  Norwood  School  Committee  during  the 
year  involved  Mr.  James  R.  Savage  as  Principal  of  the  Junior  High  School 
North,  Mr.  John  A.  Poce  as  Tice  Principal  of  the  Junior  High  School  North, 
and  the  promotion  and  appointment  of  Mr.  John  M.  Twombly  as  Tice 
Principal  of  the  present  Junior  High  School. 

Additional  pupils  and  all  that  goes  with  providing  an  excellent  educa¬ 
tional  opportunity  for  these  pupils  means  additional  operating  costs  in  all 
directions.  It  has  been  said  before  that  a  budget  states  in  financial  terms 
the  ideas  as  to  just  what  the  educational  investment  should  he.  In  reality 
the  school  budget  is  the  community’s  financial  answers  to  the  critical 
educational  questions.  We  need  your  help  in  our  attempt  to  answer  these 
questions  for  the  total  community  of  Norwood. 

We  the  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  appreciate  the 
willingness  of  the  employees  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  to  perform 
diligently  the  tasks  assigned.  We  submit  this  report  and  we  want  you  to 
know  that  the  educational  successes  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  are  our 
reward  for  the  many  long  hours  that  we  have  attempted  to  serve  you  in 
the  capacity  of  school  committeemen.  We  thank  you  for  your  continued 
interest  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

“ These  Americans  —  they  always  turn  their 
difficulties  into  opportunities.’'  —  anon 

Our  school  system  is  Norwood’s  best  insurance  for  the  future  security 
and  success  of  the  town.  The  economic  investment  is  most  demanding  — 
but  strictly  from  the  consumer  point  of  view  —  nothing  is  more  lasting  or 
more  contributory  to  the  perfection  of  individual  man,  and  thus  —  to  society 
—  than  a  superior  educational  system.  The  difficult  sacrifices  of  the  towns 
people  during  the  past  ninety-seven  years  have  provided  the  continuing 
and  renewed  opportunities  for  this  community  to  soon  enter  upon  the 
challenge  of  its  second  century  of  excellence. 

A  decade  of  stewardship  reveals  that  the  pupil  population  has  increased 
3000;  professional  and  certified  staff  has  increased  by  more  than  150%; 
more  than  $9,000,000  has  been  spent  on  new  construction;  and  your 
operational  budget  has  increased  over  the  ten  year  period  by  more  than 
$4,000,000. 

These  cold,  hard  sacrificial  facts  are  incidental  to  and  coincidental  with 
the  physical  expansion  and  growth  of  Norwood.  As  commitments  were 
made  to  open  up  new  residential  and  industrial  opportunities  in  Norwood, 
so  too  were  commitments  simultaneously  made  by  all  town  departments 
to  cope  with  the  indicated  expansion. 

The  difficulties  of  transition  in  growth  are  far  overshadowed  by  the 
opportunities  of  the  technological  and  humanistic  curriculum  now  im¬ 
plemented.  Over  thirty-five  federally  subsidized  programs  have  been  added; 
a  greatly  expanded  and  enriched  evening  academic  program  and  summer 
school  program  have  been  presented;  ten  new  curriculum  guides  have 
been  produced  by  our  professional  staff;  curriculum  workshops  and  in- 
service  programs  have  become  an  integral  part  of  our  professional  improve¬ 
ment  program;  and  a  complete  revision  and  refinement  of  all  curriculum 
areas  has  been  the  concerted  effort  to  properly  service  the  young  people  of 
Norwood. 

Ten  years  is  a  long  time  —  but  it  is  a  very  short  time.  We  will  continue 
to  change  —  as  purposeful  change  is  indicated.  And  we  will  continue  to 
request  from  you-  the  necessary  financial  support  to  provide  properly  for 
the  educational  system  of  Norwood  —  this  is  our  commitment,  yes  —  our 
legacy. 

As  has  been  mentioned  in  the  past,  the  professional  staff  who  program 
and  implement  the  curriculum  are  the  integral  core  of  a  quality  educational 
program;  thus  —  superior  personnel  is  our  constant  concern.  Very  real¬ 
istically  the  acquisition  of  the  best  possible  personnel  for  Norwood’s 
children  is  accomplished  by  having  an  excellent  salary  schedule.  We  have 
maintained  a  competitive  basis.  We  must  strive  to  continue  lest  we  ever 
fall  behind  and  get  less  than  the  best.  The  marked  importance  of  this  last 
becomes  more  pointed  as  we  engage  in  collective  bargaining  and  negotiations 
with  professional  staff  members. 

There  has  been  more  educational  change  during  the  past  ten  years 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  world.  With  your  help  we  have  been 
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able  to  face  up  to  the  challenge  of  the  sixties.  We  look  forward  to  the 
complexities  of  the  1970’s  and  know  full  well  that  with  the  help  and  support 
of  all  the  people  of  Norwood  we  shall  again  most  adequately  maintain 
excellence  within  the  public  school  system.  I  should  like  to  acknowledge 
the  help  and  excellent  cooperation  of  the  General  Manager  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood,  his  staff  and  all  of  the  municipal  departments  for  their  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

For  specific  innovations  and  for  implementation  of  various  activities 
within  departments,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  following  reports  of  the 
administrators  and  specialists  of  your  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools  for  their  cooperation,  willingness  and  enthusiasm  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties;  and  to  the  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  I 
wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  that  has  been  extended  to 
me  during  the  past  year.  Without  your  constant  help  and  cooperation  we 
cannot  be  successful  in  our  common  educational  endeavors.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  FOR 
SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

The  educationally  active  decade  of  the  1960’s  has  been  substantial 
growth  in  all  phases  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  Forty-seven  (47) 
teacher  appointments  were  made  in  1960  while  one-hundred  and  twenty 
(120)  were  appointed  in  1969.  Three  new  schools  were  constructed  during 
this  period  and  additions  to  two  elementary  schools  and  one  secondary 
school  were  completed.  1969  has  been  a  particularly  significant  year 
educationally  in  that  the  accumulated  growth  of  the  decade  has  had  its 
impact  upon  teacher  recruitment,  curriculum,  school  building  and  construc¬ 
tion,  transportation,  adult  education,  public  relations,  federal  programs, 
and  as  a  result  has  significantly  increased  the  diversity  and  complexity 
of  administrative  duties  many  of  which  are  not  readily  includable  in  a 
summary  report. 


Personnel  and  Personnel  Recruitment 

An  added  dimension  to  our  recruitment  program  for  1969  was  inter¬ 
viewing,  selecting,  and  appointing  a  teaching  staff  for  the  new  Norwood 
Junior  High  North.  In  addition  to  this  task  was  the  recruiting  of  personnel 
who  were  to  replace  staff  or  who  were  to  be  added  to  staff  at  the  secondary 
level  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  student  population  growth.  Eighty  (80) 
teachers  were  appointed  at  the  secondary  level  alone.  More  teachers  were 
appointed  in  1969  at  the  combined  elementary-secondary  levels  than  there 
was  total  secondary  faculty  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  in  1960!  It  is 
significant  that  amonst  the  staff  recruited  were  those  representing  subject- 
matter  areas  considered  to  be  in  extremely  short  supply  not  only  statewide 
but  also  nationally.  It  was  necessary,  therefore,  for  the  administrative 
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interviewing  teams  not  only  to  seek  out  talented  candidates  but  also  to 
interest  the  candidates  selected  in  the  town  of  Norwood  and  its  public 
school  system. 

Those  candidates  selected  on  the  basic  of  on-campus  and  other  pre¬ 
liminary  interviews  to  be  scheduled  for  interviews  with  the  Assistant 
Superintendent  in  addition  to  those  candidates  scheduled  on  the  basis  of 
credentials  on  file  in  the  central  administrative  office  and  those  candidates 
who  came  to  us  from  out-of-state  during  their  vacation  periods  occupied 
a  consistently  heavy  proportion  of  interviewing  time  from  January  through 
August. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Orientation  Institute  was  held  on  August  27th 
and  28th  as  a  continuing  successful  program  to  acquaint  new  appointees 
with  our  schools’  philosophy,  personnel,  and  educational  program  as  well 
as  an  acquaintenceship  with  the  community.  The  Willett  Elementary  School 
was  the  site  of  the  initial  phase  of  the  Institute  thereby  marking  the  first 
year  that  the  Prescott  School  facilities  had  not  been  utilized  for  this 
purpose. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction 

The  1968  Annual  Report  stated  that  an  in-service  institute  for  teachers 
in  the  general  area  of  health  with  emphasis  on  drug  use  and  abuse  has 
been  planned  for  the  future.  The  presentation  was  made  to  the  teachers 
during  February  and  March  of  1969  with  the  understanding  that  an  aware¬ 
ness  on  their  part  of  the  educational,  legal,  psychological,  sociological, 
medical,  and  pharmacological  implications  would  supplement  and  reinforce 
that  knowledge  which  they  already  had  brought  to  the  classroom.  The 
program  was  designed  to  be  anticipatory  and  preventive  in  nature  as  the 
general  area  of  health  was  to  be  explored  employing  the  aid  of  knowledge¬ 
able  resource  persons.  Teachers  and  other  personnel  assigned  to  the  health 
areas  would  be  equipped  to  deal  more  intelligently  in  the  classroom  with 
the  broad  area  of  health. 

Planning  meetings  took  place  regularly  from  January  to  June  between 
Senior  High  School  and  Junior  High  School  teachers,  department  heads  and 
administrators  in  order  to  effect  as  smooth  a  transition  of  the  ninth  grade 
from  the  Senior  High  School  to  the  two  junior  high  schools  which  were 
expected  to  become  a  reality  in  September.  During  the  summer  months 
administrators  and  department  heads  continued  these  discussions  in  order 
to  provide  alternate  provisions  in  the  event  that  the  Junior  High  North 
did  not  open  on  schedule.  Such  was  the  case.  As  the  two  junior  High  schools 
operated  on  a  split  or  double-session  basis  from  September  through  Decem¬ 
ber,  coordinating  and  articulating  meetings  between  both  junior  high 
schools  and  with  the  senior  high  school  became  the  order  of  the  day. 

Workshop  committees  were  active  again  during  the  summer  months 
at  both  the  Senior  and  the  Junior  High  School  levels  in  the  Social  Studies. 
The  Senior  High  School  committee  continued  the  previous  summer’s  de¬ 
velopment  of  a  program  of  study  in  Contemporary  Affairs  utilizing  the 
Concept  Method.  The  Junior  High  School  workshop  group  completed  the 
third  in  a  series  of  units  entitled,  THE  CITIES.  This  latest  production, 
Part  III,  was  also  based  upon  the  concept  approach. 
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State  and  Federally-Aided  Programs 

The  Business  and  Office  Education  Act  of  the  V.E.A.  of  1963  project 
was  approved  in  the  amount  of  $3,113.00.  The  project  provided  for  audio¬ 
visual  equipment,  filmstrips,  transparencies,  tapes,  posters,  textbooks,  and 
continued  rental  of  a  card  punch  machine.  The  project  was  specifically 
written  to  improve  the  subject  offerings  of  data  processing,  office  machines 
and  filing,  shorthand,  and  typewriting. 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  (E.S.E.A.)  project  in 
the  amount  of  $5,635.34  was  approved  bringing  the  total  approval  over  the 
past  four  years  to  $42,202.15  which  has  been  equally  distributed  to  all 
schools  throughout  the  system  on  a  per  capita  pupil  basis.  The  project  is 
designed  to  provide  for  school  library  resources,  textbooks,  and  other 
instructional  materials. 

Title  V-A  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  was  approved  at  the 
Senior  and  Junior  High  School  levels  in  the  amount  of  $1,397.00.  This 
project  provides  for  assistance  in  guidance  counseling,  testing  and 
placement. 

Under  N.D.E.A.  Title  III,  twelve  (12)  projects  were  approved.  The 
Senior  High  School  projects  were  concerned  with  Reading,  History, 
Industrial  Arts,  and  Science.  The  Junior  High  had  projects  in  English, 
Science,  History,  Geography  and  in  Reading  approved;  while  at  the 
elementary  level  the  projects  were  written  in  Geography  and  in  Science. 
This  so-called  “hardware”  act  provides  materials  and  equipment  to  be  used 
for  the  improvement  of  instruction.  The  total  approvable  amount  was 
$13,072.62. 

Two  special  projects  were  written  for  the  Junior  High  North  in  Science 
and  in  Modern  Foreign  Languages  at  a  total  of  $51,600.39.  These  projects 
provided  for  assistance  in  the  purchase  of  science  equipment  and  supplies 
and  in  the  installation  of  a  language  laboratory. 

Adult  Evening  and  Civic  Education  Programs 

Each  Monday  and  Wednesday  evening  at  the  Junior  High  School  the 
Adult  Civic  Education  program  meets  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Calvin 
Meeker.  The  program  is  designed  to  instruct  non-English  speaking  immi¬ 
grants  in  the  use  of  the  English  language.  Twenty-five  (25)  adultB  from 
several  foreign  countries  are  taking  advantage  of  the  course  and  those 
successfully  completing  it  will  be  awarded  certificates.  Seventeen  certificates 
were  awarded  to  the  graduating  group  in  May,  1969. 

For  the  first  time  in  their  separate  existences  the  Adult  Evening  Academic 
and  the  Adult  Evening  Vocational  programs  issued  combined  advertising 
and  publicity  with  an  initial  offering  of  forty-three  (43)  courses.  The  Adult 
Academic  program  presented  seventeen  (17)  courses  in  twenty-two  (22) 
sections  with  an  enrollment  approximating  one-thousand  adults.  New  course 
offerings  included  Group  Guitar  and  “Glass”  Flower  Making. 

Transportation 

Sixteen  buses  are  making  93  runs  per  day  to  which  must  be  added 
special  education  trips  by  the  smaller-type  buses.  A  total  of  2,371  students 
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or  an  increase  of  close  to  200  over  the  previous  year  are  being  transported. 
Because  the  Junior  High  North  did  not  open  in  September  as  anticipated, 
the  bus  schedules  were  re-arranged  to  accommodate  the  double-session 
program  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

Public  Relations 

YOUR  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  continues  to  be  a  major  vehicle 
of  school  information  for  the  residents  of  Norwood.  Now  in  its  sixth  year 
of  publication,  it  brings  to  the  residents  much  pertinent  information  con¬ 
cerning  those  matters  educational.  Releases  are  also  prepared  for  news¬ 
paper  distribution,  and  other  mailing  pieces  are  provided  for  purposes  of 
teacher  recruitment  as  well  as  for  adult  education  offerings. 

Conclusion 

The  proliferation  of  general  survey  and  research  requests  continue 
from  state  and  federal  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  from 
individuals  and  groups  of  individuals. 

Attendance  evenings  at  Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee 
meetings  and  at  School  Committee  meetings  has  been  of  paramount  concern. 
Assisting  in  the  development  of  background  material  for  the  proposed 
addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  and  districting  for  the  two  Junior  High 
Schools  are  just  two  of  the  many  items  which  required  our  attention  for 
extended  periods  of  time.  Serving  as  an  Administrative  Officer  at  the  Staff 
Council  Meetings  and  assisting  in  the  revision  and  interpretation  of  its 
rules  and  regulations  as  well  as  accounting  for  the  professional  place¬ 
ment  on  the  salary  schedule  of  the  teaching  staff  at  the  secondary  level 
proved  by  reason  of  the  relatively  large  number  of  teacher  appointees  a 
rather  interesting  pursuit  as  did  involvement  in  the  preparation  of  the 
annual  school  budget. 

As  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  the  report,  1969  has  been  an  educa¬ 
tionally  active  year.  The  fact  that  the  generation  of  this  activity  is  directed 
towards  providing  a  better  school  system  for  the  children  of  Norwood  is 
a  matter  of  pride  to  all  concerned.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
FOR  ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 

“International  conflict  and  a  flight  to  the  moon, 
civil  rights  and  heart  transplants,  miracle  drugs 
and  drug  abuse.” 

The  unrest  and  the  crisis  of  confrontation,  the  news  of  battle  in  distant 
lands  and  the  agony  of  the  inner  cities  at  home  —  these  images  and  sounds 
still  loomed  vividly  in  the  public  consciousness  and  helped  shape  the  child’s 
concept  of  man’s  world. 
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Yet,  in  spite  of  the  seemingly  widespread  confusion  we  can  report  that 
amid  the  turbulence  of  the  sixties,  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  it  was 
calm.  As  this  decade  comes  to  a  close,  we  can  report  progress  and  peace 
and  that  we  are  keeping  our  cool. 

Each  elementary  school  principal  submits  an  annual  report.  I  should  like 
to  quote  directly  from  the  annual  report  submitted  by  our  senior  principal, 
Miss  Mary  Dean. 

“In  an  annual  report  we  try  to  bring  into  focus  some  of  the  elements 
that  make  up  our  schools.  During  the  1960’s  changes  have  been  evident  in 
education,  and  not  least  at  the  elementary  level.  Laboratory  materials  have 
been  introduced  to  encourage  children  to  make  realistic  and  practical 
decisions.  These  new  materials  are  of  wide  range  and  related  to  the  creative 
thinking  process.  Programs  interrelating  the  disciplines  and  eliminating 
the  inefficiency  of  unplanned  courses  have  been  constructed  to  help  meet 
the  specific  needs  of  children.  During  the  past  year,  the  administration  and 
staff  .  .  .  have  dedicated  themselves  to  the  task  of  producing  a  school  climate 
in  which  children  will  be  encouraged  to  learn,  and  an  environment  that  will 
permit  them  to  understand  their  strengths  and  weaknesses.” 

In  order  to  meet  the  demands  upon  schools  to  teach  more  and  to  teach 
better,  teachers  need  to  continue  to  extend  their  knowledge  and  reshape  their 
practice.  A  majority  of  our  teachers  attended  the  in-service  institute  on  Drug 
Use  and  Abuse  conducted  during  the  first  three  months  of  1969.  Again  in  the 
fall  of  this  year  the  same  number  concerned  themselves  with  the  Social 
Studies  Course  offered  under  School  Committee  sponsorship.  In  addition  to 
these  in-service  opportunities  arranged  by  the  School  Committee  teachers 
have  been  studying  at  colleges  and  universities  for  advanced  academic 
degrees. 

During  the  summer  of  1968,  The  Administrators  discussed  the  general 
problems  of  revision  with  Merrill  F.  Hartshorn,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
National  Council  for  the  Social  Studies.  Since  then  new  materials  have  been 
introduced  on  an  experimental  basis  and  our  basic  adoptions  have  been 
updated.  Currently  there  is  a  concerted  effort  to  achieve  a  build-up  of  instruc¬ 
tional  materials  in  the  school  libraries,  and,  in  the  classroom,  more  time 
and  resources  are  being  devoted  to  the  strengthening  of  map-globe  study 
skills. 

However,  a  most  significant  activity  we  feel  is  the  sponsorship  by  the 
Norwood  School  Committee  of  an  in-service  course  on  “The  Teaching  of 
Social  Studies.”  The  course,  is  currently  underway,  running  for  fifteen 
sessions  after  school.  Seventy  teachers  are  taking  it  and  it  is  being  taught 
by  Dr.  Gilbert  Wilson,  Professor  of  Education  and  Chairman  of  the  Division 
of  Curriculum  and  Instruction  School  of  Education,  Boston  University. 

We  view  this  as  a  major  step  in  a  series  of  continuing  efforts  to  bring 
about  improvements  in  this  most  vital  area  of  our  school  program. 

Science 

We  have  made  significant  progress  in  updating  our  curriculum  in 
mathematics,  language  arts  (including  reading)  and  special  education.  Now 
our  major  efforts  are  in  the  fields  of  science  and  social  studies.

During  the  summer  of  1969  Science  Curriculum  Guidelines  for  grades 
Kindergarten  thru  Grade  Three  were  developed.  This  culminated  the  second 
phase  of  curriculum  development  in  this  area,  Curriculum  Guidelines 
covering  grades  4,  5,  &  6  having  been  written  the  previous  year. 

The  development  and  implementations  of  these  Guidelines  is  a  major 
accomplishment  for  it  offers  a  consistency  in  content  and  method  throughout 
the  system.  The  Guidelines  also  encourage  a  new  approach  to  the  teaching  of 
science,  one  fostering  inquiry  and  investigation. 

System-wide  grade  level  meetings  for  purposes  of  teacher  orientation 
were  held  and  periodic  review  evaluations  are  projected. 

Concurrent  with  workshop  and  in-service  activities  is  the  effort  to  build 
up  our  science  instructional  materials  resources. 

Impetus  in  this  direction  was  achieved  through  our  NDEA  Title  III 
project  proposal.  An  expenditure  of  $3000.00  on  science  equipment  and 
materials  was  made  possible  through  NDEA  federal  grants. 

Elementary  Libraries 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  report  that  we  now  have  four  librarians  each 
with  a  part  time  clerical  assistant.  Each  of  these  four  teams  (elementary 
librarian  and  her  assistant)  services  two  schools  on  regular  schedule  with 
time  proportioned  in  accordance  with  the  size  and  needs  of  the  buildings 
involved. 

Our  book  collections  are  growing  but  at  a  most  unsatisfactory  rate.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  mimimum  standards  (American  Library  Associa¬ 
tion)  for  school  libraries  which  we  have  set  as  our  own  goals  are  identical  to 
those  recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Without  getting 
into  the  specifics,  I  would  report  at  this  time  that  we  will  have  to  multiply 
by  tenfold  our  present  rate  of  expenditures  on  books  alone  if  we  are  to 
reach  these  minimum  standards  by  1975. 

Our  school  libraries  must  be  so  developed  as  to  be  transformed  literally 
into  study  laboratories.  They  must  be  instructional  materials  centers 
equipped  not  only  with  basic  and  appropriate  book  collections  but  with 
full  complements  of  reference  works  and  the  broadest  spectrum  of  audio¬ 
visual  materials  and  equipment,  suitable  for  individual  and  group  study. 

The  Learning  Centers 

There  are  now  four  learning  centers  at  the  elementary  level.  The  learning 
Center  concept  originated  here  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  several  years 
ago  and  most  recent  developments  have  lent  credence  to  its  validity  as  a 
practical  (at  least  for  now)  response  to  the  growing  need  for  certain 
specialized  educational  services  which  cannot  be  provided  in  the  regular 
classroom. 

In  Norwood,  this  concept  has  been  developed  to  provide  such  a  service 
for  children  who  experience  difficulty  in  learning  and  whose  disabilities 
appear  to  be  associated  with  the  following  broad  categories; 

1.  The  Perceptually  Handicapped 

2.  The  Emotionally  Unstable 

3.  The  Border-line  Retardate 
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Screening,  Referral  and  Placement 

The  screening  and  selection  process  has  been  development  to  include 
the  so-called  multi-disciplinary  team  approach. 

The  Learning  Center  relies  heavily  on  our  activity  program  which 
provides  numerous  opportunities  for  self-expression.  Much  of  what  is  done 
centers  around  individual  interests  with  every  effort  made  to  create  an 
atmosphere  which  is  psychologically  supportive  and  a  relationship  which  is 
highly  personalized. 

Testing 

There  is  a  system  wide  testing  program  which  provides  a  standardized 
process  for  the  assessment  learning  skills  and  achievement  at  every  grade 
level.  The  emphasis  in  Kindergarten  and  Grades  One  and  Two  is  on  Readiness 
and  Reading.  The  Metropolitan  Readiness  Test  and  The  Betts  Unit  Reading 
Test  are  used.  In  Grades  Three  thru  Six,  the  scope  of  measurement  is 
broadened  to  include  the  areas  of  arithmetic,  language,  study  skills  as  well  as 
reading.  In  each  of  these  grades  The  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills  is  administered. 
Tests  of  Mental  Abilities  are  also  administered  in  these  grades.  The  Tests 
utilized  include  The  Kuhlmann  Anderson,  The  Lorge-Thorndike  and  The  Otis- 
Lennon. 

Reading 

There  is  now  a  reading  specialist  assigned  full  time  to  each  of  our 
elementary  schools.  While  her  primary  responsibility  is  with  children,  she 
is  also  a  resource  person  for  the  classroom  teacher.  The  reading  specialist 
assists  new  teaches  in  organizing  reading  groups,  diagnosing  difficulties,  and 
in  recommending  appropriate  materials.  In  addition,  there  is  a  full  time 
schedule  in  which  she  teaches  children  in  small  groups.  These  children 
are  those  who  require  special  attention  and  additional  reinforcement. 

The  reading  specialist  also  conducts  a  program  of  enrichment  for  the 
more  able  students. 

More  Facilities  Needed 

As  we  entered  the  decade  of  the  sixties,  ten  years  ago,  the  number 
of  children  in  our  elementary  schools  (1959-60)  numbered  2500.  As  we  enter 
the  decade  of  the  seventies  (1969-70)  we  find  that  we  have  3850  elementary 
school  children.  This  represents  an  increase  of  1350  children  and  made 
necessary  expansion  of  the  school  plant  i.e.  The  Cleveland  Addition  and 
The  Oldham  and  Willett  Schools. 

The  demands  of  today’s  education  will  require  a  careful  and  critical 
appraisal  of  facilities  which  are  needed  to  provide  adequately  for  continued 
growth  and  increased  services.  This  would  be  indispensable  to  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  quality  program. 

Conclusion 

Once  again  it  is  my  privilege  to  express  gratitude  to  all  our  personnel 
for  dedicated  service  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  our  super¬ 
intendent’s  competent  leadership  and  generous  support  from  which  we  have 
all  benefitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NORWOOD 
SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

it  is  a  pleasure  to  present  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Norwood  High  School.  Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine  was  a  year  of 
planning  for  those  interested  in  improving  the  educational  program  at  the 
high  school.  The  evaluation  by  the  staff  of  the  total  curriculum  during 
1967  and  1968  prepared  the  way  for  the  evaluation  committee  of  the  New 
England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  in  November,  1968. 
The  report  of  this  group  of  New  England  educators  was  completed  and 
submitted  to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  at  the  beginning  of  1969.  The 
recommendations  contained  in  this  report  are  providing  the  directions  and 
the  stimuli  to  improve  the  educational  programs  at  Norwood  High  School. 

In  general  the  recommendations  can  be  grouped  under  two  headings: 
those  involving  operational  and  administrative  changes  and  those  involving 
an  enlargement  and  updating  of  the  school  plant.  The  recommendations 
must  further  be  studied  and  proposals  made  to  determine  what  course  of 
action  will  be  taken  on  each  according  to  the  following  categories: 

a.  those  which  can  be  implemented  now. 

b.  those  which  can  be  carried  out  in  the  near  future. 

c.  those  which  will  require  long-range  planning. 

d.  those  which  are  considered  invalid. 

e.  those  where  no  action  was  taken. 

Recommendations  cannot  be  placed  in  an  invalid  category  without 
thorough  review  and  justification.  In  June,  1971,  a  two-year  progress 
report  must  be  submitted  in  which  the  action  taken  on  each  recommendation 
will  be  described.  In  this  report  specific  reasons  are  requested  for  recom¬ 
mendations  classified  as  invalid  or  where  no  action  has  been  taken.  The 
Commission  of  Public  Secondary  Schools  reviews  these  reports,  and  con- 
iinued  membership  and  accreditation  is  contingent  on  the  receipt  of  satis¬ 
factory  progress  reports.  Each  department  and  curriculum  area  is  now 
involved  in  this  follow  up.  The  Norwood  School  Committee  has  approved 
upon  request  early  school  dismissals  on  several  occasions  for  this  purpose 
and  for  routine  curriculum  planning  and  revision.  These  programs  in 
lddition  to  the  regular  department  meetings  assure  a  continuous  following 
>f  the  report  and  an  ongoing  curriculum  study. 

The  High  School  Enrollment 

The  present  enrollment  of  Norwood  High  School  is  fourteen  hundred 
ind  fifty-nine- (1459)  students.  The  following  gives  a  summary  by  class  and 
i  projection  of  the  enrollment  for  the  next  two  years.

The  School  Plant 


While  one  most  pressing  problem,  overcrowding,  has  been  temporarily 
alleviated  by  the  reorganized  junior  high  program  encompassing  grades 
seven  through  nine,  there  still  remains  the  dire  need  of  facilities  to  meet 
the  demands  of  a  changing  educational  program  at  the  secondary  level. 
The  conclusions  of  the  preliminary  study  by  the  staff  of  Norwood  High 
School  and  the  recommendations  of  the  evaluation  committee  from  the 
New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  clearly 
indicates  various  inadequacies  of  the  school  plant. 


Pertinent  Facts  About  the  High  School  Addition 


Much  of  the  current  discussion  concerning  the  high  school  addition  has 
focused  on  projected  enrollment  figures.  The  facts  that  the  enrollment  will 
not  exceed  the  1550  student  capacity  of  the  High  School  for  a  year  and  that 
the  enrollment  will  not  peak  at  the  twenty-one  hundred  student  level  for 
approximately  eight  to  ten  years  have  led  many  to  conclude  that  no  urgency 
exists.  The  capacity  of  the  building  is  computed  by  multiplying  the  number 
of  teaching  spaces  by  twenty-five.  This  is  an  unrealistic  figure  to  work 
with  because  it  is  impossible  to  schedule  all  classes  with  twenty-five 
students,  and  this  number  should  be  the  maximum  size  of  most  classes.

In  addition  to  the  enrollment  problem,  the  existing  high  school 
facilities  are  physically  inadequate  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the 
present  student  enrollment. 

The  recent  evaluation  report  of  the  visiting  committee  composed  of 
thirty  educators  who  represented  the  regional  accrediting  agency,  the  New 
England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  will  substantiate 
the  severe  restrictions  imposed  on  the  educational  program  by  the  limita¬ 
tions  of  the  school  plant  and  facilities.  This  report  is  a  matter  of  public 
record  and  is  available  to  you. 


Curricular  Addenda 


Certain  of  our  institutions  at  Norwood  Senior  High  School  have  earned 
a  preeminence  because  of  their  academic  significance.

Education  Night  —  Norwood  Chamber  of  Commerce 

Each  year  an  essay  contest  sponsored  by  the  Norwood  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  conducted  at  Norwood  Senior  High  School  for  college 
preparatory  juniors  and  all  seniors.  The  essays  are  evaluated  first  by  a 
panel  of  English  teachers  and  finally  the  best  of  these  are  read  by  a  panel 
of  lay  readers  who  serve  on  the  essay  contest  committee  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

Three  finalists  are  selected  who  read  their  papers  at  a  school  assembly. 
A  trio  of  judges  further  determine  the  first,  second,  and  third  place  positions 
of  the  finalists  on  the  basis  of  delivery  as  well  as  content.  This  contest  is 
highly  regarded  for  its  educational  value  and  the  interest  which  it  engenders. 
The  traditional  process  of  selection  and  the  final  award  program  are  strong 
motivational  factors  for  many  to  extend  themselves. 

The  winners  of  the  1969  contest  in  order  of  their  final  standing  were 
Marylee  Clark,  and  Barry  Levine  and  Donald  Twomey  tied  for  second  place. 
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Honors  Banquet 

The  traditional  Honors  Banquet  sponsored  by  the  Norwood  High  School 
Parent  Teachers  Association  was  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  June  3,  1969, 
at  the  Lord  Fox  in  Foxborough.  The  speaker  for  the  evening  was  Mr.  John 
F.  Monbouquette.  The  students  honored  at  this  function  are  those  underclass¬ 
men  who  have  attained  Honors  with  Distinction  for  the  first  three  terms 
and  all  Seniors  who  have  been  listed  on  the  Honor  Roll  for  the  first  three 
terms  of  the  Senior  year.

Tiot  —  Senior  Yearbook  1969 

The  Boston  University  School  of  Journalism  sponsors  a  competition 
at  which  yearbooks  of  high  schools  from  all  over  New  England  are  judged 
on  the  basis  of  many  factors.  Each  year  the  Tiot  of  Norwood  Senior  High 
graduating  classes  has  been  adjudicated  in  one  of  the  highest  categories 
of  awards.  It  is  appropriate  to  relate  again  that  the  1969  Tiot  has  received 
the  ward  of  “highest  achievement”  from  the  Boston  University  School  of 
Journalism.  The  adviser  of  the  Yearbook  Mrs.  Philip  Riley,  and  the  student 
editors  over  the  past  year  have  acquired  an  outstanding  craftsmanship  in 
the  production  of  the  Tiot  of  which  we  all  can  be  very  proud. 

Conclusion 

As  this  year  comes  to  a  close,  the  one  dominant  influence  on  school 
administration  and  operation  has  been  the  issue  of  constitutional  rights  for 
students.  The  length  of  hair  and  dress  code  issue,  the  school  newspaper 
censorship  protests,  and  the  ubiquitous  agitation  by  students  to  become 
active  participants  in  the  formulation  of  school  policy  have  involved  the 
courts  in  education  almost  as  much  as  State  legislatures  and  State  Depart¬ 
ments  of  Education.  The  net  result  has  been  the  principle  that  a  student 
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may  not  be  deprived  of  any  constitutional  right  unless  by  so  doing  the 
constitutional  rights  of  others  are  being  protected.  Furthermore  there  must 
be  a  balance  of  these  rights  to  be  considered  before  any  action  is  taken  to 
restrict  the  behavior  or  freedom  of  an  individual. 

The  recognition  that  such  constitutional  rights  regarding  freedom  of 
expression  are  now  fully  extended  to  students  imposes  upon  all  involved  in 
educating  young  people  an  awareness  that  more  must  be  done  in  our  schools 
and  homes  to  teach  about  the  necessity  of  personal  responsibility. 

Civilized  behavior  is  not  instinctive;  it  is  acquired.  Constitutional  rights 
are  a  guarantee  of  personal  freedom  only  insofar  as  the  rights  of  others  are 
not  diminished  or  denied.  It  should  be  the  quest  now  of  educators  to 
incorporate  in  our  curriculum  meaningful  experiences  and  programs  in  order 
that  our  students  can  better  appreciate  the  significance  of  their  newly-won 
personal  freedoms  in  terms  of  greater  responsibility  toward  their  peers  and 
all  other  members  of  the  society  in  which  they  live. 

There  is  no  better  community  than  here  in  which  the  youth  of  Norwood 
can  mature  and  flourish  nor  in  which  personal  and  group  responsibility  can 
be  learned.  There  is  a  balance  that  enhances  the  educational  goals  we  seek. 
No  less  appreciative  should  we  be  of  the  outstanding  members  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  staff  at  Norwood  High  School  and  the  capable  and  dedicated  leadership 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley.  Finally,  to  the  people 
of  Norwood  and  their  elected  representatives,  the  Norwood  School  Committee 
sincere  appreciation  is  rendered  for  their  encouragement  and  support.  They 
have  consistently  sought  to  provide  excellent  educational  opportunities  for 
the  youth  of  Norwood.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
HENRY  0.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

It  is  with,  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Henry  0. 
Peabody  School  for  the  year  1969. 

With  forty^six  communities  represented,  including  Norwood,  enrollment 
for  the  1969-70  school  year  is  176  students.  Of  this  total  enrollment  142 
students  are  members  of  the  post-high  school  program  and  34  students  are 
enrolled  in  courses  at  the  secondary  school  level. 

There  has  been  a  close  working  relationship  between  the  Peabody 
School  and  the  Guidance  Departments  of  the  high  schools  in  the  neighboring 
communities.  Interested  parents,  students,  and  guidance  personnel  visit 
the  school  continually  to  observe  the  classes  in  session. 

In  the  Beauty  Culture  Department  new  approaches  in  instruction 
have  been  adopted  to  keep  pace  with  current  hair  fashion  trends.  Curriculum 
revisions  include  facial  make-up  sculpture  techniques  for  optical  change, 
visual  and  practical  approach  to  hair  lines,  and  historical  relevance,  with 
its  influence  upon  social  changes  and  its  impact  on  fashion  trends  in  hair 
design. 

Approximately  500  patients  of  the  Foxboro  State  Hospital  have  received 
the  services  of  the  students  in  the  Beauty  Culture  Department.  The  students, 
as  a  result  of  this  accommodation,  are  afforded  the  required  varied  clinical 
experience,  and  the  service  rendered  to  the  patients  has  a  tremendous 
therapeutic  value  for  them. 

For  professional  improvement,  instructors  in  the  department  attended 
a  three-day  Hair  Design  workship  in  New  York  City.  In  order  to  stimulate 
interest  in  their  professional  organization,  instructors  accompany  students 
to  the  Annual  Trade  and  Style  show  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Cos¬ 
metologist  Association. 

During  the  past  year  the  director  of  the  school  acting  as  a  member  of 
the  National  Cosmetology  Accrediting  Association  has  served  as  team  leader 
—  responsible  for  the  accreditation  of  two  private  Beauty  Culture  schools. 
This  experience  provided  an  opportunity  to  compare  techniques  and  stan¬ 
dards  employed  in  other  educational  institutions  and  also  helped  to  develop 
an  awareness  of  national  trends  and  program  expectations. 

In  June  of  1969  the  Practical  Nursing  Program  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  was  granted  permanent  approval  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of 
Registration  in  Nursing  to  conduct  its  12-month  program  in  Practical  Nurs¬ 
ing.  Ours  is  the  first  fully  approved  12-month  program  in  the  Commonwealth. 
Since  our  course  had  been  conducted  as  a  Pilot  Study  and  was  the  first 
to  receive  approval,  we  have  been  visited  by  many  interested  practical 
nursing  school  faculties.  The  concept  of  the  12-month  program  seems  to 
have  caught  fire. 

The  graduating  class  of  September.  1968,  sucessfully  passed  their  State 
Board  examinations  for  licensure. 

In  answer  to  inquiries,  270  applications  and  descriptive  brochures  were 
mailed  to  interested  applicants  Of  this  number  121  application®  <  »re 
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received,  86  were  interviewed  by  the  program  coordinator  and  reviewed 
by  the  Admissions  Committee,  and  of  this  number  50  were  accepted  by  the 
Committee. 

The  1968  graduating  class  had  as  its  guest  speaker  Mrs.  Victoria 
Mojekwu,  R.  N.,  a  nursing  educator  from  Nigeria,  who  is  attending  college 
in  the  U.S.A.  She  is  presently  a  doctoral  candidate  in  Educational  Admin¬ 
istration  at  Harvard  University.  Graduation  guests  were  favorably  impressed 
with  the  speaker’s  comments  on  the  value  of  the  Practical  Nurse. 

At  the  Weston  Assembly,  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education,  Mrs.  Knight  presented  the  12-month  program  as  conducted  at. 
the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  One  of  the  outcomes  of  this  meeting  was 
a  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  that  its  regula¬ 
tion  regarding  the  length  of  Practical  Nursing  Programs  be  changed  to 
permit  all  programs  to  be  52  weeks  in  length. 

The  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  acted  upon  the  recommendation, 
and  the  regulation  has  been  changed  to  read:  “Regardless  of  type,  the  basic 
program  which  prepares  the  graduate  to  be  admitted  to  the  practical  nurse 
licensing  examination  in  Massachusetts  shall  be  fifty-two  weeks  in  length.’ 

Mrs.  Judith  Knight  was  the  keynote  speaker  at  a  curriculum  workshop 
held  in  November  at  the  Lakeville  Hospital.  The  workshop  was  sponsored 
by  the  General  Faculty  Organization  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health, 
Division  of  Patient  Care.  Mrs.  Knight  discussed  both  philosophical  and 
practical  aspects  of  the  first  twelve-month  program  established  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Being  aware  of  the  need  to  revitalize  the  Fashion  Dressmaking  Depart¬ 
ment  with  modern  equipment  and  furnishings,  we  applied  for  and  received 
state  funds  for  this  purpose.  Modern  metal  wall  cabinets  have  been  installed 
and  formica-top  metal  work  tables  and  upholstered  chairs  have  been  pur¬ 
chased.  Eight  new  Viking  sewing  machines,  three  special  power  machines, 
and  a  commercial  generator  and  steam  iron  add  to  the  effectiveness  of  the 
technical  instruction  provided  for  the  ever-increasing  number  of  students 
enrolled  in  this  program. 

In  November,  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  was  host  to  approximately 
75  Clothing  and  Fashion  Design  teachers  from  across  the  state  in  a  day¬ 
long  Professional  Improvement  Workshop.  The  workshop,  the  first  of  its 
kind  in  Massachusetts,  was  sponsored  by  the  Division  of  Occupational 
Education  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  Speakers  included 
Miss  Linda  Faiola,  a  freelance  fashion  designer,  who  spoke  on  “A  New 
Approach  to  Fashion  Design”;  Mrs.  Elsa  Williams,  author,  designer  and 
owner-director  of  Needlecraft  House  in  Townsend,  whose  subject  was  “Needle¬ 
point  Expertise”;  and  Mrs.  Phyllis  Berg,  Charm  Consultant,  who  spoke 
on  “Poise,  Charm,  and  Beauty — an  Employment  Asset  for  Fashion  Students.” 
Guests  also  heard  Mrs.  Flora  Vercollone,  Educational  Consultant  for  Dritz 
Products,  and  Joseph  Curreri,  Educational  Consultant  for  Semco  Business 
Products,  who  demonstrated  the  effective  use  of  visual  aids  in  the  teaching 
of  Clothing  and  Fashion  Design.  Miss  Amelia  Peters  and  Mrs.  Susan  Sears, 
both  of  the  Fashion  Department,  participated  in  the  workshop 
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Field  trips  of  special  interest  to  the  Fashion  student  were  made  to  the 
Lyon  Fabric  Mill,  Providence,  Rhode  Island;  William  Carter  Co.,  Needham; 
Design  and  Textile  Division  of  the  Berkshire  Apparel  Corp.,  Malden;  Mer¬ 
rimack  Textile  Museum,  North  Andover;  and  the  Enid  Goldsmith  Modeling 
Studio  in  Newton,  Massachusetts. 

The  Fashion-Related  Art  program  coordinates  a  study  of  color  and 
its  effect  on  make-up  and  clothing.  Students  have  designed  and  printed 
their  own  clothing  labels  and  have  printed  original  designs  on  fabric.  The 
curriculum  also  includes  a  study  of  historic  costume  and  its  relation  to 
current  fashion,  textile  developments,  fashion  trends,  and  an  introduction 
to  the  work  of  leading  fashion  designers. 

In  April,  1969,  a  survey  was  conducted  by  the  business  department 
teachers  and  students  for  the  school.  In  connection  with  our  thinking  about 
providing  professional  training  for  Medical  Assistants,  233  questionnaires 
were  mailed  with  an  accompanying  letter  to  111  doctors,  to  94  administrators 
of  Extended  Care  Nursing  Homes,  and  to  28  hospital  administrators. 

Replies  came  from  111  respondents,  a  47.6  percent  return.  Seventy-two 
percent  of  the  respondents  felt  there  was  a  definite  need  for  the  profes¬ 
sionally  trained  medical  assistant.  On  the  basis  of  the  replies  received, 
we  are  proposing  a  one-year  program,  which  combines  training  in  business 
and  medical  skills  and  prepares  an  individual  for  employment  in  doctors 
offices,  hospitals,  clinics,  and  nursing  homes. 

In  November,  1969,  an  Advisory  Board  was  appointed,  and  an  orienta¬ 
tion  meeting  has  since  taken  place.  Our  program  proposal  is  being  reviewed 
for  approval  by  state  personnel  within  the  Division  of  Occupational  Educa¬ 
tion. 

The  Business  Department  will  be  involved  in  the  Medical  Assistants 
program  in  the  areas  of  typewriting,  filing,  office  records,  and  business 
procedures. 

Each  year  the  Business  Department  attempts  to  correlate  the  typing 
instruction  with  the  work  of  the  Fashions  Department  students.  This  year 
more  time  has  been  given  to  the  development  of  a  fashions  vocabulary  and 
to  the  composition  of  fashions  descriptions,  advertising  material,  and  cre¬ 
ative  stories  at  the  typewriter.  In  this  way,  their  work  in  the  English  class 
is  further  amplified.  In  addition  to  a  review  of  special  typing  arrangements, 
such  as,  outlines,  enumerations,  and  tabulations,  manuscript  techniques 
were  practiced. 

The  advanced  typists  in  the  Fashion  Program  have  had  practice  in 
choosing  the  kind  of  position  for  which  they  might  like  to  apply  and  have 
composed  and  typed  a  personal  data  sheet  or  resume  of  their  qualifications. 
They  have  also  composed  and  typed  an  application  letter  (with  carbon 
copies  and  an  envelope)  requesting  a  personal  interview.  The  experience 
of  handling  an  employment  project  should  be  helpful  when  the  student  is 
applying  for  a  position  or  for  admission  to  a  school  of  advanced  professional 
training. 

The  Food  Service  Department  shows  a  substantial  increase  in  pro- 
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ductivity  in  all  three  areas  of  training:  catering,  dining  room  management, 
and  commercial  baking. 

Students  under  the  direction  of  Chef-Instructor  Paul  Pantano,  have 
prepared  a  variety  of  foods  from  hors  d’oeuvres  to  complete  buffets  catering 
to  groups  ranging  from  ten  to  400  people.  We  were  privileged  to  serve 
several  large  groups  during  the  year,  including  the  School  Executives 
Association,  Norwood  High  School  Accreditation  Team,  Student  Exchange 
Concert  group,  Norwood  High  School,  Home  Economics  Clothing  Instructors, 
and  the  Area  II  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Pantano,  the  New  England  Motel-Hotel  and 
Restaurant  Educational  Foundation,  Inc.,  has  donated  expensive  kitchen 
equipment  in  the  form  of  a  six-foot  stainless  steel  demonstration  table 
and  a  South  Bend  gas-fired  range  for  student  use  in  our  Food  Service 
Department. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  School’s  Culinary  Department 
won  first  prize  in  the  Vocational  School  Classification  of  the  New  England 
Motel  and  Restaurant  Show  held  in  the  War  Memorial  Auditorium,  Pru¬ 
dential  Center,  from  April  28  to  May  2,  1969.  Student  entries  included  Chaud- 
Froid  decorated  exhibits  of  ham,  turkey,  and  fish;  jellied  aspics;  tallow 
sculpture;  fruit  and  vegetable  molds;  hors  d’oeuvres;  danish  pastry;  puff 
pastry;  gum  pastillage  designs;  fondant-iced  petit  fours;  marzipan  fruits; 
elaborately  decorated  wedding  cakes;  sugar  molds;  and  a  variety  of  rolls 
and  unusual  breads. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Bakery  Instructor,  Miss  Marion  Martin,  stu¬ 
dents  produced  and  decorated  a  six-tiered,  500-pound  birthday  cake  marking 
the  60th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  American  Home  Economics 
Association.  The  cake  cutting  ceremony  marked  the  opening  of  the  National 
Convention  which  was  held  in  June  at  the  War  Memorial  Auditorium  in 
Boston.  With  8,000  guests  in  attendance  at  the  conference,  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School  gained  nationwide  recognition.  Miss  Dorothy  Crandall, 
foods  editor  of  the  Boston  Globe,  wrote  a  feature  article  giving  further 
publicity  to  the  event. 

Two  bakery  students,  Linda  Chully  and  Robert  Tincker,  of  Norwood, 
were  honored  by  the  Food  Service  Executives  Association  at  ceremonies 
held  at  the  Sidney  Hill  Country  Club  in  Newton.  An  award  is  presented 
annually  to  outstanding  students  in  the  Food  Service  Program  of  a  voca¬ 
tional  school,  and  these  particular  individuals  were  selected  in  recognition 
of  their  distinguished  accomplishments  in  the  commercial  baking  program 
at  the  Peabody  School. 

Our  academic  department  is  under  constant  review.  Instructors  in 
English  and  social  studies  recently  participated  in  a  workshop  conducted 
by  the  Division  of  Occupational  Education.  “The  Teaching  of  Reading:  A 
Total  Involvement  Process,”  was  the  presentation  made  by  Dr.  Thomas  B. 
Culliton,  Jr.,  Professor,  the  Director  of  Secondary  Reading  Clinic,  Boston 
University. 

New  textbooks  have  been  adopted  for  11th  grade  students  in  U.S. 
History,  and  new  resource  materials  have  been  purchased  for  use  with  the 
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postgraduate  student  in  the  course  in  Consumer  Economics.  A  new  text¬ 
book  for  use  in  related  mathematics  for  sophomore,  junior  and  senior  classes 
has  been  selected  to  develop  through  problem-solving  approach  the  student’s 
ability  to  improve  his  skills  in  computation  and  reading,  as  well  as  to 
increase  his  reasoning  ability. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  a  printed  flyer  announcing  the  entire 
academic  and  vocational  adult  educational  offerings  was  produced  and 
distributed  within  the  community.  Five  hundred  and  sixty  men  and  women 
registered  for  the  classes  in  the  evening  vocational  adult  program.  A  steady 
increase  is  revealed  when  we  compare  319  enrolled  in  the  year  1966  with 
this  year’s  registration.  An  increase  in  registration  required  the  addition 
of  two  more  classes  in  beginners’  dressmaking,  bringing  the  total  to  12 
dressmaking  classes  per  week.  Sessions  are  conducted  four  evenings  a 
week,  Monday  through  Thursday,  utilizing  the  facilities  of  the  Norwood 
Senior  High  School,  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School,  and  the  Peabody 
School. 

A  combined  exhibit  of  work  produced  in  the  day  and  evening  school 
classes  was  held  on  April  2,  1969.  Approximately  a  thousand  people  toured 
the  building  to  observe  the  educational  displays  and  classroom  demonstra 
tions  in  the  trade  and  academic  departments. 

Excellent  cooperation  has  been  achieved  with  the  Massachusetts  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Employment  Security  and  the  Division  of  Occupational  Education 
of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  in  expanding  the  offerings 
of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School.  Three  Manpower  Development  Training 
Act  programs  have  been  completed  in  1969 — a  35-week  program  in  Cos¬ 
metology,  a  25-week  program  for  clerk-stenographers,  and  a  20-week  program 
for  clerk-typists. 

During  the  1969  American  Vocational  Association  National  Convention 
meeting  in  Boston,  it  was  my  responsibility  to  serve  as  co-chairman  of 
the  Wives’  Hospitality  Committee.  I  was  also  privileged  this  year  to  partic¬ 
ipate  as  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Education  Research  Team,  which 
had  the  responsibility  for  developing  a  “research  priority  list”  for  Vocational 
Education  in  Massachusetts.  As  a  result  of  the  study  five  areas  of  interest 
were  identified  and  the  results  are  now  in  publication.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NORWOOD  JUNIOR 
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The  addition  of  grade  nine  and  the  opening  of  the  new  Norwood  Junior 
High  School  North  have  resulted  in  changes  in  staff,  curriculum,  and  special 
facilities  at  Norwood  Junior  High  School.  We  now  enroll  pupils  who  reside 
in  the  Balch,  Cleveland,  and  Winslow  School  districts,  and  all  other  public 
school  pupils  in  grades  7,  8,  and  9  attend  Norwood  Junior  High  School  North. 

Our  enrollment  of  72!!  is  two  hundred  below  that  of  last  vesr  lot*  *' 
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exceeds  our  anticipated  school  population  by  nearly  fifty  pupils.  Next  Sep¬ 
tember  we  project  750  pupils,  which  is  close  to  the  capacity  of  the  building 
if  we  are  to  provide  educational  opportunities  which  are  equal  to  those  of 
the  new  school. 

Our  staff  has  worked  to  improve  each  course  of  studies  through  summer 
workshops  and  continued  evaluation  during  the  school  year.  A  group  of 
social  studies  teachers  refined  their  curriculum  revisions  of  the  two  preceding 
summers,  and  they  enlarged  the  concept  approach  in  their  subject  area  to 
include  a  pertinent  unit,  “The  Cities”.  English  teachers  continue  to  devote 
one  period  daily  to  conferences  with  pupils  to  review  composition  work  on 
a  one-to-one  basis.  The  mathematics  coordinators  of  the  two  junior  high 
schools  have  met  frequently  to  maintain  and  to  upgrade  the  variety  of  courses 
in  mathematics  to  meet  the  needs  and  abilities  of  our  students. 

The  science  curriculum  is  necessarily  altered  with  the  addition  of  grade 
nine.  Biology  is  offered  to  those  pupils  who  have  had  our  advanced  course 
in  Introductory  Physical  Science.  Two  levels  of  Earth  Science  complete  our 
science  course  in  grade  nine.  For  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils,  two  levels 
of  Introductory  Physical  Science,  a  course  in  which  we  have  been  a  pilot 
school  for  several  years,  and  General  Science  are  our  offerings.  Although 
the  school  has  two  science  laboratories,  two  classrooms  have  equipment  so 
that  laboratory  experiments  of  the  Introductory  Physical  Science  program 
can  be  performed  in  the  classroom. 

The  ninth  grade  program  of  studies  is  similar  to  the  one  last  year 
when  ninth  grade  pupils  attended  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  The  sole 
change  was  in  music.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  Director  of  Music  in  our 
schools,  a  required  course  was  changed  to  an  elective.  Four  foreign 
languages  in  grade  nine  are  offered.  French  appeals  to  more  students  since 
many  have  been  in  the  French  program  in  our  elementary  schools,  and 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  selective  pupils  in  this  school  have  studied  French 
I.  Students  in  grade  eight  may  now  elect  a  course  which  meets  three  periods 
weekly  for  one  half-year  of  French  and  one  half-year  of  Latin,  or  another 
language  course  of  Spanish  and  German  for  one  half-year  each.  This  will 
enable  pupils  to  begin  two  languages  in  one  year  to  determine  their  interest 
or  aptitude  for  those  languages. 

Other  changes  include  a  course  in  typing  for  all  eighth  grade  pupils  three 
times  weekly.  Electronics  is  included  in  the  Industrial  Arts  curriculum. 
Developmental  reading  is  elective  in  grades  eight  and  nine.  A  biology 
laboratory  and  a  language  laboratory  have  been  installed  to  enable  pupils 
in  this  school  to  have  educational  opportunities  similar  to  those  of  the 
new  school. 

To  prepare  individual  programs  for  pupils,  we  now  use  the  computer 
services  of  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  Our  grouping  system  has  been 
'hanged  from  a  homogeneous  form  to  one  which  contains  three  or  four 
levels  of  abilities  within  each  major  subject  area.  In  grade  seven,  however, 
we  group  heterogeneously  in  social  studies  classes  to  provide  a  wider  range 
of  abilities  within  a  class  and  to  provide  better  communication  between 
>  arious  groups. 
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Since  the  opening  of  school  in  September  until  the  end  of  December, 
we  have  attended  a  morning  session.  Norwood  Junior  High  School  North 
was  not  ready  for  occupancy,  so  the  pupils  of  the  new  school  held  their 
session  here  during  the  afternoon.  The  combined  enrollment  in  the  two 
sessions  was  more  than  sixteen  hundred.  The  custodial  staff  maintained 
the  building  most  satisfactorily,  and  the  dual  operation  functioned  well 
in  a  situation  where  the  morning  session  ended  at  noon,  and  nearly  two 
hundred  pupils  more  than  the  723  in  the  morning  session  arrived  to  use  the 
facilities  for  the  afternoon. 

The  facilities  which  are  needed  for  equal  educational  opportunities  with 
those  of  the  new  school  are  almost  completed,  and  the  building  is  achieving 
the  renovation  that  is  required.  Planning  has  started  for  a  change  in  our 
lunch  program,  but  space  requirements  will  be  a  limiting  factor. 

The  music  area  has  never  been  adequate.  With  our  improved  music 
program  and  the  interest  in  instrumental  music,  the  program  now  requires 
two  rooms,  neither  of  which  was  designed  for  music.  I  recommend  that  two 
portable  classrooms  be  provided  as  music  rooms.  This  would  compensate  in 
part  for  the  rooms  taken  this  year  for  a  biology  laboratory,  a  language 
laboratory,  and  a  typing  room. 

Much  time  was  spent  during  the  last  half  of  the  school  year  to  interview 
candidates  for  teaching  positions.  We  believe  that  our  visits  to  schools  of 
education  have  attracted  many  qualified  persons  to  apply  for  teaching 
positions  in  Norwood.  The  return  of  grade  nine  and  the  staffing  of  Junior 
High  School  North  have  resulted  in  a  considerable  change  in  our  faculty. 
Eleven  of  our  staff  were  transferred  to  the  new  school  and  three  came  here 
from  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  Our  expanded  courses  and  decreased 
class  size  increased  our  need  for  teachers.  Twenty-three  of  our  forty-eight 
teachers  are  newly  appointed,  although  eleven  have  had  previous  teaching 
experience. 

The  library  in  modern  secondary  schools  has  been  expanded  and 
especially  equipped  to  serve  as  a  learning  center.  Such  a  change  has  been 
planned  for  our  library  and  hopefully  will  be  completed  during  the  year. 

Two  small  rooms  which  cannot  be  used  as  classrooms  are  the  areas 
in  which  teachers  may  work  or  have  lunch.  Both  rooms  require  new  furniture 
similar  to  that  which  is  provided  in  new  buildings.  Several  classrooms  have 
fixed  furniture  which  will  eventually  be  replaced  with  movable  desks  and 
chairs. 

More  parking  space  in  the  rear  of  the  building  is  needed.  The  parking 
problem  for  teachers  and  visitors  has  always  been  limited,  due  in  no  small 
degree  to  the  proximity  of  Norwood  Hospital,  and  their  inadequate  parking 
facilities  for  their  employees  and  visitors. 

I  appreciate  the  continued  support  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee 
and  our  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Philip  0.  Coakley,  in  all  areas  of 
our  educational  program.

Norwood  Junior  High  School 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  JUNIOR  HIGH  NORTH 

Historically,  the  advent  of  Junior  High  School  North  was  most  fitting 
because  its  beginning  in  the  Norwood  Public  School  System  was  nurtured 
within  the  hallowed  walls  of  the  present  junior  high  school.  Here  the 
traditions  and  history  of  our  community  were  shared  between  the  two 
schools  while  on  double  sessions.  I  can  think  of  no  better  setting  for  a 
beginning  than  this  as  I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  first  report  on  the 
newest  school  in  our  community. 

On  November  24,  1967,  the  Permanent  Building  Committee  awarded  the 
contract  for  the  construction  of  the  new  junior  high  school  to  C.  R.  Burns 
and  Sons,  Inc.  Although  work  commenced  immediately  by  the  contractor, 
the  completion  date  of  September,  1969  was  delayed.  A  late  December  meeting 
by  the  committee  set  the  opening  date  for  students  to  be  January  5,  1970. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  on  Wednesday 
evening,  February  19,  1969,  I  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  junior  high 
school  principal  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  Working  in  conjunction 
with  Mr.  John  Corcoran,  principal  of  the  present  junior  high  school,  efforts 
were  directed  immediately  to  the  hiring  of  additional  staff  members  for 
this  level  as  well  as  development  of  a  course  of  studies  for  grades  seven 
through  nine.  With  the  assigning  of  the  ninth  grade  to  the  junior  high,  new 
equipment  and  materials  had  to  be  evaluated  and  purchased  in  order  to 
meet  our  additional  educational  commitments. 

On  March  12,  1969,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  appointed  me  principal 
of  Junior  High  School  North  effective  April  1,  1969.  The  remainder  of  the 
spring  and  summer  continued  to  be  busy  with  the  hiring  and  assigning  of 
teachers,  programming,  and  the  purchase  of  books,  materials  and  equipment. 

The  doors  of  Junior  High  North  opened  for  the  first  day  of  the  school 
year  1969-1970  at  the  present  junior  high  school.  Arrangements  were  developed 
to  handle  double  sessions  between  the  two  schools  consisting  of  over  1,600 
pupils  and  approximately  100  teachers.  Students  assigned  to  the  present 
junior  high  school  attended  classes  in  the  morning  from  7:45  A.M.  to  11:50 
A.M.  The  hours  of  students  assigned  to  North  were  from  12:45  P.M.  to  4:50. 
The  late  afternoon  dismissal  necessitated  four  temporary  emergency  buses 
to  be  added  to  the  nine  regular  buses  in  order  to  accommodate  those  students 
living  in  remote  areas. 

Norwood  Junior  High  School  North’s  enrollment  the  first  day  of  school 
was  914  students.  To  accommodate  this  number  of  students  with  an  expanded 
curriculum  in  a  limited  facility,  it  was  necessary  to  hold  classes  in  the 
cafeteria,  the  wood  shop,  library  and  the  auditorium  of  the  present  Junior 
High  School.  Despite  the  obvious  problems  that  arise  from  using  such  areas 
it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  students  and  faculties  of  both  schools  that  harmony 
was  maintained  and  education  continued  on  as  close  to  normal  as  possible. 

The  first  four  months  of  the  new  school  were  marked  with  many 
changes.  The  days  started  in  high  expectation  awaiting  for  completion  of 
the  new  building  while  attending  double  sessions  and  sharing  equipment 
and  materials.  During  this  time  the  ninth  grade  was  welcomed  back  to  the 
junior  high  level  after  a  lapse  of  six  years.  The  addition  of  this  grade  to 
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our  school  has  revitalized  our  course  of  study,  making  the  seventh  and  eighth 
graders  beneficiaries  through  our  expanded  curriculum  that  now  stresses 
exploration  as  well  as  indepth  studies.  In  addition  to  our  excellent  programs 
in  math,  science,  and  social  studies,  we  now  have  such  new  offerings  as 
the  following:  mechanical  drawing,  electricity,  (electronics),  Spanish,  Latin, 
German,  typing,  biology,  geometry  as  well  as  a  broadened  program  in  electives 
for  courses  in  art,  music  and  reading.  This  program  is  supported  with  a  well- 
equipped  language  laboratory  and  two  excellent  science  laboratories.  It  is 
our  hope  to  expand  these  offerings  so  every  student  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  fulfill  his  needs  and  to  achieve  success  in  areas  that  develop  his  individual 
talents. 

We  are  now  looking  forward  eagerly  to  moving  into  North.  One  of  the 
innovations  that  will  challenge  the  staff  is  an  auditorium  which  divides  into 
four  separate  teaching  stations  to  accommodate  large  and  small  groups. 
Another  is  the  ability  to  connect  eight  separate  classrooms  into  four  individual 
large  conference  areas.  In  addition,  the  gymnasium  is  designed  to  accom¬ 
modate  a  growing  student  population  to  participate  in  many  kinds  of  activities 
by  sliding  walls  that  partition  into  four  good  size  activity  areas.  Probably  the 
greatest  challenges  to  us  will  be  to  achieve  the  goals  and  rationale  of  the 
Instructional  Media  Center.  This  area  transcends  the  traditional  library  in 
the  sense  that  it  is  a  three  dimensional  classroom  closely  supplementing  the 
activities  and  goals  of  the  classroom.  Here  much  effort  will  have  to  be 
employed  to  develop  resource  areas  in  the  various  subjects  that  will  make 
school  more  meaningful  to  the  modern  age  student.  It  is  our  hope  that  it 
will  eliminate  the  school  gap. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  our  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dr.  Philip  O.  Coakley  for  all  the  help  he  has  given  to  us  as  we  set  out 
on  our  modern  educational  journey.  Also  we  are  most  indebted  for  the  support 
and  encouragement  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  and  the  Permanent 
Building  Committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

Special  education  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  in  the  past  year  has 
included  the  continuation  and  refinement  of  many  of  our  existing  programs 
plus  the  expansion  and  modification  of  others. 

The  program  for  the  mentally  retarded  includes  classes  for  the  educable 
mentally  retarded  children  at  the  Balch,  Oldham,  Junior  High  North  and 
Senior  High  schools.  The  ungraded  trainable  class  is  housed  at  the  Oldham 
School. 

Realizing  that  the  academic  difficulties  are  only  one  aspect  of  the 
problems  facing  retarded  children,  teachers  of  these  classes  meet  on  a 
bi-monthly  basis  with  a  representative  of  the  Leslie  B.  Cutler  Mental  Health 
Clinic  to  consider  the  social  and  psychological  adjustments  that  confront 
the  handicapped  in  their  day-tosiay  living,  and  how  they  can  best  help  their 
children  cope  with  the  daily  challenges  that  confront  them 
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Being  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the  overall  educational,  sociological 
and  psychological  responsibility  for  these  children,  to  be  most  effective, 
is  the  shared  responsibility  of  both  school  and  home,  group  meetings  of 
the  parents  and  teachers  of  the  primary  educable  and  trainable  classes 
at  the  Oldham  School  are  being  held  on  a  monthly  basis. 

The  primary  purpose  of  these  meetings  is  to  help  the  parents  and 
teachers  to  better  know  the  problems  confronting  the  children  in  terms 
of  academic  achievement;  teacher,  parent,  sibling  relationships  and  social 
adjustment  with  others  outside  of  the  immediate  family.  These  discussions 
not  only  help  the  teachers  to  get  a  clearer  picture  of  the  children  who 
they  are  teaching,  but  afford  the  parents  an  opportunity  to  get  a  better 
insight  in  relation  to  their  own  attitudes,  apprehensions  and  expectations 
towards  their  own  children.  The  parents  are  also  willing  to  share  their  ex¬ 
periences,  joys  and  frustrations  that  arise  in  bringing  up  a  handicapped 
child,  not  simply  to  make  conversation,  but  to  facilitate  the  adjustment  of 
the  immediate  family  to  the  existing  problems  and  thereby  make  the  avenue 
to  social  and  school  adjustment  a  smoother  one. 

A  new  speech  therapist  was  added  to  our  staff  this  year,  resulting  in 
the  complete  coverage  of  our  needs  in  this  area.  Discounting  any  massive 
influx  of  additional  students,  our  needs  in  this  area  of  Special  Education 
can  be  considered  fulfilled  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

The  speech  staff  has  been  meeting  on  a  bi-monthly  basis  during  this 
school  year.  The  function  of  this  group  has  been  two-fold:  the  first  being 
a  discussion  of  methods  and  techniques  that  can  be  used  with  the  550  pupils 
currently  in  therapy,  and  secondly,  a  review  and  revision  of  the  speech 
curriculum  including  procedures  for  referrals,  reporting,  testing  and  re¬ 
cording,  dismissals  and  speech  impovement  classes.  It  is  expected  that  this 
group  will  continue  its  activities  through  the  remainder  of  the  school  year, 
with  the  above  mentioned  revisions  completed  in  the  early  spring  of  1970. 

This  past  academic  year  has  seen  the  expansion  of  our  Learning  Cen¬ 
ters  with  the  addition  of  one  at  the  Willett  School,  and  the  concept  of  the 
centers  flowing  into  the  secondary  level  with  the  addition  of  a  Center  at 
each  of  the  Junior  High  Schools. 

At  the  elementary  level,  the  four  centers  at  the  Balch,  Callahan,  Cleve¬ 
land  and  Willett  Schools  are  adhering  to  the  original  concept  of  the  center 
as  a  teaching  station  to  accommodate  groups  of  children,  no  greater  than 
five,  whose  learning  problems  are  classified  as  perceptual,  emotional,  slow 
learning  or  a  combination  of  any  two,  or  possibly,  all  three.  The  greatest 
emphasis  has  been  placed  on  working  with  pupils  in  grades  K-3,  theorizing 
that  early  identification,  before  a  negative  attitude  and  poor  self  image  can 
develop,  affords  the  best  opportunity  for  remediation.  Elementary  Learning 
Center  personnel  meet  with  Dr.  Roy  Korwin  of  the  Leslie  B.  Cutler  Clinic 
on  a  bi-monthly  basis  to  discuss  problems  of  the  children  that  seem  to  be 
of  an  emotional  nature  and  how  they  can  be  best  handled. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  level,  the  role  of  the  center  is  somewhat 
different,  as  the  problems  of  the  early  adolescent  differs  from  those  of 
a  child  in  the  primary  grades. 
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Although  the  center  at  this  level  is  also  supportive  of  pupils  with  varied 
learning  difficulties,  the  greatest  emphasis  is  placed  on  working  with  pupils 
who  are  poorly  motivated,  disruptive  to  the  general  academic  program, 
lacking  in  self  respect  and  respect  for  authority  in  general,  and  are  poten¬ 
tial  drop-outs. 

The  curriculum  for  these  centers  are  interest  centered  revolving 
around  realistic  goals  that  can  be  attained.  It  features  field  trips  to  various 
types  of  vocational  schools,  industries  and  businesses  in  the  immediate 
area  to  explore  opportunities  and  the  requirements  for  employment  and 
advancement.  The  centers  also  serve  as  locations  for  crisis  intervention, 
i.e.,  when  the  pressures  on  the  pupil  become  so  intense  in  a  given  instance 
as  to  cause  him  to  react  in  an  unacceptable  manner^  he  can  go  to  the 
center  to  either  continue  his  work  or  discuss  his  particular  problem  until 
the  cause  for  anxiety  subsides,  then  return  to  his  normal  scheduled  activities. 

To  assist  the  staff  in  better  understanding  the  general  and  specific  needs 
of  the  adolescent,  weekly  meetings  are  held  with  Dr.  Korwin  of  the  Cutler 
Clinic.  General  behavior  patterns  of  individual  pupils  are  discussed  along 
with  methods  of  dealing  with  disturbed  individuals  to  help  them  make  an 
adjustment  to  school,  society  and  life  in  general. 

The  Learning  Centers  have  benefitted  many  children  in  our  schools 
who  would  not  have  had  the  opportunity  under  our  previous  structure.  It 
should  also  be  noted  that  our  concept  has  been  adopted  by  other  com¬ 
munities  in  the  vicinity  and  the  future  should  see  it  expanded  even  further. 

This  year,  The  Education  Cooperative  —  T.E.C.,  is  in  its  third  opera¬ 
tional  year.  The  emphasis  of  this  Title  III  project  is  in  the  area  of  special 
education.  The  town  has  accrued  many  benefits  in  the  past  because  of  its 
membership  in  the  T.E.C.,  and  future  association  would  seem  advisable 
when  all  areas  of  the  handicapped  are  taken  into  consideration.  The  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  program  for  one  or  two  children  would  not  be  feasible  on 
an  individual  town  basis,  whereas  a  cooperative  effort  could  result  in  a 
better  program  at  a  more  reasonable  cost. 

This  coming  semester,  T.E.C.  is  offering  two  separate  in-service  pro¬ 
grams  in  the  areas  of  the  perceptually  handicapped  and  the  emotionally 
disturbed.  These  courses  are  designed  primarily  for  the  classroom  teacher 
so  that  she  can  become  more  aware  of  these  problems  and  how  to  re¬ 
mediate  them. 

Our  program  has  a  solid  base  on  which  to  build  and  expand  the  in¬ 
creased  supportive  services  of  aides  and  counselors. 

Additional  services  are  reimbursable  by  the  State  by  either  fifty  or 
one  hundred  percent. 

Cost,  however,  is  incidental  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  that  we  have  in  assisting  these  children  to  either  overcome,  or 
learn  to  live  with  their  handicaps  and  become  productive  members  of  our 
society.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Director  of  Music 
for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Elementary  Vocal  Program 

The  course  of  study  at  the  elementary  level  consists  of  a  well  organized, 
continuous  program  of  music.  Music  is  required  from  the  kindergarten 
through  grade  six,  with  each  child  meeting  a  music  specialist  once  a  week. 
The  minimum  time  per  class  is,  30  minutes  for  grades  K-3,  and  45  minutes 
for  grades  4-6. 

We  have  established  a  new  and  exciting  method  of  instruction  for  grades 
K  and  1.  It  is  a  fairly  new  concept  in  the  United  States  and  is  known  as  the 
Kodaly  approach  in  teaching  music.  We  hope  to  make  this  a  continuous 
program  of  study  in  all  grades  at  this  level.  Our  basic  objectives  remain 
intact,  and  that  is  to  continue  to  have  our  students  receive  a  growing  enjoy¬ 
ment  and  interest  in  the  many  phases  of  the  music  program.  They  should  be 
able  to  sing  with  good  tone,  with  proper  attention  to  pitch,  tempo,  phrasing, 
enunciation  and  pronunciation;  and  most  important  to  read  music.  They 
must  have  the  ability  to  distinguish  tone  qualities  of  instruments,  alone  and 
in  combination.  Finally  they  must  develop  good  listening  habits,  through 
the  ability  to  recognize,  judge,  compare,  and  contrast  the  different  types, 
styles  and  moods  of  music.  We  also  have  a  chorus  at  each  elementary  school 
that  rehearses  outside  of  school  time. 

Elementary  Instrument  Program 

The  instrumental  program  continues  to  function  as  an  important  part 
of  our  curriculum.  Our  youngsters  receive  one  half  hour  of  music  instruction 
per  week.  In  order  to  develop  a  proper  feeder  program  that  will  produce 
results  in  our  performing  groups  at  the  secondary  level,  a  program  such  as 
this  is  of  profound  importance.  At  this  time  we  have  540  students  enrolled 
in  our  instrumental  program.  Success  in  this  program  is  due  largely  to  the 
flutephone  classes  that  are  taught  in  the  third  grades  throughout  our  school 
system.  The  flutephone  is  a  preband  instrument  that  enables  our  instructors 
to  determine  the  potential  of  a  youngster,  and  encourage  him  to  enroll  in 
our  instrumental  program. 

There  is  a  band  at  each  elementary  school  that  performs  at  various  holi¬ 
day  assembles,  and  P.T.A.  programs.  These  groups  rehearse  outside  of  the 
school  day  so  that  the  scheduling  problem  at  the  elementary  level  will  be 
somewhat  eased;  although  I  strongly  feel  it  should  be  part  of  the  school 
day  since  it  is  part  of  our  curriculum  offering.  These  bands  add  greatly  to 
the  enthusiasm  and  progress  of  our  instrumental  students.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  we  will  combine  the  sixth  grades  from  the  town  for  a  performance 
at  our  annual  spring  festival  of  bands  concert. 

Our  string  program  continues  to  grow,  not  only  in  numbers,  but  in 
quality.  We  currently  have  an  enrollment  of  160  boys  and  girls  that  study 
violin,  viola,  and  cello.  There  is  an  all  town  orchestra  that  rehearses  Wednes¬ 
day  afternoon  at  the  High  School.  This  orchestra  was  comprised  of  selected 
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string,  woodwind,  brass  and  percussion  students  from  all  schools  in  Norwood. 
This  proved  to  be  a  great  stimulus  for  our  youngsters. 

Junior  High  School  Program 

Our  curriculum  offering  was  changed  considerably.  General  music  is 
a  required  course  for  all  students  of  the  7th  grade.  This  class  meets  2  periods 
per  week  for  the  entire  year.  In  grade  8  the  students  may  elect  a  music  minor 
course  that  meets  2  periods  per  week,  for  the  entire  year. 

In  grade  9,  students  may  elect  a  music  major  course  that  meets  5  periods 
per  week,  for  the  entire  year.  The  glee  club,  which  is  comprised  of  students 
from  grades  8  and  9  number  approximately  100  combined  total  from  each 
school.  In  order  to  perform  in  this  group  7th  graders  must  enter  the  training 
chorus  for  one  year. 

The  band,  which  is  comprised  of  students  from  grades  7,  8  and  9  com¬ 
bine  to  total  130  students.  Also  offered  in  all  grades  is  string  ensemble  for 
the  purpose  of  having  our  string  students  participate  in  preparing  an 
ensemble  repertoire. 

The  performing  groups  were  very  active  in  assemblies  at  their  respective 
schools  and  at  several  elementary  schools.  The  glee  club  took  part  in  an 
exchange  concert  with  Westwood  Junior  High  School.  The  band  participated 
in  an  exchange  concert  with  Walpole  Junior  High  School.  The  performing 
groups  continue  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  musical  life  of  their  school. 

The  Junior  High  School  remains  the  site  of  most  after  school  lessons. 
Instruction  is  available  to  all  youngsters  in  grades  7T2  on  all  string,  wood¬ 
wind,  brass  and  percussion  instruments  by  a  staff  of  instrumental  specialists. 
Lessons  are  held  Monday  through  Friday  from  3:00  P.M.  to  approximately 
7:30  P.M. 


Senior  High  School  Program 

The  course  offerings  at  the  high  school  have  reached  a  point  where  any 
student  may  elect  music  as  an  elective  for  a  variety  of  reasons.  For  example: 
for  the  student  who  is  not  interested  in  making  a  career  of  music,  but  simply 
enjoys  participating  or  studying  forms  of  music,  they  may  elect  music  appre¬ 
ciation  1  and  2  or  American  Music.  For  the  student  interested  in  making  a 
career  in  music,  the  offerings  include:  Music  Theory;  Music  Minor;  Music 
Major  which  meets  5  periods  per  week.  For  those  students  interested  in 
performance  they  can  audition  for  the  following  performing  groups:  Band; 
Woodwind,  Brass,  or  Percussion  Ensemble;  Stagehand  that  meets  once  a 
week  out  of  the  school  day;  Concert  Chorale;  Girls  Choir;  Voice  Class; 
Madrigals. 

The  performing  groups  have  won  many  honors  as  they  represented 
Norwood  in  District,  State,  and  New  England  and  New  York  competitions. 
The  awards  are  as  follows:

The  following  are  activities  in  which  our  groups  took  part:  Football 
games,  Armistice  Day  Parade,  Memorial  Day  Parade,  Little  League  Parade, 
Fourth  of  July  Parade,  Winter  Holidays  Concert,  Norfolk  County  School 
Committees  Performance,  Knights  of  Columbus  Scholarship  Concert,  Senior 
Musical,  Exchange  Concert  with  Procter  High  School  in  Utica,  N.Y.,  Various 
assemblies  throughout  our  schools  in  Norwood,  Stagehand  performance 
Cumberland  High  School  in  Rhode  Island,  Spring  Instrumental  Concert, 
Southeastern  Mass.  District  Festival  and  Competition;  and  Performing  Dis¬ 
trict  and  All-State  groups,  National  Association  of  Jazz  Educators  New  Eng¬ 
land  and  New  York  Stagehand  competition;  Graduation  Ceremonies. 

Although  we  do  have  the  teachers  and  the  curriculum  to  prepare  a 
student  for  entry  into  a  university  or  conservatory,  it  is  our  purpose  to 
make  available  to  all  young  people  in  Norwood  Public  Schools,  a  music  pro¬ 
gram  that  will  enrich  their  lives  by  having  correctly  guided  exposure  to  the 
all-improving  art  of  music.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ART 
Anti-litter  Campaign 

The  school  art  department  joined  the  anti-litter  campaign  sponsored 
by  the  Norwood  Womens  Community  Club. 

At  the  elementary  and  junior  high  schools,  poster  lessons  were  presented 
that  used  the  anti-litter  theme,  “Squash  Litterbugs  for  a  Cleaner  Norwood.” 

The  project  was  presented  in  a  non-competitive  manner.  The  students, 
while  working  on  the  posters,  were  made  aware  of  this  community  problem. 

Friends  of  the  Library  Exhibition 

The  art  department  cooperated  with  the  above  civic  group.  Annually, 
the  art  fair  is  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  school  department  to  combine 
efforts  with  the  public  library  in  presenting  a  town  wide  art  festival. 

Senior  high  school  student  art  work  is  displayed  and  posters  are  designed 
to  advertise  the  fair. 

A  large  sign,  contributed  by  the  art  department,  was  placed  on  the 
lawn  of  the  library.  It  announced  the  dates  of  the  exhibition  and  invited  the 
public  to  view  the  fair. 

Elementary  School  Book  Fairs 

The  book  fairs  held  at  the  various  schools  are  always  complemented  by 
decorative  art  work  done  by  the  students. 

Poster  competitions  sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.  groups  are  interpreted  into 
constructive  art  lessons.  Ribbon  awards  are  given  to  posters  judged  in  the 
following  manner: 

Best  1,  2,  3,  of  each  class. 

Best  one  of  grades  1-3. 

Best  one  of  grades  4-6. 

The  award  winning  posters  are  displayed  with  ribbons  attached,  at  the 
book  fair. 

An  outstanding  example  of  the  correlation  of  art  and  books  was  at  the 
Cleveland  School.  Using  as  a  basic  theme  “Space  Shot  to  the  Moon”,  attractive 
and  inventive  decorations  were  constructed.  “Cities  of  the  Future,”  and 
unique  rocket  models  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  book  fair. 

A  large  mural  depicting  the  astronauts  on  the  moon  was  done  in  a  three- 
dimensional  technique  and  also  contributed  to  a  most  successful  book  fair. 

Junior  High  School  Art  Program 

With  the  addition  of  Junior  High  North  and  the  conversion  of  two  rooms 
at  the  old  Junior  High  into  art  rooms,  the  art  program  and  its  offerings  will 
be  greatly  enhanced. 

A  change  in  the  structure  of  the  program  should  benefit  the  course  of 
study: 
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Grade  7 — Course  is  required  and  meets  twice  a  week. 

Grade  8— Course  is  elective  and  meets  twice  a  week. 

Grade  9 — Course  offered  as  a  major  subject.  Students  will  have  art  five 
times  per  week.  Minor — two  periods  per  week. 

A  revised  art  curriculum  has  been  organized  so  that  advantage  will  be 
taken  of  the  up-dated  facilities.  It  is  now  possible  to  put  a  greater  emphasis 
on  crafts. 

Junior  High  School  Art  Club 

Art  experiences  that  are  best  limited  to  a  small  group  were  enjoyed  by 
the  members. 

Miss  Fava  introduced  the  club  members  to  the  oil  painting  technique, 
and  with  proper  guidance  the  students  developed  control  of  this  most  difficult 
medium. 

Community  Auditions 

A  local  civic  group  was  sponsoring  tryouts  for  the  televised  show  and 
requested  a  number  of  posters  to  be  displayed  throughout  the  town. 

Decorative  Panel — Willett  School 

With  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Lynne  Johnson,  a  large  copper  foil  panel  was 
designed  and  executed  by  sixth  grade  students. 

The  technique  of  tooling  copper  foil  is  quite  difficult  because  the  design 
is  pushed  out  from  the  reverse  side  of  the  foil. 

After  tooling  the  foil,  it  was  then  treated  with  “Liver  of  Sulphur”  to  help 
exaggerate  the  modelling.  A  coat  of  varnish  fixed  the  finish  permanently. 

The  finished  product  will  be  on  permanent  display  in  the  foyer  at  the 
Willett  School. 

Senior  High  School — Art  Schools 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  all  of  our  students  who  apply  for  entry 
into  art  schools  have  little  difficulty  in  being  accepted. 

The  Senior  High  School  art  teachers  assist  the  students  in  preparing 
portfolios  that  indicate  the  art  capability  of  the  student. 

Oldham  School — Ceramic  Tiles 

This  year  as  in  the  past  five  years  each  sixth  grade  student  decorated 
a  ceramic  tile  that  is  then  put  on  the  foyer  wall  for  permanent  display.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  AUDIO  VISUAL  EDUCATION 

During  the  year  1969,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  Department  of  Audio 
Visual  Education  has  experienced  a  substantial  growth — both  in  services 
requested  and  services  performed.  Virtually  every  class  and  teacher  has 
requested,  and  used,  more  and  more  of  the  many  aids  and  materials  available 
from  A.V.  Office. 

This  Office  has  arranged  for  the  rental  and  distribution  of  about  625 
films  from  Syracuse,  Indiana,  and  Boston  Universities,  and  other  commercial 
film  libraries.  These  films  were  requested  primarily  by  department  heads 
and  teachers  at  the  High  School  and  the  two  Junior  Highs.  In  addition,  about 
225  films  were  borrowed  from  the  Massachusetts  State  Film  Cooperative 
and  more  than  675  films  taken  from  our  own  film  library  for  use  in  the 
Elementary  Schools. 

Usage  of  our  own  films  varied  from  one  to  eighteen  screenings  and 
averaged  over  four  showings  per  film.  The  value  of  having  our  own  films 
is  that  they  can  be  obtained  on  short  notice,  just  when  they  are  most  needed 
and  will  be  most  effective  to  the  class  work.  Rental  films  must  be  booked 
one  year  in  advance  and  can  not  always  be  had  at  the  most  advantageous  time. 

On  being  returned,  everyone  of  our  own  films  was  inspected.  By  per¬ 
forming  this  task  minor  film  problems  were  detected  and  corrected  before 
serious  damage  could  occur. 

Filmstrips  continued  to  be  a  vital  part  of  our  total  A.V.  program.  Each 
school  has  its  own  filmstrip  library  and  there  is  a  central  filmstrip  library 
in  the  A.V.  Office  containing  many  strips  not  included  in  the  individual  school 
libraries.  Many  of  these  are  sound  filmstrips  and  most  are  of  Elementary 
school  level. 

The  use  of  transparencies  has  increased  greatly  this  past  year,  and  one 
can  find  overhead  projectors  being  used  in  many  classrooms  daily.  Commer¬ 
cially  produced  transparencies  combined  with  those  constructed  by  our 
teachers  are  frequently  used  to  great  advantage. 

The  Twenty  One  Inch  Classroom  programs  on  Channel  2,  WGBH,  Boston, 
are  used  by  many  teachers  in  the  elementary  schools  each  week.  These  pro¬ 
grams,  usually  fifteen  to  thirty  minutes  long,  provide  valuable  supplimentary 
materials  for  our  boys  and  girls.  Rotating  periods  and  scheduling  have  been 
big  factors  in  preventing  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  from  using  the 
programs  designed  for  them. 

As  Director  of  A.V.E.  I  have  tried  to  see  that  each  school  is  equipped 
with  a  sufficient  number  of  projectors  and  enough  materials  necessary  to 
insure  a  smooth,  well  run  program.  Every  school  has  the  same  type  of 
equipment  and  in  about  the  same  ratio  of  projectors  to  classrooms — naturally 
there  are  more  of  each  in  the  larger  schools. 

In  every  school  we  have  at  least  one  (usually  more)  of  the  following 
pieces  of  A.V.  equipment:  16mm  sound  movie  projector;  filmstrip  and  2”x2” 
slide  projector;  filmstrip  previewer;  microscopic  projector;  overhead  pro¬ 
jector;  opaque  projector,  tape  recorder,  record  player,  and  television.  In 
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addition  the  A.V.  Office  has  available  for  use  by  all  schools  an  8mm  movie 
camera  and  projector,  film  loop  projector,  photocopier  and  a  diazo  copier. 

The  A.V.  Office  maintains  a  small  catalogue  of  reference  materials, 
books,  wall  charts,  models,  source  books  and  trade  catalogues.  This  office 
is  open  to  all  teachers. 

The  use  of  Federal  Funds  through  the  National  Defense  Education  Act 
(NDEA)  and  the  Elementary  Secondary  Education  Act  (ESEA)  has  enabled 
us  to  acquire  more  equipment  and  materials  than  our  regular  budget  would 
have  permitted. 

Again  this  past  year  an  estimated  eighty  percent  of  all  the  necessary 
repairs  to  our  equipment  were  made  by  the  Director  of  A.V.E.  The  work 
expected  of  these  various  pieces  of  equipment  is  tremendous,  especially  with 
so  many  different  people  operating  them. 

The  A.V.  Office  has  been  called  on  to  assist  many  different  people — both 
in  and  out  of  schools,  including  various  town  boards  and  officials.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  satisfy  every  call.  Countless  visits  were  made  to  all  schools. 
In  fact  over  1,900  miles  were  driven  by  the  Director  in  servicing  the  twelve 
schools  in  Norwood. 

I  am  thankful  for  the  fine  cooperation  and  support  given  me  by  my 
three  coordinators — Mr.  William  A.  Mazurek,  Junior  High  North;  Mr.  Law¬ 
rence  A.  Decareau,  Junior  High;  and  Mr.  Thomas  I.  Burbridge,  at  the  High 
School.  These  men  have  given  “over  and  beyond”  what  was  expected  in  order 
to  provide  good  service  to  their  schools. 

Audio  Visual  Education  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  was  greatly 
strengthened  through  the  cooperation  and  encouragement  of  Dr.  Coakley, 
Mr.  Donovan,  Mr.  Napoleone,  The  Norwood  School  Committee,  Principals, 
Directors,  and  Teachers.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS 

The  objectives  of  a  varsity  athletic  program  for  both  the  girls  and  the 
boys  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  give  the  athletes  who  desire  a  chance  for  further  advancement  and 
excellence. 

2.  To  develop  leadership  qualities. 

3.  To  help  promote  and  encourage  school  morale. 

4.  To  provide  full-time  after  school  recreation. 

5.  To  give  fuller  expression  and  meaning  to  the  terms  Team  Cooperation 
and  Competition. 

6.  Emotional  responses,  such  as  winning  and  losing  gracefully,  take  an 
additional  meaning  in  a  varsity  program  when  the  pressures  are 
greater. 
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Athletics — Girls 

The  athletic  program  for  girls  consists  of  the  following  sports:  Varsity 
and  Junior  Varsity  field  hockey,  Varsity  and  Junior  Varsity  basketball, 
Varsity  Gymnastics,  swimming,  and  Varsity  and  Junior  Varsity  softball  and 
tennis. 

The  participation  in  all  the  girls  sports  is  always  very  high.  All  teams 
participate  in  the  Bay  State  League,  and  the  competition  between  the  schools 
is  great.  Trophies  are  now  awarded  to  championship  teams.  Our  girls, 
although  not  winning  any  championships,  did  very  well  in  league  competition. 
The  Swimming  Team  is  a  member  of  the  Eastern  Mass.  Swim  league  and  for 
the  third  straight  year  went  undefeated  and  won  the  league  championship. 
This  group  also  won  the  State  Swim  Tournament  held  at  Gardner.  Mass. 
We  had  many  outstanding  swimmers. 

I  am  making  the  following  recommendations  for  1970: 

1.  Add  a  Junior  Varsity  team  to  our  Gymnastics  program. 

2.  Add  out-door  track  in  the  spring.  Track  has  become  very  popular  as 
a  girls  sport.  Many  schools  in  our  league  and  area  are  now  running 
this  program,  and  I  don’t  expect  any  trouble  in  arranging  a  schedule. 

Athletics — Boys 

I  feel  this  has  been  a  good  year  for  us.  We  won  championships  in  wrest¬ 
ling  and  baseball,  and  we  were  high  in  league  standing  in  hockey.  We  were 
invited  to  the  Eastern  Mass.  Hockey  tournament  and  were  defeated  in  the 
second  round  of  tournament  play.  We  had  winning  seasons  in  Cross  Country, 
basketball,  and  football.  The  baseball  team  lost  out  to  Durfee  in  the  Eastern 
Mass,  baseball  tournament.  This  was  the  first  time  since  1952  that  we  won 
a  baseball  title.  Mr.  Peter  Wall,  first  year  coach,  did  an  outstanding  job  and 
should  be  congratulated  for  his  work.  All  the  other  sports  teams  gave  a 
very  good  account  of  themselves.  We  had  many  outstanding  boys  on  our 
athletic  teams,  too  numerous  to  mention.  The  boys  and  their  coaches  are 
to  be  congratulated  for  their  excellent  showing  during  the  year.  At  this 
writing  the  hockey  team  has  won  four  games,  the  basketball  team  won  one, 
lost  three,  and  the  wrestling  team  has  won  one  match.  We  are  looking 
forward  to  a  good  year  in  1970. 

To  improve  our  athletic  program  and  to  give  more  boys  a  chance  to 
participate,  I  am  recommending  that  the  following  be  added: 

1.  Sophomore  football. 

2.  Sophomore  basketball. 

My  reason  for  the  two  programs  is  that  we  have  many  more  boys  coming 
to  us  from  the  two  Junior  High  Schools,  and  we  must  keep  them  active,  and 
I  am  sure  that  our  varsity  programs  will  be  helped  a  great  deal.  All  schools 
in  the  Bay  State  League  are  now  running  the  sophomore  programs. 

Junior  nigh  School— Boys 

The  following  sports  are  now  run  in  the  Junior  High  School  North  and 
Norwood  Junior  High  School:  Varsity  football,  Cross  Country,  Varsity  and 
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Junior  Varsity  basketball,  hockey,  Varsity  and  Junior  Varsity  baseball,  and 
outdoor  track. 

I  am  recommending  that  the  following  be  added  to  the  above:  Junior 
Varsity  football,  soccer,  wrestling,  gymnastics,  and  tennis.  With  the  addition 
of  my  recommendations  we  will  be  giving  many  more  boys  on  this  level 
a  chance  to  participate. 

Junior  High  School  competition  is  also  held  with  schools  in  the  Bay 
State  League. 

In  closing,  congratulations  to  all  the  girls  and  boys  who  participated 
in  our  athletic  program  during  the  year,  and  I  hope  next  year  we  will  attract 
many  more;  also,  congratulations  to  all  the  coaches  for  their  outstanding 

work.

REPORT  OF  TIIE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION — ATHLETICS 
— INTRA-MURALS,  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS;  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION,  INTRA-MURALS,  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

Philosophy  of  Physical  Education 

Physical  Education  is  a  way  of  education  through  physical  activities 
selected  and  carried  on  with  full  regard  to  values  in  human  growth,  develop¬ 
ment  and  behavior.  Because  it  is  a  phase  of  the  total  educational  program, 
physical  education  has  goals  which  are  compatible  with  other  learning 
experiences  in  school  resulting  in  total  physical  and  mental  development 
of  all  youth  as  worthy  citizens  in  our  democratic  society. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

Physical  Education 

In  our  elementary  schools  every  boy  and  girl,  unless  medically  excused, 
receives  two  (2)  formal  physical  education  periods  per  week.  Sneakers  and 
proper  attire  are  required  when  participating  in  the  program. 

Activities  that  are  offered  at  the  lower  elementary  level  are  movement 
exploration  and  body  mechanics  which  develop  basic  skills  in  walking, 
running,  jumping,  hopping,  galloping,  sliding  and  skipping;  rhythmic  activ¬ 
ities;  stunts,  tumbling  and  apparatus  skills;  self-testing  activities;  story 
plays;  simple  game  activities;  athletic  skills  and  games. 

In  our  upper  elementary  program,  progression  of  our  basic  skills  are 
combined  into  activities  that  develop  the  large  muscles  of  the  body.  Activ¬ 
ities  such  as  stunts,  tumbling  and  apparatus;  athletic  games;  track  and 
field;  rhythmics;  and  physical  fitness  tests  are  offered  to  boys  and  girls 
in  grades  three,  four,  five,  and  six. 

Professional  instruction,  with  the  assistance  of  our  elementary  class¬ 
room  teachers  and  our  new  curriculum  guide,  all  combine  to  develop  and 
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promote  the  enjoyment  of  being  physically  fit  to  approximately  3,200  boys 
and  girls  in  our  elementary  schools. 

Elementary  Physical  Education  Exhibition  Day 

Our  ninth  annual  physical  education  exhibition  day  was  held  on  June 
5,  1969  at  the  Oldham  School  grounds  for  approximately  600  sixth  grade 
boys  and  girls  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

The  entire  day  was  devoted  to  activities  that  are  included  in  our 
physical  education  program,  such  as  volleyball,  kickball  and  deck  tennis 
games,  50  and  100  yard  dashes,  basketball  throws,  standing  broad  jump  and 
220  yard  relay  races. 

Once  again  this  annual  event  was  a  most  successful  and  enjoyable 
experience  for  the  students. 

Physical  Fitness  Test 

The  annual  youth  physical  fitness  test  was  administered  to  every  boy 
and  girl  in  grades  five  and  six  in  the  spring  of  1969.  Students  who  success¬ 
fully  pass  this  test  are  awarded  a  Physical  Fitness  Certificate.  The  test 
includes:  sit-ups,  pull-ups,  flexed  arm  hang,  shuttle  run,  standing  broad 
jump,  softball  throw  for  distance  and  the  600  yard  walk  and  run. 

This  annual  test  motivates  pupils  to  practice  self  improvement  and 
informs  students  to  what  level  they  are  achieving  in  comparison  to  the 
rest  of  the  class. 

After  the  completion  of  our  testing  program  this  spring  we  are  going 
to  inform  all  parents  on  their  children’s  general  fitness. 

Educable  and  Trainable  Classes 

The  children  at  our  educable  and  trainable  classes  receive  two  (2) 
physical  education  periods  per  week. 

These  particular  children  range  from  the  severely  retarded  to  the 
moderately  handicapped,  and  due  to  these  conditions,  our  program  is  cen¬ 
tered  towards  developing  the  basic  skills  and  coordination  through  activ¬ 
ities  such  as  calisthenics,  throwing,  catching,  running,  hopping,  jumping, 
rope  skipping,  tumbling  and  low  organizational  games. 

Our  prime  concern  in  this  program  is  the  development  of  basic  motor 
skills  and  physical  fitness  that  are  so  important  in  the  childs’  psycho-social 
development. 

Athletics 

Our  athletic  program  is  offered  to  all  boys  and  girls  in  grades  five 
and  six  during  the  school  year.  The  activities  are  planned  on  a  regular 
basis  with  trained  classroom  teachers  and  physical  education  staff  members 
as  instructors.  Approximately  thirty-one  (31)  weeks  are  devoted  to  this 
program  which  is  divided  into  three  seasons:  fall,  winter  and  spring. 

A  regular  schedule  of  athletic  games,  for  both  boys  and  girls,  are  pro¬ 
vided  between  schools  for  the  enjoyment  of  all  the  students  who  participate 
in  the  various  programs. 
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The  following  activities  are  offered  during  the  following  seasons: 

Fall — Boys’:  Flag  Football 
Winter — Boys’:  Basketball 
Girls’:  Basketball 
Spring — Boys’:  Baseball 
Girls’:  Softball 


Intra-Mnrals 

The  intra-mural  program,  in  its  second  year,  is  offered  to  boys  and  girls 
in  grades  four,  five  and  six,  and  is  planned  for  boys  and  girls  who  do  not 
wish  to  participate  in  the  athletic  programs.  This  program,  like  the  athletic 
program,  runs  throughout  the  school  year. 

Some  activities  that  the  students  participate  in  are  soccer,  tag  football, 
tennis,  group  games,  basketball,  volleyball,  ping  pong,  checkers,  chess, 
badminton,,  four  square,  baseball,  jump  rope,  and  hop  scotch. 

The  main  objective  in  our  athletic  and  intra-mural  programs  is  to  in¬ 
volve  as  many  students  as  possible  for  improvement  of  skill  and  for  enjoy¬ 
ment. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Physical  Education 

Our  basic  philosophy  is  carried  forth  from  the  elementary  level  to  our 
two  (2)  Junior  High  Schools  where  a  more  vigorous  and  progressive  pro¬ 
gram  is  offered  to  every  boy  and  girl.  All  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students 
receive  two  (2)  physical  education  periods  per  week  and  all  ninth  grade 
students  receive  three  (3)  periods  per  week.  All  students  are  required  to 
wear  the  standard  physical  education  uniform  to  each  class,  and  shower 
and  locker  facilities  are  also  provided  to  create  a  healthy  atmosphere. 

The  girls’  program  consists  of  units  in  soccer,  field  hockey,  tumbling, 
gymnastics,  basketball,  modern  and  folk  dancing,  volleyball,  physical  fit¬ 
ness  testing,  softball,  archery,  track  and  field  activities  and  tennis. 

The  boys’  program  consists  of  units  in  football,  soccer,  basketball, 
tumbling,  gymnastics,  wrestling,  volleyball,  physical  fitness  testing,  soft- 
ball,  track  and  field  activities  and  tennis. 

Physical  Fitness  Test 

The  youth  physical  fitness  test  was  administered  to  every  boy  and  girl 
in  grades  seven  and  eight.  The  same  items  that  are  given  at  the  elementary 
level  are  used  at  the  Junior  High  School  level  but  with  a  higher  degree  of 
achievement. 

lutra-Murals 

Intra-murals  for  both  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  and  girls  were 
offered  during  the  school  year  for  students  not  participating  in  a  varsity 
sports  activitiy.  The  program  is  carried  on  after  school  and  on  Saturday 
mornings,  and  offers  a  variety  of  activities  for  many  students. 
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Fall — Boys : 
Girls:

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  SCHOOL  NURSE 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  the  annual  report  for  Norwood  School  Health 
Services  for  1968-1969  school  year. 

We  welcome  Miss  M.  Helen  Bunker,  retired  Boston  school  nurse  who 
helped  us  to  expedite  our  Vision  and  Hearing  screening  and  Physical  exam¬ 
ination  programs.  Early  adjustment  to  personal  needs  in  the  class  room 
situation  is  vital  to  the  student;  proper  placement  enhances  his  ability  to 
absorb  what  is  being  offered  and  makes  his  education  more  meaningful. 

George  R.  Allen,  M.D.,  physician  for  Junior  High  and  Elementary  schools, 
and  Roy  T.  Lydon,  High  School  and  Public  Health  physician  worked  with 
us  throughout  the  year.  To  implement  our  health  program,  largely  one  of 
prevention,  Tine  tests  for  Tuberculosis  were  offered  to  adults  working  with 
the  school  child,  as  well  as  the  child  in  grade  one  and  nine.  All  children  tested 
proved  negative  to  active  disease.  A  follow-up  clinic  in  our  own  town  is 
available  to  those  with  positive  reaction  to  this  test. 

Mumps  Vaccine  was  dispensed  to  students  who  had  parental  permission. 
This  should  be  instrumental  in  reducing  this  disease  locally.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  vaccine  will  be  offered  next  year  to  those  who  did  not  receive  it 
this  year. 

Diphtheria-Tetanus  clinics  were  held  for  those  in  grade  one  with  parents 
permission.  This  immunization  is  now  required  by  law  for  those  entering 
school,  hence  our  clinic  is  largely  for  booster  doses. 
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Physical  Examinations  from  family  physician  and  school  examination  re¬ 
flect  the  excellent  care  given  our  children  at  home  and  at  school.  We  are 
hopefufl  of  re-enforcing  good  health  practices  in  school.  Disease  prevention 
is  more  easily  accomplished  than  to  try  to  cure  existing  disease.  Adjustment 
of  the  school  program  is  arranged  for  one  with  known  disability.  Physical 
examinations  are  required  pre-school,  grade  four,  seven  and  ten. 

The  Dental  Study  by  Forsyth  Clinic  continued  with  parental  permission 
during  this  school  year.  The  last  analysis  is  yet  to  be  completed.  An  interim 
report  revealed  marked  reduction  in  decayed,  missing  and  filled  teeth  on 
those  who  used  the  acidulate  phosphate  fluoride  solution. 

Dental  examinations  by  our  school  dentist  were  completed  on  students 
in  grades  one  through  six.  Working  with  Miss  Helen  Bunker,  Doctor  Maria 
Krivoshlikoff  offered  dental  attention  and  education  in  the  care  of  ones 
teeth  to  all  who  had  signed  permission. 

The  Eye  Clinic  under  the  direction  of  William  F.  Ryan,  M.D.  met  the 
needs  of  Norwood’s  students  who  were  referred  by  the  individual  school 

nurse. 

A  Milk  Lunch  was  provided  by  the  Womens  Community  Committee  for 
children  in  our  school  who  appear  to  need  this  extra  food  supplement. 

Weighing  and  measuring  of  students  due  for  physical  examination  begins 
in  early  September  and  all  students  are  weighed  and  measured  twice  more 
during  the  year  at  elementary  schools.  Growth  rate  and  individual  growth 
pattern  may  indicate  health  needs  and  are  useful  health  tools  considered  by 
the  doctor  in  determining  treatment.  Parents  were  notified  of  significant 
changes  in  growth. 

Accidents  and  emergency  care  continue  to  be  a  source  of  much  concern 
at  school.  To  prevent  accidents  we  counseled  care  of  person  and  surroundings. 
There  seems  to  be  a  marked  relationship  between  the  incidence  of  illness 
and  subsequent  accidents  and  injury.  To  improve  this  situation  we  continue 
to  urge  that  children  be  treated  at  home  and  returned  when  well  to  the  school 
situation. 

The  school  nurses:  Miss  M.  Helen  Bunker,  Mrs.  Mary  Folan,  Mrs.  Alice 
Maguire,  Mrs.  Thelma  Jaruk  and  Mrs.  Mary  Breen  join  with  me  in  thanking 
Doctor  Coakley,  the  School  Committee  as  well  as  the  Administrators,  teachers 
and  school  personnel,  parents  and  students  for  the  fine  cooperation  extended 
in  school  health  during  this  year.

General  Remarks 

General  maintenance  of  grounds  took  place  this  year.  The  football 
field  was  ready  for  the  seasons  games.  The  grounds,  both  seeded  and 
bituminous  area  suffered  more  damage  than  usual  due  to  the  severity  of 
the  winter  this  year.  During  the  latter  part  of  this  winter  approximately 
40  boys  from  the  Senior  High  School  were  hired  on  an  emergency  basis  to 
assist  custodians  in  removing  snow  from  the  roofs  of  school  houses.  It  was 
feared  the  heavy  accumulation  of  snow  in  this  locality  may  have  placed 
unusual  stress  on  the  roof  supports  of  the  buildings.  The  Senior  High  School 
boys  were  exceptional  in  both  work  and  behavior. 
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The  school  department  is  waiting  the  delivery  of  a  new  farm/industrial 
tractor  which  was  necessary  due  to  the  ground  acreage  added  to  the  system 
in  the  last  few  years.  A  pick-up  truck  was  acquired  to  be  used  in  the 
various  maintenance,  ground  and  service  projects.

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REPORT  OF  BLUE  HILLS  VOCATIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 


Gentlemen: 

We  respectfully  submit  the  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Blue  Hills 
Regional  Vocational  School  District  Committee.  The  following  list  of  Com¬ 
mittee  Members  represented  the  seven  member  towns  during  1969:

Effective  January,  1969,  Mr.  John  LeRoy  of  Braintree,  was  elected  to 
succeed  Mr.  James  E.  Sullivan  who  resigned  from  the  Committee  in  the 
latter  part  of  1968.  The  District  Committee  continued  to  hold  their  regular 
monthly  meetings  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month  in  the 
administrative  offices  of  the  Regional  School  at  100  Randolph  Street,  Can¬ 
ton,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Nathaniel  N.  Wentworth,  Jr.  and  Mr.  Bernard  Baher 
presided  as  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  respectively.  Mr.  Edward  V. 
Cogliano  of  Canton  continued  as  District  Treasurer;  Mr.  William  J.  Carr 
of  Randolph  continued  as  Counsel;  and,  Mr.  William  A.  Dwyer  of  Weymouth 
continued  as  Superintendent-Director  of  the  Regional  School. 

The  following  report  summarizes  the  major  activity  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  year  1969.  The  Committee  chronologically  approved  .  .  . 

.  .  .  Final  payment  to  Campanelli,  Inc.  for  deficiencies  in  the  General 
Contract;  such  monies  having  been  held  in  the  District  Treasury  pending 
final  resolution  of  the  remaining  construction  problems. 


...  A  contract  for  an  insurance  appraisal  by  Marsh  &  McLennon,  Inc. 
The  final  report  of  this  study  resulted  in  extended  coverage  of  building 
and  contents  and  other  insurance  protection  made  necessary  by  increased 
value  in  technical  equipment  acquisition  from  Federal  and  State  funds 
under  Public  Law  88-210. 


.  .  .  The  recommendation  of  the  Data  Processing  Advisory  Committee 
relative  to  changes  in  the  data  processing  curriculum  requiring  additional 
educational  equipment.  After  thorough  investigation,  the  Data  Processing 
Advisory  Committee  and  the  Subcommittee  for  Curriculum  made  the  follow¬ 
ing  recommendation  for  educational  change  in  the  Data  Processing  Depart¬ 
ment:  that  the  140J  IBM  computer  system,  having  been  used  successfully 
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over  the  past  few  years  be  replaced  with  a  third  generation  computer.  After 
careful  analysis,  the  District  Committee  voted  to  lease  the  IBM  360-25  com¬ 
puter  system.  The  anticipated  date  for  arrival  of  this  computer  would  be 
March,  1970. 

.  .  .  The  initiation  of  an  off-peak  computer  service  to  the  seven  member 
towns.  The  District  Committee  made  an  intensive  study  of  the  feasibility 
of  offering  to  the  school  department  administrative  offices  in  each  of  the 
seven  member  towns,  a  program  for  computer  service  during  the  off-peak 
hours  at  the  Regional  School.  The  Regional  School  Superintendent  met 
with  a  Committee  comprised  of  the  Superintendents  of  Schools  from  each 
of  the  member  towns  and  all  indicated  enthusiasm  for  such  a  service.  The 
computer  service  center  would  offer  during  the  1970  year,  compatible  pro¬ 
grams  for  each  school  system  in  the  District  for  municipal  budgeting  and 
accounting;  with  some  trial  programs  to  be  developed  in  sample  towns  on 
class  scheduling,  report  card  systems  and  pupil  registers.  After  the  first 
year,  additional  programs  in  computer  service  would  be  agreed  upon  by 
all  member  towns. 

.  .  .  The  preparation  of  preliminary  plans  for  expansion  of  the  regional 
school,  having  carefully  evaluated:  (a)  the  existing  success  of  the  Blue 
Hills  Regional  Program  over  the  past  three  years;  (b)  the  projected  ten- 
year  growth  of  the  seven  member  towns;  (c)  the  existing  admissions  pro¬ 
gram,  viewing  carefully  the  evidence  that  indicated  approximately  3,000 
students  had  applied  for  Blue  Hills,  while  seating  capacity  at  the  school 
only  allowed  acceptance  of  600  students;  (d)  current  and  emerging  technical 
areas;  and  (e)  the  recent  Massachusetts  Advisory  Council  Study  that  in¬ 
dicated  40-60%  of  all  secondary  youth  today  need  some  form  of  occupational 
education. 

.  .  .  Graduation  ceremonies  for  the  first  graduation  class  in  June  of 
1969.  Dr.  Wallace  J.  Fletcher  of  Harvard  University  delivered  the  graduation 
address  at  the  High  School  ceremony  and  Dr.  Neil  Wimmer  of  Polaroid 
Corporation  of  America  delivered  the  commencement  address  to  the  grad¬ 
uates  of  the  Technical  Institute.  Approximately  170  students  were  graduated 
from  both  the  high  school  and  the  technical  institute  in  June  1969,  while 
approximately  500  adults  received  certificates  of  course  completion  in  the 
evening  adult  program. 

.  .  .  The  establishment  of  a  new  high  school  course  for  boys  or  girls 
from  grades  9  thru  12  to  be  classified  as  “Health  Services  Assistant”  which 
became  effective  in  September,  1969.  This  course,  approved  as  a  pilot  pro¬ 
gram  for  high  school  students,  would  provide  basic  general  high  school 
preparation  with  laboratory  experiences  in  medical  secretarial,  nutrition, 
basic  principles  for  the  maintenance  of  sound  physical  and  mental  health, 
public  and  community  health  requirements  and  a  general  exploratory  ac¬ 
quaintance  of  careers  in  the  Health  Service  Occoupations. 

.  .  .  The  construction  of  an  additional  parking  lot  for  77  automobiles 
on  the  easterly  side  of  the  existing  property. 

In  the  fall  of  1969,  the  District  Committee  reviewed  at  great  length, 
budget  plans  for  the  1970  year.  By  effective  use  of  afternoon  scheduling  on 
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some  programs,  and  the  addition  of  the  new  Health  Services  Assistant 
course,  an  additional  50  students  beyond  the  peak  enrollment  capacity  of 
600  were  programmed  into  the  Regional  School. 

The  1970  budget  was  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committees  from  the 
seven  member  towns  in  mid-November  and  the  final  budget  was  sent  to  the 
Boards  of  Selectmen  prior  to  December  31,  1969,  as  outlined  in  the  District 
Agreement. 

The  October  1,  1969,  census  details  the  current  enrollment  of  students 
at  Blue  Hills  by  town  as  follows:  Avon — 27;  Braintree — 160;  Canton  70; 
Holbrook— 60;  Norwood— 146;  Randolph— 150;  and  Westwood— 34. 

Continued  interest  in  admissions  at  the  Regional  School  has  indicated 
to  the  Committee  that  the  first  three  years  of  school  operation  have  been 
unusually  successful.  More  occupational  education  must  be  provided  for  the 
average  secondary  student  in  this  region  as  National  statistics  continue  to 
indicate  that  only  20%  of  our  secondary  school  graduates  finish  a  four-year 
college  program. 

Federal  legislation,  Public  Law  90-576,  State  legislation,  Chapter  837, 
both  enacted  in  1969,  urge  continued  development  of  occupational  education 
resources  and  have  provided  additional  administration  and  funds  to  stimu¬ 
late  communities  to  maintain  and  extend  existing  occupational  facilities. 
The  following  reimbursements  from  Chapter  70  funds,  representing  15% 
additional  State  Aid,  was  received  this  past  year  by  each  member  town  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  School  District.  Avon 
$30,251.94;  Braintree — $99,048.09;  Canton — $40,914.39;  Holbrook — $50,441.80; 
Norwood— $101,588.62;  Randolph— $130,349.46 ;  and  Westwood— $22,147.47.  Re¬ 
imbursement  in  the  amount  of  $59,000.00  was  received  into  the  District 
Treasury  for  the  portion  of  fiscal  1969  Chapter  74  net  operating  expense. 

The  District  Committee  is  grateful  for  all  the  loyal  support  given  the 
Regional  School  District  this  past  year  by  all  the  local  School  Committees, 
Superintendents  of  Schools,  Boards  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  Repre¬ 
sentatives  and  citizens  and  asks  for  their  continued  support.

I  present  you  herewith,  the  annual  report  for  the  Department  of 
Weights  and  Measures  for  the  Town  of  Norwood,  for  the  year  ending 


December  31,  1969. 

Number  of  Units  Tested  .  827

Fees  collected  and  paid  to  Treasurer  -  $1,126.40 

Spot  checking  of  essential  food  items  of  some  1,520  units  tested  re¬ 
vealed;  1,002  units  as  correct,  161  units  as  under  and  357  units  as  over 
registration.  The  merchants  concerned  were  advised  of  corrective  measures 
and  they  did  indicate  assurances  of  cooperation. 

This  year  I  attended  the  Massachusetts  Weights  and  Measures  Asso¬ 
ciation  Conference  which  was  held  for  three  days  at  Manomet.  I  must  say 
that  I  have  attended  more  informative  meetings. 

There  was  one  complaint  registered  during  a  weekend  evening  pertain¬ 
ing  to  a  gasoline  station.  Determination  required  all  meters  there  to  be 
checked  out  the  next  morning  which  was  Sunday.  The  question  was  resolved 
by  restricting  the  use  of  a  meter  until  repaired  even  though  it  was  favoring 
the  customer. 

Two  peddlers  were  found  operating  without  authorization  while  wait¬ 
ing  for  their  licenses  to  be  processed.  One  fuel  oil  vehicular  transporter 
was  found  delivering  oil  with  unsealed  compartments  and  this  matter 
required  detailed  corrections. 

Extra  services  were  extended  to  Wiggin  Airways  at  Norwood  Airport 
regarding  certification  of  hired  equipment  used  for  weighing  an  airplane; 
to  determine  its  center  of  gravity  in  accordance  with  government  regula¬ 
tions  pertaining  to  placement  of  gasoline  tanks. 

Yearly,  I’ve  been  mentioning  the  contributions  of  the  Consumers  Coun¬ 
cil,  both  national  and  statewide;  regarding  laws  and  suggestive  means  of 
protection  from  fraud  and  deceptive  practices.  They  appear  to  be  continu¬ 
ally  seeking  maximum  public  protection  and  it  is  believed  that,  in  the  near 
future,  they  will  undoubtedly  file  more  legislation  compelling  larger  towns 
such  as  ours  to  possibly  render  a  full  time  service  status.  The  council  has 
already  bypassed  home-rule  and  successfully  legislated  towns  of  5,000  popula¬ 
tion  or  less  by  granting  state  control.  They  are  presently  responsible  for 
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a  court  action  against  a  local  automobile  agency  pertaining  to  a  questionable 
practice  in  automobile  transactions.  They  recommend  more  policing  and 
possibly  changing  position  title  from  the  antiquated  misnomer  of  “Sealer” 
to  the  title  of  “Inspector”  which  would  be  more  synonymous  to  the  public 
for  their  requesting  of  services.  (Permissive  legislation  exists)  I  have  asked 
the  selectmen  for  this  change  in  the  past,  but  the  request  was  denied. 

The  compensation  and  department  budget  is  negligibly  low  and  have 
not  been  studied  by  any  official  for  some  years,  yet  •  .  •  the  responsibilities 
and  duties  are  ever  increasing. 

New  industry,  such  as  the  Star  Market  Warehouse  and  the  National 
Lead  Company  (located  at  extreme  edge  of  town  on  University  Drive),  are 
now  ready  and  require  services  this  year;  also,  a  new  gasoline  station,  a 
new  fuel  oil  company,  and  now  one  local  taxi  company  has  recently  installed 
taxi  meters  which  must  be  tested,  calibrated,  and  sealed  just  as  soon  as 
I  can  plot  an  exact  mile  course  for  testing  purposes.  I  would  probably  be 
wrong  in  not  assuming  that  competitive  companies  will  also  install  meters, 
thus  increasing  the  work  load. 

However,  I  have  enjoyed  the  challenging  opportunity  and  honor  of 
having  served  and  therefore  wish  to  thank  the  Manager,  Mr.  Blasenak, 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Police  Department,  Consumers  Council,  Norwood 
Merchants  and  Industry  and  the  public  for  their  respective  cooperation.

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans 
Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1969. 

This  was  a  year  of  added  accomplishment  for  the  department  as  we 
increased  our  personnel  staff  to  three  with  the  appointment  of  a  new 
Senior  Clerk  Typist  and  by  a  strange  quirk  of  fate  on  the  last  day  of  the 
year,  December  31st,  we  were  moved  to  our  new  location  in  the  basement. 

These  have  been  two  of  the  three  goals  the  department  has  been  working 
for  the  past  several  years  —  the  third,  which  is  some  practical  arrangement 
for  private  interviewing,  has  not  yet  been  fully  achieved  but  every  effort 
is  being  made  for  a  satisfactory  arrangement. 
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The  Annual  Budget  for  Veterans  Benefits  reached  an  all  time  figure 
this  year  of  approximately  $105,000.00  and  this  was  as  a  result  of  a  large 
increase  in  seasonal  unemployment,  prolonged  illness  cases,  additional  Nurs¬ 
ing  Home  cases,  and  rising  hospital  and  medical  costs  along  with  the 
customary  demands  for  financial  assistance  by  the  veteran  community 

Veterans  Services  which  usurps  approximately  60%  of  our  time  con¬ 
tinues  to  flourish  as  the  welcome  parade  of  returning  servicemen  from 
home  and  abroad  not  only  continues  but  increases.  Each  one  is  briefed  on 
what  State  and  Federal  Benefits  are  available  to  him  and  all  are  encouraged 
to  take  care  of  the  G.I.  Schooling,  On-the-Job  and  Apprenticeship  training 

programs. 

The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  composed  as  it  is  of  two  com¬ 
ponent  parts  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  G.L.  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946  for  the  purpose  of  admin¬ 
istering  Veterans  Benefits  and  Services.  Norwood  spent  approximately 
$105,000.00  this  year  in  the  benefits  program.  All  assistance  cases  were 
investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter  115  of  the 
G.L.  which  assures  the  Town  of  Norwood  a  fifty  (50%)  percent  reimburse¬ 
ment  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans  Services  is  to  assist  veterans 
and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance  and  information 
and  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational  or  other 
educational  opportunities,  G.I.  Loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care,  com¬ 
pensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training,  insurance,  burial 
allowances,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  all  other  benefits  granted  under 
existing  State  and  Federal  Laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  was  accorded  conscientious  consideration 
and  all  possible  assistance  under  existing  regulations  was  invariably  granted. 
The  one  aim  was  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependents  the  best  service 
possible  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting 
them  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and 
the  various  local  civic  and  veterans  organizations  that  interest  themselves  in 
veterans’  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this  department 
throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans  Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Town  Counsel,  other  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of  Veterans  Services 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Department  for  the  year  1969. 

This  past  year  there  was  further  progress  made  in  our  13.8  K.V.  ex¬ 
pansion  along  with  the  completion  of  feeder  number  six  between  Boston 
Edison  Company  and  Norwood. 

The  construction  of  the  new  115  K.V.  station  and  transmission  line  has 
been  proceeding  and  we  expect  to  be  in  partial  operation  in  1970. 

Negotiations  were  numerous  but  progress  was  minimum  regarding  our 
efforts  towards  a  reduction  in  rates  from  our  supplier. 

An  increase  in  kilowatt  hours  consumed  of  12.16%  over  1968  was  ex¬ 
perienced. 

The  department  expects  1970  to  be  a  year  of  continued  growth  influenced 
greatly  by  the  Polaroid  complex  and  the  University  Avenue  area. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  as  well  as  other  Departments  for  their  cooperation.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were 
fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment 
was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  different 
Parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
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delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Official  Ballots  Janu¬ 
ary  19,  1970”  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters 
of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election. 
They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package  received 
from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances 
and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only 
to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  Ballot 
Boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the 
Wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then 
set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  o’clock  P.M.  At  the  close 
of  the  polls,  the  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  three  thousand  and 
sixty-one  (3,061)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  entrances 
of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree  and  the  total  number 
of  names  so  checked  was  three  thousand  and  sixty-one  (3,061).

Summary 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  amends  the  existing  consti¬ 
tutional  provisions  which  direct  the  division  of  the  Commonwealth  into  240 
representative  districts  and  40  senatorial  districts.  It  provides  for  a  census 
of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth  in  the  year 
1971  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter.  The  census  in  1971  is  to  be  the  basis 
for  determining  the  representative  and  senatorial  districts  for  the  ten-year 
period  beginning  January  1,  1975.  Each  subsequent  census  shall  be  the  basis 
for  determining  the  districts  for  each  ten-year  period  beginning  the  fourth 
January  following  each  census,  so  that  the  census  in  1981  will  determine  the 
districts  as  of  January,  1985,  etc. 

The  amendment  provides  that  the  house  of  representatives  shall  consist 
of  two  hundred  and  forty  members  and  the  senate  of  forty  members.  In  its 
first  regular  session  following  each  census,  the  Legislature  shall  divide  the 
Commonwealth  into  two  hundred  and  forty  representative  districts  of  con¬ 
tiguous  territory  and  forty  senatorial  districts  also  of  contiguous  territory. 
Each  representative  district  shall  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal 
number  of  inhabitants  according  to  the  census.  Each  senatorial  district  shall 
also  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants  according 
to  the  census.  A  representative  district  shall  not  unite  two  or  more  counties, 
towns,  or  cities,  or  parts  thereof,  or  a  city  and  a  town,  or  parts  thereof;  in 
one  district  unless  the  same  is  unavoidable.  Further,  no  town  of  less  than 
six  thousand  inhabitants  shall  be  divided  in  forming  representative  districts. 
It  is  also  provided  that  the  County  of  Dukes  County  and  Nantucket  County 
shall  each  be  a  representative  district,  notwithstanding  the  foregoing.  The 
senatorial  districts,  each  of  which  shall  elect  one  Senator,  shall  be  formed 
without  uniting  two  counties  or  parts  of  two  or  more  counties,  unless  the 
same  is  unavoidable. 

Each  representative  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he 
is  chosen  at  least  one  year  immediately  preceding  his  election,  and  each 
senator  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen  at  the 
time  of  his  election  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  Commonwealth 
for  at  least  five  years  immedately  preceding  his  election.  Any  representative 
or  senator  who  ceases  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  cease 
to  represent  his  district. 

The  amendment  also  provides  that  the  Legislature  (1)  may  by  law  limit 
the  time  within  which  judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted  calling  in 
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question  any  such  division  and  (2)  shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner  of 
calling  and  conducting  elections  for  the  choice  of  representatives  and  of 
ascertaining  their  election.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were 
fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment 
was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  different 
parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Official  Ballots  Novem¬ 
ber  3,  1970”  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters 
of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election. 
They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package  received 
from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances 
and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only 
to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  Ballot 
Boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the 
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Wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then 
set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  6:00  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  At 
the  close  of  the  polls,  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  eleven 
thousand,  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three  (11,853)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  en¬ 
trances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree  and  the  total 
number  of  names  so  checked  was  eleven  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  (11,853).

Gentlemen: 

The  Norwood  Airport  Commission  hereby  submits  its  report  for  the  year 
1970. 

A  brief  review  of  matters  discussed  during  the  year  were  as  follows: 

1.  Application  and  discussion  with  State  and  Federal  agencies  relative 
to  future  work. 

2.  Meeting  with  Boston  Metropolitan  Airport  Inc.,  and  Norwood  Avia¬ 
tion  Inc.  officials  relative  to  future  expansion  on  leased  parcels 
adjacent  to  Access  Road. 

3.  Discussion  with  Town  Counsel  relative  to  legal  requirements  per¬ 
taining  to  the  Airport. 

The  taxiway  parallel  to  the  East-West  Runway  was  officially  opened 
in  May,  1970. 

The  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission  at  a  cost  of  $35,000.00  in¬ 
stalled  a  “Port-A-Con”  control  tower.  The  tower  was  opened  on  May,  1970  and 
is  staffed  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency.  One  of  the  main  functions  of  the 
tower  will  be  to  control  the  air  traffic  and  direct  said  traffic  away  from  homes 
and  decrease  the  noise  level  in  the  area. 

The  Boston  Metropolitan  Airport  Inc.  constructed  a  roadway  taxiway 
from  Access  Road  to  the  North-South  Taxiway.

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year 
1970  together  with  a  statement  showing  comparison  of  tax  rate  recapitula¬ 
tions  for  the  years  1969  and  1970. 

A  table  showing  the  comparison  of  valuation,  tax  rate,  and  taxes  as¬ 
sessed  over  the  past  years  is  attached  herewith  as  a  supplemental  report. 

ORGANIZATION 

James  T.  Flaherty,  an  assessor  since  February  23,  1959  and  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors  since  April  15,  1959,  resigned  as  assessor  effective 
June  30,  1970. 

On  May  26,  1970  James  J.  Drummey  was  appointed  as  assessor  by  the 
Selectmen  for  the  three  year  term  ending  April  1,  1973. 

On  July  1,  1970  James  J.  Drummey  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors  effective  July  6,  1970. 

TAX  RATE  FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 

On  May  27,  1970,  the  Board  of  Assessors  determined  the  tax  rate  for  the 
year  1970  to  be  $102.00  per  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  valuation,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $15.00  over  the  1969  rate.  The  School  Tax  Rate  was  determined 
to  be  $48.10  and  the  General  Tax  Rate  $53.90. 

MOTOR  VEHICLE  AND  TRAILER  EXCISE 

17,294  motor  vehicles  and  trailers  were  assessed  for  the  year  1970  and 
excise  in  the  amount  of  $948,107.36  was  committed  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes 
as  of  December  31,  1970.

REVALUATION  SUIT 

A  Bill  of  Complaint  filed  by  ten  taxpayers  against  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  the  Tax  Collector  was  entered  and  filed  in  Norfolk  Superior 
Court  on  December  8,  1969.  First  session  on  the  suit  in  equity  was  held  on 
December  15,  1969.  Subsequent  sessions  were  held  in  January  1970.

A  Final  Decree  by  Judge  Sgarzi,  entered  and  filed  on  February  11,  1970, 
enjoined  and  directed  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  file  with  the  Superior  Court 
on  or  before  April  1,  1970  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  revaluation  at  full 
and  fair  cash  value  of  all  taxable  property  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Final  Decree  by  Judge  Sgarzi  was  appealed  on  February  17,  1970. 

At  court  session  held  on  April  21,  1970,  motions  filed  by  petitioners  and 
respondents  were  denied  by  Judge  Campbell. 

Clerk  of  the  Courts  issued  notice  to  both  counsels  on  May  22,  1970  to  pre¬ 
pare  documents  for  Supreme  Court  hearing. 

Counsel  for  petitioners  filed  a  motion  for  dismissal  of  town’s  appeal 
on  September  11,  1970. 

The  motion  for  dismissal  was  heard  by  Judge  Hale  on  September  28, 
1970. 

The  motion  to  dismiss  town’s  appeal  was  granted  by  Judge  Hale  on 

September  29,  1970  as  procedural  steps  for  the  appeal  to  Supreme  Court  had 
not  been  satisfied. 

A  Petition  for  Contempt  filed  by  the  petitioners  was  heard  by  Judge 
Good  on  November  23,  1970. 

An  Amended  Final  Decree  was  entered  on  November  25,  1970  by  Judge 
Good  which  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  are  hereby 
enjoined  and  directed  to: 

A.  File  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  on  or  before 
Monday,  February  1,  1971,  in  compliance  with  applicable,  statutory 
and  constitutional  principals  and  provisions,  a  comprehensive  plan 
for  the  revaluation  at  full  and  fair  cash  value  of  all  taxable  property 
in  the  Town  of  Norwood  in  an  orderly  manner  and  with  deliberate 
speed  —  such  revaluation  to  take  effect  as  of  January  1,  1972.

As  the  Building  Inspector  is  also  the  enforcement  officer  for  the  Zoning 
Laws  I  attended  every  Board  of  Appeals  meeting  held  in  1970,  but  one.  I 
also  met  with  the  Board  of  Appeal  members  in  the  field  to  discuss  various 
problems.  There  were  47  Building  Permit  Applications  —  denied  by  the 
Building  Inspector  and  35  of  them  went  through  the  legal  process  of  com¬ 
pletion  to  a  public  hearing. 

There  were  2  appeals  filed  with  the  Building  Code  Board  of  Appeal 
through  this  office,  one  on  a  structure  variance  and  one  on  a  setback  vari¬ 
ance.  I  attended  these  meetings  up  to  and  including  the  public  hearings. 

There  were  2  proposed  changes  in  the  Building  Code  which  were 
worked  out  with  the  Board  of  Appeal  Building  Code  members,  the  Fire 
Department,  and  myself  at  various  meetings.  (These  changes  became  law  on 
January  16,  1971) 

The  Building  Inspector  was  served  summons  for  a  court  appearance 
once  in  1970.  There  was  one  out  of  state  trip  made  by  the  Building  Inspector 
to  Nashua,  N.  H.  at  a  cost  of  $7  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  to  inspect  the  fabric¬ 
ation  of  panels  for  Fisher  Gardens  Apartment  complex. 

The  year  1971  appears  to  be  coming  on  as  a  busier  one  than  1970  as  there 
are  now  3  apartment  complexes  under  construction,  2  to  be  started,  3 
nursing  homes  to  be  started,  a  million  dollar  function  room  and  many  others. 

The  objective  of  this  department  is  to  make  all  buildings  and  structures 
as  fire  safe  and  structurally  safe  as  possible  for  the  public.  This  past  year 
is  my  first  and  the  cooperation  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Plumbing  and  Gas  Inspector,  the  Wiring  Inspector,  and  all  other 
departments  has  been  excellent. 

I  would  also  like  to  publicly  thank  the  Board  of  Appeal  members, 
especially  Mr.  James  Drummey  —  Chairman,  who  has  given  so  much  of  his 
time  to  help  me  understand  more  fully  the  Zoning  Laws  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood.

The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

In  the  past  year  the  Cemetery  Department  has  prepared  and  conducted 
238  interments.  We  also  conducted  two  (2)  inter-cemetery  and  two  (2)  out 
of  town  transfers. 

In  1970,  the  Cemetery  Superintendent  did  the  required  drafting  and 
printing  for  238  burials.  This  number  includes  45  new  C.  Lots,  11  new  G. 
Lots  and  34  that  were  plotted  in  the  single  grave  book.  The  original  lot 
plans  were  filed  at  the  Engineering  Department  while  prints  were  made  for 
the  Cemetery  Department  and  the  Town  Clerks  Office. 

The  Cemetery  crew  has  excavated  and  poured  a  total  of  78  new  founda¬ 
tions  for  monuments  throughout  the  cemetery.  They  also  installed  16 
flush  markers  on  various  lots. 

On  April  13,  1970  it  was  necessary  to  open  a  new  Garden  Section  (G2), 
as  the  G1  Section  had  reached  its  capacity. 

In  the  Companion  Section  (2  and  3  grave  lots)  it  was  necessary  to  open 
a  new  section.  Only  the  3  grave  lots  in  this  section  are  available  at  present. 

All  Perpetual  Care  request  and  paid  and  winter  grave  repairs  were 
taken  care  of  as  quickly  as  possible.  In  all,  the  Cemetery  crew  repaired  113 
graves  of  this  total  89  were  sodded  and  24  areas  were  reseeded.  A  large  area 
of  the  Companion  Section  was  also  reseeded.  Also  the  Department,  with  the 
owners  permission,  removed  a  number  of  unsightly  and  overgrown  trees  and 
shrubs  from  various  lots.  Most  of  these  areas  have  been  reseeded. 

All  the  Cemetery  owned  shrubbery,  trees  and  hedges  were  trimmed  and 
cared  for  during  growing  season.  (All  flower  beds  were  weeded  whenever 
possible).

There  has  been  approximately  15  tons  of  fertilizer  and  16  tons  of  lime 
used  throughout  both  Highland  and  Old  Parish  Cemeteries.  We  also  used 
600  pounds  of  seed  in  refurbushing  both  cemeteries. 

The  lawn  in  Highland  Cemetery  was  mowed  and  trimmed  throughout 
the  growing  season. 
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Again  this  year  there  were  no  burials  in  Old  Parish  Cemetery  but  the 
lawns  were  limed  and  fertilized  in  the  spring  and  the  grass  was  kept  mowed 
and  trimmed  whenever  possible. 

Although  this  Department  is  not  responsible  for  vandalism,  the  Cemetery 
crew  reset  and  in  most  cases  repuddied  a  total  of  77  monuments  that  had 
been  damaged  by  vandals.  This  was  done  at  no  cost  to  the  monument  owner. 

Again  this  year  we  have  continued  with  our  asphalt  work  on  both  new 
and  old  walks.  All  of  the  preporation  of  these  walks  was  done  by  this 
Department.  Approximately  650  linear  feet  of  new  walk  had  been  excavated 
and  prepared  for  hot  top,  while  1200  linear  feet  was  prepared  for  resurfacing. 
A  total  of  88  tons  of  asphalt  was  put  down  by  private  contractor. 

The  Cemetery  crew  has  continued  clearing  trees  and  brush  in  Section  52. 
We  used  about  300  cubic  yards  of  fill  in  this  area  which  will  eventually  be 
used  for  expansion  of  our  Single  Grave  area.  The  fill  was  obtained  from 
a  Town  Contract  from  which  we  also  received  approximately  500  cubic 
yards  of  good  loam. 

Again  this  year  we  have  sprayed  a  number  of  the  gravel  walks  with  a 
non-selective  weed  killer.  This  process  has  kept  the  walks  free  of  any  un¬ 
sightly  overgrowth  of  weeds.  Most  of  these  walks  have  been  widdened  and 
in  some  cases  resurfaced. 

We  had  to  have  6  trees  removed  as  they  were  very  badly  diseased  and 
6  maples  were  planted  in  there  place.  The  other  trees  and  hedges  were 
sprayed  in  season. 

There  were  36  new  azaleas  planted  throughout  the  C.  and  G.  Sections 
and  it  was  necessary  to  replace  6  Hatfield  Hews  that  had  been  damaged  by 
snow  plows. 

We  had  a  water  break  in  early  spring  and  the  Cemetery  crew  had  to 
replace  a  16  foot  section  of  2"  water  line.  These  breaks  are  becoming  more 
and  more  frequent  each  year  and  I  feel  that  the  majority  of  the  water  system 
should  be  replaced  in  the  very  near  future. 

As  Custodian  of  Veterans  Graves,  any  depressed  graves  were  filled  and 
reseeded  or  sodded  when  ever  we  were  able.  Veterans  organization  markers 
and  flags  were  placed  on  all  new  veterans  graves. 

The  Cemetery  crew  installed  20  bronze  and  1  marble  upright  veterans 
markers  at  various  veterans  graves  throughout  the  cemetery. 

We  have  had  21  veterans  burials  in  the  past  year,  of  these  7  were  in 
WW  I,  13  were  in  WW  II,  and  1  was  in  both  WW  II  and  Korea. 

The  Cemetery  crew  has  assisted  the  Public  Works  in  setting  up  the 
bandstand  for  all  special  town  events  and  have  exchanged  equipment  with 
the  Public  Works  and  Light  Department  whenever  there  was  a  need  for  it. 

The  Cemetery  Superintendent  met  with  the  Town  Engineer  on  future 
planning  of  water  and  drain  line  expansion  and  also  future  expansion  of  the 
cemetery  itself. 
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The  year  1970  has  been  another  busy  year  and  the  increase  in  the 
amount  of  vandalism  has  made  it  that  much  more  difficult  for  the  men  of  this 
department.  There  is  no  one  solution  for  curbing  the  amount  of  vandalism 
in  cemeteries  but  I  feel  that  over  a  period  of  years  we  should  continue 
fencing  the  cemetery  until  it  is  entirely  enclosed. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Blasenak  and  all  the  other  Department 
Heads  for  the  loan  of  their  time  and  equipment  whenever  it  was  needed. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  men  of  this  department  for  their  efforts 
in  the  past  year.  They  have  worked  very  hard  with  seemingly  little  appre¬ 
ciation  for  the  excellent  job  they  are  doing  in  caring  for  our  cemetery.

REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION

Goals 

1.  To  set  up  a  coordinated  plan  involving  the  Conservation  Commission 
and  the  Recreation  Department  together  with  the  Selectmen  to  secure  and 
safeguard  all  land  available  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  conservation  and  use 
through  recreation. 

2.  The  Purchase  of  Ellis  Pond.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Conservation  Commission  received  a  tentative  offer  from  Mr.  Fairbane, 
the  owner  of  Ellis  Pond,  to  sell  his  property  to  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Two 
appraisers  were  hired,  Mr.  Paul  Taylor  and  Mr.  Jeff  Sullivan.  After  approx¬ 
imately  a  four  month  study,  the  appraisels  were  submitted.  At  the  present 
time,  the  Commission  and  the  Selectmen  are  negotiating  with  Mr.  Fairbane 
for  the  purchase  of  Ellis  Pond.  The  Commission  is  very  optimistic  about  the 
final  outcome  and  hopes  that  the  Town  will  acquire  the  only  remaining  Pond 
in  the  Town. 
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3.  Flood  Plain  Zoning.  The  Commission  along  with  the  Planning 
Board  have  put  together  a  Flood  Plain  Zoning  plan  to  protect  our  remaining 
floodable  land  and  wildlife  that  live  on  this  land  from  further  development 
The  plan  proposed  by  the  Commission  emphasizes  that  the  most  important 
aspect  would  be  the  protection  of  these  lands  through  workable  and  en¬ 
forceable  statutes.  The  lands  to  be  protected  should  be  the  Neponset  Valley 
up  to  contour  line  60  plus  all  floodable  lands  along  the  several  contributories 
of  the  Neponset  River.  Special  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  absorbent 
lands  in  the  area  of  Father  McAleer’s  and  in  addition  express  evaluation 
should  be  given  to  any  proposed  building  within  50  feet  of  the  center  line  of 
the  stream  whether  the  land  is  floodable  or  not. 

Activities 

Neponset  River  Project: 

On  October  24,  1970  a  Neponset  River  Clean  Up  was  conducted  in  all  the 
towns  through  which  the  Neponset  flows.  The  coordinator  for  the  Town  of 
Norwood  was  Mrs.  Betty  Cotrell.  Previous  to  this  project,  Mr.  Bob  Stanhope 
of  the  Blue  Hills  Trailside  Museum  presented  to  the  Commission  a  slide 
tour  of  the  Neponset  which  clearly  showed  the  pollution  and  abuse  that  has 
blighted  this  River.  Due  to  the  wide  and  generous  response  of  many  groups, 
businesses,  and  individuals  this  project  was  a  success.  However,  there  still 
remains  a  lot  to  be  done  to  clean  up  this  River  in  order  to  restore  it  to  its 
original  beauty. 


Legislation 

Supported:  The  Commission  endorsed  Bill  #977  —  “That  the  MDC  or 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  be  authorized  to  acquire  certain  lands 
adjacent  to  the  Neponset  River  for  Conservation  and  Recreational  purposes.” 

Opposed:  The  Commission  opposed  Bill  #4565  —  “That  the  MDC  be  di¬ 
rected  to  dredge  the  Neponset  River  in  the  Towns  of  Norwood  and  Canton.”

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Much  of  the  service  rendered  was  advisory  in  nature  and  was  furnished 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  Town  through  written  and  verbal  opinions 
upon  request  therefor. 

Additional  service  was  rendered  by  attendance  at  hearings  and  con¬ 
ferences,  court  appearances,  drafting  of  articles  for  town  meeting  warrants 
and  motions  to  be  offered  thereunder,  drafting  of  deeds,  agreements  and 
various  other  instruments.

Because  the  Town  does  not  carry  public  liability  insurance,  all  such 
claims  are  referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  investigation  and  settlement  with 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and,  if  settlement  cannot  be  made,  then 
the  case  is  tried  in  court  by  Town  Counsel. 

Without  listing  all  the  cases  handled,  suffice  it  to  say  that  cases  by  and 
against  the  Town  have  been  brought  to  a  current  status  with  little  or  no 
“backlog”  so  called. 


Conclusion 

I  am  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  served  the  Town  as  legal 
counsel.  During  my  period  of  service,  I  have  been  constantly  aware  of  the 
great  responsibilities  attendant  upon  this  position  in  a  growing  community 
such  as  ours.

The  Town  Engineer  hereby  submits  his  annual  report  for  the  year  1970. 

The  following  pages  outline  the  construction  work  completed  in  the 
Town  during  1970,  and  the  extent  to  which  the  Engineering  Department 
participated.  The  Department,  where  indicated,  did  all  the  engineering  work 
including  preliminary  field  work  and  design,  preparation  of  proposals  and 
taking  of  bids,  observing  contractors’  work  during  construction,  preparation 
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of  estimates  for  payment  to  contractors  for  work  performed,  and  all  inter¬ 
mediate  steps.  In  cases  where  other  engineers  were  involved,  the  Engineering 
Department  spent  many  hours  in  discussing  preliminary  designs  and  many 
hours  in  the  field  during  construction. 

Also  noted  are  the  innumerable  other  engineering  services  rendered  to 
Town  and  other  governmental  agencies,  and  to  private  persons  and  entities. 

This  work  was  accomplished  by  a  departmental  staff  of  four  men  plus  the 
Town  Engineer. 

The  financial  and  job  advancement  futures  in  the  Town  employ  are, 
at  this  time,  not  attractive  to  the  types  of  qualified  engineering  personnel 
who  are  needed,  and  who  will  stay  in  the  Town  employ. 

Within  the  limits  of  available  staff,  the  demands  made  on  the  department 
for  engineering  services  and  advice  are  met. 

The  larger,  more  complex  projects  which  are  more  tightly  scheduled 
as  to  time  limits,  must  be  engineered  by  outside  engineering  help.

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Permanent  Building  Committee 

Town  Engineer  met  with  members  and  visited  sites  on  eleven  occasions 
concerning  location  of  perimeter  fencing  at  Junior  High  North,  proposed 
paving  and  drainage  projects,  and  existing  drainage  problem.  Engineering 
Department  surveyed  and  staked  entire  perimeter  of  Junior  High  North  lot 
for  proposed  fencing. 

Planning  Board 

Town  Engineer  is  the  engineer  for  the  Planning  Board  and  attended 
nineteen  Board  meetings  in  1970.  The  Town  Engineer  personally  provided 
a  multitude  of  reports,  information,  data,  plans  etc.  for  the  many  aspects  of 
the  Planning  Board  work.  The  Engineering  Department  again  gave  consider¬ 
able  time  to  the  Planning  Board  in  the  inspections  of  sub-divisions  and 
reports  on  the  same,  preparation  of  zoning  study  plans  and  also  zoning 
change  plans  and  legal  descriptions  for  legal  advertisements  preliminary  to 
hearings  and  finally  town  meeting  action.  Transparencies  of  proposed  zoning 
changes  were  prepared  by  the  department  for  presentation  at  town  meetings. 

The  master  zoning  map  was  revised  and  updated  and  after  Planning 
Board  approval  500  small  zoning  maps  were  printed  for  distribution. 

A  total  of  twenty  subdivisions  were  worked  on  by  the  Town  Engineer 
during  the  year.  These  sub-divisions  were  in  various  stages  of  development 
from  early  preliminary  planning  to  final  inspections  for  bond  release.  On 
all  of  them,  reports  were  made  to  the  Planning  Board  for  their  action.  Again 
it  is  estimated  that  the  Assistant  Town  Engineer  and  at  least  one  Grade  II 
Engineer  spent  about  10%  of  their  time  on  Planning  Board  sub-division  work. 

The  Planning  Board  has  no  full  time  personnel  at  the  Municipal  Build¬ 
ing  and  many  questions  on  planning  matters  are  referred  to  the  Town 
Engineer  who  must  spend  considerable  time  imparting  information,  regula¬ 
tions,  plan  data  etc.  to  the  parties  seeking  such  data. 

Again  it  should  be  noted  that  work  done  by  the  Engineer  and  the 
Department  for  the  Planning  Board  can  result  in  great  savings  to  the  Town 
in  the  future. 

The  Department  endeavors  with  its  limited  staff  to  see  that  all  Town 
and  Planning  Board  regulations  are  enforced,  so  that  the  Town  does  not 
inherit  a  financial  liability  after  acceptance  of  the  streets. 

Police  Department 

Town  Engineer  aided  Traffic  Safety  Officer  on  various  projects,  and  also 
gave  certifications  of  public  ways  as  requested. 

Public  Works  Department 

1970  was  similar  to  1969  in  requests  for  Engineering  Department  work 
from  the  Public  Works  Department  with  the  result  that  the  Assistant  Town 
Engineer  and  a  Grade  II  Engineer  spent  about  25%  of  their  time  on  various 
Public  Works  Department  projects  such  as  locations  of  existing  utility 
mains  and  connections,  gate  and  curb  boxes,  and  manholes,  street  line  for 
various  projects,  elevations  taken  for  utility  connections  and  profiles  taken 
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for  the  alleviation  of  drainage  problems,  tie-data  for  newly  installed  utilities 
and  sketches  of  ties  to  existing  utilities,  shots  on  ledge  to  compute  quantities 
removed,  and  many  other  aids  to  the  Public  Works  Department  in  the  course 
of  their  daily  routine.  In  addition  other  Engineering  Department  personnel 
took  profiles  of  Meadowbrook  and  Arcadia  Road  drain  ditch  and  worked  out 
grade  sheets  for  the  excavation  work  done  on  these  jobs.  The  Engineering 
Department  Grade  IV  Engineer  spent  much  time  on  the  Meadowbrook  dredg¬ 
ing  job  during  the  work,  and  also  did  all  the  preliminary  planning  and 
design  for  the  Shaw  Street  cul-de-sac  job.  During  construction  of  the  Shaw 
Street  drain  and  sewer  connection,  Engineer  Department  personnel  spent 
many  hours  on  the  job. 

Recreation  Department 

Plans  were  compiled  and  prepared  for  all  the  present  recreation  areas, 
for  use  of  the  Superintendent  in  planning  future  development.  In  addition 
plans  and  photos  made  available  to  the  Recreation  Department  for  future 
recreation  sites.  Town  Engineer  discussed  and  worked  with  Superintendent 
on  future  construction  projects  and  costs. 

School  Department 

Town  Engineer  discussed  various  problems  with  school  personnel  among 
which  were  school  yard  paving  jobs,  proposed  sidewalk  construction  for 
school  pedestrians,  mileage  from  various  areas  to  the  school  buildings,  drain¬ 
age  problem  at  Cleveland  School  etc.  Engineering  Department  also  designed 
and  supervised  construction  of  drive  widenings  at  the  Balch  and  Junior 
High  South  Schools.

This  usually  involves  future  town  utility  proposals 
and  the  allocation  to  the  Gas  Company  of  proper  space  in  the  town  ways 
so  that  provisions  can  be  made  for  future  town  utility  construction  in  the 
same  areas.  The  Engineering  Department  spends  much  time  locating  and 
marking  out  existing  town  utilities  so  that  proper  spacing  of  existing  and 
proposed  utilities  can  be  planned.  In  1970,  the  Town  Engineer  met  with  Gas 
Company  37  times  regarding  the  proposed  gas  main  locations  in  16  new 
locations,  and  on  other  projects  concerning  the  Town’s  interest. 

Polaroid  Corp. 

Town  Engineer  discussed  planning  for  traffic  flows,  utility  tie-ins,  future 
site  and  utility  planning,  and  drainage  problems  with  Polaroid  people. 

Reardon,  L.  J.  Co.,  Contractors: 

Town  Engineer  and  Reardon  went  over  utility  and  site  problems  on  new 
Cadillac  garage  and  on  the  Library  drainage  problem. 

Reed,  A.  B.  Co.,  Engrs.:

Town  Engineer  worked  with  company  engineers  on  many  phases  of 
University  Avenue  water  main  job,  Clark  sewer  job,  Irving  Street  water 
main  job,  and  the  Pleasant  Street  bridge  job.  Engineering  Department  sup¬ 
plied  field  work  on  location  of  existing  utilities  prior  to  and  during  con¬ 
struction  of  these  jobs. 

Warren  Chemical  Co.: 

Town  Engineer  worked  with  Town  consultant  and  also  County  Engineer 
regarding  various  problems  arising  from  bridge  construction  abutting 
Warren  Chem.  Co.  property. 

In  1970,  the  usual  multitude  of  queries,  complaints,  and  problems  were 
handled  by  the  Town  Engineer  where  answers  and  solutions  of  an  engineer¬ 
ing  nature  were  required;  e.g.  —  questions  regarding  easements  and  takings, 
zoning,  sewer  assessments,  proposed  zoning  changes,  Planning  Board  regu¬ 
lations  and  procedures,  Town-By-Laws  and  policy  procedures,  lot  data  for 
appraisers,  available  lands  for  various  types  of  developments,  complaints 
during  construction  jobs  and  many  other  inquiries  of  similar  kind. 

Also  the  Town  Engineer  investigated  26  drainage  complaints  and  re¬ 
ported  on  same  to  General  Manager  along  with  written  reports  on  all  subjects 

as  requested. 

Town  Engineer  attended  fifty-five  meetings  of  various  town  boards  and 
agencies  after  the  regular  work  hours,  and  gave  engineering  advice  as  re¬ 
quested.  Research  work  was  done  in  Norfolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds  on  the 
various  taking  and  easement  projects  and  also  on  other  jobs  such  as  use  of 
Hartshorn’s  Swale  land,  status  of  various  unaccepted  streets,  Willett  School 
walkway  and  the  like. 

Town  Engineer  represented  the  Town  on  the  occasion  of  various  Chapter 
90  hearings,  Chapter  91  hearings,  preconstruction  conferences  with  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Public  Works,  Topics  program,  and  M.D.C.  water  and 
sewer  hearings.  Written  reports  on  the  hearing  actions  were  submitted  to 
the  General  Manager. 

The  year  1971  will  keep  the  Engineering  Department  occupied  as  evi¬ 
denced  by  the  current  and  proposed  jobs  such  as . 
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1.  Work  on  the  TOPICS  program. 

2.  Everett  Street  proposed  Chapter  90  construction. 

3.  Completion  of  Pleasant  Street  bridge. 

4.  Work  to  be  done  on  13  sub-divisions  now  in  various  stages  of  activity 
under  the  Planning  Board,  plus  those  developments  not  yet  submitted 
to  the  Board. 

5.  Regular  run  of  town  construction  jobs. 

6.  Proposed  N.E.  Telephone  Co.  underground  duct  line  to  be  installed 
on  Vernon,  Maple,  Winter  and  Nichols  Streets. 

7.  Polaroid  continuing  expansion  involving  town  utilities. 

8.  Anderson-Nichols-Neponset  River  flood  plain  study. 

9.  Proposed  University  Avenue  extension. 

10.  Assessors’  revaluation  of  all  buildings,  property,  and  land  in  the 
town. 

11.  Usual  run  of  new  industrial  and  commercial  construction  projects. 

12.  Proposed  new  school  construction. 

In  1971,  all  of  those  jobs  and  others  like  them  along  with  the  regular 
needs  of  the  various  Town  agencies  will  mean  work  for  the  Department.  We 
hope  to  fulfill  all  requests.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  John  Lydon,  Chairman  January  25,  1970 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Mr.  Lydon: 

I  submit  to  you  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  the  Annual 
Report  of  your  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1970. 
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Periodic  Inspections  were  made  throughout  the  year  in  all  schools, 
nursing  homes,  hospital,  public  buildings  and  all  new  resident  and  apart¬ 
ment  houses.  Training  has  been  given  to  private  fire  brigades  of  industry 
and  their  management.  Much  of  this  work  goes  unseen,  but  I  point  with 
pride  to  our  (attached)  fire  record  which  shows  the  result  of  our  efforts 
over  the  previous  five  years.  While  the  number  of  alarms  for  1970  is  over 
1965,  please  note  that  dwelling,  store,  factory  and  public  building  fires  have 
decreased.  There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  false  alarms  which 
reflects  on  our  youth  and  miscellaneous  alarms  which  I  attribute  to  the 
increase  in  population  growth  and  industry  needing  our  services. 

Fire  training  school  was  attended  by  all  new  men  while  other  fire  fighters 
took  refresher  courses  or  are  attending  fire  science  courses  offered  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  at  Bay  State  College  in  Watertown. 
Firefighting  is  a  rapidly  changing  field  and  it  becomes  more  and  more 
necessary  to  keep  up  to  date  with  the  new  methods  of  building  and  hazards 
of  our  new  man-made  products.  Everyday  we  see  more  trucking  of  hazardous 
materials  over  our  highways  and  railroads  which  must  be  controlled  with 
knowledge,  efficiency  and  special  tools  and'  equipment  to  handle  these  pro¬ 
blems  when  they  occur  in  order  to  protect  our  townspeople  and  community. 

I  therefore  make  the  following  recommendation  for  improvement  of  your 
Fire  Department. 

1.  Addition  of  four  more  fire  fighters  to  increase  the  minimum  of  men 
on  duty. 

a.  Present  manpower  is  distributed  as  follows:  Engine  3,  four  men. 
Second  engine  (to  lay  lines  to  Engine  3  at  fire),  two  men.  Ladder 
Co.,  three  men.  Reserve  Co.  at  Station,  two  men.  Fire  Alarm,  one 
man.  Total  Fire  Fighters  on  duty,  twelve  men  and  officer.  Many 
times  manpower  is  depleted  by  having  to  supply  one  or  two  men 
for  ambulance  duty  and  sick  leave.  Ambulance  calls  for  1970  were 
777  so  that  there  were  777  times  that  the  Town  of  Norwood  was 
protected  by  eleven  or  less  fire  fighters  on  duty.  Surely  a  Town 
our  size  warrants  more  protection  and  I  ask  that  you  give  this 
problem  serious  consideration. 

2.  Replacement  of  our  old  1949  pumper  with  an  up-to-date  truck. 

3.  Purchase  of  property  for  sub  fire  station  at  Chapel  Street  between 
Episcopal  Church  and  Elks  Club. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen,  General  Manager  Walter  A.  Blasenak  and  the  Department  heads 
for  their  continued  co-operation.  To  the  Towns  of  Westwood,  Dedham,  Wal¬ 
pole  and  Canton  and  their  Chiefs,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  their 
support  in  establishing  our  Mutual  Aid  Program.

1970  FIRE  RESPONSES 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  MANAGER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 

The  General  Manager  wishes  to  submit  detailed  reports  for  1970  for  all 
departments  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  General  Manager.  As  the 
individual  departments  will  show,  there  has  been  considerable  activity  and 
progress  made  in  the  various  departments  with  emphasis  again  being  placed 
on  the  improvement  and  development  of  the  Municipal  Light  Department 
and  Recreation  Department. 

It  is  recommended  that  you  read  the  detailed  reports  of  the  various 
department  heads  in  which  they  place  forth  the  many  activities  and  programs 
carried  out  by  their  departments  during  the  year  1970. 

As  in  the  past,  the  General  Manager  will  in  his  report  call  your  attention 
to  the  highlights  of  the  year  1970. 


Recreation  Department 


Under  the  guidance  of  the  Superintendent  of  Recreation  Kevin  T.  Dixon 
and  his  staff,  the  Norwood  Recreation  Department  was  operated  at  full 
capacity  and  is  playing  an  important  role  in  instituting  many  ‘  firsts”  pro¬ 
grams  for  Norwood’s  Recreation  Center. 


The  Community  Center  is  in  its  second  year  of  operation  and  is  operat¬ 
ing  on  a  7  day  week.  The  Senior  Citizens’  Program  has  outgrown  its  quarters 
at  the  Community  Center  and  at  the  present  time  the  group  holds  its 
meetings  at  St.  Catherine’s  Auditorium.  It  appears  that  additional  facilities 
will  be  needed  in  this  department  if  meaningful  and  comprehensive  pro¬ 
grams  are  to  be  maintained  in  the  future. 


The  first  ‘  Tot  Lot”  in  the  Town  for  children  was  installed  at  Ellis 
Gardens  Playground.  A  new  concept  in  child  play  areas.  The  “Tot  Lot  is 
designed  to  spur  the  imagination  of  the  youngsters  while  helping  to  develop 
sound  bodies.  One  of  the  features  of  these  educationally  designed  devices  is 
the  fact  that  they  are  completely  without  movable  parts,  cutting  down  con 
siderably  on  maintenance  costs. 


A  new  feature  at  the  Civic  Playground  each  afternoon  was  the  inaugura¬ 
tion  of  arts  and  crafts,  knitting  and  crocheting.  At  the  end  of  the  summer, 
the  projects  were  displayed  in  the  windows  of  the  Norwood  Messenger  Office. 

Also,  new  in  the  summer  of  1970  was  a  daily  informal  gymnastics’  pro¬ 
gram  from  one  to  four  at  the  Junior  High  School  North.  The  program  was 
limited  to  girls  between  the  ages  of  six  to  eighteen.  The  program  stressed  the 
importance  of  exercise,  the  fundamentals  of  tumbling,  along  with  the  work 
on  the  side  horse,  rings,  and  balance  beam. 


Tennis  classes  were  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Department  with  an 
expanded  program  in  which  1,000  young  people  participated.  The  department 
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also  ran  weekly  tournaments  for  the  citizens  of  Norwood  throughout  the 
summer. 

In  the  1970  summer  season,  swimming  programs  were  offered  at  both 
outdoor  pools.  For  tbe  second  consecutive  year,  over  2500  boys  and  girls 
registered  and  were  subsequently  assigned  to  a  class. 

Much  more  emphasis  and  support  must  be  given  to  our  Recreation 
Department  if  we  are  going  to  continue  a  well-rounded  program  for  all  the 
citizens  of  Norwood  and  to  that  end,  a  study  should  be  made  to  ascertain 
availability  of  land  for  expansion  purposes. 

Highland  Cemetery 

Under  the  leadership  of  Joseph  M.  Welch,  Superintendent,  the  Cemetery 
Department  has  assumed  the  responsibility  for  all  tbe  drafting  and  printing 
in  the  department  together  with  many  of  the  older  plans  being  revised  and 
brought  up  to  date. 

The  Cemetery  crew  during  1970,  uncovered  and  widened  approximately 
2000  linear  feet  of  walks  in  the  older  sections  of  Highland  Cemetery.  These 
walks  were  sprayed  with  weed  killer. 

About  1,200  linear  feet  of  walks  have  been  resurfaced.  The  Cemetery 
crew  continually  works  in  clearing  trees  and  brush  in  Section  52  for  further 
expansion  of  the  cemetery. 

We  are  continually  plagued  with  vandalism  in  the  cemetery  and  the 
General  Manager  asks  the  support  of  the  general  public  in  endeavoring  to 
reduce  and  eliminate  this  continuing  problem. 

During  1970,  the  Town  acquired  a  parcel  of  land  on  Winter  Street  ad¬ 
jacent  to  Highland  Cemetery  and  it  will  be  reserved  for  cemetery  expansion 
purposes. 

School  Department 

As  in  the  past  years,  the  General  Manager  has  worked  closely  with  the 
staff  of  the  School  Department  in  the  maintenance  of  school  buildings. 

While  this  work  has  been  done  within  the  appropriations  allotted  each 
year,  it  would  be  appropriate  to  endeavor  to  secure  larger  appropriations 
so  that  the  school  building  repairs  may  be  done  more  rapidly  than  in  the  past. 

Municipal  Light  Department 

During  the  year  1970  the  Step-down  Station  on  Dean  Street  was  sub¬ 
stantially  completed  and  in  May  or  June  of  1971,  we  will  receive  our  entire 
supply  through  the  115  KV  lines  from  Boston  Edison  Company. 

A  partial  load  is  now  being  received  at  this  location  through  transfor¬ 
mation  equipment  on  loan  from  the  Boston  Edison  Company. 

Police  Department 

A  new  ambulance  was  delivered  and  is  in  operation  in  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  which  was  financed  on  a  50-50  basis  with  the  Federal  Government. 
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This  additional  equipment  affords  the  department  to  render  additional  serv¬ 
ice  along  with  the  use  of  our  old  ambulance. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  plans  to  seek  additional  participation  by  the 
Federal  Government  in  the  procurement  of  equipment. 

Public  Works  Department 

a.  Pleasant  Street  Bridge 

Pleasant  Street  bridge  over  the  Neponset  River  was  constructed  dur¬ 
ing  1970  and  with  some  minor  work  to  be  done  early  in  1971,  it  will 
be  opened  to  the  general  public. 

b.  The  sewer  main  to  the  Clark  Development  was  completed  in  1970. 

c.  The  water  main  on  Irving  Street  was  completed  and  is  in  service. 

d.  The  continuing  program  of  construction  of  granolithic  sidewalks  was 
conducted  on  Washington  Street  in  South  Norwood. 

e.  Blacktop  work  was  done  at  the  Balch  School,  Junior  High  School 
South  and  Junior  High  School  North. 

f.  Drain  work  was  done  on  Meadowbrook  drain  from  Dean  Street  to 
Route  I. 

g  The  Public  Works  Department  rendered  its  usual  maintenance  serv¬ 
ice  throughout  the  year. 

h  During  the  month  of  May,  the  Public  Works  Department  conducted 
the  Clean-Up,  Fix-up,  Paint-up  Month.  This  program  has  served  a  very 
useful  purpose,  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  are  using 
this  method  of  cleaning  out  their  property  during  this  very  short 

period  of  time. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Norwood  Women’s 
Community  Committee  for  their  continuing  interest  and  support  in 
this  program.  We  solicit  the  cooperation  of  all  the  citizens  in  this 
program  during  1971  in  preparation  for  our  100th  Anniversary  which 

will  strat  early  in  1972. 

i.  Topics  Program 

The  Town  of  Norwood  is  currently  working  with  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  on  the  Topics  Program  which  essentially  is  a  pro¬ 
gram  for  upgrading  roads  so  as  to  permit  better  flow  of  traffic  and  to 
eliminate  congestion  at  strategic  intersections. 

Norwood’s  prime  location  under  consideration,  is  located  at  Up¬ 
land  Road,  Everett  Street,  Old  Washington  Street  in  Norwood  and 
Clapboardtree  Street  in  Westwood.  This  is  a  continuing  program  and 
ties  in  with  the  widening  of  Everett  Street  from  Route  I  and  Route  I-A. 
It  is  hopeful  that  some  definitive  action  will  be  taken  in  1971  by  e 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  towns  involved. 

j.  Fourth  of  July  Celebration 

One  of  the  outstanding  civic  projects  town  wide  is  our  annual  4th 
of  July  Celebration.  The  Manager  publicly  wishes  to  congratulate  the 
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committee  which  over  the  years  has  done  such  an  outstanding  job. 
This  celebration  is  financed  wholly  by  public  subscription  and  with 
your  continuing  interest,  we  look  forward  to  an  even  greater  cele¬ 
bration  in  1971. 


‘  Looking  Ahead” 


The  official  family  is  looking  ahead  to  our  100th  Anniversary  of  the 
incorporation  of  the  Town  which  will  commence  on  February  23,  1972  and 
continue  for  some  period  of  time. 


The  General  Committee  plans  to  have  additional  subcommittees  ap¬ 
pointed  to  work  on  the  overall  celebration.  Much  of  the  ground  work  for  the 
celebration  will  have  to  be  done  in  1971  so  that  functions  scheduled  for  early 
in  1972  may  take  place.  We  ask  your  support  and  cooperation  when  called 
upon  as  this  is  planned  to  be  an  outstanding  event  in  the  history  of  the  Town 

of  Norwood. 

In  conclusion,  the  General  Manager  expresses  his  appreciation  to  all 
town  officials  and  committees  for  their  continued  cooperation.  To  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  I  express  my  personal  appreciation  for  their  continued  interest 
and  assistance  in  the  many  activities  under  the  control  of  the  General 

Manager. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  private  and  civic,  fraternal  and  religious  organizations 
for  their  support  throughout  the  year  and  look  forward  to  working!  very 
closely  with  them  in  the  program  “Looking  Ahead”,  namely  the  celebration  of 


our  100th  Anniversary.

The  Board  of  Health  received  four  bids  for  the  collection  and  removal 
of  garbage  from  the  Town  of  Norwood  in  answer  to  its  invitation  for  bids 
They  were:

FISHER  ROBERTS  asked  for  permission  to  withdraw  its  bid  from  con¬ 
sideration  because  they  felt  that  they  had  figured  their  bid  too  low  and  they 
were  having  difficulty  disposing  of  the  garbage. 

The  Board  awarded  the  garbage  removal  contract  to  South  Shore  Dis¬ 
posal  Inc.,  for  a  term  of  three  years  ending  on  April  30,  1973. 

The  Board  of  Health  immunized  Twenty  four  hundred  and  twenty 
children  from  kindergarten  through  grade  seven  against  Mumps  on  February 
4,  5,  1970  and  two  thousand  and  twenty  four  children  from  kindergarten 
through  grade  three  against  German  Measles  on  March  23,  24,  1970. 

The  Board  gave  Flu  shots  to  all  public  service  Employees  on  November 
6  and  December  4,  1970. 

The  Board  Tuberculin  tested  1215  students  in  the  first  and  ninth  grades 
of  the  Norwood  School  system  on  December  9,  1970. 

Dr.  William  F.  Ryan  resigned  as  the  school  eye  clinic  Director  on 
October  2,  1970  due  to  the  pressure  of  his  personal  practice.  Dr.  Ryan  was 
appointed  to  the  position  of  Director  of  the  school  eye  clinic  on  February  26, 
1953  and  he  served  the  Town  of  Norwood  well  during  his  tenure.  His  under¬ 
standing  and  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  children  in  the  Norwood  school 
system  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Norwood  Board  of  Health. 

The  Board  of  Health  advised  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  water  Com¬ 
missioners  that  the  Health  Board  objected  to  the  plan  to  extend  University 
Ave.  through  the  Ellis  well  field.  Any  road  constructed  in  the  proposed 
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location  would  endanger  the  Ellis  well  field  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  would  not  approve  the  release  of 
water  Department  land  for  the  purpose  of  building  University  Ave.  extension 
because  several  wells  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  well  field  would  be  destroyed. 

The  Board  approved  the  definitive  Plans  of  Glacier  sand  off  Everett  St., 
Anthony  J.  Bernardo  off  Neponset  St.,  the  land  of  Thomas  O’Toole  off  Nichols 
St.  and  Anthony  O’Donnell  off  Westover  Parkway. 


The  Board  did  not  approve  the  plans  submitted  by  Robert  Rizzo  on 
Coach  Lane. 

The  Board  submitted  a  schedule  of  commercial  dumping  fees  to  be 
charged  at  the  sanitary  landfill  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  con¬ 
sideration.  Norwood  is  one  of  a  few  Towns  that  does  not  have  a  cliarge  for 
the  disposal  of  commercial  material  in  the  disposal  area. 

The  Board  of  Health  consulted  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  officials  of  several  Norwood  industries  during  the  year  in 
a  continuing  program  of  Air  Pollution  abatement. 


The  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  reported  the  following  work  wfiich 
was  performed  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  during  1970.

SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  School  Physician  made  routine  visits  and  examined  children  referred 
for  examinations.  Parents  were  notified  of  any  physical  defects  found  at 
this  time  and  were  advised  to  consult  their  family  Physician. 

Vision  and  Audio  Testing 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  test  was  administered  to  1103  children  to 
screen  any  visual  defects.  48  of  these  children  failed  the  eye  test  and 
referred  for  further  treatment  by  an  Opthalmologist. 

The  Maico  Puretone  Audiometer  was  administered  to  1105  children  for 
the  screening  of  any  hearing  loss,  33  children  failed  the  individual  hearing 
test  and  were  referred  for  further  treatment. 

Mumps  and  Measles  Clinic 

In  February  1970,  484  children  received  Mumps  vaccine.  Grade  1-7  in¬ 
clusive  were  able  to  avail  themselves  of  this  vaccine. 
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In  March  1970  a  German  Measles  clinic  was  held.  311  children  took  part 
in  this  program. 

Tuberculin  Testing 

A  Tuberculin  testing  program  was  conducted  in  December  for  children 
in  grade  1  and  also  any  Teachers  that  had  not  been  X-Rayed  or  tested  for 
3  years.  96  children  and  6  teachers  took  part  in  this  program. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSES 

During  the  past  year,  the  staff  of  Three  registered  Nurses  carried  out 
various  services  under  the  direction  of  Norwood  Physicians.  We  also  had 
referrals  from  Boston  Physicians,  Clinic  and  Hospitals. 

This  home  care  service  of  the  Visiting  Nurses  Association  includes 
rendering  general  nursing  care  to  the  acutely  and  chronically  ill  patients, 
promoting  community  health  by  teaching  basic  hygiene,  administering  medi 
cation  by  injections  and  teaching  patients  self  care  in  the  use  of  insulin  for 
diabetics. 

The  Board  of  Health  Chest  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Municipal  Building 
every  Third  Wednesday  of  each  month  from  1:30  P.M.  to  3:30  P.M.,  and 
6:00  P.M.  to  7:45  P.M.  by  appointment 

Office  hours  for  ambulatory  patients  are  from  1:00  P.M.  to  3:00  P.M.  in 
the  Municipal  Building,  Monday  through  Friday. 

All  services  are  available  to  anyone  in  Norwood  who  needs  care  in  the 
home.  Referrals  are  made  through  the  family  Physician.  3447  calls  were  made 
in  1970. 

A  clinic  was  held  in  the  Municipal  Building  for  all  Town  employees 
interested  in  receiving  Flu  Shots.  Dr.  Lydon  was  the  attending  Physician 
85  employees  received  the  vaccine. 

SCHOOL  DENTIST 

For  the  school  year  of  1970  children  at  nine  schools,  grades  one  through 
sixth,  were  examined.  These  children  were  supplied  with  a  dental  statement 
of  their  oral  condition  and  in  cases  where  dental  treatment  was  necessary, 
the  parents  were  so  advised  in  writing,  and  on  parents  request  the  dental 
work  was  done  by  this  office. 

In  addition,  reports  of  oral  findings  were  so  noted  on  individual  dental 
charts.  Also  instruction  and  training  in  proper  oral  care  were  given  and  the 
importance  of  dental  health  was  stressed. 

Many  of  the  pupils  examined  were  treated.  The  treatment  did  consist  of 
cleaning,  fillings,  extractions,  radiographs,  consultations  and  referrals. 

This  office  is  most  thankful  to  the  school  Nurses  Teachers  and  adminis¬ 
trative  staffs,  whose  cooperation  make  this  type  of  program  a  success.

Licenses  were  issued  for  the  manufacture  of  frozen  desserts  and  ice 
cream  mix  for  retail  sale.  Dealers  in  oleomargarine  were  registered. 

Licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream  were  issued  to  stores,  milk 
dealers  and  food  serving  establishments. 

One  complaint,  relative  to  a  foreign  object  in  a  one  half  gallon  con¬ 
tainer  of  milk  was  received  in  1970.  This  complaint  was  investigated  and  in 
my  opinion  the  foreign  object  remained  in  the  container  until  it  reached 
the  ultimate  consumer  for  two  reasons: 

1.  The  container  was  non-transparent 

2.  Complete  reliance  on  totally  automated  packaging  machinery. 

Two  hundred  fifty  eight  laboratory  tests  were  made  on  samples  of  milk 
and  cream  obtained  from  milk  dealers  and  stores  in  1970.  All  tests  were  made 
in  the  Norwood  Board  of  Health  laboratory.  The  tables  below  show  the 
results  of  tests  made  in  1970.

Two  samples  of  milk  taken  from  Norwood  supermarkets  showed  un¬ 
reasonable  high  bacteria  counts.  High  bacteria  counts  indicate  improper 
handling  of  milk  prior  to  the  time  of  sampling. 


To  combat  this  problem  local  Health  Department  must  continue  to  have 
the  authority  to  demand: 

1.  Reasonable  frequency  of  milk  deliveries,  more  often  than  twice  a 
week. 

2.  Continuous  refrigeration  of  milk  and  cream. 

3.  Rotation  of  milk  and  cream  on  store  shelves.  I  insist  on  the  sale  of 
the  oldest  products  first. 
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4.  Proper  supervision  of  employees  handling  milk  and  cream  in  super¬ 
markets. 

5.  No  overloading  of  open  type  store  refrigerated  display  cases. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  supervision  of  milk  and  cream  quality  should 
remain  under  the  jurisdiction  of  local  Health  Departments.  Any  vesting  of 
this  authority  in  any  other  agency  would  not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
people  of  Norwood. 

I  hereby  recommend  that  the  Norwood  Board  of  Health  should  NOT 
negate,  abdicate  or  transfer  its  authority  to  supervise  the  quality  of  milk 
sold  in  Norwood  to  any  other  agency,  authority  or  governmental  Department. 

It  is  my  further  opinion  that  the  agency  actively  soliciting  this  authority 
from  the  various  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  has  too  much  author¬ 
ity  vested  in  it  now  and  should  not  be  assigned  any  new  or  additional  powers.

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The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  composed  of  4  elected  officials  and 
one  State  appointed  member.  One  member  is  appointed  or  elected  each  year 
for  a  term  of  5  years.  It’s  primary  function  is  to  administer  Public  Housing 
Developments  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  to  recommend  and  apply  for 
financial  assistance  to  state  and  federal  agencies  for  new  developments, 
when  and  if  needed. 

The  Authority  currently  administers  a  75  unit  State-aided  Veterans 
Project  completed  in  1950;  a  50  unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed 
in  1961;  a  36  unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed  in  1965;  a  72  unit 
State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed  in  1968;  an  80  unit  State-aided  Elderly 
Project,  which  is  still  in  the  development  stage  and  for  which  the  Authority 
received  $1,360,000.00  from  the  State  on  Oct.  15,  1970;  and  a  20  unit  State- 
aided  Project  for  families  of  low-income,  for  which  funds  have  not  yet  been 
received. 

All  of  these  projects  are  financed  by  public  bond  issues.  The  Common¬ 
wealth  guarantees  payment  of  these  bonds  over  a  40  year  period  and  pays 
an  annual  subsidy  ranging  from  2%%  to  ‘6%  of  the  development  cost.  If 
income  from  the  various  projects  results  in  a  surplus,  the  subsidy  is  reduced 
accordingly.  Since  the  Commonwealth  guarantees  payment  of  the  bonds  and 
pays  the  annual  subsidies,  all  major  decisions  and  expenditures  must  receive 
prior  approval  of  the  State’s  Department  of  Community  Affairs.  The  duties 
of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  and  the  primary  objective  of  Public 
Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent  and  adequate  housing  for  families 
and  elderly  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  at  rents  they  can  afford  to 
pay. 

Washington  Heights,  State-aided  Veterans  Project  Ch.  200,  is  located  at 
Roosevelt  Ave.  —  Jefferson  Drive.  It  is  made  up  of  33  five  room  single 
homes  and  42  four  room  apartments.  Average  monthly  rent  is  $62.00.  Tenants 
pay  for  their  own  utilities.  To  qualify  for  admittance,  applicants  must  meet 
the  following  requirements:  1.  They  must  be  veterans  of  the  armed  services 
of  the  U.S.  2.  They  must  meet  the  income-admission  limits.  3.  They  must  be 
in  need  of  housing.  3.  They  must  have  dependents  (minor  children,  parents, 
or  disabled  relatives.)  Rents  are  based  on  a  percentage  of  annual  income 
received.  Total  development  cost  was  $800,000.00.  In  20  years  of  operation, 
this  project  has  taken  in  about  $855,000.00  from  rentals.  $57,000.00  in  reserve 
funds  are  on  deposit  at  Norwood  Banks. 

During  the  past  summer,  the  Authority  installed  vinyl  siding,  aluminum 
gutters  and  downspouts,  and  painted  the  exterior  trim  on  14  buildings  (25 
units)  at  this  project  at  a  cost  of  $28,000.00.  There  are  13  buildings  (26 
units)  remaining  to  complete  the  job.  The  Authority  has  applied  for  $45,000.00 
to  the  Dept,  of  Community  Affairs  out  of  recently  appropriated  Modernization 
Funds  to  complete  this  work  and  also  to  install  aluminum  combination 
screen  &  storm  windows  throughout.  Hopefully,  this  money  should  become 
available  this  year.  In  March  of  1970,  the  Authority  sent  90  day  Notices  to 
Vacate  to  some  17  over-income  or  tenants  without  dependents,  who  were  no 
longer  eligible  for  occupancy,  in  order  to  make  room  for  the  home-coming 
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Viet-Nam  Veterans  with  small  children,  who  are  now  making  applications 
for  occupancy  in  increasing  numbers.  11  of  these  ineligible  tenants  vacated 
during  the  past  year.  This  project  has  been  100%  occupied  since  it’s  incep¬ 
tion. There  are  96  applications  on  file. 

Willow-wood  Terrace,  comprising  Sections  1  &  2  of  the  State-aided 
Elderly  Projects  Ch.  667,  is  located  at  Railroad  Ave.,  Adams  St.,  &  Hill  St. 
There  are  86  three  bedroom  apartments  housed  in  10  two-story  brick  veneer 
buildings  with  a  recreation  building  and  office.  Currently,  there  are  73 
single  persons  and  13  couples  occupying  these  apartments.  Average  monthly 
rent  is  $60.00,  which  includes  all  utilities.  17  new  tenants  moved  in  this  year. 
To  qualify,  applicants  must  meet  the  following  requirements:  1.  They  must 
be  65  or  over.  2.  they  must  be  in  need  of  housing.  3.  They  must  be  of  low 
income.  4.  They  must  be  residents  of  Mass,  and  citizens  of  the  U.S.  5.  They 
must  be  physically  able  to  maintain  the  apartments.  During  the  past  year, 
the  interiors  of  40  apartments  were  painted  by  maintenance  personnel,  and 
the  exterior  trim  was  painted  at  a  cost  of  about  $1500.00.  In  9  years  of 
operation,  this  project  has  taken  in  about  $460,000.00.  $66,000.00  in  reserve 
funds  are  on  deposit  at  Norwood  Banks.  It  is  100%  occupied.  Total  develop¬ 
ment  cost  was  $1,016,000.00 

Nathan  Village,  the  3rd  Housing  for  the  Elderly  Project  Ch.  667,  is  located 
on  Nahatan  St.  There  are  72  three  room  apartments  in  4  two-story  brick 
veneer  buildings  with  recreation  hall  and  office.  There  are  60  single  persons 
and  12  couples  occupying  these  apartments.  Average  monthly  rent  is  $65.00, 
which  includes  all  utilities.  3  new  tenants  moved  in  this  year.  Requirements 
for  applicants  are  the  same  as  in  Willow-wood  Terrace.  The  exterior  trim 
on  all  buildings  were  painted  this  year  at  a  cost  of  $1,000.00.  In  2  years  of 
operation,  this  project  has  taken  in  about  $104,000.00  from  rentals.  It  is  100% 
occupied.  Total  Development  cost  was  $1,002,000.00. 

Final  Plans  &  Specifications  for  the  80  unit  extension  to  the  Nahatan 
Village  complex  are  being  prepared  by  the  Architects  at  this  moment.  We 
hope  to  begin  construction  some  time  in  March  of  1971  and  be  ready  for 
occupancy  in  December  of  1971.  The  design  of  this  project  will  be  basically 
the  same  as  the  existing  project,  with  some  needed  improvements. 

Plans  for  the  20  unit  Ch.  705  State-aided  Housing  for  Low-income 
families  have  been  temporarily  shelved,  because  of  the  excessive  land  costs 
and  the  opposition  of  the  abutters  to  the  sites  selected  by  the  Authority  for 
this  type  of  housing.  The  Authority  still  firmly  believes  that  there  is  an  urgent 
need  for  construction  of  these  units  for  low-income  families,  probably  more 
so  than  for  the  Elderly. 

The  Authority  voted  in  November  of  1970  to  apply  for  Rental  Assistance 
Funds  under  Ch.  707  of  the  State  Housing  Laws  for  low  &  moderate  income 
families  and  elderly  persons.  The  State  Dept,  of  Community  Affairs  allocated 
$100,000.00  to  the  Authority  for  this  purpose.  During  1970,  the  Authority  had 
no  active  participation  in  this  program,  because  of  reluctant  landlords  and 
delays  on  the  part  of  Town  Depts.  in  granting  certain  certificates.  There  are 
some  340  applicants  eligible  for  this  program. 
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At  this  time,  we  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Town 
Meeting  Members,  the  various  Town  Boards  and  Department  Heads  for  their 
continued  cooperation  and  assistance.

Preface  to  Barbara  A.  Jordan’s  report 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  very  comprehensive  report  to  the 
trustees  by  retired  Director  Barbara  A.  Jordan.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the 
submitting  deadline  and  allocated  space  prevented  the  inclusion  of  Miss 
Jordan’s  report  in  its  entirety. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library: 

The  year  1970  opened  on  a  happy  note  with  the  acquisition  of  full  library 
staff  for  the  first  time  since  early  1968.  We  are  grateful  to  have  the  full-time 
services  of  Mrs.  Althea  Jackson,  Librarian  in  charge  of  cataloging  and 
classification,  and  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Bartsch,  who  was  formery  a  part-time 
assistant. 

There  is  still  great  need  for  an  Assistant  Director  and  an  added  Staff 
member  who  would  head  up  Audio-Visual  services. 

Audio-Visual  Services: 

The  potential  of  audio-visual  materials  is  almost  limitless  for  expanding 
information,  education  and  recreation,  and  the  field  is  only  now  beginning 
to  be  developed.  Phono-recordings  and  Stereo,  Art  Prints,  Films,  Cassettes, 
Microfilm  and  Microfiche  are  opening  up  a  whole  new  world  of  communica¬ 
tion  —  an  exciting  one  for  libraries.  Educational  Television,  too,  will  play 
an  exciting  role  in  schools  and  large  libraries  where  auditoriums  are 
available. 

It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  see  our  collection  of  Framed  Art  Prints, 
available  for  home  loan  since  mid-December  1969.  In  November  1970,  fur¬ 
ther  additions  to  the  collection  were  possible  through  the  use  of  the  Edna 
Phillips  Memorial  Fund.  A  storage  cabinet  accomodating  about  80  of  the 
prints,  was  purchased  this  year  and  is  kept  in  the  Audio-Visual  Room. 

Another  new  service,  added  this  summer,  is  a  beginning  collection  of  8 
mm.  films,  especially  intended  for  home  and  neighborhood  projection  at 
children’s  gatherings.

BARBARA  ALDRICH  JORDAN 
Library  Director 

Barbara  Jordan  was  Director  from  July  1968  until  retirement  from 
the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  in  December  1970. 

A  graduate  of  Norwood  High  School,  Wheaton  College  and  Simmons, 
School  of  Library  Science,  she  served  in  various  capacities  on  the  staff 
of  Morrill  Memorial  Library  from  1933  to  1946. 

She  then  went  to  the  James  Prendergast  Public  Library  in  James¬ 
town,  New  York;  and  Plymouth  (Massachusetts)  Public  Library.  She 
became  Assistant  Librarian  and  Cataloger  at  Chatham  College  in 
Pittsburgh;  lecturer  at  Carnegie  Library  School;  and  Readers’  Services 
and  Radio  and  TV  programs  at  Carnegie  Library  of  Pittsburgh. 

During  the  two  years  in  Norwood,  she  acquired  a  full  professional 
staff;  introduced  audio-visual  services,  including  a  popular  collection 
of  art  reproductions  for  home  loan  and  exhibit  programs.  These  and 
many  other  fine  innovations  were  instigated  during  her  administration. 
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The  current  and  recent  years  of  the  New  York  Times  on  microfilm  were 
purchased  and  more  will  be  added,  and  other  magazines  will  become  avail¬ 
able  on  microfilm  as  future  budgets  permit. 

A  museum-type  Exhibitor  Case  was  purchased  and  is  proving  to  be  an 
asset  which  features  monthly  displays. 

Services  and  Programs 

Reciprocal  Area  Borrowing  with  thirteen  other  libraries  in  the  West 
Metropolitan  Sub-regional  area,  with  its  center  at  Wellesley  Public  Library, 
went  into  effect  September  first,  enabling  registered  borrowers  in  good 
standing  in  any  of  the  thirteen  libraries  which  adopted  the  plan,  to  borrow 
books  from  the  others,  on  presentation  of  their  cards  and  on  adhering  to  the 
rules  of  the  respective  library  used.  Details  are  available  at  the  main  circu¬ 
lation  desk. 

National  Library  Week,  observed  in  April,  concentrated  on  topics  of 
concern  today:  Environmental  Quality  and  Conservation  Drug  Education;  the 
Stock  Market.  The  library  offered  several  programs  with  booklists  and 
speakers. 

In  anticipation  of  requests  by  students  and  researchers  for  material  on 
Norwood’s  Centennial,  to  be  observed  in  1972,  the  library  is  preparing  a 
bibliography  of  articles  and  books  about  Norwood  history,  authors  and 
celebrities,  which  will  be  mimeographed  early  in  1971. 

The  Library  and  the  Community 

Endeavoring  to  make  its  service  ‘'relevant”  to  its  community,  the 
library  cooperated  with  community  groups  and  their  program  or  project 
needs:  American  Legion,  American  Association  of  Retired  Persons,  Camera 
Club,  League  of  Women  Voters  UNICEF  Committee,  Great  Books  Discussion 
Group,  National  Secretaries  Association,  Family  Service  lecture  series  of 
local  churches,  and  others;  in  some  cases,  reading  lists  or  book  displays 
were  prepared. 

Held  at  the  library,  the  1970  Spring  Art  Show  of  the  Norwood  Friends 
of  the  Library,  attracted  enthusiastic  viewers  from  neighboring  towns  and 
local  art-lovers. 

Summer  Reading  Club 

Over  500  children  registered  for  this  year’s  Busy  Bee  Reading  Club,  an 
innovative  and  creative  reading  event  which  included  the  younger  children 
as  well  as  the  usual  participants,  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Anderson 
and  the  South  Norwood  Branch  Chief  Mrs.  Fraser.

To  the  Townspeople  of  Norwood: 

The  Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  herewith  submits  Its 
fifth  annual  report  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  in  accordance  with  Article  40 
of  the  Adjourned  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January  3,  1966. 

On  January  4,  1970  the  Certificate  of  Occupancy  was  received  from  the 
State  Building  Inspector  for  Junior  High  North. 

Junior  High  North  was  opened  to  students  on  January  5,  1970. 

The  Committee  met  with  various  inspectors  (Mr.  Albert  James-State 
Building  Inspector,  Mr.  William  Kates  —  Wire  Inspector,  Mr.  James  Capaldo 

_ Plumbing  Inspector  and  Fire  Chief  —  Irving  Dobson)  during  the  month  of 

January  to  resolve  miscellaneous  problems  at  Junior  High  North. 
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The  “emergency  generator”  and  fire  alarm  system  was  reviewed,  tested 
and  approved. 

On  January  14,  1970  the  Norwood  School  Committee  formally  accepted 
the  responsibility  for  the  George  F.  Willett  Elementary  school. 

The  Committee  requested  the  Board  of  Health  to  contact  the  Public 
Works  Department  to  flush  out  the  main  water  line  at  Junior  High  North 
on  January  22,  1970. 

The  Committee  resolved  minor  electrical  and  heating  problems  at  the 
Willett  school  during  the  February  5,  1970  meeting. 

On  February  9,  1970  the  committee  voted  removal  of  the  frost-proof 
drinking  fountain  at  Junior  High  North  because  the  minimal  requirements  of 
the  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Health  were  not  satisfied. 

During  the  February  19,  1970  meeting,  use  of  the  Junior  High  North 
auditorium  on  March  22,  1970  by  The  American  Field  Service  was  approved. 

Estimates  on  fencing  around  Junior  High  North  furnished  by  the  Ar¬ 
chitect  were  submitted  to  the  school  department  for  study  and  recommenda¬ 
tion  to  the  committee  on  February  19,  1970. 

During  February  the  committee  had  various  meetings  with  the  Architect 
and  Clerk  of  the  Works  at  Junior  High  North  on  punch  list  items  and  the 
Spray  Hose  requirements  for  the  kitchen  area. 

On  February  26th  the  committee  met  with  Town  Counsel  to  determine 
each  members  responsibility  on  determining  the  amount  of  money  to  be  with¬ 
held  from  any  contractor  to  insure  proper  completion  of  work  due  the 

Town  of  Norwood. 

During  January  and  February  the  Committee  met  several  times  with  the 
Architect  on  the  preliminary  plans  and  layouts  for  the  addition  to  the 
Shattuck  and  Winslow  Schools. 

The  Committee  held  a  Special  meeting  on  February  26,  1970  to  discuss 
final  payment  to  the  General  Contractor  on  Junior  High  North. 

The  March  5,  1971  meeting  approved,  the  filing  for  the  Hatch  Act  with 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  on  the  Willett  School  Drainage  Piping. 

On  March  5,  1971  the  committee  had  extensive  discussion  with  the 
School  Department  on  the  Shattuck  &  Winslow  School  additions,  in  parti¬ 
cular,  the  continued  use  of  the  portable  classrooms. 

Preliminary  plans  on  the  Shattuck  and  Winslow  additions  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  State  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  for  comments  on 
March  19,  1970. 

On  April  2,  1970  the  committee  met  with  residents  of  Vernon  and  Pros 
pect  Street  concerning  fencing  at  Junior  High  North.  A  recommendation 
from  the  School  Department  was  needed,  to  determined  a  course  of  action. 

At  the  meeting  of  April  2,  1970,  Mr.  Richard  W.  Kief  was  elected  Chair¬ 
man  and  Mr.  John  Egan,  Vice  Chairman. 
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On  April  16,  copies  of  Engineering  report  of  the  Heating  System  at  the 
Shattuck  and  Winslow  were  sent  to  the  School  Committee,  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Arthur  D.  Little  Co. 

On  April  16,  the  committee  submitted  revised  plans  on  the  Shattuck  and 
Winslow  additions  to  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  for  comment 
and  review. 

The  Committee  participated  in  the  Dedication  Ceremony  for  Junior  High 
North  on  Sunday  April  26,  1970. 

On  April  24,  1970,  the  committee  received  a  reply  from  the  State  School 
Building  Assistance  Bureau  on  the  Winslow  and  Shattuck  additions  stating 
no  decision  on  reimbursement  to  the  town  pending  completion  of  the  ADL 
Survey. 

Corrective  grading  work  around  various  locations  at  Junior  High  North 
was  approved  by  the  committee  on  April  24,  1970. 

During  the  May  7,  1970  meeting,  the  committee  discussed  the  School 
Department’s  recommendation  for  fencing  at  Junior  High  North  and  agreed 
to  further  discuss  with  all  abutters. 

The  Willett  School  drainage  plans  and  specifications  were  approved  for 
bid  advertisement  on  May  21,  1970. 

On  June  4,  1970,  representatives  from  Arthur  D.  Little  Co.  and  Flans- 
burgh  Associates  discussed  the  School  Survey  Plan  with  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  June  18,  1970  met  with  the  Architect,  Plumbing  In¬ 
spector,  Fire  Chief  and  the  Manufacturer  on  the  crucible  furnace  at  Junior 
High  North  to  resolve  safety  feature  and  gas  piping  requirements. 

Approval  for  the  Drainage  Piping  at  the  Willett  School  was  received 
from  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  on  June  29,  1970. 

The  Drainage  Piping  Contract  for  the  Willett  School  was  awarded  to 
Center  Construction  Co.,  of  Canton  for  $19,878.00. 

On  July  16,  1970  the  committee  met  with  the  General  Contractor  of 
Junior  High  North  to  discuss  completion  of  punch  list  items  and  payment  to 
sub  contractors  in  order  to  protect  the  Town  of  Norwood  interests  the  coni' 
mittee  voted  to  issue  joint  checks  to  the  General  Contractor  and  the  Sub 
Contractor  when  work  is  complete. 

During  the  July  30,  1970  meeting  the  committee  approved  an  additional 
request  for  equipment  by  the  School  Department  at  Junior  High  North  for 
$8,881.66. 

The  Willett  School  Drainage  Piping  was  approved  for  final  payment  on 
August  27,  1970. 

On  August  28,  1970,  the  Committee  met  with  the  Plumbing  Inspector  at 
the  Junior  High  North  to  review  changes  requested  by  him  on  the  crucible 
furnace.  The  architect  was  requested  to  determine  compliance  with  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Gas  Board. 

The  Committee  requested  the  town  engineer  to  establish  lot  lines  for 
the  proposal  fencing  at  Junior  High  North  on  September  10,  1970. 
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The  final  electrical  inspection  was  completed  on  Junior  High  North. 

On  October  8,  1970,  the  Committee,  except  Mr.  Justin  Barton,  attended  a 
conference  at  Junior  High  North  with  the  School  Committee,  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Selectmen  on  the  ADL  School  Study. 

The  State  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  informed  the  Committee 
by  letter  on  October  20,  1970  that  the  proposed  additions  to  the  Shattuck  and 
Winslow  Schools  would  not  be  compatible  with  an  accepted  educationally 
and  economically  defensible  long-range  plan. 

A  request  for  transfer  of  $12,000.00  from  Willett  School  account  to  the 
Junior  High  North  was  voted  by  the  Committee  on  October  22,  1970.  The 
funds  are  required  for  additional  equipment  requested  by  the  School 

Department. 

On  November  18,  1970,  the  Committee  met  with  the  Board  of  Health  to 
resolve  changes  requested  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector  on  the  crucible  furnace 
at  Junior  High  North.  It  was  decided  to  submit  a  sketch  of  the  duct  system 
for  approval  prior  to  making  changes. 

During  the  December  10,  1970,  meeting  the  Committee  requested  the 
General  Manager  to  prepare  specifications  for  fencing  at  Junior  High  North. 

The  Committee  discussed  in  detail,  all  guarantees  and  punch  list  items 
with  the  architect  on  the  Junior  High  North  on  December  10,  1970. 

The  Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  would  like  to  express 
the  sympathy  and  loss  felt  by  the  Town  of  Norwood  on  the  death  of  Mr. 
Edward  H.  Thompson,  a  charter  member  of  the  Committee,  on  September 

3,  1970. 

The  Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  would  like  to  thank 
all  Town  Boards  and  Departments  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation.  In 
particular,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  General  Manager’s  Office,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  School  Committee  and  School  Department,  Town  Clerk  an 
Accountant  Bartley  W.  Connolly  and  his  department,  Town  Treasurer 
Raymond  T.  Halloran  and  his  department,  Town  Council  Walter  J.  Gotovich, 
Town  Engineer  Robert  R.  Hamilton  and  his  department,  and  the  Finance 
Commission.  The  committee  would  also  like  to  thank  Doctor  Philip  O. 
Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  who  has  served  on  this  committee  and  Mr.

and  assistance  for  the  school  projects.

The  Engineering  firm  of  Fay,  Spofford  &  Thorndike,  Inc.  submitted  on 
August  10,  1970  its  report  to  the  Manager  and  the  Planning  Board  on  the 
2700-foot  extension  of  University  Avenue  to  Route  1,  in  accordance  with  the 
money  appropriated  at  the  Town  Meeting  held  on  June  25,  1969. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  report  indicates  a  great  potential  value  of 
this  street  to  present  and  future  industrial  plants  to  be  located  thereon, 
because  there  will  be  access  to  Route  1  on  the  west  end,  while  at  the  north¬ 
easterly  end  there  is  now  access  to  Route  128  and  to  Interstate  Route  95; 
and  eventually  1-95  will  be  constructed  northerly  to  make  a  direct  route  to 
Boston. 


University  Avenue,  when  completed,  will  be  used  by  many  drivers  to 
bypass  the  Route  1  —  Route  128  interchange,  since  there  will  be  a  direct 
route  from  Route  1  to  Route  128  and  1-95.  It  is  very  possible  that  much 
of  the  trucking  and  passenger  traffic  from  the  Polaroid  Corporation  plant, 
with  exits  at  Upland  Road  and  Clapboardtree  Street  heading  east  or  south 
toward  Providence,  will  prefer  to  take  this  street. 


The  Planning  Board  recommends  that  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
Meeting  should  seriously  consider  taking  action  on  this  report.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1970: 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 
Street  Maintenance 

A  program  of  maintenance  for  town  ways,  signs,  guard  rails,  culverts, 
bridges,  brooks,  curbing  and  sidewalks  was  carried  out  through  the  year. 
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Liquid  road  asphalt  in  the  amount  of  forty  thousand  gallons  was  ap¬ 
plied  to  streets  that  needed  resurfacing.  Gravel  stone  was  spread  on  the  hot 
asphalt  and  rolled  in  by  a  ten  ton  roller. 

Repaving 

Chapter  90  Maintenance  Program  —  Washington  Street  from  the  First 
High  Bridge  to  Bird  Road. 

Highway  Maintenance  Program  —  Cameron  Road  from  Forbes  Avenue 
to  Eaton  Road. 

Lydon  Street  from  Prospect  Street  to  Fulton  Street. 

North  Avenue  from  Nahatan  Street  to  dead  end. 

Winter  Street  from  Washington  Street  to  Walpole  Street. 

Signs 

Many  new  street  and  regulatory  signs  made  by  the  Public  Works  De¬ 
partment  were  put  out  to  replace  either  missing  or  obliterated  signs.  Shortly 
after  being  placed  numerous  new  signs  are  destroyed  by  vandals. 

Guard  Rail 

Steel  guard  rail  was  erected  across  the  Neponset  River  on  the  north  side 
of  Morse  Street  to  replace  a  demolished  rail.  Also  on  the  east  side  of  Neponset 
Street  fronting  the  MacMoran  Chevrolet  Agency. 

A  budget  request  has  been  made  to  replace  the  dangerous  wire  fence  at 
Brook  Street  facing  Willett  Pond  and  the  dilapidated  wooden  rail  on  Myiod 
Street  along  Endean  Farm.  Wooden  guard  rails  were  replaced  at  the  dead 
ends  of  David  Terrace  and  Pellana  Road.  Guard  Rail  posts  were  placed  on 
the  north  side  of  Everett  Street  opposite  American  Way. 

Bridges 

Our  Department  maintained  the  Bailey  Bridge  over  the  Neponset  River 
at  Pleasant  Street  until  a  contractor  began  construction  of  a  new  bridge. 
The  Bailey  Bridge  was  returned  to  the  State  by  the  contractor. 

This  contractor  went  bankrupt  prior  to  the  final  completion  of  the 
project. 

Sidewalk  Maintenance 

A  minimum  of  sidewalk  repaving  was  carried  out  this  year.  The  north 
sidewalk  of  Prospect  Street  from  Irving  Street  to  Nahatan  Street  was  re¬ 
paved  and  a  section  of  Azalea  Drive  at  Coral  Lane.  Defects  were  corrected 
either  as  noted  or  on  call. 

Maintenance  and  Control  of  Traffic 

New  regulatory  signs  made  by  the  Public  Works  Department  such  as 
“Stop”  signs  and  various  types  of  “No  Parking”  signs  were  placed  where 
ordered.  Many  existing  signs  were  either  repaired  or  replaced.  A  high  rate 
of  deliberate  sign  destruction  exists.  A  large  amount  of  traffic  line  and  cross¬ 
walk  painting  was  done. 
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Parking  Lots 

The  five  town  parking  lots  were  maintained.  Traffic  parking  lines  were 
painted  at  the  Talbot  Lot. 

Parking  Meters 

Meters  were  checked  daily,  collections  made  weekly  and  meters  repaired 
as  needed.  All  remaining  vandal  resistant  meters  in  the  lot  behind  the 
theater  were  replaced  with  vandal  proof  meters  because  considerable 
vandalism  occurs  at  this  location. 

New  nickel  and  dime  vandal  proof  meters  were  placed  on  Washington 
Street  between  Guild  Square  and  Railroad  Avenue  also  Cottage  Street 
between  Washington  and  Central  Streets. 

The  vandal  resistant  meters  displayed  by  the  vandal  proof  meters  were 
used  elsewhere  to  replace  missing  meters. 

All  vandal  resistant  meters  will  be  converted  to  “Nickels  Only”  meters 
when  warm  weather  permits. 

Drains  Maintenance 

Open  and  closed  drains,  catch  basins  and  manholes  were  constantly 
inspected  and  cleaned.  Broken  and  worn  covers  of  structures  as  well  as 
cracked  catch  basin  blocks  were  replaced.  Those  with  loose  brick  work 
were  rebuilt. 

Closed  drains  on  Woodland  Road,  Hillside  Avenue  and  Neponset  Street 
that  were  full  of  debris  were  cleaned  by  borrowed  bucket  type  drain 
machines.  There  are  many  more  that  should  be  cleaned,  Prospect  Street, 
Hillcrest  Road,  Hawthorne  Street,  Mylod  Street  to  name  a  few. 

We  did  not  recommend  spending  this  years  appropriation  for  bucket 
machines  because  of  a  shortage  of  labor.  Four  additional  men  are  needed  to 
do  this  type  of  heavy  work. 

Blockages  were  cleared  at  the  following  closed  drains:  Audubon  Road, 
Cedar  Street,  Sunnyside  Avenue,  Upland  Road  and  Juniper  Drive. 

A  drag  line  was  hired  from  Frank  DiCenso  of  Randolph  to  clean  Arcadia 
Road  ditch  from  Walpole  Street  to  Arcadia  Road  and  Meadowbrook  Brook 
from  Dean  Street  to  Pleasant  Street.  Mr.  DiCenso  did  a  most  excellent  job  on 
those  waterways.  He  rip-rapped  a  section  along  the  east  bank  of  Meadow- 
brook  Brook  adjacent  to  Dean  Street. 

A  hired  backhoe  reopened  the  ditch  through  the  Turnpike  Lumber 
property.  A  program  was  followed  to  keep  our  catch  basin  cleaning  machine 


working  on  the  maintenance  of  our  2500  catch  basins.

The  pumps  at  the  Town  Well  supply  at  Ellis  Station  in  Norwood  and 
the  deep  well  in  Westwood  were  regularly  operated  to  be  sure  all  equipment 
functioned  properly.  The  Rota  Valve  at  the  Westwood  Well  was  replaced  by 
a  butterfly  type  of  valve. 

The  Westwood  Well  was  used  during  June,  July  and  August  in  order  to 
keep  the  standpipe  filled  during  hot  weathher.  The  M.D.C.  could  not  pump 
sufficient  water  to  Norwood  for  our  needs. 

The  16  inch  University  Avenue  main  that  was  under  construction  in 
1969  was  completed  and  put  into  service. 

J.  J.  Struzziery  placed  a  16  inch  main  on  Irving  Street  from  Prospect 
Street  to  the  12  inch  main  laid  in  the  NorWest  Apartment  Complex,  Nor¬ 
mandy  Drive,  off  Nahatan  Street. 
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Polaroid  constructed  a  300,000  gallon  underground  reservoir  for  fire 
protection  and  have  under  construction  a  continuation  of  their  water  main 
to  Nahatan  Street. 

The  standpipe  now  frequently  overflows  because  it  is  necessary  to 
maintain  constant  maximum  water  pressure  at  Polaroid.  The  overflow  at 
the  standpipe  was  relocated  so  that  the  waste  water  discharges  into  a 
closed  drain  system. 

A  water  inspector  was  placed  on  two  electric  department  underground 
conduit  construction  projects. 

The  Department  carried  out  the  following  assignments: 

1.  New  water  mains  laid  by  contractors  were  tied  into  existing  mains  in 
town  ways. 

2.  All  new  mains  and  services  laid  by  developers  were  supervised  and 
inspected.  Pressure  tests  were  put  on  the  lines.  Samples  of  water  from 
these  mains  were  submitted  to  a  laboratory  to  ascertain  that  the  supply 
was  potable  for  human  consumption. 

3.  Assisted  engineers  from  the  Town,  State,  Consultants  and  Insurance 
Groups  in  determing  the  location  and  depth  of  pipes  below  ground. 

4.  Conducted  flow  tests  upon  the  request  of  Insurance  Groups. 

5.  Attended  meetings  and  reviewed  plans  that  had  to  do  with  proposed 
expansion  of  the  water  distribution  system. 

6.  Located  water  curb  boxes  and  main  gates,  and  replaced  many  broken 
castings. 

7.  Received  pipe  and  fittings  for  work  to  be  let  out  to  contract  by  the 
Town,  and  supervised  issuance  of  these  inventories. 

8.  Adjusted  to  grade  those  curb  boxes  and  main  gates  found  to  be  above 
or  below  grade. 

9.  Service  calls  were  promptly  made  whenever  a  water  customer  reported 
either  leaks,  low  pressure,  lack  of  volume,  noise,  color  or  taste  from  the 
lines. 

10.  Hydrants  were  blown  off  where  necessary.  A  minimum  of  colored  water 
was  experienced  throughout  the  year. 

11.  Hydrants  were  inspected  Spring  and  Fall.  Constant  hydrant  inspections 
were  carried  on  during  the  Winter  months. 

12.  Hydrants  damaged  by  vehicles  were  promptly  repaired  or  replaced. 
Hydrants  found  inoperative  due  to  age  were  replaced. 

13.  Domestic  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  factory  meters  were  read 
monthly. 

14.  Stopped  meters  were  either  repaired  or  replaced. 

15.  Check  valves  where  private  supplies  are  cross  connected  to  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Supply  were  inspected  quarterly. 
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16.  Meters  were  set  on  new  services. 

17.  The  water  properties  were  regularly  patroled  and  maintained. 

18.  Responded  to  all  fire  alarms  in  industrial  and  mercantiled  areas. 

19.  Continued  program  of  repainting  hydrants. 

20.  Replaced  playground  bubblers  broken  by  vandals. 

FORESTRY 

Moth  Suppression  —  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Control 

1.  Elm  trees  when  in  leaf  were  sprayed  by  a  contractor  for  the  control  of 
the  Elm  Leaf  Beetles. 

2.  A  contractor  removed  many  diseased  trees  and  trimmed  trees  on  various 
streets  of  the  Town.  Ivy  and  roadside  weeds  were  sprayed  in  July. 

3.  Roadside  brush  was  cut  in  outlying  sections  of  the  Town. 

4.  Forty  Maple  trees  were  planted  in  front  of  property  owner’s  houses. 

RUBBISH  COLLECTIONS 

The  monthly  collections  have  been  adhered  to.  Christmas  trees  were 
collected  in  January.  A  pick  up  was  provided  during  the  month  of  May  Clean- 
Up  Campaign  for  household  items  not  normally  collected. 

Collection  was  made  at  Municipal  Buildings  and  at  street  rubbish  cans 
each  week,  and  at  Hawes  and  Father  McAleer’s  Pools  in  season.  The  ‘’No 
Burning  Ban”  has  increased  collections  tredmendously. 

MUNICIPAL  DUMP 

The  contract  was  again  awarded  to  A.  Shagoury  and  Company,  Norwood, 
Massachusetts  for  continuing  the  Sanitary  Land  Fill  Operation  at  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Dump.  Mr.  Shagoury  continues  to  operate  the  dump  in  a  most  excellent 
manner. 

Six  thousand  new  stickers  were  issued  by  our  department  to  inhabitants 
permitting  them  access  to  our  dump.  Paper  of  all  sorts  should  not  be  allowed 
unless  tied  in  bundles  or  bagged. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

The  Public  Works  Department  wrote  the  specifications  for  the  following 
new  equipment  purchased  for  the  department. 

1.  Two  1970,  No.  48  and  No.  49  International  Class  1300  Dump  Trucks. 

2.  One  Bombardier  Sidewalk  Tractor  Complete  with  a  one  way  plow  and 
a  V-plow. 

3.  Two  two  way  radios. 

4.  The  appropriation  for  two  Bucket  Type  Drain  Cleaning  Machines  com 
plete  with  accessories  was  carried  over  until  1971. 
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1970  SNOW  AND  RAIN  STATISTICS 

-The  total  snowfall  for  1970  was  68.2  inches,  which  is  about  19  inches 
above  normal. 
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The  heaviest  storm  of  the  winter  was  on  March  29-31,  when  we  accumu¬ 
lated  14.5  inches  of  snow. 

Glaze  conditions  occured  on  January  26th. 

Total  precipitation  for  the  year  was  42.95  inches  which  is  about  2.8 
inches  below  normal.  No  torrential  rains  occured  during  the  year  although 
on  occasion  streets  were  temporarily  flooded  and  some  cellars  may  have 

been  wet. 

SHAW  STREET 


An  appropriation  was  voted  to  provide  a  TURN  AROUND  at  the  end  of 
Shaw  Street. 

Trees  were  cut  and  removed  from  the  area  of  public  land  off  Shaw  Street 
which  was  to  be  the  location  of  the  cul-de-sac. 

Two  catch  basins  were  built  at  the  end  of  the  street  and  a  new  drain 
line  connected  them  to  a  54  inch  main  drain. 

The  cul-de-sac  was  formed  from  waste  material  from  construction  pro¬ 
jects.  The  surface  was  graded,  rolled  and  penetrated  with  liquid  asphalt. 

Next  season  a  hot  top  surface  will  be  placed  on  the  TURN  AROUND. 


PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

All  the  parks,  playgrounds,  tennis  courts  and  baseball  diamonds  were 
cleaned  of  debris  and  rolled  in  the  Spring.  Grass  was  treated  with  lime  and 
fertilizer  and  mowed  during  the  grass  growing  season. 

Brush  was  cut  from  wooded  park  and  playground  areas.  Skating  rinks 
were  maintained  during  the  ice  season.  Assistance  was  given  to  promote 
events  connected  with  the  Town  Fourth  of  July  activities. 

All  of  the  portable  playground  equipment  was  inspected,  repaired,  paint¬ 
ed  and  erected  at  the  different  playgrounds.  Bleachers,  backstops  and  fences 
were  repaired.  Two  aluminum  portable  bleachers  were  purchased  and 
erected  at  Endean  Field  for  the  Pop  Warner  League. 

Mr.  Frank  Clem  once  again  did  a  most  excellent  job  of  conditioning  and 
maintaining  the  Recreation  Center  Tennis  Courts.  A  set  of  aluminum 
bleachers  donated  by  the  Women’s  Community  Committee  was  erected  at  the 
tennis  courts. 
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Various  baseball  diamonds  including  five  Little  League  Fields  were 
graded  and  maintained.  Portable  bleachers  were  moved  from  field  to  field 
as  need  required. 

The  recommended  seasonal  maintenance  on  the  rebuilt  baseball  fields 
consisting  of  aerations,  liming,  fertilizing,  watering  and  grass  cutting  will 
require  a  considerable  increase  in  the  size  of  the  Playground  Maintenance 
Appropriation  for  1971. 

Prior  to  1968  the  policy  of  the  Town  was  no  further  maintenance  during 
the  season  to  baseball  diamonds  once  the  Spring  work  on  each  field  was 
completed.  Today  we  have  soccer,  Pop  Warner  Football,  Tag  Football,  Little 
League,  Babe  Ruth  League,  Softball  League  and  American  Legion  Baseball 
League. 

Now  maintenance  of  all  diamonds  is  demanded  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  from  April  to  December  just  prior  to  any  baseball  game  and 
many  games  are  played  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  Three  additional 
employees  are  needed  to  meet  this  requirement  alone.  Presently  we  have 
forty  full  time  employees  while  during  1957  the  Department  had  seventy-one. 

Cleveland  and  Oldham  Fields  were  rebuilt  by  Transit  Seeding,  Inc.  of 
Mansfield  following  the  conclusion  of  the  Little  League  season.  No  play 
was  allowed  on  these  new  fields  in  order  to  establish  a  good  turf. 

Landscape  architects,  Shurcliff,  Merrill  and  Footit  supervised  the  re¬ 
construction  of  the  Pleasant,  Cleveland  and  Oldham  Fields. 

Hawes  Brook  Pool  and  buildings  and  Father  McAleer’s  Pool  and  build¬ 
ings  were  maintained  from  the  opening  day  in  June  until  Labor  Day. 

Out  of  season  inspections  were  made  twice  each  week  of  the  properties 
at  Hawes  and  Father  McAleer’s. 

MISCELLANEOUS  WORK 

1.  Automotive  maintenance  work  for  the  following  departments:  Cemetery, 
Engineering,  Recreation,  Light  and  Public  Works. 

2.  Issued  gasoline  to  the  following  departments:  Cemetery,  Engineering, 
Light,  Police,  Recreation,  School  and  the  Municipal  Building. 

3.  Grounds  maintenance  to  the  following  departments:  Cemetery,  Light, 
Recreation,  School  and  Municipal  Building. 

4.  Maintenance  of  the  Honor  Roll. 

5.  Erection  of  School  Department  playground  equipment. 

6.  Handling  of  voting  equipment. 

7.  Installation  of  flag  holders  prior  to  National  Holidays. 

8.  Christmas  Lighting. 

9.  Furnishing  equipment  and  labor  to  Cemetery,  Civil  Defense,  Engineering, 
Municipal  Building,  Light,  Recreation  and  School  Department. 

10.  Private  requests  to  destroy  hornets  and  bees. 

11.  Test  holes  required  by  the  Town  of  Norwood  Engineering  Department, 
architects  and  consultants  working  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the 
Housing  Authority. 
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12.  Conferred  with  architects,  consultants  and  contractors  engaged  in  both 
private  and  town  work. 

13.  Inspect  work  of  contractors  and  utilities  in  Town  ways. 

14"  Co-operative  study  with  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
on  their  contract  to  rebuild  the  sidewalks  on  the  east  side  of  Washington 
Street  from  Granite  Street  to  the  First  High  Bridge. 

15.  Test  for  leak  in  10,000  gallon  gasoline  storage  tank  at  Public  Works 
Yard.  Tank  leaks  on  the  bottom  and  will  have  to  be  replaced. 

16.  Responsible  for  maintenance  of  old  fire  house. 

17.  Field  study  to  locate  drains  in  Winslow  School  grounds. 

18.  Cared  for  ceramic  flower  arms  in  business  center. 

19.  Assisted  Light  Department  snake  cable  through  underground  conduit 
in  Nassau  Gardens  and  Fisher  Gardens  using  our  sewer  rodder  machine.

Subject:  1970  Report  of  Recreation  Department  Activities 
Dear  Sir; 

The  Norwood  Recreation  Department  operating  at  full  capacity,  is  play¬ 
ing  an  increasing  important  role  in  the  total  Town  operations. 

As  the  work  week  continues  to  grow  shorter,  leisure  time  increases,  the 
Department  must  provide  more  programs  to  involve  all  Norwood  residents 
with  recreation  activities. 

However  recreation,  itself,  makes  up  only  one  percent  of  the  Town’s 
annual  budget.  Yet  Norwood  has  long  been  recreation  minded,  having  had  a 
full  time  Recreation  Director  since  the  1940’s.  Neighboring  towns  are  just 
now  providing  directors. 

COMMUNITY  CENTER 

Norwood  took  a  giant  step  in  trying  to  solve  some  of  its  recreation 
problems  with  the  construction  of  the  Community  Center  addition  to  the 
Civic  Building.  However  the  facilities  are  already  bursting  at  their  sides 
in  the  second  year  of  operation.  The  schedule  of  the  Community  Center 
reveals  a  multi-faceted  program. 

The  swimming  pool  is  in  operation  seven  days  a  week.  Weekday  mornings 
the  women  swim  and  they  may  also  enjoy  the  sauna  facilities.  During  the 
lunch  hour,  the  men  hold  forth  with  their  open  swimming  program.  Nor¬ 
wood’s  swim  team,  the  Sting-Rays,  and  the  high  school  swim  team  practice 
here  four  days  a  week.  Evening  classes  include  American  Red  Cross  Junior 
and  Senior,  water  safety  instruction,  water  ballet  and  men’s  and  women’s 
instructional  swim.  Friday  afternoon  classes  are  held  for  girls,  while  boys 
may  enroll  for  lessons  Saturday  mornings,  following  the  handicapped 
children  swim  program.  Saturday  afternoons  from  one  to  four,  men  use  the 
pool  Sunday  afternoon  is  reserved  for  family  swimming. 

This  past  year  the  two  gyms  saw  much  activities  with  indoor  tennis 
being  held  week  day  mornings;  men’s  basketball  and  volleyball  from  twelve 
to  two.  Tennis  classes  for  adults  take  place  on  Monday  nights.  Tennis 
classes  are  held  for  elementary  school  youngsters  two  week  day  afternoons. 
A  men’s  volleyball  class  is  scheduled  Wednesday  evenings.  Floor  hockey 
program  is  also  in  operation. 

The  auxiliary  gym  is  primarily  used  for  a  variety  of  physical  fitness 
programs  The  women  meet  regularly  in  the  morning  with  exercise  classes 
and  sauna.  Men  may  use  it  from  twelve  to  two.  Exercise  equipment 
includes  a  rowing  machine,  exercise  bike,  punching  bags  and  weight  train¬ 
ing  equipment.  The  junior  high  school  wrestling  program  uses  the  mats 
daily  from  three  to  six.  Slimnastics  and  weight  training  classes  for  adults 
are  conducted  at  night.  A  boys  Judo  class  is  held  Friday  evenings. 
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The  Recreation  Department  Senior  Basketball  League  practices  three 
nights  a  week  at  the  Senior  High  School  boys  gym. 

The  Community  Center  facilities  are  also  regularly  used  by  recreation- 
sponsored  groups  such  as  Rec-Tops  and  Civic-Tops,  drama,  baton,  square 
dancing  and  guitar  lesson,  and  the  C.Y.O.  Cheerleaders.  A  recreation  spon¬ 
sored  rifle  club  uses  the  Police  Range. 

The  Department  also  provides  a  Senior  Citizen  program  which  has  out¬ 
grown  it’s  quarters  at  the  Community  Center.  At  the  present  time  the  group 
holds  its  meetings  in  St.  Catherine’s  Auditorium  where  there  are  no  stairs 
to  climb  and  parking  is  available.  At  a  special  Town  Meeting  a  Council  for 
the  Aging  was  voted  down,  closing  the  door  for  another  year  to  the  Senior 
Citizen’s  getting  State  and  Federal  monies  for  their  programs. 

During  the  winter  months  the  Recreation  Department  maintains  outside 
skating  areas  at  Harthornes  Swale  (Froggies),  Ellis  Garden  playground,  the 
Community  Center  and  Fish  Pond  at  Hawes  Brook  Pool. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Norwood  Messenger,  a  weekly  news  column, 
“What  Happening”  is  published.  The  purpose  of  the  column  has  been  to  keep 
the  community  posted  on  the  Recreation  Department’s  activities  which  are 
open  to  the  general  public. 


OUTDOOR  PROGRAMS 

Summer  Playgrounds 

Fourteen  playgrounds  were  designated  throughout  the  Town  and  staffed 
by  both  a  male  and  female  instructor.  Playgrounds  were  open  from  June 
29th  until  August  28th,  Monday  through  Friday.  Before  the  start  of  the 
season  there  was  a  One-Day  Leader  Orientation  Conference  held  at  the 
Community  Center  to  acquaint  the  personnel  with  department  policies  and 

procedures. 

Three  assistant  playground  leaders  were  used  on  an  experimental  basis 
at  the  busy  Ellis,  Endean  and  Wilson  Street  playgrounds.  They  proved 
successful  and  the  idea  will  be  expanded  this  year. 

A  new  feature  inaugurated  at  the  Civic  Playground  each  afternoon  was 
arts  and  crafts,  knitting  and  crocheting.  The  projects  were  displayed  in  the 
window  of  the  Norwood  Messenger  office  at  the  end  of  summer. 

Also  new  last  summer  was  a  daily  informal  gymnastics  program  from 
one  to  four  at  the  North  Junior  High.  The  program  was  limited  to  girls  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  six  to  eighteen.  The  program  stressed  the  importance  of 
exercise.  The  fundamentals  of  tumbling,  along  with  work  on  the  sidehorse, 
rings  and  balance  beam  were  also  taught. 

Tennis  classes  were  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Department,  in  which 
over  1000  young  people  participated.  The  Department  also  ran  weekly 
tournaments  for  the  citizens  of  Norwood  of  all  age  groups  throughout  the 


summer. 
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The  first  “Tot  Lot”  in  town  for  young  children  was  installed  at  Ellis 
Gardens  playground.  A  new  concept  in  child  play  areas,  the  “Tot  Lot” 
has  a  number  of  special  devices  designed  to  spur  the  imagination  of  the 
youngsters  while  helping  to  develop  sound  bodies.  One  of  the  features  of 
these  educationally  designed  devices  is  the  fact  that  they  are  completely 
without  movable  parts,  cutting  down  considerably  on  maintenance  costs. 
Outdoor  Pools 

Hawes  Brook  Pool  and  Fr.  McAleer  Pool  were  in  operation  for  seventy- 
three  days  during  the  past  summer.  No  serious  incidents  or  accidents  were 
recorded.  The  Lifeguards  and  pool  staff  are  commended  for  this  excellent 
safety  record. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  early  August  vandals  threw  bottles  into 
Hawes  Brook  Pool  spreading  glass  throughout.  It  was  necessary  to  have  a 
Police  Officer  on  duty  in  the  evenings  for  the  rest  of  the  swimming  season  at 
considerable  expense  to  the  Town.  No  further  problems  in  that  area  arose 
which  indicates  that  maybe  more  of  this  will  have  to  be  done  to  protect 
public  recreation  areas. 

In  the  1970  season,  swimming  instruction  programs  were  offered  at  both 
outdoor  pools.  Registration  for  classes  was  conducted  through  the  local 
schools.  For  the  second  consecutive  year,  over  2,500  boys  and  girls  registered 
and  were  subsequently  assigned  to  a  class. 

The  Sting-Rays 

The  Sting-Rays,  a  competitive  swim  team,  sponsored  by  the  Recreation 
Department,  belongs  to  the  Suburban  Swim  League.  They  compete  in  the 
Regional,  C.Y.O.  Meets.  During  the  winter  months  they  participate  in  the 
A.A.U.  events  throughout  New  England.  The  Sting-Rays  usually  carry  a 
travelling  team  of  about  thirty-five  and  are  transported  by  bus. 

Since  the  club  joined  the  Suburban  Swim  League  they  have  always 
finished  first  or  second  in  the  standings. 

PROGRAM  EXPANSION 

1.  Coordination  with  School  Department. 

One  of  the  innovative  activities  last  year  between  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  and  Recreation  Department  was  the  establishment  of  a  summer  auxili¬ 
ary  recreation  center  at  the  North  Junior  High,  utilizing  School  and  Recrea¬ 
tion  Department  facilities  and  land.  This  area  is  equipped  with  playground 
fields,  outdoor  swimming  pool,  gymnasium  and  three  lighted  tennis  courts.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  program  will  continue  and  be  expanded  in  the  future. 

'2.  Park  and  Recreation  Department. 

The  Recreation  Advisory  Board  has  recommended,  for  the  past  five  years, 
the  establishment  of  a  Park  and  Recreation  Department.  The  purpose  of  this 
department  would  be  to  provide  more  efficient  management  and  development 
of  Norwood’s  existing  park  system.  This  would  allow  the  Recreation  Depart¬ 
ment  to  assume  control  and  responsibility  for  present  labor  contracts,  for  the 
maintenance  of  park  lands  as  well  as  provide  professional  recreation 
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resources  and  guidance.  The  Recreation  Department  continues  to  recom¬ 
mend  establishment  of  this  Department. 

3.  Activities  and  facilities  for  teenagers. 

Youth  and  adults  must  work  together  in  the  planning  and  implementation 
of  recreational  activities.  Young  people  are  no  longer  willing  to  accept  pro¬ 
grams  which  have  been  planned  for  their  benefit,  no  matter  how  well  intend¬ 
ed.  Youth  are  capable  of,  and  should  be  encouraged  in,  being  creative  in 
assuming  responsibilities  for  their  own  recreation  programs.  However,  they 
must  have  something  with  which  to  work. 

4.  Norwood’s  Recreation  program  does  not  provide  adequately  for  its 
young  people. 

The  Norwood  Recreation  Department  recommends  developing  a  teenage 
center  apart  from  the  Community  Center.  (By  definition:  A  Community 
Center  must  serve  more  than  the  young  people.)

This  course  encompasses  a  thorough  discussion  of  pollution  in  all  its 
forms,  with  emphasis  on  the  causes.

DRUG  EDUCATION  THROUGH  COMMUNITY  ACTION 

This  course  will  provide  a  basic  introduction  into  the  area  of  drugs  in 
general.  It  is  designed  as  a  program  of  general  information  for  the  adults 
of  today.

The  District  Committee  continued  to  hold  their  regular  monthly  meetings 
on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month  in  the  administrative  offices 
of  the  Regional  School  at  100  Randolph  Street,  Canton,  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Nathaniel  N.  Wentworth,  Jr.  and  Mr.  Bernard  H.  Baher  presided  as  Chairman 
and  Vice  Chairman  respectively.  Mr.  Edward  V.  Cogliano  of  Canton  continued 
as  District  Treasurer;  Mr  William  J.  Carr  of  Randolph  continued  as  Counsel; 
and  Mr.  William  A.  Dwyer  of  Weymouth  continued  as  Superintendent- 
Director  of  the  Regional  Vocational  School. 

1970  was  an  eventful  year  in  the  progress  and  development  of  the 
Regional  School  as  the  school  completed  three  major  evaluations  and 
received  notification  during  this  period  as  follows  of  their  success: 

I.  In  May  1970,  with  a  combined  vote  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  as  required  under  Chapter  #74,  Section  37A 
of  the  General  Laws,  Blue  Hills  received  the  authority  to  award  the  Asso¬ 
ciate  Degree  in  Applied  Science  in  the  following  technical  programs: 

Advertising  Art  &  Design,  Civil  Structural  Engineering  Drawing,  Data 
Processing  and  Computer  Programming,  Electronic  Technology  and  Electro- 
Mechanical  Technology. 

In  receiving  such  authority  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  School  became  the 
first  public  school  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  receive  such 
approval. 

II.  In  December  1970,  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
School,  having  submitted  to  an  Evaluation  Visitation  Team  from  the  New 
England  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  in  May  of  1970,  received  notice 
from  the  N.E.C.S.S.  in  December  1970,  that  the  Regional  School  was  the  first 
school  of  its  type  in  Massachusetts  to  receive  a  10  years  continuing  member¬ 
ship  approval  from  the  accrediting  association  and  will  now  be  formally 
accredited  through  1980. 

III.  In  December  1970,  the  Medical  Laboratory  Assistant’s  training  pro¬ 
gram  which  had  submitted  its  proposal  for  national  accreditation,  received 
notification  that  it  will  receive  its  national  accreditation  from  the  American 
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Medical  Association  and  National  Association  of  Clinical  Pathologists  early 
in  1971. 

During  1970,  the  District  School  Committee,  in  its  continued  efforts  to 
provide  occupational  education  to  a  greater  share  of  the  region’s  secondary 
youth,  approved  two  experimental  occupational  education  programs  to  be 
initiated  at  the  Regional  School  during  off  peak  hours. 

I.  A  pilot  program  for  hearing  impaired  students  working  coopera¬ 
tively  with  the  Boston  School  for  the  Deaf  in  Randolph. 

II.  An  experimental  program  for  educable  retarded  in  unit  occupa¬ 
tional  skill  training  for  40  students  in  the  region,  utilizing  shop  and  labora¬ 
tory  facilities  between  the  hours  of  3:00  P.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  daily  throughout 
the  school  year. 

Both  innovative  programs  have  experienced  amazing  success  and  now 
stand  out  as  the  first  successful  effort  on  the  part  of  a  regional  school  to 
provide  occupational  educational  opportunities  for  the  handicapped  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Blue  Hills  continued  to  provide  successful  programs  in  vocational  and 
technical  educations  to  boys  and  girls  in  the  Regional  School  district  and  the 
Regional  School  became  more  widely  acclaimed  for  its  comprehensive  in¬ 
novative  programs  in  1970.  Applications  to  the  Regional  School  at  this  time 
have  reached  an  alarming  proportion  of  4  to  1,  with  only  one  applicant  being 
admitted  for  every  four  students  that  applied. 

The  following  October  1,  1970  census  outlines  the  peak  capacity  enroll¬ 
ment  at  Blue  Hills  of  689  for  regular  day  school  programs  by  member  towns, 
emphasizing  that  the  maximum  design  capacity  for  the  school  is  600.

In  anticipation  of  the  need  for  a  long  range  study  of  the  educational 
programs  at  Blue  Hills  and  the  resultant  demand  for  the  future  study  of 
expansion  needs,  the  School  Committee  in  1968,  voted  to  initiate  a  capital 
planning  survey. 

Realizing  that  the  seven  member  towns  would  need  an  appraisal  of  the 
educational  programs  being  offered  at  Blue  Hills  and  a  report  from  the 
Regional  District  Committee  by  1970,  the  following  major  objectives  were 
outlined  for  the  study  at  that  time: 

I.  The  regional  population  growth  of  the  seven  member  towns  over 
a  ten  year  period. 

II.  The  anticipated  enrollment  growth  in  the  region  in  grades  9-12, 
over  a  ten  year  period. 

III.  The  current  success  of  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  Tech¬ 
nical  School  to  date  after  four  years  of  admission. 

IV.  The  current  employment  trends  that  could  influence  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  their  decision  to  provide  for  new  course  offerings. 

V.  The  need  for  additional  facilities  to  accomodate  a  larger  share 
of  the  youth  from  the  seven  member  towns. 

The  total  capital  planning  study  contained  3  major  phases  of  compre¬ 
hensive  study  and  the  following  program  planning  stages  were  initiated: 

PHASE  I.  Analysis  of  the  seven  member  towns  in  the  region  over  a 


10  year  period. 

1.  A  long  range  appraisal  of  the  student  growth  in 


secondary  schools  in  the  seven  member  towns  of  the  region  between 
1964  —  1980. 

2.  An  evaluation  of  student  applications  and  admissions 
interest  in  Blue  Hills  Regional  between  1966  —  1969. 

'  3.  A  current  survey  of  occupational  and  employment  pro¬ 
jections  for  the  70’s. 

PHASE  II.  Preparation  of  Educational  Specifications. 

PHASE  III.  Capital  Building  Planning  Program. 

The  following  progress  report  on  the  total  capital  planning  program 
will  outline  the  findings  of  the  study  to  date  and  provide  citizens  of  the 
region  the  necessary  information  relative  to  the  percentage  of  each  stage 
of  planning  completed  or  being  undertaken  at  this  time.

Phase  I.  has  been  completed  in  1969,  and  at  this  time  the  District  School 
Committee  upon  completion  of  this  growth  study  unanimously  voted,  ‘To 
meet  the  needs  of  a  greater  number  of  secondary  school  students  in  the 
region.” 

The  Regional  School  District  Committee  recommends  that  this  Regional 
School  district  commence  planning  immediately  so  that  the  Blue  Hills 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  can  offer  training  for  1,500  boys  and 
girls  by  approximately  1973.

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM  PLANNING  SUBCOMMITTEE 

The  second  stage  of  the  capital  planning  program  commenced  in  January 
1970,  and  established  a  sub-committee  of  the  District  Committee,  meeting  with 
industrial  advisory  committees,  in  order  to  prepare  educational  specifications 
for  new  curricula  and  course  offerings  for  the  planned  program  expansion. 

Phase  II  of  the  total  planning  study  is  80%  complete  at  this  time  and 
when  final  documentation  of  this  study  is  prepared,  such  information  will  be 
presented  to  the  seven  member  towns.

CAPITAL  FACILITIES  PLANNING  PROGRAM

In  order  to  facilitate  a  comprehensive  report  to  the  seven  member  towns 
in  1971,  the  District  School  Committee  has  voted  to  transfer  from  reserve 
funds  assigned  to  the  Blue  Hills  for  maintaining  and  improving  the  existing 
vocational  facilities  and  programs  from  Federal  Grants  for  Vocational 
Education,  the  amount  of  $420,000.00.  Such  discretionary  transfer  of  funds 
will  enable  the  District  School  Committee  to  proceed  to  the  bidding  stage  of 
the  Capital  Expansion  Program  at  no  direct  cost  to  the  member  towns. 

The  basis  for  such  capital  planning  estimates  has  been  derived  from  the 
following  architectural  planning  guide  for  1970,  and  outlines  minimum  and 
maximum  engineering  and  architectural  costs  for  the  contemplated  expan¬ 
sion  program.

It  is  anticipated  in  1971,  final  plans,  through  the  Bidding  Phase  of  the 
total  expansion  planning  program  will  be  complete  and  that  the  District 
School  Committee  can  make  a  report  to  the  seven  member  towns  on  the 
ultimate  construction  costs  of  the  new  facilities  in  accordance  with  original 
regional  agreement.  As  indicated,  however,  the  Regional  District  School 
Committee  intends  to  report  to  the  member  town  finance  committees  after 
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the  Design  Development  Stage  of  their  Phase  III  program.  The  District 
School  Committee  feels  that  only  through  this  process  can  they  report 
intelligently  on  anticipated  federal  and  state  grants  which  can  be  applied 
to  reduce  the  final  assessments  to  the  towns  on  the  ultimate  construction 
costs  for  such  a  capital  expansion  program. 

The  District  School  Committee  has  continued  to  strive  for  maximum 
utilization  of  building  and  facilities  in  1970  and  is  pleased  to  report  that  in 
addition  to  providing  complete  facility  use  for  day,  evening  and  special 
programs  during  this  past  year,  a  new  first  in  the  Regional  School  concept 
was  provided  the  seven  member  towns  when  effective  January  1,  1970,  the 
Regional  School  provided  computer  facilities  for  use  by  the  seven  member 
town’s  school  administrative  offices.  The  initial  operation,  classified  as  the 
Regional  Off-Peak  Computer  Service  Program,  provided  computer  services 
throughout  the  district  during  off  peak  hours.  Such  service  provided  Finan¬ 
cial  Accounting  Programs,  Pupil  Scheduling,  Student  Report  Cards  on  a 
pilot  operating  basis,  and  the  proportionate  operating  costs  for  this  service 
were  paid  by  the  member  school  systems  on  a  separate  non-educational 
budget.  Although  this  was  an  introductory  effort  for  additional  service  to  the 
community,  all  member  town  Superintendents  have  acknowledged  with  en¬ 
thusiasm,  that  this  preliminary  cooperative  effort  had  been  most  successful 
in  1970,  and  looked  forward  to  additional  computer  services  to  each  member 
town  in  1971. 

As  federal  legislation  and  state  program  funding  continue  to  encourage 
communities  to  establish,  maintain  and  expand  vocational  facilities  in  each 
region,  so  shall  the  District  School  Committee  of  the  Blue  Hills  Regional 
School  dedicate  their  policy  making  decisions  to  the  maximum  utilization 
of  federal,  state  funding  to  the  ultimate  savings  of  the  regional  district 
citizen  and  taxpayer. 

The  District  Committee  reports  that  the  following  towns  received  into 
their  town  treasuries  in  late  1969,  and  in  December  1970,  from  Chapter  #70 
Aid,  because  of  membership  in  the  Regional  Vocational  School  District, 
additional  State  Aid  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  School 
Committee  for  the  year  1970. 

True,  for  too  long,  our  school  system  is  beset  by  many  recurring 
problems  foremost  of  which  is  lack  of  adequate  housing. 

Growing  steadily  in  population  as  has  most  all  suburban  towns,  there 
are  now  some  7257  pupils  enrolled  in  Kindergarten  through  12th  grade. 

This  steady  increase  is  due  partly  to  families  moving  to  Norwood 
from  urban  areas,  the  population  explosion,  and  the  accelerated  transfer 
of  students  from  St.  Catherine’s  School. 

An  attempt  to  alleviate  the  overcrowding  in  an  orderly  manner,  and 
a  proposal  for  an  addition  to  the  High  School  was  presented  to  the 
Town  Meeting  for  action  which  rejected  it  and  substituted  one  for  a  study 
to  be  made  by  an  independent  agency.  The  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  was 
awarded  the  contract  for  an  indepth  long  range  survey. 

The  School  Committee,  administration  and  the  entire  school  system 
worked  closely  and  cooperatively  toward  this  end.  The  final  report  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  will  soon  be  evaluated  and  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Town  Meeting  by  the  School  Committee  for  action. 

As  this  annual  report  to  the  Town  is  being  written,  the  lurid  red 
glow  in  the  sky  above  the  Junior  High  South  has  gone,  and  with  it,  hous¬ 
ing  for  750  pupils,  by  an  incendiary  fire.  A  devasting  blow  to  our  Norwood 
Public  Schools.  Truly  it  is  fortunate  that  this  year  saw  the  opening  of 
the  Junior  High  North,  or  our  situation  would  seem  to  be  unsurmount- 
able.  We  hope  that  the  entire  housing  situation  will  be  on  the  way  to  be 
solved  soon. 

Since  the  legislation  for  municipal  employee  collective  bargaining 
passage,  and  because  of  increased  militancy  on  the  part  of  teacher  repre¬ 
sentatives,  School  Committee  relations  with  their  employees  has  changed. 

The  time  spent  at  the  bargaining  table  with  each  separate  division  of 
school  department  workers  has  risen  markedly.  In  order  to  minimize  the 
time  used  in  negotiations,  a  negotiator  was  engaged  by  the  committee. 
Of  great  assistance,  still  a  great  amount  of  time  is  spent  by  the  School 
Committee,  to  reach  final  settlement  of  the  contract.  A  mediator  was 
called  in  by  the  NTA  to  help  resolve  the  1970  contract  dispute. 

Despite  these  problems  we  feel  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  has 
forged  ahead  on  many  fronts  during  the  past  year  offering  the  students 
a  better  education. 

We  have  expanded  and  revised  the  curriculum  offered,  the  athletic 
programs  to  include  other  sports  for  both  boys  and  girls.  We  have  pro- 
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cured  a  Guidance  Director  to  assist,  and  school  adjustment  counselors 
for  the  special  service  department. 

We  have  added  a  business  agent  to  partially  fill  the  void  caused  by 
Miss  Syverson’s  retirement  after  many  years  of  service.  In  order  to 
speed  our  business  transactions  we  joined  other  towns  using  the  Blue  Hills 
Vocational  School  computer. 

Several  innovations  were  introduced  this  year,  one  concerned  the 
School  Committee  and  its  relation  with  the  student  population. 

On  good  Government  Day,  the  High  School  elected  members  have 
been  guests  of  the  School  Committee  at  a  dinner  meeting  to  enable  both 
students  and  committee  members  to  become  better  acquainted  and  to 
allow  them  a  fuller  understanding  of  School  Committee  functions. 

The  High  School  Student  Council  also  has  scheduled  regular  meet¬ 
ings  with  the  Committee.  One  such  meeting,  held  at  the  Council’s  request 
in  the  Recreation  Center  to  lend  a  less  formal  atmosphere,  was  very 
productive.  It  is  the  expressed  intention  of  the  Committee  to  repeat  these 
meetings  regularly. 

Our  concern  continues  in  the  increasing  abuse  of  narcotic  drugs  by 
young  people.  This  is  a  serious  problem  in  many  areas  but  we  feel  for¬ 
tunate  that  at  this  time  there  is  evidence  of  a  minimum  of  such  abuse  in 
Norwood.  We  shall  constantly  evaluate  the  situation  and  do  what  is 
necessary  to  eliminate  this  evil. 

May  I  at  this  time  thank  the  administration,  the  faculty,  custodians, 
cafeteria  workers,  nurses,  and  all  upon  whom  we  depend  for  assistance 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  only  with  their  continued  support  that  the 
Norwood  School  Committee  may  continue  its  task  to  determine  the 
policy  and  provide  the  best  in  education  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools

To  become  responsible 
citizens  or  parents  or  students  or  educators  we  must  see  responsibility 
abundantly  exemplified  all  about  us."  (Dale) 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

During  this  past  year  of  1970  and  in  the  future  years  ahead  our 
efforts  have  been  directed  toward  the  knowledge  explosion  that  continues 
because  of  the  uniqueness  of  man’s  intellect.  The  educational  pattern  of 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools  is  the  ‘access  to  excellence’  for  the  citizens 
of  Norwood.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  your  educational  leaders  to  pro¬ 
vide  firsthand  experiences  in  the  best  —  the  best  in  books,  in  films,  in 
music,  in  painting,  in  critical  reading,  listening,  observing  and  thinking. 
It  is  our  obligation  to  provide  teachers  with  the  best  models  of  superior 
teaching  —  of  superior  learning  —  in  the  best  of  an  educational  environ¬ 
ment. 

The  conceptual  approach  becomes  more  and  more  a  part  of  our  tech¬ 
nique  for  we  know  that  when  the  student  can  handle  the  unpredictable  — 
when  he  can  think  creatively  rather  than  imitatively  —  we  have  the 
beginnings  of  the  best  intellectually.  Our  thoughtlessly  memorized 
knowledge  isn’t  going  anywhere.  When  we  can  generalize  and  make  the 
best  use  of  the  ideas  we  already  possess,  we  shall  have  our  intellectual 
revolution.  This  is  what  we  will  contribute  to  the  solution  of  the  world 
worn  problems  that  have  been  merely  rearranged  for  today’s  society.  Ac¬ 
cess  to  excellence  —  our  efforts  must  be  pointed  toward  the  reconstruction 
of  knowledge  —  not  on  the  rate  and  much  imitated  reproduction  of  knowl¬ 
edge. 

Your  Administration  has  its  constant  concerns  and  among  those  of 
major  priority  are  the  proper  housing  of  students  and  the  procurement 
of  the  best  professional  personnel  possible.  A  noteworthy  happenin  ogf 
this  past  calendar  year  was  the  opening  of  the  new  Junior  High  School 
North.  During  this  year  the  Norwood  School  Committee  voted  to  rename 
the  Junior  High  School  on  Washington  Street  the  Junior  High  School 
South.  The  year  1970  marked  the  first  time  in  Norwood's  history  that  two 
junior  high  schools  were  necessary  for  the  public  school  program  which 
will  provide  housing  for  some  1850  students  in  grades  seven,  eight  and 
nine. 

During  this  past  year,  following  a  mandate  of  Town  Meeting,  the  firm 
of  Arthur  D.  Little  was  commissioned  by  the  Finance  Commission  to 
make  a  detailed  study  of  Norwood’s  school  needs  relevant  to  housing 
students  now  and  for  the  next  two  decades.  Their  task  was  to  present  a 
master  plan  to  Town  Meeting  which  they  did  at  a  special  meeting  in 
November.  The  21.8  million  dollar  projection  is  now  being  analyzed  in 
detail  by  your  School  Committee  and  a  program  will  be  presented  to

Your  Superintendent  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Permanent 
Building  Construction  Committee  and  in  addition  to  the  work  on  the 
new  Junior  High  School  North,  we  have  been  engaged  in  preliminary 
plans  and  specifications  for  possible  additions  to  the  Winslow  and  Shat- 
tuck  Schools. 

Collective  bargaining  within  and  among  various  groups  of  personnel 
in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  has  consumed  much  of  your  administra¬ 
tor’s  time.  The  administrators  have  acted  in  the  role  of  consultants  to 
your  School  Committee.  The  Norwood  School  Committee  has  success¬ 
fully  completed  contracts  with  all  parties  with  whom  they  have  nego¬ 
tiated.

We  have  many  and 
varied  programs,  innovations,  and  implementation  taking  place  con¬ 
stantly  within  and  among  departments  at  various  levels,  elementary  and 
secondary.  I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  adminis¬ 
trators  and  specialists  of  your  Norwood  Public  Schools  for  insight  into  the 
educational  activity  designed  with  the  individual  student  in  mind  — 
access  to  excellence. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools 
for  their  sincere  cooperation  and  their  willingness  to  perform  their 
duties  with  enthusiasm  and  excellence;  and  to  the  members  of  the 
Norwood  School  Committee,  I  would  express  appreciation  for  the  help 
that  has  been  extended  to  me  during  the  past  year.  It  is  not  possible  to 
be  successful  in  our  educational  endeavors  without  your  constant  help 


and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
FOR  SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

The  sampling  which  follows  of  educational  happenings  in  1970  attests 
to  the  capacity  for  change  and  the  variations  on  familiar  themes  which 
occur  during  a  school  year.  Enrollment  growth  at  the  secondary  level, 
curriculum  revision  at  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools,  personnel 
recruitment  both  on-campus  and  at  the  central  administrative  office, 
opening  of  a  newly  constructed  junior  high  school,  annual  presentation 
of  adult  academic  and  adult  civic  education  programs,  implementation  of 
summer  workshops,  planning  of  in-service  and  orientation  institutes, 
refined  and  automated  budget  procedures,  specifications  and  design  of 
school  transportation  loadings  and  routings,  processing  and  management 
of  federally  funded  projects,  textbook  review,  instructional  facilities 
improvement  planning,  faculty  and  public  relations,  participation  in 
committee  meetings,  and  professional  membership  responsibilities  attest 
to  the  wide  range  of  ever-challenging  and  stimulating  educational  con¬ 
cerns.  Let  us  examine  a  few  of  these  in  somewhat  more  detail. 

Personnel  Recruitment 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  years,  the  teacher  recruitment  program 
is  a  well-defined  one  because  the  teacher  selection  process  is  so  vital  to  the 
total  education  of  Norwood’s  children. 

Twenty-five  colleges  and  universities  were  visited  primarily  in  January 
through  April  where  a  preliminary  screening  process  was  carried  out.  As 
teaching  positions  opened,  the  best  of  those  teacher  candidates  inter¬ 
viewed  were  invited  to  visit  Norwood  for  further  interviews  with  prin¬ 
cipals  and  department  heads.  Approximately  285  of  these  teacher  candi¬ 
dates  selected  from  on-campus  screening  and  also  from  applicant  files 
were  interviewed  in  the  central  admistrative  office  for  50  openings  at  the 
secondary  level.  This  amounted  to  5.7  interviews  per  position  in  just 
the  final  interviewing  phase.  Another  60  candidates  were  interviewed 
for  substitute  teaching  positions. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Orientation  Institute  planned  during  the  summer 
months  and  presented  on  September  2  and  3  was  the  initial  phase  of  a 
continuous  program  of  faculty  relations  conducted  throughout  the  school 
year.  These  Orientation  Institutes  continue  to  be  highly  successful  con 
ductors  of  teachers  into  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

State  and  Federally  Aided  Programs 

Since  1958,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  have  been  benefitting  under 
Title  III,  National  Defense  Education  Act,  the  well-known  N.D.E.A.  Four 
projects  were  approved  in  the  areas  of  Reading  and  in  Science.  Title  VA, 
the  Guidance,  Counseling  and  Testing  section  of  N.D.E.A.  was  approved 
at  both  the  junior  and  the  senior  high  school  levels. 

Title  II,  the  so-called  Library  Act,  changed  its  format  to  conform 
with  most  of  the  other  federally  sponsored  programs,  and  upon  approval 
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of  the  project  $5,695.47  was  deposited  with  the  Town  of  Norwood  to  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  school  library  books. 

Two  Distributive  Education  projects  were  approved  at  the  Norwood 
Senior  High  School  and  at  the  H.O.  Peabody  School  in  the  total  amount 
of  $25,000.00  under  the  Vocational  Education  Amendments  Act  of  1968. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction 

Under  thorough  review  for  future  recommendation  are  both  university- 
affiliated  and  lay  teacher-aide  programs.  It  is  not  certain  at  this  point 
what  the  recommendations  will  be  or  what  disposition  will  be  made  of 
them,  but  the  teacher-aide  program  is  one  that  is  fast  becoming  a  part 
of  the  educational  scene  and  as  a  result  requires  our  weighing  every  as¬ 
pect  of  its  potential. 

The  opening  of  the  Norwood  Junior  High  North  with  its  modern 
instructional  facilities  brought  about,  as  was  anticipated  and  planned  for, 
facility  changes  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  South.  A  foreign  language 
laboratory,  a  typewriting  laboratory,  a  science  laboratory  and  a  mechan¬ 
ical  drawing  room  have  been  furnished.  An  electronics  room  is  nearing 
completion,  while  planned  improvements  are  underway  for  the  Instruc¬ 
tional  Materials  Center  and  Art  Rooms. 

Both  Junior  High  Schools  have  been  holding  articulation  sessions  one 
afternoon  each  month  and  on  ocassion  the  senior  high  school  has  com¬ 
bined  with  the  junior  high  school  level  in  these  articulation  meetings. 
As  a  result,  the  two  junior  high  schools  have  affected  a  smooth  hori¬ 
zontal  curriculum  transition  since  separating  from  their  shared  quarters 
at  the  Junior  High  South  and  at  the  same  time  have  vertically  articul¬ 
ated  their  programs  with  those  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

In  the  area  of  Summer  Workshops,  a  combined  Junior-Senior  High 
School  group  prepared  a  Social  Studies  study-skills  manual  and  a  Mod¬ 
ern  Foreign  Language  committee  up-dated  and  created  a  series  of 
language  tapes.  Intense  interest  has  been  shown  in  many  academic  disci¬ 
plines  for  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  similar  workshops  next 
summer. 

An  in-service  program  in  Earth  Science  has  been  planned  and  will  be 
offered  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  North. 

Plans  are  under  study  for  augmenting  the  already  extensive  drug  use 
and  abuse  program  at  the  secondary  level  by  the  introduction  of  the 
Team  Approach  whereby  selected  professional  personnel  considered 
particularly  responsive  to  students  would  comprise  teams  within  each 
school  to  act  as  supportive  personnel  for  students,  particularly  in  the 
drug  area.  They  would  also  serve  as  a  barometer  for  measuring  the 
incidence  of  drug  use  and  abuse. 

An  important  addition  to  the  program  was  the  appointment  of  a  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Guidance  whose  function  is  to  administer  the  entire  guidance  pro- 
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gram,  Kindergarten  through  Grade  12.  This  staff  member  supervises  one 
Head  Counselor  and  twelve  guidance  personnel  and  their  programs  at  the 
secondary  level. 


Transportation 

Specifications  were  prepared  and  bid  for  a  new  three-year  bus  contract; 
while  scheduling,  loading  and  routings  were  readied  to  transport  nearly 
2,400  pupils  beginning  with  the  opening  of  school  in  September  or  ap¬ 
proximately  30  percent  of  the  student  body.  It  is  planned  to  transfer 
in  1971  the  transportation  function  to  the  newly  appointed  administra¬ 
tor  for  business  services. 


Adult  Programs 

Twenty-one  Adult  Academic  Education  course  offerings  were  presented 
to  600  participants.  New  course  introductions  included  Guitar  Instruc¬ 
tion,  “Glass”  Flowermaking,  Notehand,  and  Bookkeeping.  Additional 
offerings  for  the  next  session  include  Money  Management,  Primer  of 
Skiing,  Woodworking  for  Beginners,  Metals  for  Adults,  and  Graphic 
Arts.  The  latter  three  courses  will  be  the  first  Adult  Academic  offerings 
at  the  Junior  High  North.  All  other  courses  are  presented  at  the  Senior 
High  School  with  the  exception  of  Physical  Fitness  for  Women  which 
meets  at  the  Oldham  School. 

A  major  innovation  in  the  Adult  Academic  program  was  the  inclusion 
of  a  Guidance  Counselor  on  duty  one  night  per  week  to  serve  the  adult 
community. 

The  Junior  High  South  is  the  locale  for  the  Adult  Civic  Education 
Program  which  meets  two  times  per  week  for  a  total  of  forty  sessions. 
This  course  provides  basic  English  instruction  for  twenty-five  non-English 
speaking  immigrants. 


Conclusion 

The  foregoing  illustrates  in  brief  terms  activities  entered  into  during 
the  1970  school  year  to  which  can  be  added  in  some  detail  many  of  those 
topics  listed  in  the  opening  paragraph  as  well  as  many  unlisted  items. 
I  feel  that  the  preceding  account  portrays  a  picture  of  what  educational 
administration  is  attempting  to  do  for  your  children  and  for  their  welfare.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 

“As  we  entered  the  decade  of  the  sixties,  ten  years  ago,  the  number 
of  children  in  our  elementary  schools  numbered  2500.  As  we  enter  the 
decade  of  the  seventies,  we  find  that  we  have  3850  elementary  school 
children.  The  demands  of  today’s  education  will  require  a  careful  and 
critical  appraisal  of  facilities  which  are  needed  to  provide  adequately 
for  continued  growth  and  increased  services.  This  would  be  indispensable 
to  the  maintenance  of  a  quality  program.” 

Thus  ended  our  Annual  Report  for  1969,  just  one  year  ago,  and  the 
conditions  which  prevailed  then  still  exist  today.  There  is  a  critical  need 
for  additional  school  housing.  We  need  more  classrooms  to  house  pro¬ 
perly  our  enrollments  and  we  need  more  spaces  for  necessary  specialized 
and  supportive  services.  Most  recently,  the  Arthur  D.  Little  study,  con¬ 
tracted  by  The  Finance  Commission  confirmed  these  needs. 

The  Curriculum  and  Methodology 

Our  report  to  the  citizens  of  Norwood  is  that  we  are  proud  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  professional  staff  has  responded  to  the  challenge 
of  keeping  abreast  in  curriculum  and  methodology. 

In  our  most  recent  reports  we  have  cited  our  efforts  in  the  curriculum 
areas  of  science,  mathematics  and  social  studies.  We  are  now  planning  a 
study  of  our  reading  system,  adopted  nearly  eight  years  ago.  This  study 
is  for  the  purpose  of  determing  if  any  changes  are  necessary.  Our 
approach  and  our  materials,  both  basal  and  supplementary  will  undergo 
a  most  careful  scrutiny  by  a  committee  of  teachers  and  reading  special¬ 
ists.  New  materials  and  systems  incorporating  multi-media  (-some  of 
which  we  are  now  testing  in  several  pilot  classrooms)  will  be  evaluated 
in  relation  to  our  needs. 


The  Learning  Centers 

From  both  a  philosphical  as  well  as  a  pragmatic  point  of  view,  there 
is  no  question  in  our  minds  about  the  validity  of  the  Learning  Centers. 
There  are  four  at  the  elementary  levels.  These  were  established  in  res¬ 
ponse  to  a  need  for  services  to  those  children  who  have  substantial  learn¬ 
ing  difficulties.  They  may  be  described  as  a  learning  setting  in  which  a 
program  is  organized  for  a  child,  geared  specifically  to  his  individual 
needs  and  interests.  The  atmosphere  is  highly  supportive  and  persona¬ 
lized.  We  have  learned  from  our  experience  thus  far  and  are  of  the  firm 
conviction  that  th:s  program  should  be  further  expanded  and  reinforced. 

The  School  Adjustment  Counselors 

Two  Adjustment  Counselors  were  added  to  the  professional  staff  of 
our  schools  in  September  of  1970.  They  are  in  our  schools  to  help 
children  whose  emot'onal  difficulties  became  obstacles  which  interfere 
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with  school  progress.  The  Adjustment  Counselors  act  as  consultants  on 
particular  problems  as  well  as  caseworkers.  They  are  a  valuable  member 
of  the  team  of  teachers  and  specialists  collaborating  their  efforts  to  pro¬ 
vide  effective  ways  of  dealing  with  problem  areas. 

Drug  Education 

At  the  elementary  school  level,  in  the  grade  range  kindergarten 
through  grade  four,  “drug  education”  is  not  as  highly  formalized  as  in 
later  years.  It  is  treated  rather  as  part  of  the  program  of  health  education 
and  follows  the  basic  contents  of  the  State  Department  Guidelines  issued 
last  spring. 

In  the  very  early  grades,  the  theme  is  that  drugs  are  of  benefit  to  man 
because  of  their  therapeutic  value  under  medical  direction;  that  there 
is  a  proper  and  legitimate  use  of  drugs  but  that  their  abuse  brings  pos¬ 
sible  personal  and  societal  penalties. 

During  the  early  months  of  1970  a  pilot  unit  on  “Use  and  Abuse  of 
Drugs”  was  developed  and  in-class  instruction  involved  the  drug  officer 
of  our  police  department  as  well  as  the  classroom  teacher. 

At  present,  “Guidelines”  which  have  been  developed  to  cover  the 
entire  grade  range  kindergarten  thru  six  are  in  process  of  completion. 
This  is  a  work  of  much  greater  magnitude  than  our  “Pilot  Unit”  and 
will  constitute  the  basis  of  our  drug  education  program.  The  prime  aim 
with  this  as  with  any  conceptual  approach  is  to  provide  the  student  with 
authentic  information  that  he  may  make  wise  decisions. 

Extracts  of  Reports  of  Elementary  Principals 

Every  year,  each  elementary  principal  writes  an  annual  report.  An 
attempt  is  made  to  incorporate  some  of  the  general  themes.  Miss  Mary 
Dean,  Principal  of  The  Cleveland  School  and  Mrs.  Mildred  Lane,  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  The  Balch  School  describe  some  of  the  system-wide  practices 
which  are  worthy  of  note. 

“We  encourage  our  teachers  to  visit  and  observe  in  other  classrooms 
within  their  building  and  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  visit 
others  schools.  Just  as  each  child  is  different,  so  too  each  teacher  is  an 
individual  with  her  own  unique  and  successful  methods,  and  classrooms 
are  alive  with  ideas  and  displays  that  can  improve  and  stimulate  our 
own  treasury  of  skills. 

In-Service  Institutes 

“The  response  to  the  two  Elementary  In-Service  Institutes  held  in 
November  and  December  has  been  most  gratifying  and  our  teachers 
look  forward  to  the  future  sessions.  The  opportunity  afforded,  of  meet¬ 
ing  with  teachers  from  other  schools,  sharing  education  experiences 
and  insights  regarding  reading  and  other  areas  of  the  curriculum  should 
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prove  mutually  beneficial  in  establishing  improved  instructional  pro¬ 
grams. 

Testing  Program 

“Our  spring  testing  program  included  the  Lorge  Thorndike  Intellig¬ 
ence  Tests  at  Grade  3  and  the  Otis-Lennon  Mental  Ability  Test  for  classes 
at  fourth  and  sixth  grade  levels.  The  Iowa  Tests  of  Basic  Skills  were  ad¬ 
ministered  to  grades  three  through  six.  The  Iowa  Profile  Chart,  color 
keyed  by  grade,  which  was  started  in  1967,  provides  an  excellent  indi¬ 
vidual  record  of  performance  on  these  Iowa  tests.  The  Basic  Reading 
Progress  Chart  also  initiated  in  1967  continues  to  be  a  helpful  guide  to 
teachers  in  planning  effect:ve  reading  programs  for  their  pupils. 

“In  September  the  Metropolitan  Readiness  Tests  were  given  to  first 
grade  children  and  the  results  provided  information  to  support  teacher 
judgment  in  grouping  and  in  ass:gning  children  who  needed  special  help. 

“On  going  through  the  year  in  grades  one  and  two,  the  American 
Book  Company  Reading  Achievement  Tests  are  given  when  a  unit  or 
book  is  completed  and  the  results  aid  teachers  in  assessing  reading  pro¬ 
gress  and  in  planning  for  necessary  re-teaching  or  review. 

Instructional  Material  Center 

“It  is  clearly  evident  that  a  wide  variety  of  audio-visual  materials  and 
equipment  will  be  increasingly  important  factors  in  elementary  edu¬ 
cation. 

“Therefore,  our  Instructional  Material  Center  will  become  the  focal 
area  of  activity  within  the  school,  equipped  to  provide  materials,  pro¬ 
grams  and  equipment  to  truly  individualize  instruction.  There  will  be 
an  expanding  need  and  opportunity  for  communication  specialists  as 
well  as  librarians,  for  tomorrow’s  children  must  be  as  familiar  with 
using  a  wide  variety  of  audio-visual  equipment  as  today’s  children  are 
with  turning  the  pages  of  their  text  books. 

“Libraries  are  invaluable  collections  of  books,  literature  and  refer¬ 
ence  material,  but  the  printed  word  is  only  one  medium  of  communica¬ 
tion,  —  one  aspect  of  a  true  Instructional  Material  Center. 

Our  conviction  that  we  have  a  responsibility  to  refine  and  revise 
current  practices  found  expression  during  1970  in  the  areas  of  reading, 
science,  library  and  drug  use  and  abuse. 

Concern  with  method  is  nowhere  more  crucial  than  in  teaching  read¬ 
ing.  Those  who  do  not  gain  the  ability  to  read  in  the  course  of  their  early 
education  lack  a  skill  necessary  to  all  other  areas  of  learning.  Therefore, 
the  need  for  reassessing  some  of  our  instructional  practices  and  mate¬ 
rials  is  always  a  challenge. 

Conclusion 

Every  now  and  then  we  have  to  stop  and  sort  things  out.  This  process 
of  noting  trends  and  setting  goals,  common  to  every  continuing  en- 
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deavor,  is  very  necessary  when  it  comes  to  public  education.  As  the 
year  1970  comes  to  a  close,  we  share  with  you  some  of  our  experiences. 

Today’s  schools  must  sense  and  respond  appropriately  to  the  forces 
and  events  that  have  changed  the  world  about  us.  Changes  are  coming 
about  so  rapidly  that  it  is  difficult  to  foretell  what  our  children  will  need 
to  know  and  think.  Being  aware  that  the  youth  of  today  must  have  some 
method  for  meeting  the  challenges  of  the  future,  we  try  to  plan  the  kind 
of  education  that  develops  the  significant  human  values  of  good  citizen¬ 
ship,  good  work  habits,  compassion  and  happiness  that  make  for  the  ideal 
adult.  The  attitudes  and  constant  interaction  of  the  teacher  with  the 
pupils  are  important  in  setting  values. 

Formal  schooling  must  function  with  effectiveness  to  produce  as  the 
demands  increase  if  it  is  to  continue  in  its  role  of  coordinating  the  edu¬ 
cation  process  and  providing  basic  skill  training.  While  new  methods 
and  media  supposed  to  be  better  than  those  currently  used  are  constant¬ 
ly  invading  the  scene,  teachers,  pupil  characteristics,  services  and  annual 
budgets  still  have  an  important  impact  on  education. 

The  successes  we  achieve  in  our  school  may  be  attributed  to  a  com¬ 
petent  staff.  All  are  motivated  with  a  common  purpose  of  continuous 
improvement  and  strive  to  make  our  offerings  meaningful  to  the  pupils. 

Once  again  it  is  my  privilege  to  express  gratitude  to  all  our  personnel 
for  dedicated  service  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  our 
superintendent’s  competent  leadership  and  generous  support  from  which 
we  all  benefit.

Off  Campus  and  Open  Campus  Programs 

Very  often  the  phrases  “Open  Campus”  and  “Off  Campus”  are  used 
in  educational  releases  publicizing  innovative  programs  It  would  be 
appropriate  to  mention  some  programs  at  Norwood  High  School  that  by 
definition  are  relevant. 

Early  in  1970  the  guidance  and  business  education  departments 
proposed  a  work-experience  program  in  business  and  distributive  oc¬ 
cupations.  The  program  was  to  include  students  still  in  school,  dropouts, 
and  recent  unemployed  graduates.  The  program  coordinator  would 
supervise  the  work  stations,  and  program  participants  would  have  a 
complementary  curriculum  in  school. 

Looking  at  the  increasingly  individualized  schedules  of  our  students, 
it  was  acknowledged  that  education  is  not  limited  to  the  classroom. 
This  program  was  designed  to  broaden  occupational  aspirations  and 
opportunities  by  offering  meaningful  experiences  which  relate  to  class¬ 
room  instruction  and  which  would  develop  saleable  skills.  The  school 
would  use  the  “off  campus”  resources  of  the  business  community  as  an 
extension  of  the  educational  process.  In  the  process  benefits  would  accrue 
to  the  individual,  the  employer,  the  school  curriculum,  and  the  com- 
ii  j  munity. 

This  proposal  was  one  of  a  few  approved  and  funded  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  Division  of  Occupational  Education.  Twelve 
thousand  dollars  was  awarded  for  the  school  year  1970  —  1971  with  ten 
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thousand  approved  for  the  salary  of  a  program  coordinator  and  two 
thousand  to  be  used  for  laboratory  equipment. 

On  December  10,  1970,  the  Guidance  and  Business  departments 
sponsored  a  meeting  of  the  cooperating  employers  involved  in  the  “off 
campus”  program.  The  meeting  proved  to  be  an  informative  interchange 
for  both  school  and  business  personnel.  Procedures  under  discussion 
involved  attendance,  grading  criteria  for  the  work-experience,  minimum 
and  maximum  working  hours,  and  screening  and  hiring  practices. 

Norwood  High  School  faculty  members  responsible  for  the  program 
and  its  administration  include  Miss  Barbara  G.  Hanks,  Business  Depart¬ 
ment  Head,  who  oversees  the  curriculum  of  the  program;  Robert  W. 
Weber,  also  of  the  Business  Department,  who  serves  as  Project  Coordi¬ 
nator;  and  Miss  Mary  L.  Karahalis  of  the  Guidance  staff,  who  is  res¬ 
ponsible  for  public  relations,  screening  prospective  candidates,  and 
counseling  the  work-experience  students. 

After  a  year  of  planning,  the  program  was  initiated  in  September. 
Currently,  eighteen  students  are  enrolled,  attending  regular  classes  in 
the  morning  and  reporting  to  work  stations  during  the  afternoon.  Their 
curriculum  includes  distributive  education  courses  in  the  fundamentals 
of  selling  and  the  mathematics  of  merchandising. 

The  work  stations  provide  the  student  with  practical  experience  in 
applying  those  concepts  taught  in  classroom  situations. 

Several  businesses  and  industries  in  the  Norwood  area  are  cooper¬ 
ating  with  Norwood  High  School  by  providing  the  work  stations,  many 
offering  valuable  on-the-job  training. 

These  students  are  employed  by  Herb  Anderson  Volkswagen  Sales, 
Boston  Pallette  Inc.,  C  &  C  Provisions,  Tom  Connolly  Pontiac,  Don  and 
Wally’s,  Lechmere  Sales,  Jack  Madden  Ford,  Norwood  Floral  Nurseries, 
Sears  Roebuck  and  Company,  Stop  and  Shop,  Per-Mark  Industries,  and 
Vita  Mart. 

The  thrust  of  the  Work-Exchange  Program  this  year  has  been  in 
the  service  occupations  area.  Next  year  the  school  department  is  plan¬ 
ning  expansion  of  the  program  into  clerical  occupations  and  possibly 
pre-professional  work  experiences  for  those  students  anticipating  post- 
high  school  education. 

The  “Open  Campus”  concept  presents  alternatives  to  students  dur¬ 
ing  their  free  or  unscheduled  time  including  the  option  to  leave  the 
school  campus.  For  the  past  several  years  members  of  the  National 
Honor  Society  have  had  the  privilege  of  being  unassigned  during  their 
free  periods.  That  is,  they  could  use  any  available  facilities  in  the  school 
during  their  study  periods.  In  the  spring  of  1970,  the  administration  in 
response  to  a  student  —  faculty  recommendation  received  permission 
for  seniors  to  leave  the  campus  when  their  study  period  came  at  the  end 
of  the  day.  This  has  served  as  an  excellent  controlled  experiment.  Only 
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students  with  parental  approval  were  allowed  the  option.  Since  its  in¬ 
ception  there  has  not  been  one  complaint  or  negative  comment  from  the 
community.  The  Norwood  School  Committee  has  also  approved  extend¬ 
ing  this  privilege  to  juniors  and  sophomores  when  the  conditions  are 
appropriate. 

The  State  Department  of  Education,  acting  on  policy  established 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  has  been  very  reluctant  to  approve 
early  dismissal  of  students.  The  rigid  guidelines  stated  that  all  students 
must  be  in  school  five  and  one-half  hours  each  day  and  twenty-seven 
and  one-half  hours  each  week.  On  October  3,  1970,  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  after  favorable  recommendations  based  on  experimental 
“open  campus’’  programs  in  five  Massachusetts  high  schools,  waived  the 
length  of  school-day  requirements  for  schools  which  submitted  “open 
campus”  programs  to  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  which 
met  other  satisfactory  standards. 


The  Staff  Advisory  Council,  composed  of  representative  members  of 
the  faculty  and  administration,  took  up  the  study  of  a  reorganized  school 
day.  Three  committees  were  formed  in  Curriculum,  Scheduling,  and 
School  Plant  which  included  elected  student  members.  Some  of  the 
discussion  topics  are:  New  courses;  course  prerequisites;  credits; 
semester  units  of  instruction;  mini-courses;  lengthened  school  day; 
varied  length  of  class  periods;  extended  lunch  program;  reapportion¬ 
ment  of  existing  classroom  spaces  involving  curriculum  areas  of  in¬ 
dustrial  arts,  instructional  materials  center  (audio-visual  materials  and 
library),  guidance,  art,  and  music;  and  the  extension  of  “open  campus” 
and  “off  campus”  programs.  It  is  expected  that  recommendations  will  be 
made  in  February  for  implementation  during  the  academic  year  1971  — 
1972. 

Curriculum  Innovations, 


A  most  imaginative  and  promising  English  elective  curriculum  has 
been  developed  by  the  English  Department  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
John  J.  Flaherty,  chairman,  this  past  year.  A  comprehensive  question¬ 
naire  which  contained  many  course  descriptions  was  distributed  to  all 
juniors  and  seniors  in  early  October.  English  teachers  acted  as  con¬ 
sultants  for  students  in  the  selection  of  these  “mini”  courses  which  are 
of  ten  week  (one  term)  duration.  It  was  recommended  that  students 
consult  further  with  their  guidance  counsellors  and  parents  if  a  selection 
was  questionable.  To  appreciate  the  scope  of  this  experimental  program, 
the  English  elective  offerings  are  included  for  the  reader’s  examination.

Drug  Awareness  Day 

The  Faculty  Student  Advisory  Committee,  which  provides  one  means 
of  keeping  communication  lines  open  between  faculty,  students,  and 
administrators,  sponsored  on  May  13th  a  “Drug  Awareness  Day.”  The 
program  featured  speakers  from  the  Norwood  Police  Department,  the 
Norfolk  County  District  Attorney’s  Office,  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police,  and  the  Massachusetts  Drug  Addiction  Rehabilitation  Board. 

A  graphic  picture  of  the  perils  of  drug  addiction  was  presented  in 
the  film  “Marijuana”,  provided  by  the  office  of  District  Attorney  George 
C.  Burke.  Following  the  showing,  Police  Chief  James  M.  Murphy  and 
Safety  Officer  Frank  L.  Walsh  of  the  Norwood  Police  Department  ad¬ 
dressed  the  students,  stressing  their  role  as  educators  and  resource 
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people  in  the  area  of  drug  abuse  prevention.  They  were  assisted  by 
Edward  Carney  of  the  District  Attorney’s  staff  and  Massachusetts 
State  Police  Trooper  James  P.  Gianquitto. 

The  second  part  of  the  program  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  Benjamin 
Harrison  Ross  of  the  Massachusetts  Drug  Addiction  Rehabilitation 
Board  and  a  Norwood  resident,  who  presented  two  ex-drug  addicts  to  an 
attentive  audience.  Leo,  a  20  year-old  Vietnam  veteran,  and  Tina,  a  25 
year-old  parolee  and  drug  counselor  at  a  Halfway  House  in  Boston’s  South 
End,  described  their  entrapment  in  the  horror  world  of  drug  addiction 
and  their  subsequent  efforts  to  extricate  themselves  from  addiction. 

Earth  Day 

In  conjunction  with  a  national  campaign  to  awaken  America  to  the 
menace  of  pollution,  a  student-organized  and  student-directed  program 
involved  the  entire  high  school  community  on  April  30th. 

The  core  of  the  presentation  centered  on  an  eleven-minute  film  signi¬ 
ficantly  titled  A  DIRTY  MOVIE,  which  graphically  represented  blatant 
examples  of  industrial  and  other  forms  of  pollution  within  the  com¬ 
munity.  Seven  Norwood  High  School  students  filmed  and  edited  the 
movie,  prepared  the  sound  track,  and  organized  and  presented  the  pro¬ 
gram:  Eileen  J.  Barry,  Donald  E.  Barry,  Elaine  M.  Doherty,  Linda  J. 
Rodman,  Sheila  N.  Rodman,  Marianne  Mclnnis,  and  Jeffrey  J.  Maienza. 

Also  featured  in  the  seven  programs  presented  in  the  course  of 
“Earth  Day”  were  Representative  David  J.  Ahearn  of  Norwood;  Philip 
Lerner  of  the  Urban  Affairs  Department  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts; 
Alec  MacMillan,  an  assistant  on  Governor  Sargent’s  executive  staff,  and 
Mrs.  Laura  Moore  and  Mrs.  Ann  Piecewicz  of  the  Norwood  High  School 
Science  faculty. 

The  objectives  as  outlined  by  the  student  committee  were  to  focus 
maximum  attention  on  the  growing  pollution  problem  at  all  levels  of 
life  and  to  stimulate  concern  and  action  at  a  local  level  to  effect  an 
immediate  change  for  beneficial  environmental  control.  Specific  action 
advised  included  participation  in  clean-up,  green-up  campaigns;  attend¬ 
ing  and  speaking  up  at  hearings  on  proposed  legislation  affecting  the 
environment;  refusing  to  purchase  materials  which  contribute  to  environ¬ 
mental  deterioration;  and  helping  to  educate  the  local  community  to 
the  dangers  inherent  in  unchecked  pollution. 

Interactive  Learning  via  Computer 

The  faculty  and  students  of  Norwood  High  were  pleased  to  have 
the  availability  of  the  latest  in  guidance  information  facilities.  This 
information  system  is  a  product  of  Interactive  Learning  Systems  Inc.  The 
counselor  places  a  call  to  ILS  through  normal  telephone  lines;  and 
after  connection,  the  student  or  counselor  then  types  simple  command 
letters  on  a  teletypewriter  terminal,  requesting  the  desired  information. 
The  typewriter  responds  from  the  data  bank  in  the  computer.

At  present,  there  are  four  programs  in  the  system:  occupational  in¬ 
formation,  vocational  and  technical  school  information,  college  informa¬ 
tion,  and  scholarship  and  financial  aid  information.  One  of  the  greatest 
values  in  the  use  of  ILS  programs  is  the  increased  motivation  that  the 
student  gains  from  his  interaction  with  the  information  he  receives 
from  the  computer.

A  junior  in  order  to  qualify  for  membership  must  have  been  named 
on  the  school  Honor  Roll  five  times  consecutively  with  at  least  three  of 
these  five  citations  for  first  honors.

Education  Night  —  Norwood  Chamber  of  Commerce 

Each  year  an  essay  contest  sponsored  by  the  Norwood  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  conducted  at  Norwood  Senior  High  School  for  college  pre¬ 
paratory  juniors  and  all  seniors.  The  essays  are  evaluated  first  by  a  panel 
of  English  teachers,  and  finally  the  best  of  these  are  read  by  a  panel  of 
lay  readers  who  serve  on  the  essay  contest  committee  of  the  Chamber 

of  Commerce. 

Three  finalists  are  selected  who  read  their  papers  at  a  school  as¬ 
sembly.  A  trio  of  judges  further  determine  the  first,  second,  and  third 
place  positions  of  the  finalists  on  the  basis  of  delivery  as  well  as  content. 

The  winners  of  the  1970  contest  in  order  of  their  final  standing  were 
Donna  Giorgio,  Jill  Ritchie,  and  Brian  MacQuarrie. 

Honors  Banquet

The  Boston  University  School  of  Journalism  sponsors  a  competition 
at  which  yearbooks  of  high  schools  from  all  over  New  England  are  judg¬ 
ed  on  the  basis  of  many  factors.

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High  graduation  classes  have  been  adjudicated  in  one  of  the  highest 
categories  of  awards.  It  is  appropriate  to  relate  that  again  the  1970  Tiot 
has  received  the  award  of  “highest  achievement”  from  the  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity  School  of  Journalism.  The  adviser  emeritus  of  the  Yearbook,  Mrs. 
Philip  Riley,  and  the  student  editors  over  the  past  years  have  acquired 
an  outstanding  craftsmanship  in  the  production  of  the  Tiot  of  which  we 
all  can  be  very  proud. 


Conclusion 

Nineteen  seventy  has  been  a  fruitful  year  academically  and  socially. 
It  was  a  year  in  which  changed  attitudes  and  greater  understanding 
produced  cooperatively  conceived  programs  to  improve  the  overall  cur¬ 
riculum.  Whereas  the  preceding  had  been  one  of  restlessness  and  dis¬ 
ruptions  over  individual  rights  and  the  role  of  the  educational  institutions 
and  their  control,  nineteen  seventy  saw  a  rebuilding  of  confidences  by 
allowing  critical  analysis  of  our  schools  and  the  curriculum.  As  a  result 
many  sound  proposals  and  some  stimulating  programs  have  been  pro¬ 
duced. 

A  February,  1970,  follow-up  study  of  the  class  of  1969  revealed  that 
the  largest  percentage  of  any  graduating  class  (73.6%)  were  furthering 
their  education.  A  resume  of  this  study  is  presented  for  your  information.

Particular  appreciation  is  due  our  very  capable  educational  leader, 
Dr.  Philip  O.  Coakley,  and  his  staff.  The  support  and  encouragement  of 
the  Norwood  School  Committee  and  the  people  of  Norwood  augurs 
well  for  education  in  Norwood.  While  some  of  the  educational  problems 
in  our  community  may  seem  unique  and  very  vexing,  a  comparison 
would  indicate  that  we  have  much  for  which  we  can  be  grateful.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
HENRY  O.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

Enrollments  in  occupational  training  programs  at  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School  this  year  represent  forty-four  towns  with  students  from 
Abington,  Attleboro,  North  Attleboro,  Avon,  Bellingham,  Bridgewater, 
Braintree,  Brockton,  Canton,  Chelsea,  Dedham,  Framingham,  Franklin, 
Foxboro,  Hanson,  Holbrook,  Hyde  Park,  Islington,  Mansfield,  Medway, 
Millis,  Medfield,  Natick,  Needham,  Newton,  Norfolk,  Norwood,  North 
Weymouth,  Plainville,  Plymouth,  Norton,  Quincy,  Randolph,  Raynham, 
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Seekonk,  Sharon,  Stoughton,  Somerville,  Taunton,  Walpole,  Waltham, 
Westwood,  Weymouth,  and  Rock  Island,  Illinois. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  the  tuition  rate 
for  nonresident  pupils  in  attendance  in  occupational  training  programs 
at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  was  increased  from  $400  per  year  to 
$700  per  year  effective  January,  1970. 

A  special  effort  has  been  made  to  acquaint  members  of  the  adjacent 
communities  with  the  various  vocational  offerings  available  to  high 
school  students  and  those  individuals  interested  in  continuing  their 
education  through  the  use  of  special  feature  newspaper  articles,  an  open 
house  exhibit,  and  tours  of  the  school  by  interested  parents,  prospective 
students,  and  numbers  of  guidance  personnel. 

In  order  to  further  expand  the  present  offerings,  application  was 
made  to  Massachusetts  Division  of  Occupational  Education  and  approval 
was  given  to  establish  a  new  program.  A  ceremony  for  the  installation 
of  officers  and  initiation  of  members  was  held  at  a  luncheon  meeting 
in  November  at  the  Club  Car  in  Norwood. 

October  marked  the  opening  of  “Corky  Row,”  a  boutique  shop  within 
the  school,  planned  and  operated  by  students  in  the  Distributive  Edu¬ 
cation  Program.  A  special  field  trip  to  display  sources  in  Boston  aided 
our  concept  of  the  “state  of  the  art”  to  better  determine  our  needs  and 
wants.  In  addition  to  merchandise  purchased,  art  and  craft  objects  are 
taken  on  consignment  in  order  to  provide  an  interesting  inventory. 

Special  activities  included  a  guest  speaker,  Mrs.  Ruth  Everburg, 
Assistant  Personnel,  Kendall  Mills,  Walpole,  and  a  field  trip  through 
the  William  Carter  Company,  Needham.  The  2^-week  Christmas  field¬ 
work  release  will  provide  the  student  with  valuable  Christmas  experi¬ 
ence  on  the  selling  scene  and  also  serve  as  an  accommodation  to  our  pro¬ 
gram  sponsors. 

Plans  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  include  field  trips  to  Jordan 
Marsh  Company;  College  Town;  a  textile  mill;  special  speakers  in  specific 
areas  of  marketing,  advertising,  inventory  control,  and  salesmanship;  and 
an  employer-employee  banquet  in  the  spring. 

The  year  1969-70  for  the  Business  Department  was  one  of  institution 
and  change.  In  the  business  machines  program,  the  introduction  of  more 
business  math  proved  to  be  a  wise  procedure. 

The  number  enrolled  was  somewhat  disappointing  as  the  projected 
figures  in  June  showed  an  overenrollment.  Summer  employment,  ap¬ 
parently,  held  a  number  of  those  who  had  planned  to  return  to  school. 

Community  and  nearby  resources  were  used  more  extensively  than 
previously.  A  field  trip  to  the  Norfolk  County  Trust  Company  and  to  the 
Norfolk  and  Dedham  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  both  in  Dedham, 
was  taken  early  in  the  year  to  acquaint  students  with  job  possibilities.

Miss  Sandra  Talanian,  a  speaker  from  the  John  Hancock  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  of  Boston,  was  a  guest  speaker  in  December.  She  was 
followed  by  Mrs.  Janet  Peterson  of  Temporary  Talents,  Inc.,  in  February; 
and  in  March,  Mrs.  Dorothy  A.  Eggars  from  the  Foxboro  Company  spoke 
to  the  group. 

Our  two  Business  Education  instructors  attended  the  American  Vo¬ 
cational  Association  Convention  in  Boston,  where  they  heard  Mr.  Bernard 
Shilt  speak  at  the  Delta  Pi  Epsilon  luncheon  meeting  on  the  newer  changes 
in  business  education;  and  they  also  participated  in  the  sectional  meetings 
conducted  by  Dr.  John  L.  Rowe  on  the  values  to  be  derived  from  voca¬ 
tional  training. 

In  March  they  attended  a  meeting  at  Fisher  Junior  College  which  was 
conducted  by  Dr.  Alan  C.  Lloyd,  McGraw-Hill  Book  Co.,  which  stressed  the 
newer  techniques  to  be  employed  in  the  teaching  of  typewriting. 

The  teachers,  and  the  Director,  were  invited  to  tour  the  Foxboro 
Company  and  to  meet  with  the  department  heads  in  an  effort  to  interest 
students  in  making  application  to  this  firm  upon  graduation. 

Secretarial  training  in  the  first  half  of  the  school  year  deals  with  the 
learning  of  the  shorthand  theory  and  the  development  of  technical  skills, 
and  the  students  do  not  participate  in  the  Gregg  sponsored  awards  tests 
until  the  third  term. 

In  an  attempt  to  develop  skill  in  the  taking  of  dictation  at  higher 
rates  earlier  in  the  year,  a  “writing”  approach  was  tried.  Instead  of 
waiting  a  period  of  six  weeks  or  completing  Lesson  18  before  starting  the 
class  in  the  writing  of  shorthand  outlines,  writing  was  started  during  the 
first  full  week  of  school.  We  also  continued  to  emphasize  the  need  for 
reading,  as  is  done  in  the  “reading”  approach  to  the  learning  of  shorthand. 
The  importance  of  correct  proportion  of  strokes  was  stressed,  and  stu¬ 
dents  were  exposed  to  early  dictation  of  previewed  material. 

Daily  use  of  the  IBM  Executary  listening  stations  provided  students 
with  the  opportunity  to  develop  speed  reading  as  well  as  speed  writing. 
They  listen  to  and  practice  taking  dictation  from  Executary  belts  of  home¬ 
work  material  at  speed  spurts  of  60  and  70  words  a  minute,  and  they 
quickly  develop  the  ability  to  write  without  tension  or  pressure  at  speeds 
of  40  and  50  words  a  minute.  The  class  is  at  least  six  weeks  ahead  of  pre¬ 
vious  classes  in  skill  development.  It  is  expected  that  students  will  be  more 
confident  of  their  technical  proficiency  at  graduation  and  more  capable  of 
higher  speed  rates  as  a  result  of  this  early  “writing”  approach. 

The  Beauty  Culture  Department  continues  to  attract  such  large 
numbers  of  interested  candidates  that  it  is  possible  for  our  admissions 
committee  to  select  a  capacity  enrollment  of  sixty  highly  motivated  and 
qualified  students  for  training  in  this  one-year  postgraduate  program. 

Starting  in  February  and  continuing  every  week  throughout  the 
school  year,  patients  from  Foxoboro  State  Hospital  are  provided  all  of  the 
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various  Cosmetology  services.  This  accommodation  supplies  the  Beauty 
Culture  student  with  diversified  clinical  experiences,  and  the  services 
rendered  the  patient  are  of  tremendous  therapeutic  value. 

In  March,  the  Beauty  Culture  instructors  and  their  students  attended 
the  Hair  Coloring  and  Style  Show,  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Edward  C. 
Tower  Company,  at  the  Sheraton-Boston  Hotel.  The  demonstration  lec¬ 
ture  featured  Miss  Doris  Paul,  hair  stylist,  and  Mr.  Robert  Plotin,  chemist 
and  hair  colorist.  Current  techniques  in  hair  coloring  and  coloring  and 
styling  of  wigs  were  emphasized. 

To  further  strengthen  the  important  correlation  between  classroom 
theory,  related  science,  and  related  art  instruction,  a  programmed  field 
trip  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science  and  Planetarium,  to  Proctor  & 
Gamble  Company,  and  to  the  John  Gardner  Museum  was  planned  for  the 
Beauty  Culture  Students  in  April.  In  December,  Mr.  Irving  Sanders,  Dis¬ 
trict  Director  of  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Center  was  invited  to  speak 
to  the  students  in  the  combined  cosmetology  classes.  Mr.  Sanders  stressed 
the  need  for  learning  to  deal  with  one’s  tensions  and  the  ethics  of  com¬ 
petition. 

Hair  coloring  machines  are  a  new  tool  in  the  commercially  important 
field  of  hair  coloring.  Two  of  these  machines  have  been  purchased  for  the 
Beauty  Culture  Department  for  the  purpose  of  providing  our  students 
an  opportunity  to  work  with  the  most  efficient  and  effective  hair-coloring 
methods  available.  They  serve  as  an  effective  means  of  familiarizing  the 
learner  with  techniques  currently  employed  in  modern  hair  salons. 

As  a  result  of  a  public  hearing  held  on  December  16, 1969,  the  Board  of 
Registration  in  Nursing  has  taken  favorable  action  on  the  proposal  for 
a  12-month  program  for  practical  nursing  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
Due  to  existing  regulations,  however,  it  will  be  June  before  they  are 
waived  and  the  institutions  can  begin  to  implement  the  12-month  pro¬ 
gram  in  their  respective  schools.  It  is  rewarding  to  recognize  that  this 
change  has  come  about  because  of  the  leadership  and  conviction  of  the 
Henry  O.  Peabody  School. 

State  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  Examination  results  have  been 
received  and  27  graduates  successfully  completed  them.  The  class  mean 
this  year  was  550.  This  remains  well  above  the  national  average  and  is  an 
excellent  score  for  the  heterogenous  group  enrolled  in  this  program. 

In  January,  26  students  received  their  caps  and  heard  Mrs.  Shirley 
Buckner,  Director  of  South  Shore  Hospital  Nursing  Department,  deliver 
an  interesting  and  informative  talk  on  the  history  of  the  nurse’s  cap. 

As  a  result  of  planning  with  Nursing  Education  Department  person¬ 
nel,  the  newly  devised  changes  in  the  clinical  curriculum  were  imple¬ 
mented.  The  clinical  day  has  been  shortened  from  6:45  A.M.  —  3:15  P.M. 
to  7:45  A.M.  —  3:15  P.M.,  and  the  length  of  the  term  has  been  extended 
from  15  weeks  to  16  weeks  in  Term  II. 
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Field  trips  included  a  visit  to  the  V.  A.  Hospital  in  West  Roxbury 
where  the  students  learned  about  the  nursing  care  of  the  chronically  ill, 
especially  those  with  spinal  cord  injuries,  and  a  visit  to  the  Norfolk  County 
Hospital  in  Braintree.  A  tour  and  demonstration  of  the  Pulmonary  Func¬ 
tion  Unit  as  well  as  lectures  on  pulmonary  diseases,  their  management 
and  nursing  care,  proved  valuable  learning  experiences  for  faculty  and 
students  alike.  The  warm  welcome  given  the  students  by  Dr.  Martin,  hosp¬ 
ital  superintendent,  was  most  appreciated. 

In  April  a  field  trip  was  made  to  the  Shriner’s  Burn  Unit  in  Boston. 
The  students  were  greatly  sobered  by  the  extent  of  the  burns  they  saw, 
but  they  were  also  impressed  by  the  treatments  and  nursing  care  given  to 
the  burned  patients. 

During  the  maternity  and  pediatric  units,  students  visited  the  Boston 
Science  Museum  Life  Exhibit,  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  for 
Crippled  Children  in  Canton,  and  the  Boston  School  for  the  Deaf  in 
Randolph. 

In  August  an  interesting  trip  was  taken  to  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Defense  Agency  in  Framingham,  an  underground  shelter  capable  of  hous¬ 
ing  400-500  persons.  While  touring  the  facilities,  students  and  faculty 
witnessed  a  test  alert  for  the  Eastern  Seaboard.  This  was  not  only  an 
impressive  display,  but  also  provided  considerable  information  on  the 
kinds  of  services  available  in  an  emergency. 

Miss  Keady  reinforced  the  learning  of  the  students  in  dealing  with 
the  religious  needs  of  their  patients  by  presenting  a  panel  of  experts  in 
this  area.  The  guest  speakers  were  Father  Joseph  Ruocco,  St.  Catherine 
of  Siena  Parish;  Reverend  A.  Lee  Hocutt,  United  Church  of  Norwood;  and 
Rabbi  Joel  Myers,  Temple  Shaare  Tefilah. 

During  the  early  part  of  their  Maternal-Child  Health  Experience  the 
students  were  privileged  to  have  speakers  from  the  LaLeche  League  who 
favor  breast  feeding  and  the  Lamaze  Society,  proponents  of  natural 
childbirth. 

Other  guest  speakers  included  Mrs.  Louise  Hankin,  Director  of  Pa¬ 
tient  Services  Norwood  Hospital,  who  gave  a  presentation  to  the  students 
on  social-welfare  needs  of  patients  and  the  battered-child  syndrome,  and 
Dr.  Paul  Kuniholm,  psychiatrist  at  Cutler  Clinic,  who  devoted  six  hours  of 
discussion  time  to  consider  the  nurse-patient  relationship  and  problems 
related  to  coping  with  death. 

In  April,  Miss  Sophie  Kasperovitch,  Maternal-Child  Health  Consultant, 
Massachusetts  Public  Health  Department,  spoke  to  the  students  re¬ 
garding  home  care  of  children  and  the  role  of  public  health  in  providing 
child-health  services. 

The  school  was  visited  by  many  who  are  interested  in  the  working 
of  the  12-month  program.  The  faculty  and  directors  of  other  programs 
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who  visited  are  Mrs.  Joan  McCann,  acting  Director,  David  Hale  Fanning 
Trade  High  School,  Worcester;  Mrs.  Jane  Kennedy,  Director  Health  Oc¬ 
cupations,  McCann  Vocational  Technical  High  School,  North  Adams;  and 
Mrs.  Charlotte  Scott,  Director  Health  Occupations,  Northeast  Metropolitan 
Technical  Vocational  School  in  Wakefield. 

Mrs.  Judith  Knight,  R.N.,  Coordinator  of  our  Practical  Nursing  Pro¬ 
gram,  was  invited  and  did  visit  the  Pittsfield  Vocational  Technical  High 
School  and  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  in 
Easton  to  speak  to  program  directors  of  the  necessary  curriculum  revi¬ 
sions  when  schools  convert  from  the  15-month  to  the  12-month  program. 

Mrs.  Helene  Sebring,  R.N.,  Clinical  Instructor,  resigned  from  our 
staff  in  July  and  has  been  accepted  as  a  master’s  candidate  at  Boston 
University.  She  has  been  replaced  by  Mrs.  Marilyn  Campbell,  R.N. 

Mrs.  Jane  Fisher,  R.  N.,  clinical  instructor  and  Nursing  Education 
Supervisor  at  Norwood  Hospital,  left  the  faculty  in  June  to  join  her  hus¬ 
band,  who  was  transferred  to  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  Her  position 
has  been  filled  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Couper,  R.N.,  of  the  Norwood  Hospital 
Education  Department. 

When  Mrs.  Patricia  Mahoney  resigned  to  move  to  New  Jersey  in 
September,  she  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Louise  Moore,  R.N. 

On  September  24,  1970,  24  students  received  their  diplomas  and  pins. 
The  guest  speaker  was  Miss  Eleanor  A.  Gaffney,  R.N.,  Director  of  Nursing 
at  the  Lemuel  Shattuck  Hospital.  Miss  Gaffney  spoke  on  the  changing 
world  and  its  needs  —  the  need  of  the  nurse  to  commit  herself  to  humanity 
to  attain  the  goal  of  quality  patient  care,  greater  depth  of  human  under¬ 
standing,  courtesy,  and  compassion  in  a  troubled  world. 

Acting  upon  the  434  inquiries  received  in  the  department,  321  appli¬ 
cations  and  113  brochures  were  mailed  to  interested  individuals.  Of  this 
number  102  applications  were  received,  100  were  interviewed  by  the 
program  coordinator  and  reviewed  by  the  Admissions  Committee,  and  of 
this  number  45  were  accepted  by  the  Committee.  Thirty-four  students 
ranging  in  age  from  18  years  to  52  years  entered  the  program  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1970. 

A  memorial  donation  of  $100  was  made  to  the  Norwood  Hospital 
Development  Fund  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Betty  Shay  by  the  Practical 
Nursing  Program  academic  faculty  and  school  director. 

To  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  Mrs.  Shay’s  death,  Miss  Phyllis  Ceglia, 
R.N.,  a  graduate  of  Newton  Junior  College  School  of  Nursing,  joined 
our  faculty  in  the  Nursing  Education  Department  of  the  Norwood  Hosp¬ 
ital. 


Again  this  year,  a  considerable  increase  in  productivity  is  noted  in 
the  Food  Service  areas  of  Chefs’  training,  dining  room  management,  and 
commercial  banking.

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Due  to  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  business,  the  student-operated 
retail  bakeshop  is  now  open  to  the  public  four  hours  a  day  as  compared 
with  one  hour  daily  five  years  ago. 

In  order  to  keep  pace  with  changes  in  industry,  to  accommodate 
customer  requests,  and  also  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  more  mature  student, 
shop  lessons  are  under  constant  change  and  revision  to  include  new  items 
and  techniques.  Some  50  new  bakery  items  were  introduced  this  year. 

Many  of  the  students  entering  the  program  at  the  post-graduate  level 
are  requesting  a  second  year  of  training  so  that  they  might  become  famil¬ 
iar  with  and  more  proficient  in  all  aspects  of  Food  Service.  If  the  growth 
pattern  continues,  some  thought  must  be  given  to  providing  additional 
instructors  to  teach  the  more  technical  related  mathematics,  related 
science,  trade  management,  and  advanced  laboratory  procedures. 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  Bakery  has  supplied 
the  “Cake  Bar”  at  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School  study  hall.  This  year, 
approximately  300  pieces  of  pastry  a  day  are  sold,  an  increase  of  50% 
over  last  year’s  sales. 

Working  cooperatively  with  Mrs.  Mary  Nagle,  Director  of  Food 
Services,  Norwood  Public  Schools,  we  honor  her  request  to  send  an  advanc¬ 
ed  baking  student  into  the  other  schools  in  Norwood  to  assist  in  the  new 
baking  departments  of  the  School  Lunch  Program. 

In  January,  1970,  a  special  six-week  baking  program  for  school  lunch 
personnel  from  Dedham  and  Norwood  was  conducted  by  instructor,  Miss 
Marion  Martin,  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  Twenty  women  attended 
the  classes  in  Fundamentals  and  Basics  of  Baking  in  order  to  upgrade 
their  skills  in  baking. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year,  Miss  Martin  has  served  as  instructor 
to  approximately  400  school  lunch  personnel  attending  the  Massachusetts 
Annual  School  Lunch  Conference  held  at  Stonehill  College  in  Easton, 
Massachusetts. 

The  need  for  increased  refrigerator-freezer  storage  became  a  critical 
necessity.  We  applied  for  state  assistance  and  were  fortunate  to  receive 
funds  enabling  us  to  construct  an  11-cubic-foot  walk-in  refrigerator  and  an 
11-cubic-foot  walk-in  freezer. 

In  order  to  broaden  their  horizons,  a  series  of  lectures  have  been 
arranged  with  programs  of  special  interest  to  the  students.  Companies 
providing  professional  representatives  include:  H.  A.  Johnson  Company, 
S.  S.  Pierce  Company,  The  National  Coffee  Brewing  Center,  King  Arthur 
Flour  Company,  Sunkist  Orange  Company,  and  the  U-S.D.A.  Federal 
f  Meat  Division. 

Field  trips  have  been  made  to  the  New  England  Life  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany,  Statler  Hilton  Hotel,  Fulton  Meat  Packing  Company,  Bolton-Smart 
Meat  Company,  The  Boston  Fisheries,  Inc.,  The  Great  Atlantic  &  Pacific 
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Tea  Company  freezer  and  seafood  packing  plant,  and  the  New  England 
Culinary  Exhibit,  Boston.  In  addition,  students  toured  the  kitchen  facilities 
of  the  Hotel  Sonesta  and  the  Statler-Hilton  Hotel  in  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
and  attended  the  Connecticut  Culinary  Exhibit,  where  Chef-Instructor 
Paul  Pantano  served  as  one  of  the  judges  of  the  show. 

Twelve  advanced  Commercial  Baking  Students  accompanied  by  In¬ 
structor  Miss  Marion  Martin,  attended  the  First  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bakers  Association  held  in  Hyannis  in  October,  1970.  The 
name,  reputation,  and  culinary  accomplishments  of  the  school  are  widely 
publicized  through  the  affiliation  of  our  instructors  in  the  Massachusetts 
restaurant  Association,  the  Boston  Epicurean  Club,  d’Escoffier  Associa¬ 
tion,  The  Food  Service  Executives  Association,  The  Massachusetts  Retail 
Bakers  Association,  and  the  American  School  Food  Service.  Henry  O. 
Peabody  students  are  now  eligible  to  become  members  of  the  Junior  Epi¬ 
curean  Club  of  Boston,  an  association  which  provides  the  students  an 
opportunity  to  meet  and  mingle  with  masters  in  the  profession. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year,  the  School’s  Culinary  Department 
has  won  first  prize  in  the  Vocational  School  Classification  of  the  Boston 
Epicurean  Club  sponsored  Culinary  Exhibit  of  the  New  England  Hotel 
and  Restaurant  Show  held  in  the  John  B.  Hynes  Civic  Auditorium,  Pru¬ 
dential  Center,  from  May  5  —  7,  1970. 

In  May,  student  Arthur  Mosgofian  of  Natick  was  honored  by  the 
Food  Service  Executives  Association  at  a  dinner  prepared  by  Culinary 
Arts  students  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  An  annual  award  is  made 
to  outstanding  students  in  occupational  Food  Service  Training  Programs, 
and  it  was  presented  to  this  particular  young  man  in  recognition  of  his 
outstanding  performance  in  the  commercial  baking  program  at  the 
Peabody  School. 

Two  graduates  of  the  Foods  program  are  presently  enrolled  in  the 
Foods  Management  program  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Stock- 
bridge  School;  one  graduate,  at  the  Culinary  Institute  of  America  in  New 
Haven,  Connecticut;  one  student,  at  the  American  Institute  of  Baking, 
Chicago,  Illinois;  and  one  graduate  is  continuing  his  studies  in  hotel 
management  at  Paul  Smiths’  College,  Paul  Smiths,  New  York. 

Class  trips  of  special  interest  to  the  students  of  Fashion  were  made 
to  Design  Research  and  True  Boutique,  Cambridge;  College  Town,  Brain¬ 
tree;  the  Modern  School  of  Fashion  Design  and  Fashion  Show,  Boston; 
the  Old  Slater  Mill  Museum,  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island;  Stanley-Berroco, 
Inc.,  Uxbridge;  The  Berkshire  Apparel  Corporation  in  Malden;  the  Mer¬ 
rimack  Textile  Museum,  North  Andover;  and  the  Sheraton  Plaza  Lun¬ 
cheon  Show,  Boston. 

In  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  Annual  Fashion  Show  held  on  April  15, 1970, 
112  garments  created  and  modeled  by  the  students  in  the  Fashion  Educa¬ 
tion  Department  represented  fashion  freedom  at  all  levels  —  the  mini, 
midi,  maxi,  and  longuette. 
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Instruction  in  modeling  and  makeup  is  given  by  part-time  instructor, 
Mrs.  Phyllis  Berg.  Charm  Consultant. 

In  lieu  of  a  competition  this  year,  a  check  in  the  amount  of  $125  has 
been  received  from  the  Retail  Fabric  Salesmen’s  Association  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  for  department  improvement  which  is  to  be  used  at  the  discretion 
of  the  school  director  and  department  head. 

In  November,  in  the  senior  division  of  the  First  District  Wool  Compe¬ 
tition  sponsored  by  the  American  Wool  Council,  with  26  entrants  compet¬ 
ing,  first,  second,  and  fourth  honors  were  awarded  to  Peabody  students 
Kathleen  McCarthy,  Maureen  Fitzgerald,  and  Christine  Lavorati.  The 
Peabody  winners,  competed  with  entries  from  Norwell  High  School,  Nor¬ 
wood  Senior  High  School,  King  Phillip  Regional  High  School,  Massachu¬ 
setts  College  of  Art,  Oliver  Ames  High  School,  Walpole  High  School, 
Boston  State  College,  and  Emmanuel  College,  Boston. 

Of  national  interest,  Miss  McCarthy,  a  Peabody  senior  from  Walpole, 
has  been  named  a  member  of  McCall’s  Teen  Fashion  Board. 

Materials  produced  in  the  art  department  show  a  true  correlation 
between  basic  art  principles  and  the  manner  in  which  these  principles  are 
applied  to  student  projects  within  the  laboratory  classes.  In  the  Foods 
Department  evidence  of  this  transfer  of  learning  appears  as  molding  in 
papar  mache  as  a  preparation  for  marzipan,  macaroni  sculptures  and  por¬ 
trait  cookies,  design  arrangements  for  use  in  chaud-froid  work,  and  de¬ 
corative  lettering  for  use  on  cakes  and  ornamental  buffets. 

In  the  fashion-related  art  classes  techniques  such  as  crayon  batiking, 
a  modern  approach  to  an  ancient  art,  and  silk  screening  have  been  intro¬ 
duced  to  strengthen  the  curriculum. 

Art  in  Distributive  Education  involves  color,  line,  and  design  of  cloth¬ 
ing  and  display.  Attractive  jewelry  made  of  a  plastic  substance  which 
dries  to  a  stained-glass  finish  has  been  created  for  sale  in  the  student- 
designed  boutique. 

In  the  spring,  Mrs.  Susan  Sears  served  as  a  judge  in  a  competition 
of  the  Art  work  of  elementary  and  high  school  students  who  are  members 
of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Youth  Association  in  Eastern  Massachusetts.  She 
was  also  an  exhibitor  in  a  unique  show  held  at  the  Cleveland  Circle 
Cinema  in  Boston  in  September.  The  display  featured  the  work  of  design¬ 
ers,  patternmakers,  and  graphic  artists  all  working  to  produce  ait  you 
wear,”  Mrs.  Susan  Sears’  talents  as  a  designer  required  inventive  use  of 
cutting  as  a  tool  utilizing  strikingly  patterned  fabrics  created  by  the 
world’s  leading  textile  designers. 

In  October,  1970,  an  Exploratory  Occupational  Training  Program  for 
the  Educable  Retarded  student  was  initiated  at  the  Peabody  School  in  co¬ 
operation  with  Blue  Hills  Regional  School  and  established  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  a  Federal  Grant  from  monies  through  the  Vocational  Education 
Act  of  1968.  The  towns  being  served  include  Avon,  Braintree,  Canton,  Hol- 
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brook,  Norwood,  Randolph,  and  Westwood.  Prior  to  this  program,  train¬ 
ing  opportunities  in  Health  Services  and  Food  Services  have  been  unavail¬ 
able  to  the  participating  students.  Student  schedules  have  been  arranged 
so  that  they  continue  their  regular  academic  education  in  the  public 
schools  during  the  day  and  attend  the  Occupational  Training  Program  at 
the  Peabody  School  from  3:15  to  5:15  P.M.,  Monday  through  Friday. 

After  completion  of  the  one-year  training  phase,  students  will  be  as¬ 
signed  to  pre-arranged  jobs  in  keeping  with  their  particular  occupational 
competencies. 

Although  it  is  premature  to  evaluate,  the  progress  made  to  date  is 
most  encouraging.  Positive  signs  such  as  high  degree  of  motivation,  ap¬ 
parent  interest,  excellent  attendance  record,  high  retention  rate,  and 
proficiency  in  skills  lead  us  to  believe  that  this  pilot  program  will  set  the 
pattern  for  similar  training  opportunities  for  other  academically  dis¬ 
advantaged  youth  throughout  the  nation. 

In  spite  of  a  severe  cutback  in  Federal  Funds,  Norwood  was  selected 
to  train  fifteen  clerk-typists  in  a  20-week  program  under  the  Manpower 
Development  Training  Act. 

Approximately  500  men  and  women  registered  for  the  evening  adult 
vocational  classes.  Classes  are  conducted  four  evenings  a  week,  Monday 
through  Thursday,  making  use  of  the  laboratories  of  Norwood  Junior 
High  North,  Norwood  Junior  High  South,  the  Norwood  Senior  High 
School,  and  the  Peabody  School. 

An  Open  House  display  was  held  on  April  8,  1970  for  parents, 
prospective  students,  educators,  and  the  general  public.  Both  day  and 
evening  divisions  of  the  school  held  special  displays  and  demonstrations.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NORWOOD  JUNIOR 

HIGH  SOUTH 

Our  current  enrollment  of  seven  hundred  and  forty-three  pupils  is 
twenty  more  than  that  of  last  year.  In  September  a  further  increase  to 
eight  hundred  is  anticipated,  and  this  is  the  maximum  number  we  should 
have  if  we  are  to  provide  educational  opportunities  which  are  as  nearly 
equal  as  possible  to  those  of  the  new  Norwood  Junior  High  North. 

The  innovations  which  have  been  made  in  recent  years  have  been 
continually  reviewed  and  refined  by  our  staff.  In  science  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  Introductory  Physical  Science  course  which  Norwood 
Junior  High  South  helped  to  pioneer  has  been  extended  to  include  a 
new  course,  Interaction  of  Man  and  the  Biosphere,  for  grade  seven.  This 
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is  another  innovative  program  based  on  an  inquiry  system  of  teaching 
and  learning.  The  course,  like  I.P.S-,  is  eighty  percent  laboratory  acti¬ 
vities,  and  is  beneficial  to  both  slow  and  fast  learners.  Our  school  is  one 
of  a  limited  number  of  pilot  schools  throughout  the  nation  to  offer  this 
program. 

Four  years  ago  we  introduced  a  Health  program  for  grades  seven 
and  eight  which  studied  the  effects  of  tobacco,  alcohol,  and  drugs.  Each 
year  the  program  has  been  improved,  and  the  response  of  students  to 
this  course  has  been  enthusiastic-  Last  spring  the  pupils  planned  a  public 
demonstration  against  drug  abuse,  culminating  in  a  parade  which  gained 
wide  acclaim.  The  program  has  been  considered  so  pertinent  and  worth¬ 
while  that  it  will  be  continued  in  grade  nine  next  year.  We  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  our  foresight  in  introducing  this  course  before  any  problems 
had  arisen  in  our  community  has  helped  to  foster  an  anti-drug  senti¬ 
ment  among  the  vast  majority  of  our  pupils.  We  know  also  that  it  has 
saved  some  of  our  students  from  suffering  the  harmful  effects  of  drugs 
and  the  consequent  burden  to  our  society. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  conducted  its  first  summer  workshop 
three  years  ago  to  provide  more  meaningful  material  in  the  curriculum. 
In  the  following  summer  workshops  the  initial  brochure,  which  had  been 
the  basis  of  study  in  certain  classrooms,  was  refined,  and  another  perti¬ 
nent  course  was  formulated.  The  third  workshop  included  two  teachers 
from  each  Junior  High  School  and  two  from  Senior  High  School.  They 
produced  a  seventy-two  booklet,  “Guide  to  Teaching  Social  Studies  Skills,” 
designed  to  initiate  a  program  for  the  acquisition  of  social  studies  skills 
beginning  at  the  junior  high  school  level  and  continuing  throughout  the 
secondary  school  experience.  The  committee  emphasizes  that  the  primary 
objective  of  skills  instruction  is  a  change  in  student  behavior.  Through 
planned  learning  experiences,  teachers  work  to  equip  students  with  the 
ability  to  make  rational  decisions  and  judgments  in  their  roles  as  citizens. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  now  offers  Latin,  French,  Span¬ 
ish,  and  German  in  grade  nine.  Eighth  grade  pupils  may  elect  two  of  these 
languages  three  periods  weekly,  each  for  a  half-year.  These  are  try-out 
courses  which  give  the  pupil  some  experience  in  the  language,  and  pro¬ 
vide  the  basis  for  a  better  choice  of  a  beginning  language.  The  selected 
seventh  grade  students  who  are  now  enrolled  in  French  I  in  grades  seven 
and  eight  will  continue  with  French  II  in  grade  nine.  In  September  the 
selected  students  entering  grade  seven  will  have  a  choice  of  French  I 
or  Spanish  I,  and  they  will  be  advised  to  continue  the  same  language  until 
graduation  from  high  school. 

The  Music  Department  has  increased  the  size  and  the  quality  of  the 
band.  Weekly  instrumental  lessons,  a  requisite  to  retain  membership, 
have  been  a  factor  in  its  improvement.  The  continued  growth  of  the  band 
will  create  a  problem,  for  there  is  no  room  large  enough  for  band  to 
practice  during  the  school  day.  The  auditorium  is  not  available  for  the 
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band,  since  it  is  in  constant  use  for  physical  education  classes.  The  glee 
club,  which  now  meets  in  class-size  sections,  requires  a  large  room  so 
that  two  classes  of  seventy  members  each  can  rehearse.  The  addition  of  a 
portable  classroom  could  provide  the  space  for  both  band  and  glee  club. 
Removal  of  the  wall  separating  the  two  music  rooms  and  the  installation 
of  a  movable  partition  would  also  provide  space  to  serve  as  one  large 
room  or  two  smaller  ones. 

Some  new  facilities  have  been  provided  to  modernize  the  building 
which  has  been  in  use  for  fifty-one  years.  New  equipment  has  also  been 
installed  to  enable  us  to  offer  programs  equal  to  those  of  the  new  school. 
More  recently  the  biology  laboratory  has  been  completed,  and  the  elec¬ 
tronics  equipment  has  arrived.  A  new  clock  system  is  near  completion, 
new  tables  and  chairs  have  improved  the  cafeteria,  and  sinks  will  soon 
be  placed  in  the  Art  rooms.  Conversion  of  the  Library  into  a  resource 
center  has  not  yet  gone  beyond  the  planning  stage. 

In  the  classroom  there  is  considerable  fixed  furniture  which  should 
be  replaced  with  movable  desks  and  chairs.  Most  of  our  pupils’  lockers 
are  not  sufficiently  large,  and  should  be  replaced.  Modern  lockers  are  also 
needed  in  the  shower  rooms.  In  the  balcony  of  the  auditorium  the  chairs 
should  be  repaired. 

The  hot  lunch  program  is  not  yet  in  operation.  The  area  which  served 
as  the  kitchen  when  this  building  was  Norwood  Senior  High  School  has 
not  been  refurbished,  due  to  budget  limitations.  Since  the  meals  will  be 
prepared  elsewhere  and  brought  here  daily,  the  area  will  not  require 
additional  space.  It  is  expected  that  the  hot  lunch  program  will  begin 
within  the  next  few  months. 

A  dining  area  for  teachers  will  be  needed.  Suitable  teachers’  work¬ 
rooms  with  adequate  furniture  must  be  provided,  but  this  will  be  a  pro¬ 
blem  since  space  in  the  building  is  fully  utilized. 

The  circular  driveway  in  front  of  the  building  has  been  widened, 
resurfaced,  and  provided  with  curbing.  Parking  in  the  driveway  is  not 
permitted  when  school  is  in  session  so  that  buses  may  have  access  to  the 
building.  The  proximity  of  the  hospital  continues  to  cause  a  parking 
problem  on  the  adjacent  streets.  Our  parking  lot  is  not  large  enough  to 
serve  our  needs.  A  section  behind  the  school  should  be  hot-topped  for 
parking. 

I  appreciate  the  continued  support  of  the  Norwood  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and  our  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Philip  O.  Coakley  in  all 
areas  of  our  educational  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  JUNIOR  HIGH  NORTH 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Norwood  Junior  High  School  North. 

Enrollment 

The  Norwood  Junior  High  School  North  enrolls  students  who  reside 
in  the  Callahan,  Oldham,  Prescott,  Shattuck,  and  Willett  School  districts 
in  grades  seven,  eight,  and  nine.  Our  enrollment  the  first  day  of  the 
school  year,  1970-1971,  was  one  thousand  students  which  is  nearly  one 
hundred  more  than  our  first  year.  Projections  for  September,  1971, 
presently  indicate  that  one  thousand  one  hundred  twenty-five  students 
will  be  enrolled  at  North,  and  this  figure  might  be  increased  further 
when  the  various  apartment  complexes  are  completed  and  fully  occupied. 

This  year  we  experienced  some  constrictions  in  terms  of  teaching 
space  availability  since  there  are  several  periods  during  the  week  when 
all  teaching  stations  are  fully  utilized  leaving  insufficient  space  for  our 
present  student  body.  We,  therefore,  expect  that  with  the  increased  en¬ 
rollment  next  year  the  auditorium  will  have  to  be  used  for  teaching  on  a 
regular  basis.  In  view  of  these  prospects,  it  seems  to  us  that  within  two 
or  three  years  additional  facilities  will  be  needed  if  the  school  system 
housing  situation  remains  as  it  is  this  year. 

Our  New  Facilities 

Last  year,  at  this  time,  we  were  eagerly  waiting  to  enter  Junior 
High  School  North.  Gratefully,  the  new  year  found  us  leaving  double 
sessions  at  Junior  High  South  and  entering  our  beautiful  new  building  on 
January  5,  1970.  Our  students  were  delighted  and  impressed  with  the 
individual  locker  spaces,  movable  desks  in  bright  cheery  rooms  with 
ample  chalkboard  areas,  a  spacious  gym  with  four  divisible  areas,  and 
a  beautiful  auditorium  that  is  unique  and  flexible  in  terms  of  large  and 
small  group  instruction.  As  everyone  settled  into  the  building,  the  aca¬ 
demic  advantages  became  more  apparent  to  our  students.  The  science 
laboratories  and  preparation  rooms  seemed  to  generate  much  interest  as 
students  became  aware  of  the  excellent  equipment  available.  The  lan¬ 
guage  laboratory  not  only  has  aroused  interest  in  the  pursuit  of  lang¬ 
uages,  but,  we  feel,  has  also  helped  to  perfect  oral  and  audio  skills.  Other 
areas  that  have  assisted  us  in  presenting  challenging  and  exploratory 
programs  for  our  students  have  been:  our  typing  room;  the  mechanical 
drawing  room;  our  art  areas  that  are  roomy  and  attractive;  a  tiered  band 
room  with  private  practice  rooms;  and  our  Instructional  Materials 
Center  which,  we  feel,  will  eventually  be  the  center  of  many  a  learning 
activities  in  the  future. 

Subject  Areas 

Mathematics 

The  mathematics  department  offers  a  wide  range  of  courses  from 
general  to  accelerated  programs.  At  the  moment  we  offer  algebra  to  se- 
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lected  eighth  grade  students  who  may  then  take  geometry  in  grade  nine. 
Hopefully,  we  are  planning  to  substitute  algebra  for  general  mathe¬ 
matics  for  ninth  graders.  This  will  give  every  grade  nine  student  a 
necessary  experience  with  algebra  that  can  be  completed  in  two  years 
rather  than  the  traditional  one  year.  Discussions  are  now  well  under  way 
to  investigate  plans  for  individualizing  instruction  through  team  teach¬ 
ing  and  using  a  mathematics  resource  area  in  the  Instructional  Mater¬ 
ials  Center.  Our  most  pressing  need  this  year  is  audio  visual  materials. 
As  soon  as  this  area  is  strengthened,  we  hope  to  establish  our  resource 
center  to  better  serve  the  needs  of  the  individual  student. 

Science 

The  science  department  is  presently  expanding  its  inquiry  program 
of  laboratory-oriented  science  in  grade  seven.  Two  classes  of  “Inter¬ 
actions  of  Man  in  the  Biosphere”  are  being  piloted  now,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  additional  classes  will  be  installed  next  year.  A  similar  program  of 
laboratory  science  is  being  investigated  as  a  replacement  for  General 
Science  in  grade  eight  for  the  school  year,  1971-19'2.  With  the  nrospects 
of  increased  enrollments,  the  self-contained  laboratory  progiams  are 
going  to  become  more  necessary  as  we  lose  our  flexibility  of  scheduling 
laboratories.  Members  of  the  department  are  currently  working  with 
the  Recreation  Department  in  attempting  to  establish  a  nature  trail  in 
the  woods  near  the  school.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  William  Mazurek, 
Mr.  David  Reagan,  Mr.  Kevin  Dixon,  Norwood  Recreational  Director,  and 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  a  project  was 
submitted  for  federal  funding  to  develop  this  area.  This  program  has 
received  a  set  back  as  funding  was  not  available.  With  ecology  and  con¬ 
servation  of  such  vital  interest  to  our  biology  and  earth  science  students, 
this  program  needs  funding  to  maintain  interest  in  a  current  critical 
area  of  national  interest.  We  will  continue  our  efforts  to  explore  other 
areas  to  supply  the  resources  necessary  to  make  this  effort  a  reality. 

Industrial  Arts 

In  this  area  of  Industrial  Arts,  we  feel  that  we  now  offer  more  varied 
exploratory  experiences  with  the  addition  of  the  ninth  grade  courses. 
Graphic  Arts,  Electronics,  and  Mechanical  Drawing  are  offered  as  major 
and  minor  areas  of  interest  to  both  boys  and  girls.  The  same  opportuni¬ 
ties  prevail  in  Woodwork  and  Metals,  but  these  are  limited  to  boys  pre¬ 
sently.  All  of  the  shop  areas  are  supplied  with  the  latest  of  equipment, 
well  lighted,  and  spacious.  However,  several  design  and  equipment  pro¬ 
blems  still  exist.  The  wood  shop  lacks  an  exhaust  system.  This  same  con¬ 
dition  prevails  in  the  Foods  Laboratory.  The  former  presents  a  health 
factor  that  eventually  will  have  to  be  rectified.  We  are  still  trying  to 
solve  the  problem  of  a  crucible  and  furnace  in  the  metal  shop  that  have 
not  been  certified  to  date  by  the  town  plumbing  inspect  >r.  The  Graphic 
Arts  area  is  now  presenting  a  major  difficulty  in  programming  since  only 
one  work  station  exists.  One  letter  press  cannot  meet  the  needs  and 
interests  of  our  students  w-ho  enjoy  this  program.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
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situation  will  be  remedied  by  the  purchase  in  the  future  of  offset  equip¬ 
ment.  In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  and  continue  our  goal  of 
offering  exploratory  experiences,  we  hope  to  incorporate  two  new  course 
opportunities:  Power  Mechanics  and  Industrial  Design.  With  the  addition 
of  the  aforementioned  courses,  we  feel  that  our  individual  project  ap¬ 
proach  for  students  gives  them  ample  opportunity  to  express  themselves 
individually  in  design,  research,  and  development. 

Physical  Education 

The  physical  education  department  is  engaging  in  its  first  full  year 
of  activity  with  new  equipment  and  a  flexible  area  that  encourages  many 
varied  programs  during  and  after  school.  We  are  now  able  to  have 
students  participate  in  major  and  minor  sport  activities  to  a  greater 
degree  than  was  formerly  possible.  However,  we  are  concerned  because 
there  is  a  need  already  for  more  lockers  and  baskets  in  the  locker  rooms 
due  to  increased  enrollment.  If  this  continues,  there  is  a  danger  that  we 
will  lose  some  of  our  flexibility. 

Business 

Typing  has  proven  to  be  a  very  successful  exploratory  course  of¬ 
fering  for  many  of  our  students,  but  we  are  going  to  change  this  exper¬ 
ience  from  a  required  to  an  elective  status.  This  will  give  students  more 
opportunity  to  pursue  other  interests. 

Art 

All  students  have  many  opportunities  during  their  three  years  at 
the  Junior  High  to  become  involved  in  art.  Presently,  art  is  required  in 
the  seventh  grade.  At  the  eighth  and  ninth  grade  level,  art  may  be  taken 
as  an  elective.  The  program  is  based  on  the  concept  of  giving  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  each  student  to  express  himself  artistically  to  the  best  of  his 
ability  rather  than  turning  out  artists.  The  student  has  the  opportunity 
to  work  with  as  many  varied  materials  as  he  desires  as  well  as  the  many 
facets  that  comprise  a  sound  art  education  program. 

Music 

The  music  program  develops  from  a  required  seventh  grade  general 
music  course  to  elective  major  and  minor  offerings  for  eighth  and  ninth 
graders.  This  appears  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  students  who  are  in¬ 
terested  in  pursuing  this  activity  in  depth.  Because  of  the  large  number 
of  band  students  scheduled  for  next  year,  we  will  start  a  seventh  grade 
band  in  addition  to  our  eighth  and  ninth  grade  band.  Not  only  will  this 
accommodate  what  are  now  limited  facilities,  but  it  will  enable  the 
younger  student  to  progress  at  his  own  rate  of  development. 

Reading 

The  prime  purpose  of  the  reading  program  is  to  meet  the  needs  of 
individual  differences.  To  do  this,  the  program  has  three  general  ap¬ 
proaches.  We  first  diagnose  and  then  re-teach  the  skills  which  have 
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not  been  learned.  This  comprises  the  remedial  aspect  of  our  program 
to  a  degree.  Our  second  approach  is  to  maintain  and  strengthen  the  skills 
that  have  been  discussed  but  not  mastered.  From  here,  we  proceed  to 
teach  the  new  skills  which  the  students  will  need  to  facilitate  their  work 
as  they  advance  to  higher  education.  We  consider  this  a  developmental 
program  in  the  sense  that  we  give  reading  instruction  at  the  individual 
student’s  own  reading  level  and  rate. 

During  the  past  year,  much  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  about 
our  reading  program  at  the  secondary  school  articulation  meetings  and 
on  the  part  of  administration.  We  are  now  in  serious  discussion  as  to 
which  direction  we  should  proceed  in  order  to  be  more  effective  with  those 
students  who  are  reading  below  grade  level. 

Health 

Four  years  ago,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  John  Corcoran,  Principal 
of  Junior  High  School  South,  a  health  course  was  developed  that  con¬ 
sidered  mainly  alcohol,  drugs,  and  tobacco.  At  this  time,  the  assignment 
of  a  teacher  to  instruct  on  a  full  time  basis  in  these  areas  was  extremely 
innovative.  Drug  and  alcohol  abuse  among  the  youth  of  our  country  has 
proven  this  to  be  a  wise  decision  today.  This  same  course  has  been  pro¬ 
grammed  at  North.  We  have  been  very  pleased  with  the  interest  and 
results  of  this  course  and  now  feel  very  strongly  that  it  has  to  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  our  ninth  graders.  Studies  have  indicated  that  this  age  group  is 
Under  considerable  social  pressures  and  needs  the  outlet  which  would 
provide  information  as  well  as  opportunities  to  discuss  mutual  problems 
with  their  own  peer  group. 

Instructional  Materials  Center 

Our  Center  is  an  attractive  area  with  electrical  connections  in  our 
carrels  and  plentiful  shelving  for  books.  However,  it  does  not  have  the 
minimum  seating  capacity  for  our  student  body  (which  is  usually  ten 
percent  of  enrollment).  This  situation  will  become  more  serious  as  time 
passes.  What  concerns  us  presently,  however,  is  our  lack  of  books  and 
resource  materials  which  are  sorely  needed  for  our  individual  and  small 
group  projects.  No  longer  is  this  an  area  that  is  only  a  depository  of 
books.  In  our  modern  education  plant,  the  Instructional  Materials  Center 
is  an  extension  of  the  classroom.  That  being  so,  materials  must  be  ac¬ 
quired  to  satisfy  the  desires  of  the  interested,  the  needs  of  the  curious, 
and  the  facts  of  the  researcher. 

English 

When  Norwood  Junior  High  North  became  a  reality  in  1969,  the  ten 
teachers  comprising  the  English  Department  were,  for  the  most  part,  new 
to  the  profession.  There  was  no  turnover,  and  one  teacher  was  added 
as  a  result  of  increased  enrollment.  This  basically  young  group  has  pro¬ 
ven  that  it  possesses  the  interest,  qualifications,  and  enthusiasm  necessary 
to  promote  a  cooperative  venture  in  achieving  academic  excellence. 
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Much  has  been  accomplished  since  the  birth  of  the  North  English 
Department,  but  there  is  an  awareness  that  much  more  must  be  done. 
In  accepting  this  challenge,  frequent  articulation  with  the  English  De¬ 
partments  of  Norwood  Junior  High  South  and  Norwood  Senior  High 
School  has  been  established  to  eliminate  shortcomings  in  all  levels  of 
the  English  curriculum.  A  summer  workshop  in  1971  is  recommended 
for  curriculum  revision,  with  special  emphasis  given  to  the  program  of 
the  terminal  student.  A  step  in  the  right  direction  is  the  experimental 
program  instituted  by  Mrs-  Sharon  Soper,  which  considers  the  individual 
needs  and  interests  of  students  through  various  group  activities.  Her 
program  is  expected  to  provide  a  base  for  the  establishment  of  a 
specialized  curriculum  in  this  area. 

It  is  hoped  that  expansion  of  the  curriculum  next  year  will  provide 
ninth  graders  with  an  opportunity  to  elect  minor  courses  in  English. 
Tentative  are  introductory  courses  in  play  production  and  oral  com¬ 
munication. 

Continuing  as  part  of  the  English  teacher  s  daily  schedule  are  con¬ 
ferences  devoted  primarily  to  written  composition.  This  is  done  on  an 
individual  basis  between  student  and  teacher.  English  teachers  agree 
that  the  conference  period  has  a  positive  effect  in  promoting  communi¬ 
cation  skills. 

During  the  past  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  establish  an  audio¬ 
visual  library  for  the  English  Department.  However,  priorities  made  it 
impossible  to  acquire  all  of  the  audio-visual  materials  so  necessary  to 
add  depth  and  scope  to  the  program.  Four  recordings  and  accompanying 
filmstrips  were  approved  and  in  the  limited  time  they  have  been  in  use 
teaching  techniques  were  improved.  Nevertheless,  this  severe  lack  of 
materials  places  restrictions  on  the  English  program,  handicapping  the 
student  and  negating  the  advantages  of  a  superior  facility. 

Language 

The  department  of  foreign  languages  at  Junior  High  North  currently 
offers  courses  in  four  languages:  French,  Spanish,  German,  and  Latin. 
Some  students  begin  French  in  grade  seven  and  continue  through  French 
II  in  grade  nine.  Next  year  the  department  hopes  to  introduce  a  parallel 
program  in  Spanish,  thus  offering  a  choice  of  languages  to  accelerated 
students.  Other  students  may  try  an  introductory  language  course  in 
grade  eight,  exploring  either  French  and  Latin  or  Spanish  and  German. 
These  students  may  choose  any  one  of  the  four  languages  as  a  major  in 

grade  nine. 

The  well  equipped  language  laboratory  is  used  extensively.  Most 
textbooks  are  accompanied  by  complete  tape  series  recorded  by  native 
speakers.  Teachers  may  duplicate  records  or  tapes,  record  their  own 
tapes,  and  monitor  each  student  individually  as  he  works.  Students  too 
may  record  themselves  and  evaluate  their  own  progress. 
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Our  emphasis  at  this  level  is  on  listening  comprehension  and  speak¬ 
ing  ability,  with  a  gradual  increase  in  reading  comprehension  and  writ¬ 
ing  ability  at  later  levels-  We  also  discuss  the  culture  of  the  people  who 
speak  the  language,  using  readings,  filmstrips,  and  slides.  We  would  like 
to  build  up  a  more  complete  library  of  audio-visual  materials,  as  most 
of  those  we  now  use  are  from  the  teachers’  personal  collections. 

Finally,  we  look  forward  to  such  activities  as  tours  of  French  and 
Spanish  art  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  visits  to  the  German  museum 
at  Harvard,  and  lunch  at  French,  Spanish,  and  German  restaurants. 

Social  Studies 

Attention  to  individual  needs  and  variety  of  instruction  are  two  very 
important  requirements  for  successful  teaching.  The  Social  Studies 
Department,  in  an  attempt  to  fullfill  these  requirements,  has  developed 
an  extensive  team  teaching  program.  This  program  is  a  cooperative 
effort  of  two  or  more  teachers  who  work  together  to  prepare,  present, 
and  evaluate  the  student’s  learning  experience.  Some  activities  may  in¬ 
volve  large  group  instruction  with  fifty  or  more  students,  while  others 
are  small  group  efforts  with  as  few  as  five  or  six.  Team  teaching  activities 
are  by  no  means  limited  to  a  single  classroom.  The  school  auditorium  and 
the  Instructional  Materials  are  both  essential  to  the  success  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  are  used  extensively.  Unfortunately,  these  efforts  have  been 
somewhat  limited  due  to  a  lack  of  audio-visual  and  resource  material. 
Hopefully,  this  materials  shortage  will  be  corrected  in  the  near  future 
and  the  team  teaching  program  will  expand  beyond  its  present  stage. 

Guidance 

The  present  Guidance  department  staff  of  four  counselors  is  cur¬ 
rently  located  in  two  parts  of  the  building  (since  the  original  quarters 
for  Guidance  included  only  three  offices).  The  Guidance  Department  this 
year  initiated  publication  of  a  monthly  newsletter  to  students  (The 
Launching  Pad),  development  of  a  formal  assembly  program,  and  or¬ 
ganization  of  a  resource  center  (comprised  of  filmstrips,  books,  cata¬ 
logues,  and  career  kits)  for  students  to  assist  them  in  coming  to  realistic 
decisions  about  career  and  educational  choices.  With  the  projected  in¬ 
crease  in  enrollment  and  the  additional  clerical  work  involved  in  broad¬ 
ening  the  services  of  the  Guidance  Department,  it  is  hoped  that  secretar¬ 
ial  assistance  can  be  provided  next  year. 

As  a  result  of  the  findings  of  the  testing  committee,  the  Guidance 
Department  has  recommended  modifications  in  the  testing  program.  In 
addition,  the  Guidance  staff  has  made  recommendations  for  changes  in 
curriculum  offerings  after  conferences  with  department  heads  and  ad¬ 
ministration. 

The  individual  programming  of  the  students  presently  at  North,  as 
well  as  those  students  who  will  come  next  year  to  North  from  our  five 
public  elementary  schools  and  St.  Catherine’s,  is  a  massive  undertaking 
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which  begins  with  student  assemblies  and  parents’  nights  in  February  and 
continues  on  an  individual  basis  through  early  April.  It  is  estimated  that 
more  than  1400  students  will  be  programmed  by  the  Guidance  staff  at 
North  this  year.  The  computer  services  at  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
will  be  utilized  in  the  final  stages  of  the  programming  process. 

Conclusion 

As  I  look  over  the  past  year,  I  am  grateful  that  we  have  been  able 
to  select  and  staff  our  school  with  so  many  young  and  dedicated  teachers. 
Through  their  enthusiasm,  we  have  been  able  to  innovate  a  team  teach¬ 
ing  program  that  has  upgraded  instruction  and  motivated  students.  Des¬ 
pite  the  meager  resources  of  our  Instructional  Materials  Center  and  the 
shortage  of  supportive  personnel,  the  zeal  of  our  teachers  has  put  into 
operation  large  and  small  group  instruction,  a  resource  area  for  troubled 
students  who  need  special  academic  help,  student  teacher  aides,  and 
independent  study. 

Two  of  our  most  critical  problems  of  the  future  appear  to  be  our 
rising  enrollment  and  our  lack  of  materials  and  books  in  the  Instructional 
Materials  Center.  The  former  threatens  the  very  cornerstone  on  which 
the  School  was  built  —  namely,  flexibility.  If  we  continue  with  the  same 
rate  of  rise  in  our  student  body,  then  our  ability  to  program  and  schedule 
our  facilities  certainly  will  become  less  beneficial  for  the  individual  stu¬ 
dent.  A  striking  example  of  this  is  that  only  eighty-four  seats  are  avail¬ 
able  in  our  Center.  If,  in  two  or  three  years,  we  have  twelve  hundred 
students,  then  many  are  not  going  to  benefit  by  small  group  or  indivi¬ 
dual  instruction  within  this  facility.  Even  now,  there  are  days  when  we 
cannot  accommodate  all  who  wish  to  use  the  Center.  We  are  hopeful  that 
future  relief  will  be  coming  in  some  form  as  a  result  of  the  Arthur  D. 
Little  report. 

In  the  course  of  this  report,  it  has  been  cited  many  times  in  the 
various  academic  areas  that  we  have  a  serious  shortage  of  resource 
materials  and  reference  books.  All  of  these  materials  would  be  kept  in 
the  Materials  Center  in  keeping  with  the  philosophy  of  an  Instructional 
Materials  area.  I  feel  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  this  lack  is  felt  in  every 
class  and  in  every  subject  area.  If  the  teachers  of  Junior  High  School 
North  are  unanimous  in  any  one  concern,  it  is  that  this  need  must  be  met. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  faculty  of  Norwood  Junior  High  School  North  to  Dr.  Philip  O. 
Coakley,  and  the  Norwood  School  Committee  for  their  continual  assist¬ 
ance  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

From  time  to  time,  in  order  to  assess  our  programs  and  practices, 
it  behooves  us  to  step  back  and  reflect  on  where  we  have  been  and  what 
has  been  accomplished  over  a  specified  period  of  time.  Since  this  is  the 
third  annual  report  of  the  director,  it  is  felt  that  this  would  be  an  ap¬ 
propriate  time  for  the  aforementioned  assessment  and  thus  the  nature  of 
this  report.  The  main  areas  of  special  education  will  be  highlighted. 

The  area  of  mental  retardation  has  undergone  many  changes  in 
structure  and  programming  over  this  period  of  time.  Some  of  the  more 
notable  have  been: 

—  the  transfer  of  the  trainable  class  from  the  isolated  situation  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church  to  the  Oldham  School.  The  children  have  the 
opportunity  to  associate  with  other  pupils  and  have  available  the 
facilities  of  a  modern  school  setting. 

—  the  reorganization  of  the  elementary  classes  for  the  educable  re¬ 
tarded  students  at  the  Oldham  and  Balch  Schools,  utilizing  age  and 
ability  factors  to  insure  a  more  homogeneous  grouping  of  these  pupils. 

—  the  formation  of  an  educable  class  at  the  junior  high  level  filled 
an  existing  gap  between  elementary  and  senior  high  school.  This 
particular  class  has  the  highest  degree  of  integration  and  interaction 
throughout  all  areas  of  the  curriculum.  The  importance  of  this  inter¬ 
action  becomes  more  marked  when  we  consider  all  of  the  physical 
and  social  adjustments  that  all  children  of  this  particular  age  group 
have  to  make. 

—  the  development  of  the  formal  work  study  program  at  the  senior 
high  for  retarded  pupils  resulted  in  valuable  work  experiences  that 
coordinated  the  efforts  of  the  school,  parents  and  employer  to  insure 
successful  results.  This  coordination  was  aided  by  TEC  (The  Educa¬ 
tion  Cooperative  —  Title  III)  who  provided  the  work-study  coordi¬ 
nator. 

—  this  period  also  saw  the  first  pupils  graduate  from  our  program 
with  a  regular  diploma  at  the  formal  graduation  ceremonies. 

—  some  of  our  pupils  from  the  junior  and  senior  high  classes  have 
become  involved  in  special  programs  at  the  Blue  Hills  Vocational 
Technical  School  and  the  Peabody  School.  These  programs  are  de¬ 
signed  to  give  the  pupils  basic  knowledge  and  experiences  in  car¬ 
pentry,  automotive,  maintenance  and  food  service.  Attainment  of 
some  of  these  basic  skills  then  open  up  greater  opportunities  for 
placement  in  the  work  study  program,  and  for  the  future. 

This  period  of  time  has  seen  the  establishment  and  growth  of  pro¬ 
grams  to  assist  in  the  remediation  of  learning  disabilities. 

Notable  developments  in  this  area  have  included: 
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—  the  establishment  of  Learning  Centers  at  four  of  the  larger  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  was,  at  that  time,  an  innovative  approach  to  helping 
children  whose  learning  problems  were  classified  as  perceptual,  emo¬ 
tional  or  a  combination  of  the  two.  The  Learning  Center  concept  has 
proven  to  be  popular,  as  witnessed  by  the  adoption  of  this  same  struct¬ 
ure  by  many  of  our  neighboring  communities. 

_  the  training  of  speech  and  reading  personnel  to  help  remediate 

learning  disabilities  in  those  schools  without  Learning  Centers  has 
enabled  us  to  extend  the  Center  concept  to  all  of  our  elementary 
schools. 

—  the  establishment  of  the  Resource  Teacher  at  each  of  our  junior 
high  schools  is  another  generally  unique  concept  that  is  being  closely 
looked  at  and  gradually  assimilated  by  surrounding  towns.  This  level 
is  supportive  of  pupils  with  varied  learning  difficulties,  the  greatest 
emphasis  being  placed  on  working  with  those  who  are  poorly  motiv¬ 
ated,  disruptive  to  the  general  academic  program,  lacking  in  self 
respect  and  respect  for  authority  in  general,  and  are  potential  drop¬ 
outs. 

—  over  this  period  of  time,  the  director  and  members  of  the  staff 
have  spent  hundreds,  if  not  thousands  of  hours  listening  to,  learning 
from  and  working  with  some  of  the  foremost  experts  in  the  field  of 
Learning  Disabilities  to  aid  the  children  of  Norwood  by  constantly 
upgrading  our  skills  and  programs. 

The  area  of  psychological  services  has,  within  this  period,  seen  the 
utilization  of  our  resources,  primarily  personnel  from  the  Leslie  B. 
Cutler  Clinic,  develop  from  an  “on  call”  basis  to  a  structured  series  of 
organized  conferences  designed  to  assist  the  teachers  of  the  retarded, 
Learning  Center  and  Resource  Teachers,  guidance  personnel,  adjustment 
counselors,  and  any  principal  who  requests  assistance. 

The  addition  of  adjustment  counselors  to  the  staff  of  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  is  fulfilling  a  need  that  has  existed  for  years.  The  value  of 
these  people  to  all  programs  in  the  system,  as  well  as  special  education, 
can  be  attested  to  by  a  simple  examination  of  their  case  loads  as  well  as 
testimony  from  teachers  and  administrators  alike.  Although  the  upcoming 
school  budget  will,  no  doubt,  reflect  the  general  tight  economic  trend,  staff 
additions  here  are  imperative. 

It  is  also  the  function  of  the  director  to  keep  the  general  public  and 
interested  groups  informed  of  special  education  programs  in  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools. 

Over  this  span,  presentations  have  been  made  to  service  and  fraternal 
organizations,  parent-teacher  groups,  local  mental  health  associations  and 
professional  educators.  These  engagements  have  afforded  us  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  spreading  the  word  for  special  education  in  general,  and  with 
justifiable  pride,  to  Norwood’s  programs  in  particular. 
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Special  Education,  as  offered  in  Norwood,  is  a  true  team  effort.  It 
depends  on  the  willingness  of  classroom  teachers  to  integrate  retarded 
pupils  into  their  classes;  adjustment  and  guidance  counselors  who  give  of 
their  time,  efforts  and  specialized  skills  in  time  of  stress;  and  adminis¬ 
trators  who  are  willing  to  help  pupils  with  special  problems,  and  whose 
willing  attitude  permeates  throughout  their  staff.  In  brief,  good  programs 
do  not  just  happen,  they  rely  on  many  people  expending  much  effort  to 
make  them  happen.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  an  abundance  of  such 
people. 

The  efforts  of  the  Assistant  Superintendents  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  must  also  be  noted  for  their  leadership  and  guidance  in  for¬ 
mulating  new  programs  as  well  as  maintaining  those  already  established. 

With  the  assistance  and  attitudes  of  the  aforementioned  personnel, 
special  education  in  Norwood  will  continue  to  grow  and  provide  the  best 
possible  education  for  children  with  special  problems.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  GUIDANCE 

On  September  21,  1970,  I  joined  the  staff  of  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools  as  Director  of  Guidance.  It  is  a  distinct  honor  to  be  associated 
with  the  town  in  this  capacity.  Providing  leadership  for  people  who  have 
a  direct  influence  on  the  development  of  children  is  quite  a  challenge,  and 
I  look  forward  to  meeting  this  challenge  with  sincerity  and  vigor. 

Today,  our  society  has  become  increasingly  tense,  and  the  anxieties 
that  permeate  the  sanctity  of  family  life  are  transmitted  to  our  young 
people,  placing  a  heavy  burden  on  the  community  to  establish  a  basis 
for  relearning  and  emotional  growth.  I  envision  public  education  as  a 
primary  thrust  in  the  community  to  help  reduce  the  anxieties  imposed 
by  a  highly  sophisticated,  technical,  mobile  and  impersonal  society.  The 
responsibilities  of  guidance  are  clear;  as  an  integral  part  of  public  edu¬ 
cation,  it  must  become  a  driving  force  in  promoting  ways  of  “coping” 
with  these  anxieties.  The  many  signs  of  the  times  point  to  the  necessity 
for  a  more  humanistic  way  of  dealing  with  young  people. 

It  has  been  heartening  for  me  to  associate  with  administrators  of 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools  who  share  similar  feelings,  and  have  pro¬ 
vided  the  impetus  to  develop  a  guidance  program  that  is  student 
oriented.  In  the  future,  the  accountability  of  a  school  system  will  be 
measured,  not  by  the  amount  of  knowledge  pupils  have,  but  in  the  reali¬ 
ties  of  their  stability,  their  contributions  to  the  community,  their  inte¬ 
grativeness  to  be  productive  citizens  and  happy  individuals.  Education 
is  more  than  the  sum  of  textbooks,  laboratories,  college  admissions, 
classrooms  and  homework  —  it  is  learning  to  be  a  better  person.

REPORT  OF  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  497 

The  guidance  department  will  strive  for  continual  innovation  to  help 
make  education  meaningful  and  relevant.  In  fact,  during  the  past  year 
a  computerized  guidance  information  system  was  installed  at  the  high 
school.  This  service  is  designed  to  provide  students  and  their  counselors 
immediate  access  to  information  which  is  accurate  and  up  to  date. 
Presently  there  are  four  programs  available: 

1.  Occupational  Information,  which  contains  detailed  information 
about  1,200  primary  occupations  and  3,000  additional  related 
occupations. 

2.  The  Vocational  and  Technical  Schools  Information  Program  which 
has  been  developed  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and 
provides  information  to  students  who  wish  to  attend  technical  or 
vocational  schools. 

3.  The  College  Information  Program  which  enables  students  and 
counselors  to  explore  information  about  more  than  2,300  colleges 
and  universities  across  the  country. 

4.  The  Scholarship  and  Financial  Aid  Program  (in  prototype  form) 
which  has  been  made  available,  and  is  designed  for  flexibility  and 
expansion  permitting  easy  addition  of  new  scholarships  and  up¬ 
dating  of  ones  already  in  the  system. 

The  value  of  this  system  is  unlimited.  It  provides  the  children  of 
Norwood  with  modern  techniques  to  bring  to  them,  in  realistic  attractive 
fashion,  the  very  latest  material  of  the  world  outside  the  confines  of  a 
school. 

An  evening  counseling  service  for  the  adult  community  has  been 
provided  to  assist  individuals  with  counseling  and  information  when 
considering  problems  like  furthering  one’s  education,  pursuing  job  re¬ 
training  skills,  and  obtaining  high  school  diplomas.  I  feel  this  program 
demonstrates  a  community’s  ability  to  marshall  its’  strength  to  promote 
greater  understanding  and  personal  growth. 

Graduates  of  Norwood  High  School  are  seeking  to  improve  their 
earning  potential.  More  than  seventy  percent  are  pursuing  further  educa¬ 
tion  including  specialized  training  in  the  vocational-technical  areas.  In 
spite  of  the  anxious  society,  opportunities  for  young  people  are  unlimited 
and  the  guidance  department  endeavors  to  help  students  crystalize  their 
objectives  so  that  more  advantage  may  be  taken  of  these  opportunities. 

Guidance  in  the  elementary  schools  was  established  this  year  with 
the  advent  of  two  school  adjustment  counselors.  Although  their  services 
are  available  to  the  secondary  schools,  their  primary  thrust  will  be  in 
the  elementary  schools.  Early  identification  of  problem  situations  will 
certainly  pay  dividends  for  the  total  school  system.  In  my  opinion,  this  is 
the  most  forward-thinking  input  sponsored  by  the  Norwood  Public 

Schools. 
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The  Guidance  Department  is  working  to  enhance  the  total  educa¬ 
tional  experience  of  all  children.  Although  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
to  be  all  things  to  all  people,  priorities  must  be  acknowledged,  and  it  is 
in  this  endeavor  that  constant  evaluation  of  the  system  is  necessary. 

I  would  like  to  extend  a  cordial  invitation  to  members  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood  community  to  contact  me  or  members  of  the  counseling  staff  any¬ 
time  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  optimum  development  of  good  mental 
health  for  their  children.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  my  fifth  report  as  Director  of  Music  for 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Elementary  Vocal  Program 

Music  is  required  from  the  kindergarten  through  grade  six,  with 
each  child  meeting  a  music  specialist  once  a  week.  The  minimum  time 
per  class  is  thirty  minutes  for  grades  K-3,  and  forty-five  minutes  for 
grades  4-6. 

This  was  the  second  year  of  our  new  Kodaly  Philosophy  approach 
to  teaching  music.  In  short  the  philosophy  of  this  method  is  as  follows: 
In  order  to  enjoy  music  fully,  one  must  understand  it.  We  have  esta¬ 
blished  a  new  and  exciting  method  of  instruction  for  grades  K,  1  and  2. 
It  is  a  fairly  new  concept  in  the  United  States  and  is  known  as  the 
Kodaly  approach  in  teaching  music.  We  hope  to  make  this  a  continuous 
program  of  study  in  all  grades  at  this  level.  Our  basic  objectives  remain 
intact,  and  that  is  to  continue  to  have  our  students  receive  a  growing 
enjoyment  and  interest  in  the  many  phases  of  the  music  program.  They 
should  be  able  to  sing,  with  good  tone,  with  proper  attention  to  pitch, 
tempo,  phrasing,  enunciation  and  pronunciation;  and  most  important 
to  read  music.  They  must  have  the  ability  to  distinguish  tone  qualities 
of  instruments,-  alone  and  in  combination  Finally,  they  must  develop 
good  listening  habits,  through  the  ability  to  recognize,  judge,  compare, 
and  contrast  the  different  types,  styles  and  moods  of  music. 

We  have  four  full  time  teachers,  one  part  time  teacher  and  one 
supervisor  of  elementary  vocal  music  at  this  level. 

Elementary  Instrumental  Program 

The  instrumental  program  continues  to  function  as  an  important 
part  of  our  curriculum.  Our  youngsters  receive  thirty  minutes  of  music 
instruction  per  week,  during  the  school  day,  free  of  charge.  In  order 
to  develop  a  proper  feeder  program  that  will  produce  successful  results 
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in  our  performing  groups  at  the  secondary  level,  a  program  such  as  this 
is  of  profound  importance  At  this  time  we  have  775  students  enrolled 
in  our  instrumental  program  (598  band  instruments,  177  strings.)  Suc¬ 
cess  in  this  program  is  due  largely  to  the  flutophone  classes  that  are 
taught  in  the  third  grades  throughout  our  school  system.  The  fluto¬ 
phone  is  a  preband  instrument  that  enables  our  instructors  to  determine 
the  potential  of  a  youngster,  and  encourage  him  to  enroll  in  our  in¬ 
strumental  program. 

There  is  a  band  at  each  of  the  elementary  schools,  for  all  of  our 
instrumental  students.  These  groups  perform  at  various  holiday  assem¬ 
blies,  and  PTA  programs.  We  also  have  an  All-Star  Band  made  up  o 
select  sixth  grade  students  from  all  the  elementary  schools.  This  group 
represents  our  most  advanced  students  at  this  level  and  rehearses  once 
a  week  at  Junior  High  North.  These  bands  add  greatly  to  the  enthusiasm 
and  progress  of  our  instrumental  students. 

Our  string  program  continues  to  grow,  not  only  in  number,  but  in 
quality.  We  currently  have  an  enrollment  of  178  boys  and  girls  that  study 
violin,  viola,  cello  and  string  bass.  There  is  an  All  Town  orchestra  that 
rehearses  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  High  School.  This  orchestra  is 
comprised  of  selected  string,  woodwind,  brass  and  percussion  students 
from  all  schools  in  Norwood.  We  also  have  a  string  ensemble  that  meets 
once  a  week,  comprised  of  string  students  from  grades  3,  4,  and  5.  This 
proved  to  be  a  great  stimulus  for  our  youngsters. 


Junior  High  School  Program 

Our  program  at  this  level  is  comprised  of  a  well-organized,  con¬ 
tinuous  program,  that  will  benefit  the  general  student  who  would  like 
to  pursue  music  in  depth.  Notice  chart  under  High  School  Program  of 
music  academics  and  performance  classes  offered  at  the  secondary  level. 

The  performing  groups  continued  to  play  an  important  roll  in  the 
musical  life  of  each  of  the  Junior  High  Schools.  The  following  is  a  list 
t>f  performing  groups  and  number  of  students  participating.

Although  we  do  have  the  teachers  and  the  curriculum  to  prepare 
a  student  for  entry  into  a  university  or  conservatory,  it  is  our  purpose 
to  make  available  to  all  young  people  in  Norwood  Public  Schools,  a  music 
program  that  will  enrich  their  lives  by  having  correctly  guided  exposure 
to  the  all-improving  art  of  music.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  AUDIO  VISUAL  EDUCATION 

During  the  past  year  the  increase  of  “sights  and  sounds”  in  educa¬ 
tion  have  been  clearly  noticeable.  Administration,  teachers  and  students 
alike  seem  to  be  constantly  aware  of  the  value  of  Audio  Visual  Educa¬ 
tion.  In  this  age  of  technical  advances  the  use  of  improved  reproduction 
equipment,  both  audio  and  visual,  can  bring  a  truer,  more  exact  repre- 
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sentation  of  the  subject  into  the  classroom.  In  fact,  through  the  use 
of  television,  tape  recorders,  movie  and  still  cameras,  and  photocopiers, 
authentic  “on-the-spot”  recording  for  live  or  recorded  presentations  give 
a  better  idea  of  what  is  happening.  Our  students  are  better  informed  by 
these  audio  visual  methods. 

The  A.V.  Office  in  the  new  Junior  High  North  is  being  constantly 
asked  for  assistance  by  teachers  of  all  subject  areas.  We  are  attempting 
to  answer  all  requests  with  the  most  up-to-date  material  and  equipment 
available  (within  budgetary  means.).  Our  A.V.  Coordinators;  Mr.  Thomas 
Burbridge,  at  the  High  School;  Mr.  William  Mazurek,  at  the  Junior  High 
North;  and  Mr.  Lawrence  Decareau,  at  the  Junior  High  South,  are  doing 
much  to  keep  A.V.  moving  smoothly  in  their  schools.  Their  service  is 
most  valuable  to  the  teachers  and  students  in  their  buildings  and  to  the 
entire  town  A.V.  program. 

The  A.V.  Office  is  a  resource  center  for  all  teachers.  Included  are 
facilities  for  making  transparencies  —  diezo,  wet  and  dry  copiers  — 
allsorts  of  transparent  markers  and  acetate  sheets  —  8  mm  and  16  mm 
film  rewinds,  cleaner  and  splicers  —  also,  blank  tapes  and  cassetts 
160  16mm  films  —  numerous  filmstrips  and  sound  filmstrips  posters, 
pamphlets,  transparency  originals.  We  also  have  a  large  library  of  cata¬ 
logues  of  films,  filmstrips  and  other  A.V.  equipment  and  materials 

producers. 

A  new  addition  to  our  A.V.  Office  service  is  a  small  film  loop  library 
of  super  8mm  science  loops.  These  loops  and  film  loop  projectors  were 
made  possible  by  the  use  of  an  (NDEA)  National  Defense  Education  Act 
the  Junior  High  North.  This  machine  has  proved  to  be  very  valuable 
project  for  elementary  science. 

Also  new  this  year  is  a  video  tape  recorder,  camera  and  monitor  at 
the  Junior  High  North.  This  machine  has  proved  to  be  very  valuable 
for  teacher  self  evaluation,  but  as  more  experience  is  gained  in  its  oper¬ 
ation  a  more  varied  use  will  be  made  of  it.  A  unit  has  also  been  ordered 
for  the  Junior  High  South  but  because  of  back  orders  it  has  not  as  yet 
arrived.  It  is  expected  early  in  1971. 

The  introduction  of  the  Elementary  Schools  Teachers  Institute  has 
offered  the  A.V.  Director  a  good  opportunity  to  meet  all  elementary 
teachers  by  grade  level  and  present  to  them  the  many  phases  of  A.V. 
usage  and  the  materials  available  and  suitable  to  their  particular  grade 

level. 

Filmstrips  and  16  mm  films  continue  to  be  extremely  popular  with 
teachers  and  students.  They  can  bring  the  student  visual  evidence  of 
what  teachers  words  or  tfie  printed  page  are  saying.  No  attempt  has 
been  made  to  keep  a  record  of  the  number  of  times  filmstrips  have  been 
used,  but  a  fairly  accurate  tabulation  has  been  made  of  the  number  of 
16mm  sound  films  that  have  been  used  in  the  calendar  year,  1970.

Countless  hours  after  school  have 
been  spent  in  making  repairs  in  order  to  keep  equipment  in  good  shape. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Coakley,  the  Norwood  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  Principals,  Teachers,  Coordinators,  Clerks,  and  Custodians  for 
their  continued  aid  and  support  in  my  endeavors  to  improve  the  Audio 
Visual  standards  in  Norwood.

are  greater. 

Athletics  —  Boys  and  Girls 

Varsity  sports  continue  to  attract  more  and  more  boys  and  girls. 
They  are  eager  to  take  part  in  the  variety  of  activities  which  are  being 
offered  at  the  various  levels.  A  boy  or  girl  is  fortunate  in  Norwood  to  be 
able  to  select  one  of  the  many  sports  to  suit  his  or  her  needs.  We  feel 
that  we  have  one  of  the  most  varied  of  athletic  programs  in  the  Bay 
State  League  or  for  that  matter  in  the  State.  We  have  tried  to  satisfy 
the  desires  of  every  student. 

The  girls  program  consists  of  the  following  sports:  Varsity  and 
Junior  Varsity  field  hockey,  Varsity  and  Junior  Varsity  basketball,  Vars¬ 
ity  and  Junior  Varsity  softball,  Gymnastics,  Swimming,  Tennis,  and 
Cheerleading. 

The  participation  in  all  the  girls  sports  is  always  very  high.  All 
teams  are  members  of  the  Bay  State  League.  We  also  play  several  games 
with  schools  from  the  surrounding  towns.  I  am  sure  that  many  friends 
are  gained  by  being  a  member  of  an  athletic  team  and  playing  teams 
from  other  towns. 

Athletics  —  boys 

I  feel  that  1970  was  a  good  year  for  us.  We  added  new  sports  to  our 
program  that  I  know  will  help  us  in  the  near  future.  The  sophomore  foot¬ 
ball  program  was  very  successful  as  we  were  able  to  have  a  schedule 
for  this  group.  We  have  also  added  a  sophomore  program  in  basketball, 
and  they,  too,  have  a  schedule  of  their  own. 

The  football  team  went  to  Cedar  Hill  Camp  in  New  Hampshire  for 
pre-season  training.  The  coaches  felt  this  was  worth  while,  and  much 
was  gained  from  this  training.  The  team  came  back  to  Norwood  in  top 
physical  condition. 

We  won  championships  in  wrestling  and  baseball  and  also  held  our 
own  in  League  competition.  We  had  several  outstanding  boys  in  wrest¬ 
ling  and  also  an  outstanding  boy  on  the  baseball  team,  William  Travers, 
who  signed  a  major  league  baseball  contract  at  the  close  of  the  baseball 
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season.  The  baseball  team  lost  to  New  Bedford  in  the  Eastern  Mass, 
baseball  tournament.  The  game  was  played  in  Norwood.  This  was  the 
second  straight  year  that  we  won  the  championship  in  baseball. 

At  this  writing  the  hockey  team  is  undefeated  in  six  games,  the 
basketball  team  has  a  record  of  five  wins  and  one  loss,  and  the  wrestling 
team  has  won  one  match. 

The  Boys  Athletic  program  consists  of  the  following  sports:  Football 
—  Varsity,  Junior  Varsity,  Sophomore;  Cross  Country  —  Varsity  and 
Junior  Varsity;  Soccer;  Swimming;  Basketball  —  Varsity,  Junior  Vars¬ 
ity, sophomore;  Hockey  —  Varsity,  Junior  Varsity;  Gymnastics,  Varsity 
and  Junior  Varsity;  Wrestling;  Indoor  Track,  Varsity  and  Junior  Vars¬ 
ity;  Baseball;  Outdoor  Track;  Tennis,  and  Golf. 

We  now  have  a  full  athletic  program  for  boys  and  girls  in  the  North 
and  South  Junior  High  Schools.  The  program  consists  of  the  following 
sports:  Boys  Varsity  and  Junior  Varsity  Football;  Cross  Country;  Soc¬ 
cer,  Varsity  and  Junior  Varsity  Basketball;  Hockey;  Varsity  and  junior 
Varsity  Baseball;  outdoor  track,  and  tennis. 

The  girls  program  consists  of  the  following  sports:  Field  Hockey, 
Varsity  and  Junior  Varsity  Basketball,  Gymnastics,  Softball,  and  tennis! 

I  am  recommending  that  the  following  be  added  to  the  North  and 
South  Athletic  program:  Wrestling  and  Gymnastics. 

Junior  High  School  competition  is  also  held  with  schools  in  the  Bay 
State  League. 

In  closing,  congratulations  to  all  boys  and  girls  who  participated  in 
our  athletic  program  during  1970,  and  I  hope  next  year  we  will  attract 

many  more;  also  congratulations  to  all  coaches  for  their  outstanding 
work.

REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING  SUPERVISOR  OF 
ELEMENTARY  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  report  of  the  Elementary 
Schools  Physical  Education  Department. 

As  of  September  1970,  I  assumed  the  responsibility  of  coordinating 
the  Physical  Education  program  in  the  eight  elementary  schools  in 
Norwwod,  as  a  temporary  acting  supervisor. 

My  teaching  schedule  calls  for  two  and  a  half  days  at  the  Cleveland 
School  and  the  remaining  days  supervising  the  staff  of  four  teachers  and 
serving  eight  elementary  schools. 
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We  are  indeed  very  fortunate  to  have  a  young,  enthusiastic,  and 
energetic  group  of  teachers  on  the  Elementary  Physical  Education  Staff. 

Miss  Judith  Chaffee,  a  graduate  of  Skidmore  College,  at  the  Willett 
and  Shattuck  Schools  and  Mr.  David  McKenna,  University  of  Bridgeport 
graduate,  at  the  Balch  School  are  also  part  time  instructors  at  the  Junior 
High  School  Level.  Miss  Christine  Focht,  graduate  of  Trenton  State 
College,  New  Jersey,  teaches  at  the  Callahan  and  Oldham  Schools  and  two 
classes  at  the  Cleveland  School.  Miss  Jerri  Parrah,  a  graduate  of  Boston 
University,  conducts  classes  at  the  Winslow,  and  Prescott  Schools  and 
works  with  the  special  education  classes  at  the  Oldham  School. 

A  full  fall  outdoor  program  of  movement  exploration,  body  mechan¬ 
ics,  and  game  activities  including  ball  handling  for  the  Grade  One  through 
Three  level  was  established.  Running,  skipping,  walking,  sliding,  and 
hand-eye  coordinating  activities  were  important  parts  of  the  program. 
For  the  Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Grades,  soccer  was  the  popular  activity 
of  this  group.  Speedball  was  also  introduced  to  the  Fifth  and  Sixth 
Grades  and  became  a  very  exciting  and  fast  game  for  the  upper  grades. 

At  the  Willett  School,  we  have  four  tennis  courts  available  and  a 
program  of  tennis  instruction  is  part  of  the  physical  education  program 
in  Grades  Three  through  Six.  Many  young  tennis  players  are  very  eager 
to  learn  this  sport  and  most  have  good  potential  to  become  excellent 
players.  This  is  the  sport  with  the  greatest  carry-over  value  for  partici¬ 
pation  later  in  life. 

We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  four  parachutes,  and  we  instituted 
a  parachute  play  program.  This  was  a  delight  to  the  children  and  was  en¬ 
joyed  by  all  grades,  One  through  Six;  especially  at  Winslow  and  Shattuck 
Schools  where  a  gym  i$  not  available,  this  new  activity  was  received  with 
great  enthusiasm.  The  parachute  play  is  an  excellent  exercise  for  the 
arms  of  the  children,  which  seem  to  be  the  weakest  part  of  their  body, 
and  also  for  rhythm  and  alertness  in  following  directions. 

New  equipment  has  been  purchased  including  eight  indoor  hockey 
kits,  one  for  each  school,  and  so  hockey  was  introduced  to  the  elementary 
physical  education  program  in  November.  Grades  Three  through  Six 
participate  in  this  strenuous  and  exhilarating  game. 

Rhythms,  square  and  folk  dancing,  apparatus  work,  tumbling,  track 
and  field,  soft  ball,  and  physical  fitness  tests  will  also  be  part  of  our  pro¬ 
gram  as  1971  progresses. 

The  Norwood  Elementary  Physical  Education  program  also  cooper¬ 
ated  with  Boston  University  in  the  practice  teaching  program.  The  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  instrumental  in  training  and  guiding  potential 
physical  education  teachers  in  their  first  encounter  with  practical  ex¬ 
perience  in  a  teaching  situation.  Fifteen  or  more  girls  have  been  so 

trained. 
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At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  people  who  cooperated 
with  me  and  encouraged  me  in  the  first  four  months  of  this  new 
endeavor.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  NURSE 

The  school  year  which  began  in  September  of  1969  was  a  memorable 
one  for  School  Health  Services. 

We  welcomed  Miss  Ann  Bunker  R.N.  on  temporary  assignment  to  our 
staff  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  to  go  to  the  New  Junior  High 
School. 

Double  sessions  create  unique  problems  for  the  student  and  for 
school  personnel.  Physical  problems  of  space,  private  area  and  time  pre¬ 
sented  themselves  with  examinations  for  physical  on  those  who  would 
participate  in  sports,  and  for  routine  examinations  for  Physical  Education 
at  the  Junior  High  School.  Through  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Kevin  Dixon, 
head  of  the  Recreation  Department  our  dilemma  was  solved.  We  are 
grateful  for  his  help  in  arranging  for  the  use  of  the  recreational  facilities 
to  meet  Health  needs  both  in  and  after  the  alternate  half  sessions  of 
school.  Many  of  the  Junior  High  School  students  were  able  to  take  advant¬ 
age  of  the  unexpected  free  time  to  improve  skills  in  sports  and  learn  new 
skills. 

In  the  Vision  and  Hearing  Screening  program  equipment  is  shared 
and  must  be  carried  between  schools  by  the  individual  school  nurse  in  the 
attempt  to  meet  the  time  dead-line  set  by  the  administration.  We  agree 
that  early  testing  and  referral  on  defects  is  a  must  if  the  parent  is  to  help 
the  child  to  meet  his  needs  and  gain  the  best  education.  The  percentage 
of  correction  on  report  of  these  needs  is  excellent  and  our  Norwood 
parents  are  to  be  commended. 

Immunization  and  disease  prevention  was  at  an  all  time  high  this 
year.  The  School  Physicians  George  R.  Allen  M.D.  and  Roy  T.  Lydon 
M.D.  directed  clinics  and  examinations  throughout  the  school  year,  up  to 
and  including  the  last  week  of  this  year. 

Tine  Tests  for  the  discovery  and  prevention  of  Tuberclulosis  were 
held  for  the  students  in  grades  one  and  nine.  Follow-up  of  reactors  to  this 
test  disclosed  no  active  disease  in  this  high  prevalence  age  group.  The 
adults  who  work  with  school  children  also  availed  themselves  of  this 
test  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  state  law. 

Clinics  for  the  prevention  of  communicable  disease  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  Norwood  Public  Health  Department  are  a  team  effort  re- 
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quiring  joint  cooperation  between  home,  school  and  health  service.  Such 
clinics  involve  much  Doctor-Nurse-Teacher-School  time.  Without  the  un¬ 
derstanding  and  assistance  of  those  so  involved  we  would  be  unable  to 
offer  this  fine  service  to  the  community. 

Mumps  Vaccine  was  offered  pupils  in  grades  Kindergarten  through 
Junior  High  School,  and  German  Measles  immunization  was  given  to 
those  in  Kindergarten  to  grade  three. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  school  nurses,  the  Eye  Clinic  was  avail¬ 
able  to  school  children  under  the  direction  of  William  F.  Ryan  M.D. 

Dental  care  was  offered  to  those  pupils  who  had  signed  permission 
after  our  school  dentist,  Dr.  Maria  Krivoshlikoff  had  examined  all  in 
grades  one  through  six  who  had  not  presented  dental  examination  and 
completion  certification  from  the  family  dentist.  Assisting  the  dentist  was 
Miss  M.  Helen  Bunker  R.N. 

We  were  happy  to  welcome  Mrs.  Claire  Morrison  R.N.  to  the  dental 
staff  on  her  appointment  after  the  Civil  Service  Examination. 

An  Absentee  Survey  at  the  request  of  the  Administration  during  the 
Winter  months  indicated  increased  incidence  of  disease  and  subsequent 
absence  but  no  epidemic  of  a  particular  disease- 

A  State  Health  Department  training  session  for  employed  school 
nurses  and  potential  candidates  as  well  as  substituting  school  nurses 
was  conducted  under  the  direction  of  a  representative  of  the  Health 
Department.  With  more  sophisticated  testing  equipment  being  used  it 
becomes  necessary  to  retrain  those  employed  in  the  field  of  school  nurs¬ 
ing  as  well  as  training  those  to  be  employed. 

Weighing  and  measuring  of  all  students  in  grade  school  is  done  three 
times  a  year  by  the  School  Nurse.  It  is  also  part  of  the  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  program  at  secondary  level.  This  information  is  available  to  the 
parent  and  may  be  had  from  comprehensive  school  health  records. 

A  Milk  Lunch  was  provided  by  the  Woman’s  Community  Committee 
for  children  in  our  school  who  appear  to  need  this  extra  food  supple¬ 
ment. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  good  learning  experience  occurs  when  one 
is  well  it  is  probable  that  accident  and  illness  are  closely  related  to  one’s 
health.  Preventing  accidents  is  a  major  consideration  at  school.  Much 
more  difficult  is  the  patching  up  of  one  who  has  suffered  accidental 
injury.  We  are  encouraging  all  to  be  aware  of  health  and  safety  hazards 
and  ask  that  all  assist  us  to  change  and  adjust  that  which  would  be 

dangerous  at  school. 

Much  of  our  non-school  time  is  spent  in  learning,  studying  and  try¬ 
ing  to  improve  our  skill  and  thereby  offer  better  service.  Time  too  is 
spent  in  preparing  reports,  keeping  individual  health  records  in  good 
order,  preparing  statistical  records  and  rectifying  and  up  dating  repor  s 
as  required.  Knowledge  in  one’s  head  is  of  little  value  when  a  student 
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leaves  one  area  of  school  life  and  goes  on  to  the  next.  In  his  interest 
much  must  be  written. 

We  the  School  Nurses  as  members  of  a  unique  group  wish  to  thank 
you  for  the  help  and  advice  given  and  to  be  given.  It  is  our  hope  that  each 
new  year  will  bring  needed  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  individual 
in  school  for  in  these  our  children  is  our  hope  of  the  future. 

We  wish  also  to  thank  you  Doctor  Coakley  for  the  help  and  advice 
given  to  us  on  our  efforts  during  this  year.

The  aim  of  the  School  Lunch  Program  is  to  safeguard  the  health 
of  our  nation’s  children. 

Presently,  we  are  serving  lunches  at  the  Senior  High  School,  Junior 
High  North  and  the  Callahan  School.  Facilities  are  now  being  readied  so 
that  in  the  near  future  we  will  be  able  to  serve  lunches  at  the  Junior 
High  South. 

Milk  is  available  to  all  of  the  children  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Continous  maintenance  and  improvements  have  been  made  in  all 
schools. 

For  example: 

The  purchase  of  a  new  portable  stainless  steel  steam  table  —  a  new 
stainless  steel  serving  table  —  also  a  gas  connection  oven  and  new 
serving  utensils  at  the  Callahan  School. 

With  the  opening  of  Junior  High  North  in  January  1970,  and  the 
work  in  the  kitchen  area  being  incomplete,  we  were  unable  to  serve 
school  lunch.  However,  we  did  serve  ice  cream  and  milk  to  the  students. 
In  May  1970,  the  school  lunch  program  at  the  Junior  High  North  came 
into  being.  Both  the  students  and  the  cafeteria  staff  were  pleased  with 
the  new  operation. 

At  the  Senior  High  School,  a  snack  bar  is  in  service  in  the  morning. 
The  students  are  offered  cereal,  fruit,  milk,  cocoa  and  other  items. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  our  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr  Philip  O. 
Coakley,  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  Mr.  Donovan,  Mr.  Napoleone, 
Mr.  McDonald,  Mr.  Maleiko,  the  office  staff  of  the  School  Administration 
Building  and  the  administrators  of  all  the  schools.

General  Remarks 

All.  schools  received  general  repairs  as  needed.  Boilers  and  heating 
components  received  annual  service  and  repair  as  needed.  The  fuel  oil 
crisis  and  varying  qualities  of  fuel  added  to  the  service  requirements  and 
costs  of  heating  the  buildings  this  year. 

The  grounds  received  general  daily  and  annual  maintenance  such  as 
seeding,  fertilizing,  etc.  Bituminous  damage  of  parking  lots  and  play 
areas  was  repaired  including  burm  repairs. 

To  find  free  time  to  maintain  the  Senior  High  School  field  area  and 
the  football  field  is  becoming  more  difficult  because  of  the  heavy  sched¬ 
ules  imposed  on  these  areas  due  to  expanding  physical  education  pro¬ 
grams  and  sport  oriented  activities.  Increasing  use  of  satelite  field  areas 
for  physical  education  programs  have  increased  also  adding  to  the  work 
load  of  grounds  care.  Lack  of  adequate  parking  at  various  schools  has 
caused  a  great  deal  of  damage  to  lawn  areas  by  cars  being  parked  on 
the  grassed  areas. 

An  increase  in  vandalism  was  noted  this  year.  The  Senior  High 
School  tennis  courts  were  put  out  of  action  due  to  theft  and  vandalism 
of  the  nets  and  mechanical  equipment.  Exterior  lighting,  glass,  signs  and 
chain  link  fencing  were  favorite  targets. 

The  summer  cleaning  program  was  completed  again  this  year  on 
schedule  although  some  of  the  schools  conducted  summer  school.  Co¬ 
operation  and  scheduling  and  a  tremendous  effort  by  the  school  custodial 
staff  was  responsible  for  the  continuing  good  housekeeping. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Coakley,  Mr.  Blasenak,  the  School  Committee, 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Custodial  and  Maintenance  Staff  for  their  as¬ 
sistance  and  cooperation.

As  you  leave  Norwood  High  School  to  enter  a  restless  world,  it  is 
our  hope  that  the  curriculum  of  study  for  which  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  is  responsible  will  serve  you  well. 

Never  before  has  there  been  a  greater  need  for  a  good  academic 
foundation  to  enable  one  to  cope  with  problems  of  today. 

Never  before  have  the  young  people  been  faced  with  such  issues  and 
problems  to  solve,  that  Satan  himself  could  not  conjure  up  and  assemble 
into  one  package. 

Never  before  has  there  been  such  a  polarization,  between  the  young 
and  their  elders,  urban  and  suburban  societies,  and  between  the  races.

I  present  you,  herewith,  the  annual  report  for  the  Department  of  Weights 
and  Measures  for  the  Town  of  Norwood,  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 


1970. 

Number  of  Units  Tested  .  869 

Number  of  Units  Sealed  .  843 

Number  of  Units  Adjusted  .  119 

Number  of  Units  Not  Sealed  .  6 

Number  of  Units  Condemned  .  20 

Fees  collected  and  paid  to  Treasurer  .  $1,269.70 


Surprise  spot  checking  of  essential  food  items  of  some  1610  units  re¬ 
vealed:  1030  units  correct,  198  units  as  under  and  380  as  over  measurement. 
Merchants  concerned  were  advised  and  cooperated  with  corrective  actions. 

An  unknown  taxi  “rate  war”  was  waged  this  past  year  because  of 
differing  zone  rates.  One  concern  tried  to  establish  a  standard  by  installing 
taxi  meters.  This  measuring  device  required  my  testing  and  sealing  as 
correct  according  to  our  state  code  and  regulations.  This  responsibility 
required  engineering  services  and  considerable  time,  all  resulting  in  meter 
adjustments,  retesting,  etc.  to  meet  regulations.  The  project  which  was 
costly,  dangerous  to  me,  did  result  in  a  fair  standard  rate  for  the  public  and 
operator  but  —  uncontrolled  competition  without  taxi  meters  and  various 
rates,  indirectly  caused  program  to  be  abandoned.  Therefore,  I  advise  The 
Selectmen  (taxi  licensing  authority)  to  consider  to  study,  reorganize  a 
standard  controlled  zone  rate  or  require  (as  a  town  ordinance)  an  approved 
measuring  device  to  standardize  taxi  rates,  thus  providing  protection  for  the 
public. 

An  informative  and  suggestive  call  was  received  from  a  former  town  resi¬ 
dent,  regarding  a  questionable  prepackaged  meat  item  purchased;  the  party 
resolved  their  own  complaint  with  management.  However,  I  did  follow 
through  finding  the  probable  cause  due  to  a  mechanical  automation  device 
oversight  which  was  corrected. 

The  usual  gasoline  complaints  received  were  investigated;  one  of  which 
possibly  pertained  to  the  octane  or  an  engine  malfunctioning.  I  asked  for 
the  State  Motor  Fuel  Sales  Division  to  check  these  particular  octane  ratings 
which  were  reported  back  to  me  as  within  tolerances.  That  department 
(whose  duties  are  now  diversified)  has  been  merged  with  the  Bureau  Of 
Standards  (which  receives  authority  from  Department  of  Labor  and  Indus¬ 
tries).  When  the  new  state  reorganization  plan  becomes  effective  this  coming 
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new  year,  the  entire  mentioned  group  will  be  under  authority  of  the  new 
“Office  of  Consumers  Affairs”.  Does  this  sound  confusing  —  just  wait  until 
the  numerous  new  unleaded  gasolines  appear  on  the  market  which  sup¬ 
posedly  are  to  reduce  pollution  I  anticipate  real  bedlam  due  to  possible 
improper  use  in  certain  cars,  the  necessity  of  new  equipment  (car  engines, 
meter  pumps,  tanks,  etc.)  possible  adding  costs  from  one  to  five  cents  per 
gallon  for  unleaded  gasolines. 

Lead  free  gasoline  has  a  91  octane  rating  as  against  94  or  95  present 
day  “regular”  gasoline  and  100  or  more  for  “premium”  gasoline.  These 
octane  ratings  indicate  the  burning  efficiency  of  fuel.  Anyone  should  there¬ 
fore  understand  that  the  91  octane  (new  variety)  will  produce  less  mileage 
and  pep  than  the  gas  now  sold.  Don’t  be  confused  by  “AMOCO’s”  long-time 
premium  unleaded  gas.  (I  say  this  without  prejudice.)  That  has  about  97 
octane. 

Most  important  —  One  must  remember  that  the  1971  cars  designed  to  use 
91  octane  unleade^  gasoline  also  will  operate  on  “regular”.  Present  cars 
using  regular  gas  can  run  on  91  octane  unleaded,  but  only  if  some  engine 
modifications  are  made.  Cars  that  use  “premium”  cannot  use  91  octane  un¬ 
leaded  gasoline.  (Note  to  oil  companies:  “Save  yourselves  the  trouble  of 
legal  actiin  against  me  or  my  town”.  These  statements  are  factual  and  it  is 
my  sworn  duty  in  finding,  enforcing  and  reporting.) 

I  have  had  tremendous  faith  in  the  original  Massachusetts  Consumers 
Council  as  my  past  reports  indicated.  This  year  I  took  exception  to  oppose 
their  ill-conceived,  ambiguously  designed  legislative  House  Bill  84  (Docket 
250)  which  could  have  nullified  our  present  general  laws  which  assure  better 
protection  to  consumers.  My  small  efforts  of  writing  our  local  Representa¬ 
tives  and  the  entire  Representatives  and  Senators  on  the  ‘Commerce  and 
Labor  Committee”  asking  opposition  to  this  bill  for  reasons  as  not  being  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  public  was  receptive  and  that  deceptive  bill  was 
defeated  from  becoming  law. 

However,  the  present  council  successfully  amended  G.  L.  Chapter  6, 
Section  115  on  “Unit  Pricing”  —  a  very  worthwhile  principle,  BUT  the  last 
sentence  states:  “shall  not  apply  to  any  retail  establishment  operated  by  a 
person  as  his  sole  place  of  business  and  the  gross  annual  income  of  which 
does  not  exceed  five-hundred-thousand  dollars”!  (I  cannot  help  but  ask 
myself  what  good  is  this  law  and  who  is  fooling  who.) 

Now,  this  year,  G.  L.  Chapter  153  became  effective  authorizing  cities 
and  towns  to  create  their  own  Consumers  Advisory  Commissions  by  adopt¬ 
ing  this  as  a  town  by-law.  This  committee  would  conduct  investigations, 
research  into  matters  affecting  consumers  interests, and  education;  and  re¬ 
port  to  the  general  public  and  law  enforcement  agencies.  It  would  submit 
annual  reports  to  town  and  Massachusetts  Consumers  Council,  appoint  clerks 
and  employees  as  it  may  require.  Should  our  town  executive  department 
determine  to  adopt  this  recommendation.  I  would  most  certainly  advise  con¬ 
sideration  of  appointing  their  “Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures”  to  such 
commission  thereby  utilizing  that  experienced  knowledge  and  know  how.  The 
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very  nature  of  those  activities  have  long  been  deeply  involved  in  consumer 
protection. 

Somewhere,  (legislatively)  lobbying  encroachments  in  the  name  of 
consumer  protection  is  jeopardizing  our  uniformity  in  weights  and  measures 
administration.  This  attempted  division  is  what  I  believe  and  call  deceptive 
political  thunder,  glamourizing  an  old  hat  to  look  like  a  new  concept  of 
consumer  protection.  Our  Associations  and  National  Conferences  on  Weights 
and  Measures  with  some  50  states  aligned  in  a  national  effort  of  common 
codes,  are  too  potent  an  influence  to  be  out  legislated.  Massachusetts  has 
had  the  finest  codes  which  have  been  used  as  models,  but  some  local  govern¬ 
ments  have  failed  shamefully  in  providing  proper  support,  budgets,  etc.  such 
as  some  of  our  Finance  Committees  which  have  never  met  with  this  depart¬ 
ment  to  study  or  recommend  an  adequate  budget  as  our  town  charter  states. 

Again,  I  have  enjoyed  trying  to  meet  these  challenges  and  honor  of 
having  served,  and  therefore  wish  to  thank  the  Manager,  Mr.  Blasenak, 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Police  Department,  State  Departments,  Norwood  Mer¬ 
chants  and  Industries  and  the  public  for  their  respective  considerations.

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Veteran’s 
Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

The  Annual  Veteran’s  Benefits  climbed  to  a  grand  total  of  $125,150.07 
this  year,  an  increase  of  some  $20,000.00  over  the  previous  year.  This  was 
due  in  large  measure  to  a  steady  increase  in  the  permanent  and  temporary 
case  load,  an  increase  in  the  recipients’  budget  by  the  State  Department 
of  Veteran’s  Services  coupled  with  continuing  increases  in  hospital,  nursing 
home  and  general  medical  costs  and  the  unemployment  situation  which 
reached  an  all  time  high  for  recent  years  of  6.2%. 

Veteran’s  Services  which  continues  to  produces  a  rash  of  new  benefits 
and  innumerable  changes  in  the  old  ones  still  commands  about  60%  of  our 
time.  The  volume  of  literature  received  from  the  Veteran’s  Administration 
is  both  time  consuming  and  essential  if  we  are  to  keep  abreast  of  and  pass 
on  to  the  Veteran  population  the  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled.  There  is 
a  continuing  number  of  returning  servicemen  and  each  one  is  briefed  on 
what  State  and  Federal  benefits  are  available  to  him  and  all  are  encouraged 
to  take  advantage  of  the  G.I.  Schooling,  On-the-job  and  apprenticeship 
training  programs. 

The  Department  of  Veteran’s  Services  composed  as  it  is  of  two  com 
ponent  parts  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  G.L.  of  the  Commonwealth 
as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946  for  the  purpose  of  administering 
Veteran’s  Benefits  and  Services.  Norwood  spent  approximately  $125,150.07 
this  year  in  benefits  program.  All  assistance  cases  were  investigated  and 
payments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter  115  of  the  G.L.  which  assures 
the  Town  of  Norwood  a  fifty  (50%)  percent  reimbursement  from  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veteran’s  Services  is  to  assist 
veterans  and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance  and 
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information  and  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational 
or  other  educational  opportunities,  G.I.  Loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care, 
compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training,  insurance, 
burial  allowances,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  all  other  benefits  granted 
under  existing  State  and  Federal  Laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  was  accorded  conscientious  consideration 
and  all  possible  assistance  under  existing  regulations  was  invariably  granted. 
The  one  aim  was  to  give  all  veteran’s  and  their  dependents  the  best  service 
possible  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting 
them  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veteran  s  Administration  and 
the  various  local  civic  and  veteran’s  organizations  that  interest  themselves 
in  veteran’s  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this  department 
throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veteran’s  Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Town  Counsel,  other  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of  Veteran  s  Services 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Department  for  the  year  1970. 

In  1970  further  strides  were  made  in  our  13.8  kV  expansion  program. 

The  most  notable  of  these  was  the  construction  of  a  pole  line  between 
Winter  Street  and  Rugby  Road. 

Our  115  kV  station  was  put  into  partial  operation  in  1970  and  progress 
towards  its  completion  in  1971  has  been  on  schedule. 

The  year  1970  saw  two  increases  in  our  purchase  power  rate  from  our 
supplier  which  necessitated  an  increase  in  our  rates  to  our  customers  in 
order  to  recoup  the  extra  charges  levied  to  the  Town. 

The  Town  is  continuing  to  participate  in  hearings  before  the  Federal 
Power  Commission  in  Washington  and  further  progress  is  expected  in  1971. 
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An  increase  in  kilowatt  hours  consumed  of  16.5%  over  1969  was  ex¬ 
perienced. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  as  well  as  other  Departments  for  their  cooperation.
